Honourable Sir, and Gentlemen, 
T HAVE the honour to enclofe the copy of ray corref. 
pondcncc with Captain Jaqucs, together with four con- 
tingent bills tranfmitted to me by that gentleman. In 
r^ardto the gun, lbc£ leave to inform you, it has- lately 
ooly been delivered over to the Aumils, and the cattle and 
men attached to it were till then fu^fiortcd by Captain 
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rhc circumftance relative to the commotions created by 
Sulbudder, in tlic dillri£ts of Sablone and Jayes, I have 
already fubmitted to your confideratioo ; it is with great 
j^eafarc I inform you that he has i\ot returned to the Vi- 
zier's dominions. In my addrcfs of the ^otb ultimo, I 
mentioned the capture of the fort Kortayu ; the Vizier has 
thought proper to dircA the Aumils capitally to punilh the 
two ringleaders, Amrow Sing and Gundcharry, taken in 
arms in the faid fort, as they were confidered in the light 
of fiulbuddcr's adherents, and have on former occafions 
interrupted the peace of the country. 

Capnin Jacques has, in the courfe of the fervtce, con- 
du^d himfclf with great zeal and aQivIty ; and it is owing 
to bis exertions, in conjunction with thofe of the Aumils, 
Ifniael Beg and Tuckee Beg, that the bufinefs has been 
brought to its prefent flats with lofs of very few lives, and 
little detriment to the revenue.

every fort included, and tl)e wheels which were taken from 
different catriages, almoft tumbling to pieces, with every* 
other part of the wood and iron work, in fuch a bad coh- 
. dition that I w^s obliged, on our coming to our encamp- 
ing ground, daily to fet every hand to work that I could 
meet with, and by this attention have at laft fuccecded in 
geitingevery thing into a very good condition; I. haV« 
now got forty-two roijnds, and. uxteen rounds'of grape, 
which I fuppofe will be fufScient for the fervice of the guo 
while under my carei 5 

J ant now to requeft your pcrmJffion of alking you ia 
what manner I an;i to be reimburfcd for the aboVe-mei^' 
tioned repairs, as alfo for the extra people I have been ne- 
cellitated to entertain for the ufe of the gun and tumbril, 
croffing the Gooraty, levelling the forts of Thirra and; 
' Cliukin, &c. Maj(>rs h^ve been ^Uoijved three thoufand 

rupeA" 
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Rlpees per month, while detached fcrving in Ac Vizict'i 
dominionsi in lieu of ill contingencies ; and I cannot 
doubt but you will allow half that fum to be very rcafon- 
able, when you conlider tb« cxpence and trouble I have 
been obliged to enter into.

1 have received your'i of the loth inftant, and agree- 
able to your defire I have to inform, yon, that the 21ft 
N.oyemKr Major Lutafdaine ordprrd mi: to march to 
^yes, and render the Anmil Xihm^el, Beg (who there 
joined me) every affiftance in, my power ; this I have done 
to my utmpft, till he left me to proceed for Locknow, the 
middle of laft month, when Tuckec Beg was fent to me 
in his room, with orders by Major Lumfdaine, to render 
faim every affiftaiice he might rcqueft ; this I airo have done 
la tbe utOQoft of my power. , On the J7th ultimo, in tlie 

A 2 ^m^- 
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evening, Tuckce Beg teld me the Jemi^fi of T^irfu and 
Chuken had collcfied the Nabob's revenues froai the vil- 
lages about them, and were in arms sgainft the Nabob's 
fcrvants, refufing to account for the caJh thcy bad receiv- 
ed, and requeued mc to march againft them. The i8th I 
fent, and had the roads cxaijiined ; and the 19th I march- 
ed, but on our arrival at tiie fort of Thirrah, it was aban- ■ 
doncd. The Aomil told me it muft be deflroyed ; I, 
agreeable to my inflruflions, complied, and alBlted him to 
the ut^oft, in Confequence of which it was even with the 
ground that night. He then informed me it was nccefl&rj( 
to do the lame to the fort of Chukin, and tbe 2otfa it 
Ihared the fame fate. 

I am now to rcqueft you will fend me orders to whom I 
may give up the Nabob's gun, or ihat you will give orders 
to Major Lumfdainc concerning tbat I may take away my 
Sepoys, formerly Golandazes in the Honourable Com- 
pany's fervice, and who I pofted to the gun, being maftcts 
of that duty, entertaining Sepoys in their room, and who 
I fhali immediately difcharge, now that I perceive the dif* 
ficnlty I fliall have in being reimburfed the cafli I have ad- 
vanced for the good of the Nabob's fetvice. 

I am alfo, in reply to that part of your letter where yoii 
'fay the Aumils are allowed a certain fum on the abov^- 
menticned account, to inform yoUi that it was after re- 
peated application to Ifiimael S^g. informing hinS' about 
the people who had been attached to tlie gun during its 
ftay at Fyzabad, and who came along with it with me, a 
DuiFedar, fix Golandaez, five Lafcars, one carpenter, one 
blackfmith, and thirty-two guns and tumbril bullocks, 
with their drivers i that I was able to get one month and % 
half pay for the men, and who I had been fupporttng at 
the rate of two annas per day each, to keep them from 
itarving. I muft alfo inform you that thele peppic and 
cattle I have repeatedly applied to Tuckee Beg for fubi- 
liftencc for, but without tffeA j and the cattle would go 
without grain, did I not fupply it to them. 

The particulars of the charges I have incurred' I will 
hereafter fend you, at prcfem they are not ready. I will 
alfo tranftnit you a copy of Major Gilpin's orders regard- 
ing the gun, on my taking charge of it. And regarding 
the fixed monthly allowance you mention, had I thought 
necelTary to have made applications to the Board, I furclj] 
fliould not have applied to you. ''

HdnoiiVable Sir, and Gentreiilerl, 

Under date the a+th January, I had the honour to tranf- 
mit you information relative to the Seiks, who have lince 
that period committed depredations on the neighbouring 
Countries, and made feveral attempts againll the Vizier's 
dominions. The fmall force with which theif attacks have 
been repulfed, flatter me with hopes that little is to be ap- 
prehended, if timely precautions be taken, t cannot fub- 
mit the fa£ts to your cdnlideratton with clearnefs and pre- 
cifion, except by a view of the whole of my cdrrelpondence 
and intelligence on the fubjcfl. I beg your exculc for in- 
truding upon your attention fuch numerous pipers as I 
now inclofe,' of which a liA- accompanies this addrcfs. My 
principal reafon for being fo particular, is to guard againu 
atA claims and dcdufiions Almafs Ally Cawn wilhes to 
eftablifh for the damages faClained by the depredations of 
the Seiks, which ire fet forth in the reprelentations of 
his Naibs, No. 7 and 11. He pittends that the colleftioni 
of diftri£)s yielding nine lacks of rupees att entirely at « ' 
fiand. I am clearly of opinion the Jofs can hardly exceed 
ten thoufand rupees. Indeed I Ihould confider him cul- 
pable for any mifchief his countries may have futfcrcd, the 
troops under his command being in every refpcCl equal to 
repelling the attacks of any bodies of Seiks likely to appear 
in thefc quarters ; and I have uniformly held this language 
to him, when he has fpoke to me upon the fubje£t. 

Khawja Aiii ul Deenhas attended at Lucknow, in order 
to fiate the diftreOed fituation of Rohilcund, adling from, 
the periodical rSins not having been fo plentiful as ufual' 
daring the Jafl feafon. At the end of December, or in 
all January, 2 few fhowcrs are tiecel^ry for the cultivation 
of the rubby harvefl ; thefe alfo have failed, but I am 
happy to underfiand, from the beft intelligence I can ob- 
taiB> tlut a bmine 'U Dot to be apprehended. Khawja 
A 4. Ain 
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Ain ul Deen hai abjefted to tl^c paymeflt of the full 

amount di the afCgnmcritt granted on htm, fouading his 
pica of inability on the drought. He carnellly reqnefied 
to bold the coamry in amanDy, and not in farm ; md fo- 
Jicited to have a Sezawai deputed oif the part of the Ho- 
nourable Company, and 2 Peifhcar on the part of the 
Vizier, to infpeft his conduft. The great expcnce at- 
tending thefc appointments was urged in obje£lion to them, 
Unlefs the perfons fclefted for foch trufta arc men of fupe- 
rior abilities, and (IriA integrity, a c€>lluJion might he 
formed between (be parties. From the experience I have 
had on thefc occafionsi I can hardly quote an inftance 
where they have been attended wkh any good to the poblic : 
en the contrary, the interference of Sezawali and Pciflicars 
creates a divided authority, and furniAies the Aumil with 
cxcufes for the difchwgc of his duty. By fuch an arrange- 
nie,nt alfo Khauja Ain ul Dccn would be relieved from all 
refpopfibility. The plan I purpofe following, with regard 
to him is, to be very peremptory in my demands until the 
conclulion of the year, at which period, as no plea of in- 
terruption to the collection can then be urged, the appoint- 
ment of a Sezawai and Peiihcar may be advifeable, and 
proper peifons felcfted, and invefled with fuch authority 
as may prepare the way for dividing, the country into ^ 
number of fmall faims. 

My corrcfpondence with the Commanding Officer will 
explain the deps taken to defend the country againft tlie 
Stiks.' The letters from Major Browne, No. 16 and 17, 
fpeak. of their depredations in a ferious light. In regard 
to hi': propofal <a afllAtng the King with troops, I (houU 
imagine the Vizier's finances at this period are not in a 
ftate to admit of incurring expences which arc not abfo- 
lutely unavoidable, and I hope the propofed detachment 
will be attended with every good e^e£t that can be de£rcd.

Od ^c 17111. of ,thc prefent month* B.numeroas anay (^ 
teiks, under the \:ondu3 of fpijr renownetj Chiefs, ap- 
peared at the Gauts of Kurum Cofs.'Run GaUt. and Raj- 
caul', where the-Tiver is fordabie. On bearing pf this, I 
forthwith ordered fome infantry and cavalry to tbofc gauts, 
to prevent tbcir croffing, and directed them to leoure al| 
the boats, andfaftcn them on this iide the water. On that 
day an engagement continued between tbe army and my 
people tin the fctti'ng of thefnil. . , .. , . 

Now whereas a mighty hoft of the enemy appeared in 
Ibrce at Rijgaiit, where tbe river is flialiow and narrrow* 
and which is diftant from my place of re&dence, Rajpoora, 
about four cofs, I before day-break of the iStb got all my 
baggage and camp followers lodged in the ficall fort of 
Rajpore, under charge of Mirzabuddur Adun Mahomed, 
^nd marched with the fmall party of borfe and foot that I 
bad, towards Raj Gaut, where I arrived before the riling of 
the fun. The enemy, conjifting of above ao,ooO fighting 
men, including thofe which fervc for booty, made an effort 
to crofs, but I arrived at the critical jundure, and they 
could not fucceed ; and a lierce battle enfued, and continued 
till the fctting of the fun ; but I cannot fay that any blood 
'was £hed on that important day. Yet, at tbe clofe of di« 
day the enemy retired, and I, faithful to my trufl, conti- 
nued with my gallant iolloweia on tbe bank of the river at! 
night; nor did we ungird our loins, though wearied with 
glorious labour from tbe excefs of our vigilance, and alert- 
. ncfs — think not it was from tear, and that it was for the - 
fake of running away : And the divine favour, joined with 
the aufpices of bis Highnefs and you, operating in our fa- 
vour, ^ar and difmay invaded the hearts of our eneipies, 
and drove away llecp from their camp, and made them anxi- 
ous for their own lafety, fo that they ceafed not to watcb 
all night, and on the morning of the loth too ; and behold, 
dcfpairing of, fucoefs'^ere, they moved off towards Khorje 
and Shukapoorel 

And, to my honour I can relate it, the Goflayns, a va-* 
liint people, though very numerous, dare not face tbefe 
terrible Seiks, but on their abroach tbey fkulkcd into their 
forts, and fneaked into their Itrong places, leaving, to tbeit 
eternal difgrace, tbe jaydads of their Lords the Goflayne 
Cbieft to thcfc mercilefs wretches pleafure ; and they did 
not fail to ravage and dellroy the country, and plunder the 
poor farmers and inhabitants, for they found no one to op- 
pofe them in all tbey did. Finding no difficult ij^ commit- 
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ting thefc depredations, emboldened them to meditate upon 
acting the fame on this lide the rivtft, and they immedtatdjr 
conceived the defign of penetratiig into Robi)cund as far as 
Sumbhull, Chanduriic, and Moradabad, which opulent 
places they had fixed thei^ eyes upon, as worthy of being 
plundered. The merchants and people of thofe placet 
bearing of their intentions, took the alarm, and removed 
with their famihes and valuables from thence, and went to 
Other places of fecurity. 'But fortunately for the couiitiy 
and^brthe inhabitants, I arrived and protected them from 
being fpoiled. And, had I had with me but a little larger 
force, and two or three guns, I fhould without hefitatton 
have croffed the river, and have given them battle ; and I 
iflatter myfelf I fhould have defeated and punilhed them, for 
their impudence. But, conJideting there was a flrong an4 
numerous hoA on that fide of the water, and I had out a 
few followers, I thought it advifeablc to remain within lay 
own limits. But let it fuSce, I have, under the divine 
fiirour and your happy aufpices, prevented any dainaget 
being committed by them, and caufed the terrors that had 
feized his Excellency's good fubjefts to fublide. 

Yet, though I have fo gallantly defeated their deligni* 
and difcomfited the enemy in their firft effort, I apprehend 
they will not lay alide their enterprizc fo quietly and eafily, 
bat expefl that they will return about two months hence to 
renew their attempts, with an army numerous as the locuSs 
infnmmcn

As from Mohamud Cazim's letter it appears, that Rohtt< 
cund is threatened with an inyafion by thefc plunderers in 
two months time, 1 judge it requifite for his Excellency to

Tranflation of * I^etter from Tug Cbund Roy. Naib of 
, Daranagur, to Khawja Ayn ui Deen, dated Tvja 4f au^ 
the Evening 6th Rubbcp ul Awal. 

The 4th of Robbee ul Awal, on hearing that the enemy 
liad crofled the river near the Gaut Balu Wallu, on tliC 
fide of Tuijee Gaut, I difpatched an arzec to you, which 
you muft have received. 

At the time of marching from the above place, I lent a 
Chubdar, and an Hircarra to the battalions belonging to 
Mcer Mohamed Hoffein at Balawallau Gaut, defiring that 
two battalions might remain there, and the remainder, with 
two guns, come immediately to me, and upon their arrival 
1 ihould march forward. I alfo lent a mellage to the above 
Meer, who was at Raypoor, to be ready with two guns. 
When the battalions and guns arrived, I myfelf went t© 
Raypoor ; they were left under the command of faid Mcer, 
to whom I fcDt a meflage, defiring be would be in readinefi 
to march forward, and that I had waited in expefkatioa of 
him. He, in excufe, returned for anfwer, that both he 
and his men were fatigued ; and however pofitive my orders 
were, and the mel]!ages that patled between us, be came 
not. Certain intelligsnce arrived, that the enemy had 
palTed the river, and were encamping near SumbuU Wallu 
GauCi that the fepoys under Umjud Cawn, who were 
there, had engaged the enemy; two perfons were kiUed, 
and four wounded ; our troops retreated from their en- 
campment fighting, and arrived with their battalion {la- 
ttoned at Gurry Turja; the encampment fell into the hands 
»f the enemy. They difmounted thrir horfes, divided in- 
to four bodies, beGegcd a fmall fort garrifoned by three 
companies. Mohummed Unijud Cawn, who was at Bun- 
naud, on hearing this intelligence, maichcd with cannon, 
and fome more companies, to the batulion. He fired ^pon 
the enemy wiih grape and mu&ctry. By the grace of God, 
»nd your aufpices, numbers were Icilled and wounded, and • 
many horfes dcAroyed. When night came, the enemy 
encamped in a plain, near the fmall fort. I alfo waited at 
Narveiil, in expectation of the battalions. On finding 
tbey did not come, I marched to Tuga Gaut with cannon, 
and in company with Meer Mohummed Sha, Mohummed

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HuflciD Cawn, Mahommed Jaftcr Cawn, Mahommed Uf- 
man Cawn, Fi^flail Beg, tbc cavalry of Bany Bebudrc, 
^nd others. 

^t that very time Umjed Cawn and the enemy were fight- ■ 
ing, he with bis troops were in a fiinall fort, and the Seiks 
furrounded it. On the moment of my arrival they wcfe 
diflicartened, relinqui{hed the fort, &c. threw many dead 
bodies into the Ganges, while they rcrcrofled ; they halted 
at a village called Canuhery, five cof) on the other fide of 
^he Ganges. 

By the grace of God, and yoor aufpices, wc became 
viftorioBs. The inhabitants of this country were exceed- 
ingly alarined when the enemy psifTed the riv^r, but now 
their fears are vanifhed. I have pitched my tents at Turjt 
Gaut, and have ftationed Hircarrahs for intelligence. 
What I hear to-morrow you Ihall be informed of. After 
the battle was over, the battalions of Meer Mahomme4 
fiuffin, and Rajah Ally Beg, marched to this place.

The inclofed Perfian paper ts an arzeo from the Naih of 
Cofs Gunge to Almafs Ally Cawn, containing intelligence

^ardly intelligible in many parts. The inconfiderable force 
vhich has lelided the Seiks niay juflly flatter us with hopes 
that the enen y cannot be very formidable. The diflenlioi>j 
Among the Chiefs at Dclhy have furnifhed an opportunity 
to ihe Seiks to advance in larger bodies to the Vizier's 
frontiers than they have hitherto been accuQomcd to 
do ; and from every intelligence I can obtain, we may rea- 
fonably e^pef^ they will continue their attempts upon his 
Excellency's ^om'iuons. As Khawjah Aycem ul Dicn 
4id, 9n the firft appearance of the enemy, reprcfcnt (fyax, he 
had entertained additional troops^ he ^^5 ipimcdiatcly di- 
reded to difmifs them, and h.as not been allowed for their 
fubliftctice. The Minifter recommends a regiment fhonld 
be Rationed at fuch gauts as will by this arrangement be 
left unguarded. He pcopofcs that the troops now ftationed 
at them may be employed in the colleiEiions. Before I ad- 
vife the Vizier upop. tli^ fobj^fl, \ tal^e tbe liberty t;o ap- 
prize you of the' requeft, tbnt you may furij^ni me with 
your opinion. 

I beg leave to obferve, that as the Honourable the Go- 
vernor General and Council highly difiqiprove of detach- 
ments, unlefs'upon the moft emergent occasions, I have 
Cautioufly a^pided recommending them : It appears very 
likely, however, that a, detachment of the Honourable 
Company's troops wiU^e neceflaiy in Rohilcund. Infuch 
cafe, agreeable'to my inflruSt'ions, it is my duty to apply to 
the Commanding Officer at Chiinar Ghur, to aitift the 
Vizier with a reinforcement to join the troops under your 
command, that you may always 'remain vlritli' a refpeoable 
colle£ted &rce. ' The Honourable Board arc the more 
anxious on this head, as the fituation of Almafs Ally Cawn 
renders it proper to awe his conduct ; and I could wilh yop 
would fpecily the detachments you could fpare for the fer- 
vice of Rohilcund.

their depredations. I beg leave to acquaint yon, that I 
tiave communicared my intelligence conoeroing the SaHet 
to Colonel Morgan.

Khan, dated the 23d of i ubee ul Awul 1191, to Almafs 
Ally Khan. 

I yefterday fenC you an account of an Irrt^ion made 
by the Seiks into Sooreen jind Buddiram, and that they 
)iad come to an engagement with my Tannadar ; as alia 
(if their having committed the greafeft ravages in the di- 
flri£ls of Sooreen, Buddiria, Suklian, Kaufhee Gunge^ 
and Gur Gurry, totally.defpoiling the harvefl, and carry- 
ing off all the cattle, together with fome two hundred of 
the inhabitants, men, women, and children; at the fam» 
time killing and wounding many more. Early this morn- 
ing 20,000 of their bed horfe having furroundcd Khafs. 
Gunge, the report of the engagement which followed maft 
' Kiready have reached you ; were T 10 fpeak of it, it migh^ 
G^fry too moch, the appearance of felf applaufe. 
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Sy the blefUng of God, I happened to be furniflied witb 
two pieces of artillery, of which I m^dc fo good a ufc, that 
I obliged them to give ground, after an obftinate eng^e- 
Inent : Quickly after, having difniounted, and advanced 
my infantry to the walls, they made a furjous charge ; but 
were again rcpuIFed by us, and beaten back to their camp, 
which is about three cofs from the river, and which they 
regained at night. I Ihall be particularly attentive to all 
their motions. I yeflerday fent information of the irrup- 
tion into Sooreen, &c. to Rajah Suvcram at Attya, re- 
quelting he would fend me a re-inforcement ; but he tells 
me, in anfiiver, that the fettlement of Shuckooabad is in 
agitation, and the Englifh battalion is there j but will fend 
the troops to my afliftance as foon as they can be fparcd 
6om the coUeAions. The remainder of this letter con- 
tains an account of his own gallantry ; the action in which. 
be flew five Sciks outright, and as many horfes. He re- 
prefents, that the colle^ions arc at a Hand, and neither a 
reinforcement of troops nor ammunition can be procured 
in the coantiy, which is become a defart, for the fpace o£ 
£>cty cofe.

I am honoured with your letter of 5th inftant, enclofing 
a copy of an arzee, containing intelligence, &c. and I beg 
leave to acquaint you, that my opinion refpefting the force 
neccHary to oppofe the 6eiks remains unchanged ; and I 
can only recommend, that hisExcejIency fhould fend in- 
fimdions to Colonel Sir John Cumming, without lofs of 
time, to detach a proper .number of troops for the pcotec- 
ijon of hjs dominions, and for the defence of the gauts and 
inlets which lead into them ; to which end Colonel Sir 
John CumCning's detachment is fuljy fufRcient, as you will 
perceive from the endofed extiatl, which I have tranfmit- 
mined for your fati5Ja£tion. 

That letter I received from General Stibbert, in confe- 
qucnce of my having tranfmitted to the Governor General 
and Council a copy of a letter written to you on the former 
occasion. 

X had dready received intelligence of the Seikt bending 
their roat« towards Anoopfheat, and Khoogeb, ahJ Caulh

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Gunge; and at the fenaetime I am given to Trnderftand tliat 
Afraifab Khan has already crofled the Jumma from Agn. 
and marched with his ar.my to join the Gooflajrnes, and ta 
4rive away the Seiks from their country ; and I learn alfo, 
that Mirza Sliuficc Khan propofcs to crofs over and attack 
them. His bcoilier Mirza Zeyn al Abden, has marched 
towards Ghonys Ghur, and has, ere this, been joined by 
Zabtch Khan; and they intcndto march withtheii united 
forces againft the Seiiiis, and drive them away from that 
pai< of tiie Doab lying oppofite to Daranagur, which they 
have nearly laid wafte, having been joined by the Purra- 
chat Gurr Man, who was difaAeiSed to Zeyn al Abdeen. 
As the intcieft of Afrafiab Chan, and the other Chie^ aie 
fo clofely and conlidcrably concerned in the dai^r, I sndts 
no doubt of their exerting thenifeives to the utmoft to rid 
their fevcral eftaies from tbofc fpoilers and plimdcfcrs, who 
have nearly deftroyed them already; and Mirxa Shoffiand 
Maliomed Beg Khan havi^ come to a good niuteritandingt 
and fettled their differences amicably,' the former is at li- 
berty to attend to the lituation of the Doab. Should Zab- 
teh Khan have given up to the Seiks the fort of Soolurtull, 
I imagine it was bccaufe he coiild not avoid it, oi the fear 
of th^iQ lad him to do fo ; for I do not apprehend it con- 
fiAent with policy in him. to fuffer thole freebooters to 
eftablilh.themfelves in his tctritories : Sut, upon ftrift en- 

Jpiry, I find SookcrtuH is not iii a defenlible flatc at pre- 
cnt, nor can it be conHdeied as a ftrong poft for troops to 
be at, though it would be a convenient Hatioa for the Seiks* 
and favour their attempts upon the oppolite country to it. 
In order to fruftrate which, a faScicHt force from Colonel 
Sir John Cuniming's detachment fhould be ftationed np 
there to attend to their motions, and fhould remain tbcra 
till tlie river rites, when they would not be able to crofs 
without the rilk of being intercepted. However, I have 
not as yet received accounts from my people at Daran^ur, 
of the fort of SookertulL being ceded to the Sciks.

I have received your ktter of the 5ih inftant, with fome ■- 
f»pcrE of intelligence Enclosed. By my own intelligence I 
find, that there ate ttaany Seiks difperfed about the country 
in i^arate bodies ; but though they are formidable to the 
ftatives, they canhot be fo to Our troopi, unlefs they come 
down with mudi greater force. It is probable that Khaja 
Ain ul Dicn had entertained a body of troops to oppofe ' 
titem^ for w'hich no allowance has been made ; his reprc- 
foitation is much exi^erated,- .with a view to obtain foitie 
allowance or abatement in the reventies. It is however 
neceflary, for the prefervation of the Vizier's diHriAs, and 
tiie fiipport of the honour of our arms, that a ftop fhould 
be pin to the predMory incurlions of the Sciks : 1 am ready, 
therefore, to take any Aeps that m^ay be agreeable to the 
Vizier. 
_ You inform me that the Minifler has propofed the Ita- 
tioning a regiment at the Gauts ; I fuppole he means thofe 
Mcupicd by Khajah Ain ul Dien'i troops, who arc to be 
employed in the colleftions ; you mentioti alfo, that the 
Governor General and Council highly difapprove of de- 
cadiing, for which reafon you cautioully avoid recommend- 
ing it. I apprehend the intention of the Board is, that a 
force fhould be always coileded in readinefs to oppofe the 
fildden attempt of any enemy who might endeavour to dif- 
tud) the upper provinces, and alfo to prefcrve the difciplirK 
of the troops. At the fame' time they undoubtedly intend 
to aftft the Vizier in the internal government of his own 
.dominions, when it does not ciafh with more important 
\icw«. I gave it to you as my opinion, both in converfa- . 
tionand by letter, that it would always be neceflary to have 
at kaft three regiments colleded at this lUtion -, a force 
which I thmk equal to any that can fuddcnly appear on the 
ftrentiert. 

I tu>w beg leave to make two propofals, which I requeft 
y'outo fubmit to the Viiier'; the one is, that a fingle re- 
giment fllould be Itatiohed fomewhere near Ram Gaut, oil 
the 0I& £dc of the Ganges. I mention paiticolarly xb^ 
Ba ,- ,«ft 
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eafi fide, bccaufe I think it dangerous to truft fofmall a 
force on the other lide, where it would be expofcd to the 
attacks of the Seiks ; Jhould they afTcmble id a large force, 
the rapidity of their motions would put it out of my power 
to afford timely relief at fo great' a diAance. The other 
propofal is, that two regiments, with four fix pounders, 
Should be'detached under the command of Lieutenant Co- 
lonel Knudfon, and ftationed a few cofs either above or be- 
low AnupOiecr, on the wellern fide of the Ganges, as may 
be moft convenient to proteft Rohikund. I ftiouid have 
noobjeSion to trufting two rcEimcnts on the weftern fide, 
becaufc I think that force would be able to oppole a very 
large body of Seik cavalry, till they could be reinforced 
from hence. As I am fenfible the Vizier will pay the utmoft 
deference to the advice you gave him, I wifh you to con- 
fider thcfc propofals with attention. Whatever may be th« 
Vizier's determination, I ihall inflantly obey his orders, 
which I Tcqueft may be exprefs and pofittve. 

Should the latter propofal be adopted, and it ftill con- 
tinue neceflary toaffift theSizawul of Ferockabad, I intend 
to reheve with live companies the nth regiment, which, 
as it is a very good one, mall make part of the detachment. 
Should it happen, though I think it fcarce poffible, that 
two regiments prove unequal to the feivice, I ihall hold 
myfelf, with two more regiments, in readinefs to march 
at a moment's notice, upon the firft intimation from Colo- 
nel Knudfon. In fuch event, I Ihould be under the necef- 
iity of withdrawing the battalion from the Sizawaul, that I 
might be enabled to leave a regiment here ; and it muft 
readily occur to you, that under fuch circumlUnccs no 
time ought to be loft. The delay which muft attend giv- 
ing notice to you and the Vizier might be produAivc of 
fetal confequences. This is an event, though improbable, 
which may poffibly happen ; and I llate it, that you may 
have time to conJider and judge of it. 

You obfefve, that a regiment is the greateft force TtKn" 
tioncd to you as neceflary by the Vizier, the Miniller, and 
Khaja Ain Dicn. Should one regiment only be detached, 
I ihall have four remaining, including that with the Se- 
■zawul. If two are detached, I (hall have three, a force in 
my opinion fuflicieni to prevent any bad effefls from the 
refcntment of Ulmafs. You requeft my opinion with re- 
fped to the number of cavalry requifite to be employed with 
the detachment now allilling the Sezawul. If two regi- 
ments march as propofed towards Anoplheer, whatever ca- 
valry you may be able to fend, I would recommend their 
joining them, I cannot fix any particular number : I have 
only to obfcrve, that the more cavalry arc employed on the 
fcrvice, the more ciFcaually will the peace of the country

be fecored ; you are the beft judge of what number you on ' 
obtain. The neccffity of cavalry is fo ftrongly obriout, that 
it is ncedlefs to ftate it : If any are fent, I rcqucft they may 
be the beft the Vizier has, and not the common Indoftan 
horfe, which, inftead of pioteAing, would plunder the 
country. 

The opinion I have given with refpeft to the ftationing 
a detachment near Anopnieer, on the weflcrn iide of ibe 
Ganges, coincides with that of Ulmafs. A detachment 
flationcd in that vicinity, at the fame time it protects Ro- 
liilcund, will protcA Ulmafs's country alfo : I i^at thd 
opinion I have frequently given, that the efic£t of troopl 
will always be felt 30 or 40 cofs below their ftation, but not 
far above it. 

You mention that Zabita Cawn has ceded to the Seiki 
the fort of Sukcrtal, with a view to favour their operation 
againft the Vizier's doiuiaions, and relieve his country 
from their depredations. Sukertal, I underfiand, is not a 
fort, but formerly was an intrenched camp of the Rohilias, 
and of no llrength. It is about 18 cofs from Dawanegar. I' 
am inclined to think the ceffion of little importance. 

In confequcnce of your late addrefs, the Board has been 
plealcd to prohibit my corrcfpondcnce with the oiEcers of 
eovernment : I fiand utterly deprived of the means of in- 
formation, except what little I obtain from common Hir- 
carrahs, upon whofe reports I can place little dependancc. 
It rells therefore with you to furnim rac with intelligence, 
which I can have through no other channel. It is my part 
to obey the orders of the Honourable Board, without rea- 
foning on them ; neither fhall I enter into any corrcfpon- 
dcnce with any of the officers of Government, but depend 
entirely on you for information.

You cauft have received my letter mentioning the defeat 
of the Seiks at Cols Gunge. Yefterday they marched 
from Bedereah to Gurfirie, four cofs from Cofs Gunge. 
We arc ready, and, Ihould they again attack us, doubt not 
giving ihem a good reception. I wrote before, that there 
were 25,000 Sciks ; now I have feen them, and am better 
aequainted with the fubjcfl, I am convinced there arc 
40,000. They have moft completely plundered the vil- 
B 3 lages 
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laget of Surdun, Bcdcreah, Budgebutta, Gurgurjah. The 
feed fown in the Rubby is not perceptible. I write not 
for my- advantage. Whim thcfc difturranccs continue, the 
coUefitons are at a ftand- Cofs Gunge i% only prcfervcd 
from this general devaluation. My life is at your fervice; 
and I flatter myfelf I fhall fupport my truft wiih honour. 
To 'whom, bcfides God and youtfelf, can I appeal to for 
the punilhmcnt of the Seiks ? I have not yet received any 
affidance, and you wrote that the troops of the Hufroot 
were to fupport me. ASi. zt, you thinlc proper. This- is 
certainly a molt wonderful time. 
The brother of Je& Sing, a SeikSurdar, has.boen billed. 

Tranflation of a Letter from Mohuramed Azeim Uddeia 
Cawn, to Ulmafs Ally Cawa. dated 29th Kubbep xd 
Awul, 1197* Hegira, 

I have writt^ Id you of the defeat of the Sciks at Cof; 
Gunge, and the l^illing of Jeyburrun, a Stik Surdar ; alfo 
of their burriing. and, levelling even with tHe ground the 
fewr rcmaiiiiDg houfes at Bidercah. They have deflroycd 
Futtyporo, the Talooka of Selimpore, and all the villages 
round about, M^dagore excepted; they have carried off 
twenty ihoufand cows, belides killing many men, and con- 
fined; one thoiifapd of. my people. Some they have finco 
leleaied, otliers cxafted fines iromi and numbers ftili re- 
main in prifon. Thp Sejks are now at Mow, fifteen cof^ 
ffom Cofs Gunge, with five tboufand horfe and eight 
thoufand Bunfira s they exafl from every houfe they plun- 
der two rupees, in lieu of a bullock for carrying grain, and 
>¥hatever quantity they find, whether new or damaged, they 
fend a-vay. Until an army of borfc and fpot arrive, I hold 
rayfelf in readinefs. If you do not believe my leptofcnta- 
tions, fend trulty Hircarrahs, and hear their reports. There 
i| ^t prefcnt inithis country no houfes or food. Secunder^ 
and Barcha alone tbey have not plundered ; but the inha- 
bitants are afraid to remain. The rubby is put a flop to, . 
3fi there are no, men to water the fields. I am ready to op^s 
pofe them ; but: it is neceHary to fend an army well ap- 
pointed, and Aation a force here. Let me have an anfwer 
quickly. I have ufed my utmofl endeavours to make the 
people eafy, but to no purpofe^ They crofs the Guiges, 
wid fay, Where are our oxen ; where are ouj inhabitants? 
Food we have none, and how can we pay tbe Sircar'^ de- 
mands i

I im honoured with your tetter of the lOth inflant, in-i 
doled with copies of two letters from the Aumils of Kafs 
Ounge, and an extraft of z letter from Major Brown : 
aponthe contents of them, I have only to remark, that the 
motions of thcfc parties of Seiks, though fo numcrou^t 
are fo rapid and (uddeii, that it may be expefled they will 
dired their attacks upon any part of the country where no 
tTOO^ are ready to repel them, or even where there is in- 
fantry only ; and they point out very ftrongly the neceflity 
of a good body of horfe being font to a£t with the troops 
under Col. Sir John Gumming, and orders ; and recom- 
mend that his Excellency fhoutd fend a general order to 
Sir John Gumming for covering the frontiers of his domi- 
nions ; he will then make the nece0ary difpofltion of his 
troops for that purpofe, according to the intelligence he re- 
ceives of the motions of the Seiks. 

I hive received letters from Etawa, dated 8 and 9 In- 
ftant; but they do not mention that an attack upon tbzt 
pl%e is expefted ; and I am given to underftand that Almas 
bas a very confiderable force wltti artillery in that diftriA, 
but I do not find that they have been employed for the 
protection of the country and harveft, at the time they 
were raoft required.

Extrads of Intelligence from the News-papers arrived from 
Delhi, dated 8th March, l^^l. 

Son?e Hircarras belonging to the Navuab Vizier brought 
the follovring accounts of the Seiks and their movements, 
and layeth them before the king. 

An army of them under Juffa Sing, Thofa Sing, Kur- 
mm Sing (Cbumben) and Dewan Sing, and others of 
their principal leaders, msTched from the village ^hum- 
fiiecn, and laid walle and plundered It towAs in the diftrift 
of £anyh Putt i then proceeded to Buram, which {lands 
tft the banks of the Jumna, feven Cols £toin Delhi, where 
B 4 *fe*Dt- 
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tbey have crc&cd their ftandards and pitched their tents ; 
a party of them crofled over the Jumna, and plundered 
the Soory Rook ouU Khan, and the town of Bodcrpoor, 
which i« on the wefl bank of Jumna. The inhabitants of 
thefe places have fled to Delhi, where the people are under 
great apprchen {ions : theNabob Mujnd a Do_ulah, has got 
12 pieces of ordnance from the Royal Artillery Yard, and 

■ lias difpofed of them for the defence of the principal ave- 

■ nues of the city, which is cxpe£t;ed to be attacked by the 
Seiks. Kurren Sing has had the infolenqe to fend a pair 
of Hircarras to the Nabobs Majed a Dowlah to demand the 
Kak-li for the city. The King has difpatched orders to 
Mirza Shuffe Khan, and to Afrufid Khan to marcti to- 
wards Delhi with all their forces immediately. 

Iiitrenchmcnts have been thrown up in diflcrent places 
about the city, and guns with guards polled in them. 

News was brought of the Seiks having proceeded to NJ- 
ziiF Gur, which is, locofs from DeUjj. 

Duran^ur, 6th March, 1783. 
The Seiks have entirely quitted the banks of the Ganges 
in this neighbourhood, and we hear are moving towards 
Anoopfliear Alee' Ghur, Kats Gunge, and Khoonjab. 
This opportunity Tuck Chund, Naib of Khaja Ayn a 
X)een, embraced, and crofted over the river with a ftronger 
party ; being fuccefsful, he has returned with 3,000 bead, 
of cattle, which he took from the Gqojer$. 

Agra, 8 March. 
A letter from Afra(iab Khan arrived, ipentioning that 
the Seiks had precipitately quitted th<; vicinity of Ali Gur. 
upon his arrival in bis Jaydud, It is fuppofed ttuttho. 
Seiks will bend their route towards Furruckabad.

— I beg, 
leave to inform you there are one thoufand and fevcnty- 
two cavalry and four battalions of Sepoys, or two thou- 
land and ejghty-feven infantry, Rationed at the Gauts 
about Daronegur. This force has hitherto proved equal 
to repelling the attacks of the Seiks, and Khaja Orin ul. 
picn toid me, upon his taking leave, a few days fince^ 
without my putting the quefti9n to him, that be deemed 
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tbetroopi under his comqiand equal ta any Jerrice tluU 
yiu likely to occur. Tha obviiitci die Misifter's plea, 
flated to you in my letter o( thp jth ioftuit, that a rein- 
forcement waiiid \it neccflary in confequenee of tbe reduc- 
tions nbich bad been fliade of his troops. If the iid_of 
the detachments under your cammand (ho^ild be required. 
in any part of Rohilcund, it will proU^bly <^ur in the 
countnes held by Myrza Mahommed Cafein. 

1 fhall continue to tranfm^t t9 you every information 
that may come to my knowledge; but in order to prevent 
delay, I have advifed his Excellency to d>i;e^ his Aumil^, 
Khaja Ain ul Dcin, Myrza Mahommed Cafeio^ Almafs 
Ally Cawn, and Mahommed Beg, to convey to Colonel 
Moigan and you the earlicft intelligence of the motions of 
the Sciks. The enclofcd Perfian p"apers, No, i, is a copy 
of his Excellency's orders on this ftibjeft. I have alfo the 
pleafurc to cnclofe, No. a, extracts from papers of neyifs 
tranltnitted to nie by Colonel Morgan, which, correlpcnd 
wit^ thole I have received. No. 3 and 4 are a letter iroin 
Major Browne, with tbe Pcrlian paper mentioned to be enr> 
clofcd in it> 

. I fliall, agreeable to ypur advice, endeavour, as foon as 
poffible, to obtain cavalry from tbe Vizier to nEt with the 
troops under your command, 

I nave fubmiited your propofals to his Excellency's con- 
lideration; he approves your detaching Lieutenant Colo- 
nel Knudibn, with two regiments of Sepoys and four fix 
pounders, to take poll *' a few cofs cither Aove or below 
*^ Anooplheer, on the weftern fide of the Ganges, as may 
■ *'. be moft convenient to protcft Rohilcund." You have 
now full information of every fa£t before you," and the 
yizier rcpofes entire confidence in your judgment in thcfc 
matters^ and therefore leaves it in your difcretion to order 
the detachmen,t to march without further delay, or elle 
altogether ffop it. In forming your determination, his 
Excellency requefts you wilt confider the advantage to his 
dominions by the appearance of a refpcflable body of troops 
ftationed' on the frontiers, which will quiet the minds of his 
fubje£ts, and cnfurc the colleAiens. The Honourable 
Board's orders arc fo very peremptory againfl detachments,' 
except in emergencies, that you wjll determine if the pre- 
fent fervice falls under this dercri]ition — in my opinion it 
does : arid as you inform me, the reparation of your troops 
upon the propofed plan, can be made with fccurity, I 
fliould imagine the reafons for the meafurc are ftronger 
than thofe dgainft it.

Though T have no douht of your having already intel- 
ligence of the dir\gerous afpcS of the prcfent invalioti of 
the S^iks, which threatens the total dcllmftion of ^elhy, 
and erenr thing between Ehc prcfent frontier! of ^Ue SciKi 
^nd the Vizier's country, yet as, horn, my nearer fituatioi^ 
to the fcene of a£tioii, and the immediate knowledge \ 
have of affairs in this camp, 1 9m ncceflarily enabled to 
judge of m^ny fa£ts and circumftancea not fubjc£ts pf com- 
n\on intelligence, I think it my duty to inform you that, 
though bis Majefty has repeatedly ordered the Amin \d 
Amrah to Dehly, as thie only me^n^ of faving the cootl* 
tiy from final ruin, yet fuch are his embarralTiiients, from 
w^nt of money, from his fufpicions of Mahomed Beg 
Khan, aiul Nudjif Kbouly Khan, his fears from Mahe^ 
Sindia, and the ill fuccefs of his expedition againf): the 
JautS, wherein his troops under Daub B^ Khan liave 
received a check, and loA one of his European Comm;ind- 
ers, called Sewan, th^t he cannot be. prevuled on to fitt 
from hence to Debly : who then is to keep off ibe 
threatened evil ? The queflion appears to me now rcduc^ 
to this very fmall compafs, whether the Englilh and Vi- 

?;ier Ihall, by patting on an appearance of defigning to 
iipport his Majctiy and his Minifiers, enable him to 
keep the Seiks within their natural limits, or whether thejr 
ihajl, to favoa fmall additional expence, remain idle fpec- 
tators of the deftrufiion of tbele Sandons by the Setks, 
and the confequmt eAabiiOiment of the latter dole to the 
Vizier's fronticts, where we then fball be forced to naain- 
tain a deienfive war agaii>ft them, and perhaps their allies. 

I know your peiietration too well, Sir, to defcant oa 
ailments fo obvious as thofe arifuig from thefe two por- 
tions of. the quefiion. I therefore Hiall only beg leave to 
tecommend.what I before once hinted at, I mean the move- 
ment of our troops, and his Excellency the Vizier's, to the 
two frontiers, Anaslhan and Darangar. This will not 
involve ovrfelvet, at the fame time that it will proteA the 
yizier's frontiers, and encourage the chiefs of Dehly to 
^ert themft^ves when they fee aJSfiaoce fo near to them.

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The charaftcr and united autliority of Nudjif Khan form- 
ed a barrier between the Seiks and the Vizier's country, '

Honourable Sir, and Gentlemen, 

I have had the honour to receive your commands of the- 
3d inftant. 

. Permit me to return my thanks for the oonfidence yo«' 
have thought proper to place in me ; and I fliall in the 
courfe of this reprefentation endeavour to explain fuch 
matters as had not already been clearly ftated to you. 

My addrefs of the 14^ inftant, defcribing the meafures 
which have been taken to defend the country againft the 
Seiks I now recommend particularly to your confide ration,, 
as the fafts are in fome refpefts an anfwerto the rcalbns 
you have afligned againfl detachments being made fironv 
Cawnpore and Chunar Gurrh, whilft the corps under the 
command of Colonel Sir John Cumming was left inaAive. 
The principle upon which I have founded my advice to 
the Vizier, has been to keep a iefpe£lable body of troops 
collected at each of the flations of Cawnpore and .Futtah 
Guiib, that fhould fervice occur, either army might, be in 
a fituation to aft ofFcnfively, and according to the opi- 
nions of the commanding officer. They have, fince I 
look charge of my oi&sXt always had a colleflod foroo 
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equal to any enemy that was likely to appear. The de- 
tadiments may be confidcred as exceeding what was ne- 
cellary to make a formidable appearance in the cyCs of the 
powers on the frontiers. They had been ufefuily employ- 
ed in preferving the peace of the Vizier's dominions; 
whereas at Cawnpore, or Futtah Gurr, they would only 
have been an addition to armies whidi were already deem- 
ed fufficientiy ftrong. They have materially forwarded tht 
collefiion ef the revenues in the diftrifts of Khyrabad. 
Salone, Allahabad, and Furockabad, particularly in the 
two former. When 1 firfl arrived, the road between this 

£lace and the frontier ^f Benares, was not fafe for travcl- 
Ts ; it is now perfectly fo, and though Bulbudder, and 
otlier refraflory Zemindars, may make- attempts to create 
difturbances, the capital punifhmem ii^i&ed on two of 
the infurgents, as iet forth in my addrefs of the 28th 
ultimo, and the declarations of^the Vizier's determination 
to his Aumils, not to adn^it a plea of tumults tn the coun- 
try' as any excufe for a balance of revenue, will> I hope« 
ultimately put a flop to the evil. 

The imprifonment of Mokum Sing, Narput Sing, and 
Hindas Sing, as mentioned in my addrefs of the 30th 
January, I underftand upon enquiry was etfei^ed by un- 
^ir means. The Aumil of Khyrabad had invited thofe 
Zemindars to come to his camp, and negotiate for the 
payment of the revenue} when a difagreemcnt happening 
about the terms, the Aumil feized an opportunity of im- 
pri/bning them. I was told of the circumllances, and 
warned agai nil adviiing the Vizier to treat thofe Zemindars 
with the fame feverlty as was praftifed towards perfons 
taken in arms againft his Excellency's authority, as it 
might create a general fpirit of difcontent and want of 
confidence throughout the country, i have therefore re- 
commended, that the prifoners mould be enlarged, and 
te-infiatcd in their Zemindary, provided they would con- 
fent to furrender their forts. I cannot yet inform you of 
the rcfult, but fhall do it in proper time. 

Upon confideration of the advantages derived to the Vi- 
zier's fervice from the detachments, while your armies 
have been kept in conftant fecurity, I hope you will be 
fatisfied I have a£led to the beft of my judgment. By pre- 
ferving Colonel Cumming's detachment complete, it has 
been ready for any icrvice that might occur on the frontier. 
It is in fa6l the corps moll fubjeft' to calls of this na- 
ture, as we have experienced in the late attempts of' the 
Seiks. It was in part to explain this point, that I fub- 
mitted fuch numerous papers to your conlideration in my 
addrefs of the 14th inftant; and now, having every infor* 
siation before you which can be furailhed, it depends upon 

your 
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your pleafure to mj|ke alterations ; bm I hope the dil^oJS- 
tion propofcd by Coloiiel Cunlining is fo framed, that

well as protects Rohilcnnd aod the Don* b, he may be A\iAb 
to unite his force withont dinger, fhould the good of the 
fervice require it. 

Ahnat Alice Cawn has giVen his atteildahce iA Ludc- 
how for above a moitth paft. His kngu:^e is fubmillive, 
and he pays his kills with regularity } but the inconveni- 
ences attending his extenfive influence are m&ny. He in * ' 
manner didated his own terms, for I could not, at any 
period lince my arrival, have advi&d his difmiJRioa With- 
out a certain lofs of the greater plrt of the revenue of the 
diftrids he farms. The heavy debt due to the bankers, 
the payment «f which Was my ^rft tx)nlideratibn, the dif- 
trcfs of the Vizier's finances, and the ill-cftablilhed ftate 
of his authority, rendered it expedient to temporize for the 
prefcnt. On mature coofideration of the fituation of th£ 
country, I think it hardly poffible that Almafs Ally Cawn 
can cxpeft to receive affif);ance ; and I entertain great hopes 
that the nduSion of the inHucnce of all the Vizier's pow- 
erful Aumils will be efi^ed with httle tumult or incoQ* 
venience. It will however be prudent to oontitiHe fuch a 
force in his Excellency's dominion* as may guard againft 
accidents ; and that now Rationed in them, under tht: 
command of Colonels Morgan and Gumming, together 
with the regiment from Chunar Ghur, will in my o[Knion 
fully anfwer the purpofe. The new arrangements will 
take place in the courfe of three or four months ; the parti* 
culars of the plan fhall be previoully fubmitlcd to your 
confidcration, I have occaGonally taken the liberty tft 
treat very fully of thefe matters in my reprefentations to 
, your Honourable Boards not becaufe I am apprcheulive oC 
refinance from Almafs Alice Cawn and Khaajaain u! Deen* 
I do not think they will refift ; but knowing they hava 
the means to do it, I thought it my duty fo apprize yoa 
of every circumftancc, and aA with the fame caution at 
though tumults wereaAuaJly to be exposed. 

Reductions have taken place in the Mottayenna, wA 
other branches of the Vizier's expences ; and further re- 
dudions are flill in ;^tation. The particulars will bC 
tranfmittcd you when I can ftate them in a clear point of 
view. 

Myrza Ezzui Buxh is the perfcm appointed to fuccecd 
Abdul Shuckoor, as Naib Kelladar of Allahabad. Strong 
intercfl was made with the Vizier to continue the latterin 
bis oihce, and it was 'only three days fince that I could 
obtain his Excellency's leave for the departure of the new 
Kelladar. I have diieded a ftatcmcac to be made of Ab- 
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dul Shuckooc*! exifiions, that the penaltjr yon dlrcA mvf 
be levied frosi him. 

Sewayjy Eteil compUined to me that a tiz was d£- 
mmded of him and his followcrsi termed the eighth, to be 
paid on accoant the Bramins. At my application be was 
relieved from every charge, and treated with the hiehcil 
tcfpeft by the officers of rtie Vizier's Government. Myec 
Mujad Intended him during his fiay in tliefe proTinccs ; 
and at Savayjy'i particular rcqticft, I have continued Myr 
Mujud ttpon his duty daring the whole of his pilgrimage 
.through the Honourable Company's territories.

I have delayed replying to your commands of the 3d in- 
iiant, regarding the mfans taken to realize the balance due 
from the Begum, in hopes that I might tranfmit you fa- 
vourable accounts of it. Before the recall of Major Gil- 
pin Ihe promiffd payment, and lince that time Ihe has 
uniformly profelled an inability, unlefs her Jaghyrc be re- 
iinquilhed. In my addrefs of the ift December, I repre- 
lented to your Honourable Board, that every pra£ticable 
coercive exertion bad been ufcd ; and in fupport of my re- 
prefentations, I fubmitted to your confideration the copy 
of Major Gilpin's letter to mc upon the fubjeft. The 
Begum complains that, having no penfion or jaghire, Ctie 
now fublifts her family and hcrfelf with the greateft dif- 
itculty ; and fhould the Vizier perlift in withholding every ■ 
allowance from her, Ihe will be diftreHed for the neceila- 
ries of life. 

The above is the fubftance of the Begum's reafons for 
her refufal, as they have been communicated to me, both 
verbally and by letter. I am of opinion, however, from, 
every information I can obtain, that Ihc has the means of 
iatisfying the Honourable Company's demand ; but feeing 
little profpe&ofa jaghireor pension, ihe trufls to her hoards 
for fupport, and would fufTer the fevereft rcilraints foonet 
than comply. Previous to my arrival, her eunuchs were 
kept (or many months in confinement, and led out to 
corporal punilhment. Guards were alfo put upon hcc 
boufe, to prevent the treafurc from being carried away... 
Thefe meafures failed, and you have before you the opi- 
nions given by Major Gilpin, the officer who commanded 
the troops, that " all that force could do has been done." 
Mr. Middlcton thought it very pra^icable to recover ibe 
money from the Begum, by continuing the reAraints ; 
and though I difier from that gentleman in my fentiments, 

yet 
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yet I think it my duty to tranfmit the extract of his letter 
;to me upon the fubjeft, that every information in my 
power may be prefented for your dccifion. The articles 
mentioned by Mr. Middleton, I received on taking charge 
of the office. They confifted of einlit elephants, and va- 
Tions forts of goods, valued by the iJegum at three lacks : 
for the goods, the merchants of Lucknow offered me 
eighty one thoufand rupees. A great part were damaged, 
owing to the long time they had been kept in the Godowns 
at Fyzabad. I refufed to fell them until I obtained the 
Begum's confcnt, which fhe granted me after a correfpon- 
dence of three months ; in the courre of which I repeat- 
edh' folicited her to receive them back. They were in To 
bad a ftatc, that I was obliged to give the purchafer fix 
months credit; this bargain I even concluded with diffi- 
culty. Tliere was no mode of difpofing of the elephants, 
except to the Nabob, who bought ihem at fifteen hundred 
' rupees an elephant. 

I have, in compliance with your orders, applied to his 
Excillency to call upon the Begum to pay the balance of 
the account without further delay, and inform her, that no 
excufes can be admitted. She will certainly evade, and 
probably refufc. If you ultimately determine on enforcing 
this payment, I fliall be under the neceffity of applying to 
Colonel Morgan for Military Aid,

it operated fo ftrongly on the miods of the Ryotts, that 
many of theni left their habitations, and fied, as ufiaal 
when threatened by an invafion, with their effefU and fa- 
miiies, to their 'gurries. However, they are now begio- 
ning to come back to their villages, and rcfume their iof 
latx a£ti of hufbaiulry ; fo I hope this country will be

The intelligence I have received during ray March, and 
to this daDc, relpefting the motion and numbers of the 
Seiks, has been conformable to the accounts given thereof 
in the Agra papers.

1 have the honour to inform you, that fince I com- 
menced my March from Futtigur I have addrefled you three 
letters, bearing date the 20ih, 27th, and 31ft ul'imo. 
From my paffing Ramgaut it has been with the greateft dif- 
ficulty I have been able to draw fu[^es of provifions from 
this country fufEcieni for the d^ly confumption of my d«- 
tachmcnt ; and what fmall ijaantities I have procured, has 
been at an unufual high rate. This great fbarcity of grain, 
in a country ^nd at a leafon when it ought to be had cheap, 
and In great plenty, I am of opinion is not To much to 
l>e afcribed to the badnefs of the crop this yea^r, or to the 
damage done to it by the inroads of the Seiks, as to the 
4arge eitportation of grain from thefe parts to the weftward 
of the Jumna. Agents from Delhy arc employed all over 
the Doaub and Rshilcund to purcbafe grain for the exi-

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tlnually crofling to Delhy ; to which place the Cora Mer- 
chants are induced to carry it, fromlhe high price it bears 
there.

' beg the favour of you to prefent him with, I have repre- 
fented to him the fearcity which prevails in our camp, and 

' Tequefted he woiild be pleafcd to grant an exemption of

" ment ; which will be an inducement to the corn dealers 

■ to bring it to market, and befides enable them to vend 
the fame in our camp at fuch eafy rates as the pay of the 
troops will afford them to give therefore ; for at prefent) I 
beg leave to affure you, that we pay near an too per cent.

.geer-abad, aiid that Affranfiab Cawn's battalion, on hear- 
ing of it, returned- A paper of news from Mirza Shefi's 
qamp was laid before his Majefty : It was there mentioned, 
(hat he, Mirza Shufi, was going to meet the Pateel Sin- 
dia; and that he had wrote to AfFranliab Khan and 
2eenulabidcen Khan, forbidding them to march farther, 
becaufe the EngliOi leaders had palTed their boundary, and 
recommending to them to be watchful over their ovfn 
places. It was reprefented, that Zeenulabidccn Khan had 
intended to march farther, but had defetrcd it on account 
of Mirza Sheffi's letter. Affranfiab CaWn wrote Nafirud 
Dowlahtliat he had, agreeably to his (Mirza Shcii's] or- 
ders, fent Gazer Menichchund, and others, with four bat- 
talions and fome horfe, from Khorjah to Anoopfier, and 
that bimfelf with his army Ihould remain at Khorjah ; and 
that, fhould the Englifh army march farther, there would 
be nobody to prevent them ; and tliat he was ignorant of 
their intentions. — It is reported here by many people, that 
Ihould there be a want of good undcrftanding between Na- 
furuddowlah and the Englilh, he would engage the Seilo 

;of his fide, and that a difturbancc would be the refult. 
The Nazir was ordered to obtain daily intelligence from 
the Englifh camp at Anoopfeer, and to entertain frelh Hir- 
canahs for that purpofe. — It was reprefented, that the 
gentlemen at Anoopfeer had determined on going to Au- 
runghabad : Although this is not believed, the King re- 
plied, We need not be concerned at it ; if they come, they 
.will not be difobedient to my authority. It was reprefented 
that the Englifh gentlemen were two cofs from Aurunga- 

- bad,, and four cofs from AfTraliab Cawn's army, and that 
Affrafiab was at Khorjah. Nafuruddowlah wrote Afrafiab 
Khan, that if the Englilh arijip atAnoopiecr Ihould comp 

towiirds 
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towards him ( Mafeniddoirlah) be ftiould not interrupt 
them ; and if Uiey inarched towards Delhi, he fhotfid pre- 
vent them; but if they continued within their own boun- 
dary, it was very well. The King confultcd Maliomud 
K.ooli Khan, the Aftrologer, with rcfpeS to the coming of 
the Engliih, and the treatment he wa? lo look for, Tiic 
Aftrologer replied, that he hati pi-evioutly ptedifled the par- 
ticulars lo his Majeity ; that the Enghlh leaders would come 
into the prefeiice perfedtly obedi'^nt to his authority, and 
behave well ; but that fomc contention would be the rcfult. 
The King replied. I wilh they would fpeedily and quickly 
arrive, that it might prove the means of liberation to my- 
felf.

John Eriftow, Refident at the Vizier's Court, dated 
Futty Ghur, April 15th, 1783. 

Laft night I tranfmitted you copy of a letter I wrote 
Colonel Knudfon, with an cxtrafl from papers of intellf- 
gence received from Delhy ; the news of this day mentions 
that there is a diftancc of ouW four cofs between Colonel 
Knudfon's detachment apd Aflranfiab Cawn's army : Private " 
letters received from gentlemen in the camp confirm the 
above account. ' I have received no letter from Colonel 
Knudfon of later date than the 4th inftant, and I muft 
fay that I am not a little furprized at it. If it be true that 
' the Chiefs round Dclhy are fo much alarmed at the ap- 
proach of our troops as has been reprefentcd to me, it is 
reafonablc to Aippofe they will bs very attentive to our mo- 
tions. The greatcft apprehenfion I am under arifcs from 
the probability that forae difturbance may be expefled b&- 
fore between the' two bodies of troops by the private dif- 
putes of individuals ; to prevent any mifchiefs of this 
kind, and to remove every caufe of jealoufy, I have ordered 
Colonel Knudfon to encamp within the Vizier's dominions, 
and if lie has paiTed the boundary it was remote from my 
intention : Not having correal maps, or other information 
of the extent of his Excellency's territories on this fide the 
Ganges, it was not in my power to draw the hnc within 
which to confine the detachment. I therefore left it to 
Colonel Knudfon to take any polt within ten cofs above or 
bqlow Anooplhier, on the banks of the Ganges, as ho 
might find moft commodious. 

Should the commiflion of any a£t of boftility, or any 
otlier threatening appearance, make it ncceflary to reinforce 
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^bat detachment, I intcnci inarching with my whole remain- 
ing force to join them ; iii Aich an event it may not be ex- 
pedient to wait the event delay of a formal rcquifition from 
the Vizier, and I niuft reijueft you will take his fentiments 
on the fubjefl, and communicate them to me as icon as 
pofllbi^. Having only three regiments remaining, the de- 
tachment with the Seiianul included, 1 (hould be obliged 
to take the whole force^ and it would then beCoihe necef- 
fety that a regiment fiom Cawnpore fhoijld be ordered hi- 
ther to take charge of the hofpita!, flores, &c. &c, this 
is an event which I hope will not happen; but as it is 
not impoflible, nbr even improbaWe, if my intelligence 
can be depended on, I think it advifeable to communicate 
to you my thoughts on the fubjeft. As both the Vizier 
and yottrfelf, without doubt, have the earlieft and fnoft au- 
thentic information of every occurence at Delhy, and the 
adjacent parts, I requeft you will inform me whether you 
think any hoftile attempt is to be apprehended from the 
Chiefs of that neighbourhood. I do not mean to infinu- 
ate that it vgould be advifeable to withdraw the detachment ; 
en the contrary, I think that meafure would not only ex- 
eofe his Excellency's frontiers to the incurfions of the 
Sciks, but be dilhonourable to onr arms, by giving the 
country powers leafon to fu[^fe that our fafctjr yt^s the 
caufc of our fctrcat,

Refpefling the detachment at Anoopfhire, I beg leave to 
inform you, that tiiough it is very probable that troops be- 
longing to the AfFrafiab Cawn may have watched iis mo- 
tions, yet I believe that he has not been near them himfeff, 
but at Khurjah. Soon after the march of that detach- 
ment AfFrafiab Cawn wrote the Ameer ul Ormah, that he 
learned the Enfjilh and the Vizier were on their march to 
Dclhy, and advifed the Ameer ul Omrah to be upon his 
guard. As I had long before fatisfied the latter rpgarding 
Qur intentions, he paid no further attention to this intelli- 
gence, than to 'corartmnicate it to me ; upon which I wrote 
to AfFrafiab Cawn, in nearly the wards as you have now 
done. At the fame time engaged myfelf to the Amir ul 
Omrah,"that thofe troops Ihould never advance without my 
previoufly advifing him; with which declaration he was 
perfctSly fatisfied. All that you are pleafed to require of 
me, therefore, is already donp. 

Great pains have been taken to alarm the Amir ul Om- 
rah refpcifing the Englifli ; but he has Ihcwn a fleadinefs 
that has quite difcountehanced the idle and malicious fufpi- 
,cions of others.

before-mentii ned , and correfponding to the date particular- 
ized in my letter of yefterday, you engaged to deliver to mc 
in writing your opinion and advice oppofed to each of the 
different articles. Whence then is this obfervation. re- 
fpcfling a difference between my written and verbal decla- 
ration ? Procraftination in matters of fuch importance can- 
not be admitted ; therefore 1 repeat my requeft, that yoa 
will fix a particular day on which to tranfmit to me your 
explicit anfwer to the articles in queftion, that I may tranf- 
mit the fame to the Governor General.

From the Nuwaub Vizier to the Governor General : Re- 
ceived at Calcutta, July 17th, 1783. 

Ufual introduflion. 
From the beginning of the friendly connexions between 
the Englifh Company, and you, and the Gentlemen of the 
Council, and the late Nuwaub and myfelf, no failure ever 
happened on his or on my part ; he ftill was, and I have fliil 
been firm and ftcadfaft in our friendlhip, and with the 
bleffingofGod, while I breathe the breath of life, no fail- 
ure or deficiency fhall happen on my part ;. you alfo, on 
your part, have been attentive to the duties of friendfliip 
and atfeftion, and the amity between us has flouriftied. — 
Other gentlemen who have refided he^'c, have paid due re- 
gard to iheflations and dignity of both, in the conduft of 
public affairs ; but Mr. Briftow, who has come appointed , 
to refide here, has by many and various aAions thrown dif- 
grace and ignominy upon me, and perfcveres in doing fo; 
and I have in coniequence thereof heretofore troubled you 
with a full account of my fituation ; I -am, with my life 
and fortune, firm and ftcadfaft in my fiiendlhip, and from 
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my heart am ready to aflift the mtercfts of the Company, 
Why will you cover me with Ihame and difgracc by the 
hand of Mr. Briftow i 1 cannot longer, by any means 
whatever, fubmit to the behaviour of this Gentleman. In 
the flyle of fupplicants imploring redrefs, I now addrefs 
you, if you will be pleafed to recall Mr. Briftow froia 
hence, it is well — my ferviccs for the benefit of the Com- 
pany are ready in any manner you (hail prefcribe: But if 
the removal of Mr. Briftow fhould by no means whatever 
be agreeable to you be it fo — I am without rcfource, fince 
not the lead degree of confidence any longer fubfifts be* 
between me and that Gentleman. Quilting this place with 
my family, my biothers, my relations, and my friends, 
I fhall come to Calcutta — you will aft as you may deem 
moft conducive to the honour and reputation of the Englilh 
name. As the brother of my father, I have, during thefc 
laft five months, fucceffively made known to you the dif- 
treffes of my heart ; and I now moft tolemnly fwear by ray 
reHgion, and my faith therein, that in cafe Mr. Brlflon is 
to (lay here, I will not ftay here — I fhailcome to yoa.

From Hyder Beg Khawn to the Governor General : Re- 
ceived at Calcutta, July the 3d, 1783, 

Ufual introdudion. 

Mr. Briftow's conduA towards bis Highnefs and to- 
wards me, I have repeatedly reprefented to you. His High - 
nefs cannot thank you fufficiently fof the kindnefs you 
have the wn in his behalf ^ inclined as you are, by your 
fnendfhip and your juHicc, to pay attention to his litua- 
tion, through God's favour and your protediion, his High- 
nefs is fully Tatisfied, that at all events that which will be 
conliftent with his honour will be done, a circumftaiice 
which will add to your own honour and reputation. 

The firft with of hia Highnefs, and of us the Minifters, 
is your firm eftablitbment in the feat of power and autho- 
rity; and I have given thanks to God for the happy and 
frequently repeated alTurances on this fubjeft which you 
have received from Europe, confidering ihem as ihefource 
and foundation of my future exiftence : His Highnefs's fatif- 
fa£tion on the occalion is great beyond defcription. May 
-D a tj|e. 
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the Alnwghty God ever continue you on the raufnud of 
power and authority, the direAor of the affairs of man- 
kind ! — This priyer is mine, and may it be the prayer of 
sti good men ! 

Mr. Bridow, now that he has he»rd the reprcfcntations 
icade to you, and of their being laid before the Board, hac 
in the fpirit of refentmetit, compared with his former op- 
prelBve condudt, redoubled bis perfecution towards his 
Hi^hnefs and me. 

His Highnefs is every way ready to obey your pleafure, 
aed confiders the payment of the Conspany's money as his 
firft and moft important objefl. On this fubjeft it has. 
been repeatedly reprefented to you, that with your counter 
nance and favour it can be well and duly cfie^ed. 

Mr. Brifiow having been Informed of the reprefentationt 
made by his Highnefs and mc, and afluated by refentment, 
is endeavouring to conduA every meafure in fuch manneF 
as may retledl indignity upon me, and deprive me of the 
executive powers of my office. 

Thus the plan and Coulnoumeh correfponding with bis 
own views, and grounded on the alarming intelligence of 
your rcm:)val from the government, which he at urft pro- 

f:ofed, and which I formerly reprefented fully to you, as 
bon as he obtaified information of his Highnefs's commu- 
nications aad Euine, and of your intentions to caufejuftice 
to be done, he changed for others, which he delivered in 
writing. The reply which I made to one of the articles 
contained in Mr. Brillow's plan, is fubmitted to your in- 
fpcfiion. Under that article the determination of Mr. Brif- 
tow to expel me from my office is apparent. 

Mr. Briftow, by the advice of Ifhmael Beg, has forme 
a refolation to change the old and eftabliihed Aumils of th* 
Sircar, fuch as Almaus AiliChawq, &e. and he declares, 
that on the approaching commencement of the new year, he 
"will appoint a Tieafurer and Comptroller over the boufe- 
hold ellablilhment ; thofe of the beafts of carri^ uid bur- 
then, domeitjc, &c. of his Hightnefs's Surcar ; thathewill 
appoint the Mootafuddies of the Periian Dufter; that ht 
will have a fcparte building for each feparate office, and fta- 
tion guards to the fame ; that the monies fotthcoming from 
the jauidaud Mahalaut of his Highnefs's Houfliold mall be 
received there ; ahd that he will iffuc with his owh hand 
fuch fums as may be neceilary for his Highnefs's expences : 
In all probability, he will now carry all thefe mcafures into 
execution — whatevet may be your pleafure, refpe£tin^ 
them, be 'plcafed to make it known. 

The AumilB who have been this year employed under 
the protedioni and agreeably to the choice of Mr. Biiftov»

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have not, down to the prefcnt time, even fent in their ac- 
counts to the Sutcar. 

The plan which had been fettled at the beginning of the 
year, that plan Mr. Briftow changed on the inftant of his 
arrival J and the change has been attended with lofs to his 
Highncfs's Surcar. Vain and confident in himfelf, it is 
Mr. Briftow's defire that no one but himfelf fhalJ have any 
concern in awy affairs whatever ; fome of the particulars 
confequcnt td the change of fyftem, which Mr. Briftow 
executed in a vain reliance on his own knowledge, and 
which has been attended with lofs to the Sircar, I prefumc 
to lay before you. 

Thus for the monies on account of the bills granted by 
the Gomaflahs of Gopaul Daui Sauhoo, and others, a Tu- 
muHbok was given by Almaus AUi Khawn, who on the 
fame day paid into the Gomatlahs of Gdpaul Duas the 
fum of four lacks of rupees i Mr. Briflow, two days before 
bis arrival, dircftcd the Gomaflahs of Gopaul Daus to re- 
turn the TummulTook of Almaus Alii Khawn, and to take 
bis in exchange. As the credit of Almaus Alii Khawn is 
eftablilhed amongfl the Mahagins, by the flriflnefs and 
pundtuality with which he performs his encouragements, the 
Gomaftah* of Gopaul Dofs hefitated in taking Mr. Brif- 
tdw's Tummuffook : Mr. BfiAow, by anger and by threats, 
forced from them thoTummuflboli. of Almaus AUI Khawn, 
and returned it to him, and delivered one under his own 
fcal, to the Gomaflahs of Gopaul Daus. 

If Almaus Alii Khawn's TummulTook had continued 
with them, the fums payable to the merchants would have 
been difchargcd by the end of the month Poos. The Cub- 
booleat of Almaus AUi Khawn, on account of Khierabad 
and Mahummudu, wasfieefrom expences or deductions for 
a jammah of twelve lacks fourteen ihoufand rupees 1 fcven 
lacks fifty thoufand rupees of the amount of Jauidaud to the 
Mahagins, for which Almaus Alii Khawn had given a tum- 
mulTook in full, was pyabic from thefc Mahalauts. When 
Almaus Alii Khawn's tummuHbok was exchanged, the 
Mahalauts of Khierabad and Mahummudu, agreeably to 
the orders of Mr. Briftow, were continued to Mahummud 
HoolTain Khawn, from whom Mr. Briftow, down to the 
prefent time has not received, an account of the annual re- 
venue, above three lacks of rupees, fomething more or 
lefs, of the Mootayanch troops ftationed there, whofe tank- 
baw was fettled for fix months pay , two months to fome, 
snd three months to others, is all that has as yet been re- 
ceived by them, and thofe troops are in the greaieft diftrcfs 
and difoider ; moreover, a Major and a regiment of Eng- 
iilh Sepoys are and have been with Mahummud Hooflain 
Khawq, from the beginning down to the prefent lime-^-- 
D 3 To 
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To the end of the year perhaps another lack of rupees may 
be paid in, but even this is doubtful; thus the revenue 
has been diminfhcd whilil the expences have been en- 
creafed. 

Other Aumils have paid, from the Mahalauts of Alla- 
habad, &c eight lacks eleven thoufand rupees, free from 
expences or dcduftions, to the laft Daum- Mirza Kmacl 
Beg, now Aumil, declares that the grofs coHeftjons will 
amount to no more than fix lack forty thoufaqd rupees ; 
3t the fame time that he declares the expences in thofe 
Mahalauts to be treble the amount of tbofe heretofore 
eftablifhed i whenever he may give in his accounts the 
whole will be underflood. 

Five lacks of rupees were granted in Jauidaud to the 
Company on Furrukhabad. Sind Mahummed Saueed 
Khawn had engaged for the due payment of the whole, 
and he regularly difcharged his kifts, as long as he conti- 
nued there. Mr. Brirtow, by the advice, and at the re- 
commendation of Ifmael Beg, fent Mahummud Beg as 
Suzzauwal to Furrukhabad, contrary to the inclinations oS 
his highnefs, the accounts have not been received, but a 
confiderable balance is as yet outftanding ; the total pay- 
able from this Jauidaud will not be received. Similar 
circumftances, refpefling other places under recommended 
Aumils, Ihali be laid before you whenever the accounts 
are delivered in. 

Several perfons who were formerly employed, and who 
have been laid afide on account of mifmanagement, arc 
the very perfons whom Mr. Briftow wants to employ, and 
appoint to the management of the Mahalauts j in deter- 
mining and propofing the people to be employed, he aits 
as if his Highnefs had no fort of conneftion with this 
country. Mr. Briftow is the a£t:ual ruler ; to whatever 
place he himfetf refolves on the appointment ot any one, 
tbefe are his orders, " Let this perfon be put into this em- 
'■ pitiyment." If the Aumils are appointed by the autho- 
rity of Mr. Briftow, it niuft refleft difgracc upon his 
Highnefs, and in the fame m'anner that lofs to the Surcar 
has been hitherto fuftained by the appointments of recom- 
mended Aumils, fo hereafter the cale will be the fame. In 
this refpeft, whatever your pleafure may be, be plcaled to 
make it known. 

If the Aumils may be appointed at his Highnefs's dif- 
cretion, 1 will undertake to procure the difmiilion of fuch 
Aumils as are unfit for employment, and for the appoint- 
ment of others, men of ability and good charafler, as 
Ihall be made known to you after thofe appointments have 
taken place.

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The motives which have induced me to prefume on 
, making this reprefentation, lefpcaing thcfc affairs, and t« 
rcqueft to know your pleafure, are, that Mr. Briftow, be- 
ing of a violent and unreBcdting difpolition, endeavours to 
effeft his objedls by threats and feverity ; his Highnefs, on 
the other hand, confidering thefe circumflances as caufcs of 
difgrace to him, helitates to comply j and Mr. Brtflow 
accules me of difobedience of orders j— lb fituated, and in 
fuch circumitances, wliatevcr your orders may be, thofe I 
will obey, for by your hand I was lifted from the duft, 
and from you I hold my prefent credit and reputation. 

In the courfe of the current year I reprcfented to Mr. 
Briftow, that if he pleafed to order it, I would appoint 
Tehveeldars from amongft the different Mahagini to the 
Mahalauts, fo that the monies ailtgned to the Company 
fhould be regularly received, kid by kift i but as it is not 
the pleafure of Mr. Briftow that affairs fhould be conduct- 
ed by my imerpoHtion, he did not approve of tranfafting 
bulincfs with the Mahagins through me.

one. I am informed, to my great concern, of your in- 
dirpofition, and pray for the recovery of your health.

but I have kept the Purwanchs in my own handt, as they 
have not received thelignature and feal of the Vizier. 

If by another eiSbrt you can bring the bulin^^ to a con- , 
clufion, agreeably to my wiflies, fo much the better j if 
not, it will be neceflary that letters, agreeably to the in- 
clofed draftj be written by me aod by you, and tianfroitr 
ted to the Aumils. In caletbe Nuvvaub Ihould refiife hit 
allent, you will write the letters from yourlelf, corref- 
ponding with the enclofed draft, and bring them with 
you, as I Iball fend them off to-morrow, with my owa 
letters, which are now ready, and written to the fams 
purport to the Aumils. 

The Governor General is, at all eventi, detennined on 
the improvement of the Nuvvaub's a&irs; from my re- 
liance on you I have been led to poflponc this matter dur* 
ing a long period ; but as I confider the further procrafti- 
nation of it as a breach of the Governor General's orders, 
and as the caufe of the difarrangement of all public bu£- 
nefs, therefore, from an attention to the regulation of 
affairs in general, it is out of my power to defer it any 
longer. Thus, in confcquence of my friendship for you, 
I have not, down to the prefent time, which mcludes a 
period of three or four months, communicated the accom- 
panying extract from the Governor General's letter, bar- 
ing Hill relied on you for the accomplishment of this bufi- 
ncfs : now, from abfolute neceffity, I write you plainly to. 
reflect, and meditate with attention, on the nufchiefs 
which mult follow to- you from delay in fuch matters as 
tliefe i luch delay being the cauic of the diforder and dif- 
arrangement of all affairs. 

In fliort, you fay that the Nuvvaub Vixier refufes to 
liften to your reprefcntations in this bufinefs ; this too is 
full of danger with refpeft to yoij : you are the Nuvvaub 
Vizier's deputy, po^fiing unlimited Authority; yet you' 
reprelent and lay before him meafurcs of importance, and 
are unable to obtain his aflent to them. Whenever thf 
confidence of the Nuvvaub Vizier is withdrawn from you, 
and necelTary meafures can no longer be carried into exe- 
cution, the bufinefs is at an end. f am every way difpofed 
to countenance and fupportyou, bat I cannot deviate from 
the orders of the Governor General. i 

It is proper that you do not poflponc this bvfinefs, pr 
the roufter of the Toorkluvvaurs, beyond our meeting J6- 
niorrow morning. 

Let no one but you and I obtain a knowledge of the 
contents of this letter.

I write this thus plainly to you from two motives ; the 
firft IS, to Ihew how thin the veil is by which you attempt 
to cover this policy, and of courfc to convince you that 
I fhall receive and conftnie every limilar declaration, how» 
?ver made to me from the Nuwaub, and every lettcf writ- 
ten in his name, tending to dcftroy or leiTen the friend- 
. Ihip fublifiing between us, as your declaration, as your 
letter : the 3d is, that as I do not fo much afcribe thefe 
artifices to you, as to the evilcounfels and encouragements 
which you have lately received from other perfons, whofe 
names I need not mention, you may f^ »nd know on 
what terms you may expe& hereafter to retain that friend* 
fhip and fupport which I have hithcHo given you. For 
the reft I refer you to Mr. Briftow, to whom, both ver- 
bally and in writii^, I have communicated every tittle of 
my fentiments, intentions, and expe^ations upon the 
ibbjea. 

Narrative and Subftance of different Converfalions refpeS- 
ing the Appointment of a Trcafurcr and Comptroller 
for the Nuvvaub's Houfehold Eftablifhment. 

Received, ' March 3d, 1783. 
Altercations have been for fome time paft carried on be- 
tween the Nuvvaub and Mr. Briftow, refpe^ing the ap- 
pointment of a Treafurer and Comptroller, under the 
audiority of the latter, to the Vizier's houfehold eftablilh- 
ments, and for iftuing pay to the Toorkfuvvauts t what 
has lately occurred on this fubjcA is as follows ; I repre- 
Icnied to the Nuvvaub, that as Mr. Briftow propofed 
thofe appointments in confequence of orders from the Go- 
vernor General and Council, it was neccflary and proper 
that be fhould comply with the pleafurc of the Governor. 
His Highncfs replied, " In this cafe I fliall be deprived 
" abfolutely of all power and refpedability. I cannot be- 
'* lieve that the Governor has given fuch dire£lions with 
" refpe£t to me." I reprefcntcd that, as Mr. Briftow de- 
clared them to be the Governor's orders, he fhould com- 
ply) that information Ihould afterwards be tranfmitted to 
the Governor General, with whofe pleafure, if it fhould 
prove to have been fo, he would of courfc chearfully com- 
ply ; on the contrary, if it fhould turn out to be other-. 
wifc, the Governor himfelf would forbid the mcafute. 
His Highncfs wept immoderaTely : he faid, that he was 
ptrfecutcd day and night j that Mr> fiiiftovr did not allow 
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him a moment's refpitc ; that he now wanted to prerent 
his enjoying in peace and quietnefs even the little which 
he did get ; that his friends and relations did not obtain 
the leaftprovifion in lien of their fequeftered Jagcers ; that 
Mr. Brifiow had forbid him to write bis lituation to the 
Governor, telling him, he muft not correfpond on thcfe 
affairs ; that he was without rcfource ; that as Mr. Brif- 
low formerly told him that neither he nor Hyder Beg 
fiiould interfere in the appointment of the Trcafurer and 
Comptroller, or in the difburfements, but that he, the 
Kuvvaub, (hould make thofe appointments by his own 
authority, that he would go himfclf, and in perfon anfwec 
Mr. Briftow on this fubjefl. 

His Highnefs went accordingly, and told Mr. Briftow 
that by nominating and appointing a Treafurcr and Comp- 
troller, he difgraced and rendered him, the Nuvvaub, 
contemptible ; and that without obtaining any thing for 
himfclf but a bad name, Mr. Briftow replied, that fuch 
were the orders of the gentlemen of the couni^I, and that 
his Highnefs muft appoint Scetul Raum Trearurer, and 
Tahakoor Daus Comptroller, as the perfons fixed upon 
and recommended by him, Mr. Briftow. His Highnefs 
anfwered, that Tippur Chund w;is tbe old and efiabUftied 
Trcafurer to the troops, and defired that he might be con- 
tinued J that the iffiiing pay to the Toorkfavvaurs, &c. had 
all along been in his hands, and therefore propofed that he 
Ihould continue to iftiie it : and with relpe£t to his pro- 
pofed appointment of Tahakoor Daus to the Comptroller- 
fhip of the houfehold, that Mirza Mahummud Huflen 
was the Comptroller, that Tahakoor Daus might' be ap- 
. pointed his deputy or manager; that the money for the 
payment of the Toorkfuvvaurs fliould be paid in to him, 
the Nuvvaub ; that he, as heretofore, would fend it to 
the Rajah Tippur Chund, and that Tippur Chund would 
iflue it; Mr. Briftow, it appears, confented to this ar- 
langement. 1 was notprefent at the preceding interview. 

Some time afterwards Mc Briftow gave the charge of 
the money for the payment of the Toorkfuvvaurs to Mr. 
Cooper, and Mr. Cooper appointed a Trcafurer on his 
own part to iftue it to them, and caufed fhoccahs to be 
written to the Aumils, directing them to include the 
Tunkhaw monies for the payment of the Toorkfuvvaurs 
in the amount of the Company's Tunkhaw, and remit 
the whole to Mr. Kriftow. 

Mr. Briftow ordered me to caufe the Nuvvaub's feil to 
be put to thofe fhoccahs, and further direfled that I ftiould 
caufe a houfe In the city to be procured, where the trea- 
fary for the difburfements to the boufchoM eftablifhrnents 

ibould 
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fhould be kept ; and faid that he .would ftatian i Subadar 
and guard of his own for the protcAion of the Trcafury, 

In obedience to Mr. Briftow's order I afSxcd the fcal 
to the Ihoccahs, which drew upon mc the Nuvvaub's dif- 
pleafure : he obferved that Mr. Briftow had firft agreed 
that thofe officers fliould be under his, the Nuvvaub's au- 
thority ; that he had now caufed flloccahs to be written, 
as juft related, and had given them in charge to Mr. Coo- 
per; that Mr. Cooper had appointed a Treafurer under 
him, and that the money which had arrived from the 
payment of the Toorkfuvvaurs had been dcUvered to Mr. 
Cooper's Treafurer ; that Mr. Briftow demanded a fcpa- 
raie houfe for the houfehold Trealury, where he would 
place a Subadar and guard of his own : hence it was evi- 
dent he had broken his engagements, and was about to 
diveft him of his Government altogether — that he would 
not confent to it. 

The Nuvvaub lent the following racffage to Mr. Briftow, 
by the people who came from him to confer with his 
Highnefs on this fubje£t : " That Mr. Briftow had agreed 
" with hira upon other arrangements, and that he had 
" now introduced others very different ; that to fuch ar- 
*' rangements he, would not confent." From the time 
when Mn Briftow declared to the Nuvvaub that I fliouId 
not have any concern in affairs, but that he, the Vizier, 
fliould fettle and mannage them at his own pleafure and 
difcretion, I had withdrawn myfelf altoghcr. 

When the Nuvvaub fent the preceding anfwer, Mr. 
Briftow addrelTed himfelf to me ; faid, " The Navvaub 
" had broken his promife ; that he, Mr. Briftow, had 
" propofed Seetul Raum to fill the office of Treafurer, 
*' and that the Vizier had mentioned the Rajah Tippur 
" Chund for the head of the public Treafury, and he now 
" infixed he Ihould only have the payment of the troops ; 
" that he, Mr, Briftow, would not confent to this ; that 
" it was the orders of the gentlemen of the council, that 
*' all the dilburfements fhould be controlled and diredcd 
" by him, and therefore he would take the whole of the 
" Treafury department into his own hands." I replied. 
That as he had himfelf declared to the Nuvvaub that I 
fliould have no concern or authority therein, I had declin- 
ed all interference ; that I had written and delivered to him 
the fhoccahs refpedling the Toorkfuvvaurs, in obedience 
to his orders ; and that the Nuvvaub alfo was difpleafed 
with me on this account that I was unaccjuainted with 
what had pafTed between him and the Vizier. 1 added, 
*' The Vizier fays, that you had left the whole to his ma- 
*' nagement, that you afterwards broke through that en- 
*' gagement, and caufed ftioccahs to be written, includmg 
*' the Ttuikhaw of the Toorkfuvvaurs in the Tunkhaw of 

" the 
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** the Company, and that you have pwn the monies 
** received in charge to Mr. Cooper, who has appointed a 
■* Trcalurcr of his own." And you declare, that the 
Nuvvaub has retraftcd his promifc. Mr. Snflow in reply 
told me, that I muft inform the Nuvvaub that he would 
aft as he had declared ; that he had the politivc orders of 
the gentlemen of thegouncil in this rcfpcft ; that theTrca- 
fnry and difburfemcnts Ihould be under his management. 
I anfwcred. That fuch were the meflages he fcnl to the 
Nuvvaub by me, while he, on the contrary, told him that 
be fliould ufe bis own pleafure fn the conduct of affairs ; 
that I would carry the mefTage agreeably to his orders, and 
defired to know his pleafure, in cafe the Nuvvaub fhould 
not be pleafcd to confent. Mr. Briltoiv replied, " That 
" at all events he would do as he had declared, let the 
*' Nuvvaub be picafed or difplcafed ;" and demanded, ' 
" whether I would or would not pay obedience to the or- 
*' ders of the Governor General, and the Gentlemen of 
*' the Council ?" I anfwcred, that while I had life, I 
would comply with all fuch dired;ions as be fliould give 
to me, agreeably to the orders of the Governor General 
and Cduncil -, that I was obedient to his authority ; that I 
had hitherto fulfilled all his commands, and that I was Dill 
ready to obey them. 

Agreeably to Mr. Biiftow's orders, I delivered his mef- 
fage to the Vizier, who faid, in reply, that Mr. Briflow . 
had deviated from his agreement with him, and that he 
would not confent ; that he would go and anfwer Mr. 
Btiftow in perfon : while we were engaged in this conver- 
fation, information arrived that Mr. Briftow was coming 
to the prefencc. He and Mr. Cooper came ftiortiy after, 
and I retired. 

The Nuvvaub and Mr. Briflow converfed for fomc time, 
and then the Vizier ordered me to be called in. What 
had paSed previous (o this, I atn unacquainted with, but 
on my return Mr, Briftow told the Nuvvaub before me, 
that by the orders of the Gentlemen of the Council, he 
was direAed to take into his own hands all the difburfe- 
ments for the Nuwaub's houfchold eflablifhments, and 
the payment of the troops of the Svrcor. The Nuvvaub 
replied, That Mr. Briflow had told him that neither he 
nor I thould have any concern in thefe aftkirs, but that 
he, Jiis Highnefs, fhould himfelf appoint both the Trea- 
furer and Comptroller, and order his own difburfemcnts 
at his pleafure ; tliat now Mr. Briftow had given the 
money for the payment of the Toorkfuvvaurs in charge 
to Mr. Cooper, who had appointed a Trcafurer to aft 
under him, and that he had caufed flloccahs to be writtei^ 
10 the Auniils without his knowledge, direfling thofc ma- 
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Dres in future to be include<l in the Company'i Tunkhaw ; 
that Mr, Briflow had, agreed that the payment of the 
houfehold eftabliflimcnt, expcnces, and rervants, Jhould. 
be at his difpofal-^ad agreed to tbc ComptroUerntip of 
Mirza Mabummud HuiTun, and to the Deputy Comp- 
troUeifhip of Tahakoor Daus ; that now he infixed oti 
the name of Mirza Mahummud HufTun beirii; ftruck out, 
and that tbofc offices Ihoutd be fubje£l to his authority; 
*' Hence," added the Nuvvaub, '* it is evident to me, 
** that you arc about to diveft me of my rights altogctbcrj 
*' if fuch ate the orders of the Gentlemen of the Council, 
*' give them to me in writing, and I will ai^ in obcdieace 
*' to tbofe orders ; my feal is at hand, I will fend it t» 
** you, and then you may manage as you may think befl. 
** I will ihut up the doois of my houfe, there I will fit* 
** and feclude myfelf from all ftwiety." 

Mr. Briflow replied, That the depofiiion of his Higb- 
nefs was not intended ; that what he fai--l proceeded from « 
regard to his welfare ; that it would be better for bis High- 
nefs to comply with wiliingnefs ; that he would give to 
him m writing the orders he had rectived from the Gcntk- 
men of tbe Council; that if his Higbnefs would noC 
con^ly witiingly, it was well ; he might fend his feal to 
him, and he would carry tbofe orders into execution. 

I reprefented to the Nuvvaub, in the prefence of Mr< 
Briftowt that fuch difputes between them were improper : 
that it would be better to a£t with harmony, and in conjunc- 
ti(Ki with each other. Tbe Nuvvaub turned to me in 
rage, and replied, " He made ^reements with me, and is 
•* a^ing ia oppolittcn to thofe agreements ; nay, he even 
** now (ays that be will a& thus. You feizc me by the 
*' throat, and will not fuffer me to fpeak." In a word, 
at the concliifioQ of this converfation, Mr. Briftow got up 
in di{pleafure» and returned home. 

I waited upon him there. He told me that at all events he 
muft carry this raeafure into execution ; that his Higbnefs 
had refuted to give the Aioocabs ; that he himfelf would 
write letters to tiic Aumiis, and that I muft write Icttera 
alfo. I replied, That I was in every refpefl ready to obey 
his orders, butd^red to know his determination in cafe I 
iboald fall under the Nauvaub's difpieafure. He replied, 
that in that cafe he would fupport and protcA mc. X de- 
Bred to know whether, if the Nuvvaub Jhould deliver his 
ieal, I fhould bring it i He replied, if the Nuvvaub gives. 
you his feal, bring it, if not, I will write the letters from 
myfelf: tlie orders of the Gentlemen of tbe Council to me 
are pofitive, " that whether the Nuvvaub is pleafed or dif- 
•* pleafed, I fhall at all events carry this meafure intoex- 
** ccution, and I will novr execute them." I anfwered. 
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that agreeably to the orders I had received from the Go- 
vernor, I was obedient to his dire£ttons ; and I took leave, 
and returned home. 

As Mr. Briflow's difpofition is violent and precipitate, 
he wrote me a letter on the evening of the fame day : a 
copy of his letter, together with a copy of what 1 wrote in 
reply, accompany this. 

In the morning 1 waited upon Mr. Briftow again : he faid 
to me, that at all events I muft obtain the Nuvvaub's 
confent ; tliat delay in tlie execuTion of the mcafure he had 
propofed refle^led difgrace upon him. — I obferved, that he 
refufed to comply with the Nuvvaub's propofals. — He re- 
plied, the objeft was to do the bufinefs effeflually ; that 
the name of Mirza Mahummed Huflbn fhoilld be ftricken 
out— that Tahakoor Daus fliould be the Comptroller to 
the houTehcId cflablilhments ; that Dawauigau Daus fhould 
be the Treafurer ; and that Raja Tipper Chund fhould be 
Treafurer, as heretofore, for the payment of the troops. 

I went and communicated the foregoing to the Nuvvaub; 
his Highnefs replied, that he Ihould be difgraced by thefe 
new appointments of Treafurer and Comptroller, but he 
was without remedy ; he would comply with Mr. Briftow's 
pleafure on certain conditions, viz. that as he forbid him 
from writing his fituation to the Governor, that he, Mr. 
Brillow himfcif, Ihould write in bis behalf, and reprefent 
the ftate of the cafe to the Governor General, i. e, that his 
Highnefs by his importunity, had been forced to comply, 
but that the meafure was not agreeable to him ; and that 
he fhould imreat the Governor's peimifGoii to abolifh the 
new appointments of Comptroller and Treafurer; that 
Mr. Briftow fliould fend the money for the payment of 
the Toorkfuvvaurs to him, the Nuvvaub, and that he, as 
formerly, would fend it to Tipper Chund to be i&iied. 

I returned to Mr. Briftow, and communicated the Nuv- 
vaub's anfwcr; Mr. Biiftow confented that after the ap- 
pointments had taken place he would write to the Gover- 
nor, and recommend the Nuvvaub's wifhes, and that he 
would 2i& agreeably to the orders he fliould receive ftom 
the Governor in reply. 

According to the pleafure of Mr. Briftow, Dawaurgau 
Daus has been appointed Treafurer, Tahakoor Daus 
Comptroller of the houfebold, und Raja Tipper Chund 
paymafter fo the 1'oorkfuvvaurs, &c. ; it remains to be 
feen whether Mr. Briftow will write to the Governor, 
agreeably to his promife, or not. Whatever may be the 
Governor's pleafure, his orders fhall be complied with.

Ufual i n trod u£t ion. 

1 have received ygur fevour ; ^reeably to your com- 
mands I will make the reprefentation to the Nabob Vizier, 
and vriil communicate to you in perfon what he may pleafe 
to {ay in reply ; the letter 10 the Aumils I will write and 
deliver to you, agreeably to your orders. You are pleafed 
to fay, that, from your reliance on me, you have refrained 
hitherto that ofpolTeffing an entire a\ithority and power 
in the Surcor of the Nuvvaub Vizier. I declare that 
he refufes to attend to my reprefentations, the worll con- 
fequences are to be apprehended therefrom to me ; inafmuch 
as I am the deputy of the Nuvvaub Vizier, poUeffing unli- 
mited authority, yet reprcfeni and lay before him meafurc* 
of importance, and am unable to obtain his allenc to 
them ; that whenever the confidence of the Nuvvaub Vi- 
zier is withdrawn from me, and necelTary meafures can no 
longer be carried into execution, the butinels is at an end. 
Although to reply to tliefe particulars of your pleafiuc, is 
to deviate from the refpeft due from the obedient ; yet 
when, without caufe and without fault, the hour of crimi- 
nation arrives, to rcprefent the real ftate of things, be- 
comes unavoidable. My power and authority in the Surcat 
of the Nuvvaub Vizier, is the gift of theGovernor Ge- 
neral, and I have hitherto received the fupport and aflift- 
ance of the Gentlemen in power here. Regardlcfs of the 
enmity of people at this court, and contemning their ani- 
mofity, I have continued to do my duty; and in return 
for faithful ferviccs, I have been included in the objefts of 
the Governor General's favour. From you I hoped for 
an encreafe of fupport and afliftance, of creditand of power. 
It muft have proceeded from a change in my fortune, and 
and not from any deficiency of favour on your part, that 
my reprefentations, by the etforts of enemies, have been 
Tendered ineffeftual. 

From the moment of your arrival, I have not tn any 
manner whatever been deficient in obedience, but have in 
every buflnefs, and without hefitation, fulfilled your com- 
mands of whatever nature they might be, as in the import- 
ant bulinefs refpeding the regiments at Futty Gurr, the 
execution of which you were pleafed to direct Ihould not be 
fufpended by attention to the Nuvvaub's permiflion, or by 
the neccffity of informing him thereof ; in the fame man- 
ner, in every bufincfs whatever on which' 1 have received 
your orders ai whatever time received, and whatever the 
juture of them, i have paid the axoSi, implicit obedience to 
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thofe orders on the inflant. Froca my 6rii ippointment to 
the Neabut, I have been enabled to condu£t the ailniirs of 
both Snrcars, which I have ever conlidcred as one and the 
fame, by the affiftancc and fupport of the Gentlemen here, 
and have on all pccaiions a£tcd in obedience to their direc- 
tions ; and thus I ha?c repeatedly reprefentcd to you, that 
on condition of fupport and aJHftance, I woald execute all 

Jour commands ; and that in the aiTairs of the Conipany^ 
was ready to fulfil the commands of the Governor Gene- 
ral, thofe of the Gentlemen of the Council, and your 
pleafure. without hefitation or evaiion, at the hazard of my 
life, inafmuch as I consider my own inteiefls and profpe- 
rity as depending thereon. 

When you formerly fpoke to me irfpefiing the Toork- 
fuvvaurs, and the houfchold efiabllfliments of the Nuvvanb 
Vizier, I then informed you, that I never had had any 
concern in the management of thofe eftabliOimentt ; that 
this tircumilance was known to the whole world ; that they 
were under the direftion of the Nuvyaub Viiier'a own 
people, and that he never would voluntarily confent to th« 
meafure. — You told me, in reply, that tlie Governor Ge- 
neral's orders were to be obeyed j and lb I muft inform tbe 
Nuvvaub. 

I, on my part, told the Nuvvaub Vizier, in the moft 
pointed terms, that there was a neccjiity for hit coaM)Ii- 
ance with whatever propofals you (hould make by the Go- 
vernor's orders, for the improvement of his afhiirs ; but 
other people, at the fame time, carried melSiges from yon. 
to the Nuvvaub, importing, that whatever his pkafora. 
might be, yoo would aft agreeably thereto j — nay, you 
even went fo far as to recommend, in perfon, to the Nuv- 
vaub, th^t I fhould not be employed in thefe afiairs, but 
that he ihould coi)du6t the bufinefs as he thought proper 
himfelf. Other eiprcffions dropt from you, with lefpeft 
to me, which I know not how to repeat, for fach I never 
could have expcfled from you. Thil being the cafe, ia 
juftice coniider, that having expiefled yourlelf an you did 
exprefs yourfelf, vhat authority, or in^uence, or rei^fia- 
bihty, can remain with me \ The conduA of this bulincfs 
did not depend upon me, and therefore tbe delay cannot 
have arifen from negleft on my part. Several people have- 
been employed in conferences on this fubje£t with the Nuv- 
vaub Vizier, by your orders. Now that, from motives of 
kindnefs and favsur, you have direAed me to forward this 
buiinefs, and added declarations refpeftlng fupport and at- 
liAance, I am, as I have always declared, ready to obey j 
to whatevei you Ihall pleafe to command, I fhall never oh> 
jeft i and I am every way ready to obey your orders in tbe 
execution of aSaits, independtnt of tbe inclinations Qf the 
Nuvvaub 
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'Nuvvanb Vizier, if you will afTure me of fupporf and pror 
teftion, in cafe of his difpleafure. I have never yet objeS- 
ed, nor will I novr objciSt. Devoted and powerlefs as I am, 
the increafc of my rcipcflability and influence depends 
upon your fiivour towards me, and tbcir diminution pro- 
' cceds from oppofite caufes. Thus I have ever afted, and 
this I have repeatedly declared ; and I now repeat, that in 
the aiFairs of both Surcirs, I am ready to obey the orders 
of the Governor General, and the Gentlemen of the 
Council, and y oars, at the hazard of lay life, and without 
evaflon or excufe. The delay which has hitherto come to 
pafs in this buflnefshas not in any manner proceeded from 
negleU on my part : The negotiation of this affair did not 
depend upon me j whenever I fpoke to the Nuvvaub V i- 
zier on the fubjeft, he always rephcd, *' Mr, Briflow has 
*' fdid to me that you-muft have nothing todo in thofe affairs, 
" why then do- you talk to me on the fubjeft ? leave it to 
** me andMr. Briftow." This particular I have hereto- 
fbra fully and rspeatediy mentioned to you. Now that, 
from motives of kindncfs, you have favoured me with your 
commands, I am ready to obey them : I will a£t agreeably 
to your direflions. If you had favoured me with them for- 
merly, they would have been inftaotly executed ; no delays 
would have intervened. 

I wilhcd, the day before yeftcrdayj to lay this reprefenta- 
tion of the flate of things before you, but was deterred by 
my apprehenfions of your aptncfs to anger. As I enter- 
tain the fulleft hopes from your favour, I have at length 
Ventured on this communication of my Ctuation.

My friend, if it can be fettled to-day, wellj if 
not, as the mifmanagement and diforder in every depart- 
ment muft be imputed to the non-exiftence of it, J fhall 
to-morrow appoint a perfon to that office. 'With rcfpeft 
to his Highnefa's propofal to me, to write to the Governor 
to fufpend this mcafure, I will write, agreeably to his High- 
jiefs's commands, word for word, to the Governor Gene- 
ral.

Ufual introdu£tlon. 

I have received your favour, acknowledging the receipt 
of ameffageby Raja Tickait Raic, informing you, that bis 
Bighnefs had poflponed the appointment of a Treafurer. 

In thcfc conferrenccs, whatever has been faid by his 
Highnefs, I have communicated to you; and all that you 
liave been pleafed to fay, I have reprefcnted to his Highnefs. 
His Highnefs has repeated thofe particulars to-day. I com- 
municate the whole to 70U fully by Raja Tickait Rale : It 
is as follows :— That as you have declared that your deter- 
mination, rcfpefting the Treafurer and Comptroller, is 
founded on a view to the arrangement and regulation of the 
affairs of hia Highnefs's Surcar, and, in compliance with 
the orders of the Governor General, aiking " Why his 
" Highnefs fuffers fufpicions to- enter his mind, from the 
*' fugceftions of other people ?" I reprefcnted the matter 
to his Highnefs from you, and in obedience to the orders, 
of the Governor General, in the mod pcrfuafivc and en- 
couraging terms. His Highnefs replied. That although he 
Ihoulil be difgraced by the appoiniment of a Trcafureif, 
Jince, in con feque nee thereof, he Ihould have no authority 
atfo over his houfehold, domcftics, and dowab ; yet, with- 
out re mdy, he would content, on this condition, that af- 
ter the appointments had taken place, you fliould write to 
the Governor General, by way of recommendation, and 
requed his permiQion lovnthdrawthemeafure; andrefpect- 
ing tlie Tunkbaw of tlic Toorkfuwaurg, whicb, by the

iiontents of the Ihoccahs which you hava caufed to be 
written to the Aumiis, is included in the Tankhaw of the 
Company, and the fuperinteiidance of which has been gi- 
ven to Mr. Cooper, and a feparate Treafurer appointed for 
the fame, that yoii wil! withdraw the meafure, and return 
ihe ihoccahs ; and that Ihoccalis refpeiSing theTunkhaw 
of the Toorlcfuvvaurs may be written, directing the mo- 
nies to be tranfmitted to his Highnefs; that his Highnefs 
will iend it to Rajah TippurChund, aScording to former 
praftice, to be iffucd to the I'Dorkfuvvaurs.

Tunkaw of the Toorkfuvvaurs, for others. Accordingly, 
on the next day but onb, I laid before you draughts of 
'Ihoccahs, dlfefting the monies from the Jaoidaud for the 
I)owaub, a/id houfehold of the Surcar, to be remitted to 
the charge of the Treafurer and Coiriptroller, and order- 
ing the tunkaw monies for the ToorkfuvVaurs to be fcht to 
his Highnefs. — You approved of the drafts of the ihoccahs, 
concerning the Jauidaud of Dowaub and domeftics ; and 
refpefting the tunkaw of the Toorkfiivvaurs, you faid. 
That thofe which were formerly written might remain ; 
that to change them was unnecelTary ; that the money would 
be received by Mr. Cooper; and that, at the lime for iflu- 
ftig the tunkaw to the Toorkfuvvaurs, you wtiuld fehd the 
money to his Highnefs, who would deliver it to the Raja 
'i'ippur Chund; and that, if agreeable to his Highnefs^

That ihocclhs had been formerly written refpeft- 
ihg the liliikhaw of the Toorkfuvvaurs ; and-deiired that 
diey might bt returned, and other fhoccaliS be written, t 
4t firft rcquefted his Highnefs to let his fsa! be affixed to 
thofe flioccahs, that I might deliver them to you, and that 
-dn the morro* I would bring the other fhoccahs j his Htgh- 
tiefs peremptorily faid, that when the flioccahs concerning 
the tunkbaw of the Toorkfuvvaurs formerly written were 
£ 2 returned. 
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returned, and others correfponding to the preftnt agree- 
ment were wtitten, he would order his feal to be affixed to 
them all, at one and ihc famo time, and deliver ihem. 1 
then repiefented that it was urineccflary to change the fhoc- 
cabs concerning the tunkhaw of the Toorkfuvvaurs; that 
it would be fufHcient to write a Ihoccah to you, defining 
you to fend the money to him at the period for iiTuing it to 
the Tooikfuvvaurs, and that you Would fend it according- 
ly. His Highnefs replied to me in pa(&on, and faid, 
*' You firft caufed fhoccahs to be written, including tlic 
*' tunkhaw of the Toorkruvvaurs in that of the Company, 
" and delivered them without my knowledge; and now, 
*' that it has been agreed to reiurn thofe fhoccahs, "yo a 
" again counterafted it — I will not confent. Let that 
*' which has been agreed to be performed." His Highncfs 
added, '-' It appears evident from this, that when the ap- 
" pointment of the Treafui'cr fhail have taken place, he 
" will alfo decline to write, as he has engaged to do, to the 
" Governor General." 1 replied. That you had repeated- ■ 
ly promifed to write to the Governor General as loon u 
the appoiiument bad taken place, and undoubtedly would 
'write. His Highncfs replied. That the bufinefe was every 
way replete with difgrace to him, <Lnd calculated to annihi- 
late his authority ; that nothing would be performed ; that 
he had dcfired the fhoccahs concerning the tunkhaw of the 
Toorkfuvvaurs to be changed ; it had not been complieij 
with; what eife then could be cxpefled ? _ 1 repeated my 
leprefentations, but as bis Highncfs would not liften to 
them, I fent you a -verbal account of all that had pailcd by 
the Raja Tickait Raie : Such is the fl ate of the buOnefs, 
and fuch the manner in which the appointment has been 
poftponed for this day. I fhall now, agreeably to your 
commands, attend his Highnefs in the morning, again re- 
prefent the matter to him, and lay your letter to me before 
him ; and I will afterwards wait upon you, and comihuni- 
cate his pleafure, whatever it may be. — You arc pleafcd to 
fay, in the feparatc |3oftfcript of ^-our letter, that on the 
Iithof the monthyouwrote to me fully and particularly con- 
cerning every thing ; that from the contents of that letter, 
it muft doubtlefs appear to me, that his Highnefs's objec- 
lion^ refpefling affairs arc con fid ere d by the Governor Ge- 
neral as my objeftions, and defifing me to refieft on the 
importance of this circumftance ; that profefTions of duty, 
and 'obedience, and fubmiffion, unattended by the proper 
execution of bufinefs, were of no avail ; and that my duty 
and attachment to his Highnefs and the Governor General 
would be then proved, by thp due execution of tliofc or- 
ders which had been repeatedly communicated to me, but 
iiotobeycd. On the fame day that the kUer alluded to. 
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to the above purport, ^as received, I reprcfcnted fully to 
- you, in reply, my want of power, and other matters ; the 
falncfs of my obedience, and compliance with your com- 
mands, from the day of your arrival ; the things which I 
had done, both in affairs of importance, and in concerns of 
\&ft moment, both with and' without the knowledge of his 
fiigbnefs, in compliance with your directions ; and like- 
jvile the cauCes of the dt:lay which had occured in certain 
paiti^cujar affairs \ and I furthermore remarked, that my 
having wrxjte and delivered to you the ftioccahs refpefting 
the tunkhaw of the Toorkfuvvaurs in the manner or to the 
.purport which you had direfted them to be written, "with- 
out the knowledge of his Highnefs, mult ftand as an in- 
COJiteflibie proof of ^y obedience to your commands ; and 
on this account his Hig^hnefs has repeatedly upbraided mc, 
demandi;ig to know how I prcfumed to caufe flioccahs to 
be written and delivered without his knowledge? I ja- 
formed you of the Nu waub's difplcafure, and you told meto 
be under no apprehenlions ; that what I had done, I bad 
done by your orders. In your (cKcr of the nth, you di- 
*re£ted me to write certain letters ; I wrote then^ on the 
fameday, and kept them in readinefs, and they arc now 
ready ^o be produced: In mf letter to you on this fubje£t, ■ 
I uprcfented that fecurity was necetTary, that I muH be af- 
iiirol of i'upport and protection with refpe£t to fuch mat- 
ters as I fhauld excpute, agreeably to your pleafure, witli- 
jout the .affcnt of his rfighnefs. Notiivithftanding fuch 
prooEs and demonflrations, the written evidences of whiclj. 
jtill exili, you lay that profeflions of duty and obedience, 
unattended by the execution of bulinefs, is of no aTail.~-< 
^ithcrto I h^ye not been deficient in obedience to the ex- 
itceme. As you have repeatedly declared that you will not 
delay t^e execution of 'this meamre, and that it does notde^ 
j[>ei(d on his I^ighnc^s's approbation or difapprobation— 
why this procraft [nation ? In obedience to the orders of 
the Governor General, whatever you Ihall dtrc£t me to do, 
j will perform ; — if i do not, then blame me. If I am 
deficient, or hefitacing in my obedience, why did I write 
the letters ? — they have besn prepared from that very day. 
To grgufldlefs blame, in return for obedience in extreme, 
what reprefentauons can I make, except thofc of religna- 
tion and acquiclcence i In icality, I have not been dcfi- 
cicDt, and, by God's favour, will not. I have not given 
room for the flighteft reficftion to reft on my doty and obe- 
dience, and will not; While I have life, I will obey the 
orders of the Governor General; whatever is your plea- 
fure, inform tee, and I will fullil it. ^

Ufual introduftion. 
V-ou deiircd that a Treafurer and Comptroller might be 
appomtcd over the diiburfem'ents of the Dowaub, domeftics. 
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&c, of my honfliold. I objcfted, becaufe it would refleft. 
ilirgrace upon iric in ihe eyes of the whole world, fincc 
it would be apparent, that I had no longer any authority 
over my own houfhold, my Dowaub, and my domeftics j 
at the fame time that it would be produ£live of no advan- 
tage whatever to the Englilh Government. You infift upon 
thefe appointments being made. From the higheft to the 
loweft It has ftill been cuftomary for every one, whatever 
the income which his (ituation afforded him, to man^e' 
the expenccs of bis own domeftics and Dovraub'at hi& dif-' 
cretion ; yet fuch are'thc events which my fete has brought 
forward, that a new Treafurer and Comptroller are about 
to be appointed over my houfehold, domeftics, and Dow- 
aub. The infant at the breaft, that has aught in its hand, 
will weep if it is forced from him ; I alfo underftand what 
is and what is not for my advantage ; and I now with hu- 
mility tell you, that if for my faiisfaflion, and out of 
friendfhip for me, you will delift from this meafurc, you 
will center a favour upon me ; but in cafe it is your pteafure 
^)at it fball be To, I am without relburce— -make the ap- 
pointments. Yet, at leaft, let thus much of appearances 
be prelcrved, that the monies from the Jauidaud Mahauls, 
for the Ppwaub, domeftics, and houfehold difburfements, 
and for the Tui^aw of the Toorkfuvvauts, may be tranf- 
inittcd to the place where I relide, and be feparately deli- 
vered into the charge of my people. The monies on ac- 
count of the Dowaub and houfehold expences fhall be if- 
faed by Davargadaus, the Trcafurei, and Mahummud 
HufTun, Comptroller, and Tahakoordas, the Comptrol- 
ler's Pailhkar, under my dire£tions or authority; and tb«

fufFeredto ilTuea tingle daum to any perfon whatever, with-* 
. out the duAkhut of the Vizier of the empire, and the coun- 
terfign of the Naib in authority ; and that the Dauiogeha 
of the Surcor who are appointed to Daurogeh offices, ho 
not employed in matters of government and revenue. 

5th. According to tlie lift of Jagocrdars and Tunkhau- 
dars conliderable fums are requitiEe : on account of the de- 
ficiency of Jauidaud few obtain their due ; and fuch are the 
difficulties and diftrefs to which they are reduced, that his 
Highdefs's brothers, and the families of the late Nuvvaub, 
and the Nuvvaub Boorhaun ul Moolk, in the extremity 01 
their diftrefs, have been and are repeatedly urged to clamonr 
and lamentation, infomuch that leveral of his Higbnefs's 
brothers have become united with and dependant on othei' 
Chiefs i it is therefore r.cc«I&ry that a fepaxatc Treafurer bo 
appointed 
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appointed for the Jagcerdars and Tunkbandais, and that 
A Kiftbundee 'for the twelve months, according to the 
months of the FvilTullee year, be fettled, that their ftipends 
may be paid to them by the ffiid Treafuier, without impe- 
diment, motith by month. 

6th. It has been afccriained that excelEve frauds and pc-i 
dilations cxift in the military department, numbers of ' 
domeflic fcrvants and wriiers, undei the name of foldien, 
devour and diflipate fums to a vaft' amount. The army, 
moreover, is unfit for fervice ; fo that if any urgent occa- 
Gon (hould arife, ten to twelve Ihoufand horfe and foot 
could not be colle^ed ; yet, fmall as the military force is, 
their pay and Tunkhaws are daily encreafing. — Numbers 
of the men inlifted in the military, on the application of 
the Moota Suddies and domellics of the Surcor, are abfo- 
lutely incapable of fervice ; to entertain ufelcfs people at 
foldicrs, at the pleafure of Moota Suddies and dependents. 
ic theworft of all governmental evils. In the Surarilhteli 
of the RnHiiulehs, various irregularities, contrary to piac- 
tice and order have been introduced, and on tbele accounts 
'neither order nor difcipline exift in the army. Of troopc 
and foldicrs adually fit for fervice there are none in the Suv- 
vaurree, except the officers themfelves. With refpcA to 
the Tunkhaw of the Toorkfuvvaurs, which I formerly rc- 
linquilhed, the Naib in authority engaged to me that he 
would ifluc the pay to the Toorkfuvvaurs with his own 
.bands, and that he would correft the abufes and frauds, and 
difmiis the Baurgurs the RuffauIeh.^Thc pay has continued 
ko be ijTued as formerly, and the frauds and abufes of the 
Baurgtirs {till continue. The dufter account of the Rajah 
Tipper Chund, with the diiFerent employments of the peo- 
ple under the faid Rajah individually, hewillcaufe to be 
lent to me. 

7th. I have repeatedly underftood, from the dcclarationE 
of ttifi Naib in authority, that Mufter Maflers had been 
lent out every where by the Rajah Tippur Chund ; as yet 
Axun no place whatever have accounts of abufei and pecu- 
lations been received. He mull give me a written Uft of the 
names of every Mufter Matter, at every ftatlon, and the 
iaid Rajah muft furnifh me with information of the occur- 
jences of bis department. 

Except the Tunkhaw of the Company, no Tunkhaw 
whatever, on the Aurails, tnuft be admitted in the Muf- 
fufliil. The bills of exchange for the coUedions from the 
Mahalauts muft be delivered in to the general Treafurcr» 
and an account of the receipts mud be dally prefented by 
him.

In condu£ting the afi^irs and concerns of the Snrcor c^ 
Iiis Highnefs tt\e NuvvB\ib ViKier of the empire, and thofe 
of the Nuvvanb, the Governor General Mr. HaftingS, I 
will aft with the advice and in conjunftion with Hyder ■ 
Beg Khawn, which in every tefpeft will be correlponding 
to die comn^inds of both the faid Nuvvaubs ; and in mu- 
tual Iccrecy and friendAiip no d,eviation {hall ever come to 
paft : and as long as the N uvvaub Hyder B^ Khawn Ihal! 
exert hjjnfelf ^reeably to Coul a Kurraur, or agreement* 
in the conduct of affairs, I will execute every bulinefs and 
every ttanfadion with his counfel and advice; and after 
the complete cftablilhment of the new plan which hu 
been formed, agreeably to the orders of the Governor Ge» 
neral, folely for the intereft, the advantage, and the pfbf- 
perity of the affairs of his Highnefs's Surcar, I will rc- 
. prefent the abilities and unanimity of Hyder Beg Kh»wn 
to both Nnwaubs, and will exert myfelfproperiy, and to 
the utmoft of my power, to caufe the office of Neabut to 
be continued to the Nuvvaub Hyder Beg Khawn. 

Thefe few lines have been written as 2 Coul Naumefa :

2d. The office of Dewan has for manjr years belonged 
to the Rajah Soorut Sing, but the faid Rajah has no power

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yuiper* which I bid occafion for, were obtained with dtffi<- 
cuity and delajr, and moreoret tbc butinefs of tbc office is 
cxccBled by men who arc in no mannar concerned or con- 
nc&ed with the famrilhteh of the Dufter. It is neceifary 
that orders be iflttcd to every Aomi) and Surrarilhtedar, 
that they tranfmit without evafion or delay every paper re- 
quired from them by the Rajah Soomt Sing, and that die 
accounts of every Mshaul, and every place, and every 
Surrarilfateh, be entered in the Dcwanncc Cutcharry, for 
which a proper place ftould be affigned, under the controttl 
or infpe^ton of the laid Rajah ; and if at any time, after 
papers or accounts have been fo entered in the Dewanny 
Office, any fvich papers Ihall be altered or changed, that 
•very Moota Suddee who fliall be guilty of fuch changing 
of p^xrs or scoounts, be feverely punilhed ; and that >U 
the bulinefs of the accounts, and the Surrarifhteh, be taken

1ft (he bufinefs of tiie Governmental accounts you one 
day told me, " That orders had come to you from Cal- 
*< cutta Cd take the Perfian Dufter accounts into yooi owti 
*' bands; that the Dewaun Soorut Sing was grown old, 
** that his intellefts had failed him, and tbat his fbn-in- 
'*' law, Kajah Jugnaut, was young and without cxperi- 
'** ence : that having appointed another Dewaun, you 
•' would t^e pofleffioh of the Dufter accounts oi the , 
*' Surcar of his Highnefs ; and accordingly inquired where 
•* the Dufter accounts of the Surcor were kept :" I repli- 
ed, that they were kept in the offices acQaining to his 
Higbnefs's palace, where they had been kept for many 
years; and that thofe Dufter aceonnti were, under the 
charge of the Dcwaun's Mootafuddies : That whenever any 
■accounts were required, the Dcwan's Mootafuddies fetetfd 
them from the other papers, and took copies of them ; that 
Rajah Soorut Sing was the ancient I!)ewan of the Sorcarj 
that H" he was incapable of labour, yet the Mootafud- 
dies, who were alfo old fervants of the Surcar, were 
attentive *o their duty, and executed the bufinefs of their 
office. Now yoa are pleafed to fay, that the Rajah 
Sopfut Sing is the ancient Dbwan -^ that he hss no power 
over the |«pers or accounts \ that fuch accounts as have 
been wanted' by you have been obtained with difficulty and 
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delay ; and that people who have tta tiotlnedion with the 
management of the Duf^tcr, execute the bufincfs of thtf 
office ; that it is necefiary that orders be illiicd to tht 
.Aumih and Shurarilhtedar) that every account required by 
the Rajah Soorut Sing, together wtth the accounts of every 
, Mabaul, and every diftrift, and every Shurarirtiteh, ,be 
entered, under the infpcdion of the Rajah Soorut Sing, in 
the Dewan Cutcharry, for which a proper budding muft 
be fct apart without delay or evaflon ; fo tbat every tranf> 
action, and all accounts, and the Shurrarilhtch thereof^ 
may be condufted and written, and managed by the pro- 
per officers of the Dewannec. 

The whole of the Dufter papers or accounts, from the 
earlieft period down to the prefent time, have been, and 
»re kept in the Dufter Kaunah of the Surcar of his High- 
nefs, under the charge of the Dewannec Mootafuddies ; 
and Rajah Soorut Sii^ now polTefles his poft of Dewair, 
ind receives his Dewannec Ruflbom and Duftoot from aU 
the Aumils : and his Mootafuddies, in the department of 
Recounts, write or keep thofe accounts ; and the Dewannee 
Cutchcrry is, as heretofore, adjoining to his Highnels's 
palace. 

With refpeA to your obfervation, that people without 
authority or conncftion with the Dufter, and its Shurra- 
tifliteh, execute the bufinefs thereof: — this remark is le- 
velled at the Neabut Dufter. In this Surcar, whoever hat 
been appointed Naib, and has had the power of infpeding 
the accounts, be has kept a Neahut Dufter \ and of the 
^aibs or Mini{lers fo appointed, fuch as were illiterate, or 
negligent, or diffipated, flood in need of alEAance. Thus 
the Rajah Nurwull Raie, in the time of the Nurwaub 
Sufdur Jung, who on all occalions himfelf infpefted into 
the affairs of the Government : the Rajah Pertaub Sing 
was Dewan, and Raja Nuyval Raie, the Minifter who ha3 
accefs to all accounts, appointed Dewan Lauljie his own 
Dewaun or Sub-minifter, which was approved by tb« 
Nuvvaub Sufder Jung. In the time of the late Nuvvaub 
Shuja ul Dowlah, Raja Benu Bahadur appointed Roy 
Deen Deaub his Dewan or Minifter under him ; and now 
his Higbnefs the Vizier has honoured the Nuvvaub Sufre- 
rauz ul Dowlah and me, by appointing us to ihofe offices i 
and I to the befl of my ability exert myfelf in infpefting 
the Accounts. The Neabut Dufter is an eftabiifhed office 
in this Surcar; Irom former times, and agreeably to hit 
Higbnefs's pleafure he has appointed the Raja Tickait Raie 
to the S hurarifbtehdaree of that office. I am conllantly 
employed in infpe^ing or examining the accounts of the 
Surcar, and his Higbrufs, and the Gentlemen heretofore 
iR pfficB here, were wont to depend upon me. The ac- 

countt 
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Counts of the Aumils come to mc, and correfponding td 
the cafloins of this Surcar, the Auiiiils deliver tliem in 
alfo to the Dewannee MootaAiddces. I receive thefe ac- 
counts from the Mootafuddees of the Dewannee, and the 
Neabut, and having infpeftcd and examined them, I lay 
them before bis liighnefs. Hitherto no deficiencies or de- 
feats in the accounts of the Surcar have arifen from m/ 
Management; if you have diicovcrcd any fuch, be pleafed 
to point Ibem out, that I may deliver in Ay defence 
thereon. 

From your firft arrival, whatever Mpers you have re- 
quired, whether proper or improper, I have Canfed thein 
to be written and delivered to you; for thefe five months 
paft, {0 inceflanily have I been employed in this bufincfs, 
that my health has frequently fulFered thereby, and to that 
even 1 havb paid no regard. N otwithHanding this ready 
obedience, you declare tliat you obtain papers or accounts 
with delay. 

You. further fay, refpeSing this Dufter of th? Neabat» 
and my authority over the fame, " That people wbo have 
*' no concern with thij Shurarifhteh execute the affairs 
*' thereof." I hive not from ray own authority engaged 
- far entered into any bulinefs whatever: under the com- 
hiands &f his Highnefs, and with the fupport and afHUance 
of the gentlemen formerly refiding here, I engaged in thefe 
affairs, and Was confided in ; nor has any deficiency hap- 
pened on my part. Of whatever nature your commands 
may ribw be, I will obey them ; and whatever the meafure 
of your pleafure may be, let that be the meafure of them. 

Many circumftances of the conduft of Rajahs Soprut 
Sing, and Tippur Chund, have been fuch as to draw upon 
them the anger of bis Highnefs, and 1 have procured his 
forgivcncfs of their ikults. When you formerly refided 
here, Mulchtaur ul Dowlall, with vour knowledge, con- 
fined Raja Tippur Chund, and exa^ed a mul£t, or ^ne, 
from the Raja Soorut Sing ; I have dons them no evil, 
but have always aided and fupported them as the ancient 
fervants of the Surcar ; if, like Mukhtaur ul Dowlah, I had 
wifhed to injure them, I fliould not, when they were under 
the dlfpleafurc of his Highnefs, have applied in their be- 
half. 1 have all along a^ed with the utmoft cordiality to- 
wards all the fervants of the Surcar.

, Mr. Briftowcame in the evening; his converfatioii firft 

tortied upon affairs in Europe :~-that other gentlemen 

were coming, in conlequence of the di&niffion of the Go-

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pernor and others | — ttut tlje pcrjiui who was coming iq 
fhe place of tlie Governor, who wa* 9 ^l^ief of high rank* 
was related to Mr. Copper;— that the ide^ whiph laitfly 
pxifled, ih^t by the appointment ©f a former minifttr, 
jivho was the friend of the Governor, the Govcri)or's fiabi- 
jity would he fccured, was at Jength known to bp srro- 
neous, for Ihjt the Governor's tnifcoodad was now plainly 
proved and afcertaincd in Europe. " Therefore," h^ 
faid, " it is my wifh that you and I fheuld cotei into bib- 
*' tual engagements, for by afting in concert with each 
*' other, affairs will bc effc&uallj conduced. I have b^en 
*' recommended in Europe to thofe gentlemen who ar« 
*' coming, snd tiay heart is every way at reft with icfpcQ to 
" my own affairs." 

I aflfed him for what p^irticul^r pnrppfes k wai that h* 
required fuch fecuriiies from me ! he replied,, foe the well 
modplling the Vizier's Government; and furthermore, 
that you Ihall not enter into engagements with ^y on0 
but me. , 

I atke4 wh^t W93 his plan for modelling the Vi«ipr*« 
Government, in the exeptition of whiph he w«8 deiiipai 
f>f my a^ing with him ■ he lepeatcd ycrbpUy fiMne arti* 
cles. I called fqr pen <md inVi and wrote them down fn 
he repeated them, [vide articles] and theif afl;.ed wbethof 
thofe were all } or if there was apy (Ifing more \ He lepU^ 
ed, '* This plan, after this manner is, ^ceeidjl* to tbt 
«' orders pf tjie Govccnor, and thf Gentlemen of th« 
*' Coanctl, dircfted to be carried into execution ; whichi 
" at a time of my copiing hcra, they ^av^ to mp perfpn^ 
f ally, and delivered to me in writing. Their orders for 
*' the eftablinimcnt of the Pcifian Dufter have been lateljr

by him to be the orders of the Governor, ** that fuf:^ 
" things were not to depend on the Nnvvaub's being in- 
*' formed of them," from an apprehenfion for my honwir t 
at he had faid, " that any evalions or objeSions which 
•' might arife, would not be the Nuvvaub's, but mine;'' 
I had executed them. That now, ffom the infroduftion 
of the prefent plan, the authority of his Highiiels woul4

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fiiate to eonfent to tbte plAi, what were bis intentions iii 
tliat orfe? 

Ho rcplrcd, " I will not AiiFer it to depend on the Nuv- 
" vaub't com^iance ot non-compliance ; I will cirrf it 
" into execution." I anfwcred, that I would not, in 
any manner whatever, dilute the Governor'i commands, 
for that I was declaredly a dependent on him, and was fa- 
tisfied that whatever he ihoukt ordcf rtvoft be right inereif' 
r«rp«d ; but defired, that in cafe I fhouW, agreeably to 
fait ^Mr. Briftow's) orders, execute this bufinefs in oppo- 
sition to tb« inclinations of the Nuvwattb, he would pro- 
care, for >ny lccurit<r and fatisfadlion, a letter from th« 
Oowemtir direftcd to me, importing, tRat I niuft aflE 
agreeably to whatever he (Mr. BriftowJ might difeft, and 
thit I niuft not luffor my compliance to -depend on aflcnt 
or diflent on the part of his Highnefs, as in that cafe, if 
bis Hi^nefi flvould be offended, I fhould, on this tide, 
be fare of proteftjon and fftpport : nay, that it appeared 
nece<Iilry, moreover, that tficfc articles fliould be written' 
attd tranfmitted to me. 

He replied, " I teUyou that the Governor is difmilled, 
*' of what ufc is it then to require letters ^m thence ?" 
I vnfwijred^ ThW I was a dependent on the Governor; 
as long as be continued at Calcutta I would i& in obedi- 
ence to his plSafurti ; and whenever the period of tni die- 
partore ftityuld 9rriM, 1 would gO to hiiA, and would ffaen ' 
d» a* he flwuiid dircA. 

He replied, " AH this labour and trouble is onnecefBfy ; 
*' I offer you the fccurities neceflaiy, being perfeftly fa- 
" tii£ed and fecure myfelf, with refpe£l to the gentlemen 
" who are coming. I will give you a Coul Namneb, 
*' bimfing myfeif to fupport and promote your interefls, 
" both in Calcutta aiid in Europe." 

I anfwdred, That he mull not tohfider my declarations 
of depc'ndancc oA the Governor as a matter of profeffion 
- only, but Ik affurtd to a certainty that whenever pofitive 
infftnnation thould be received, that he was about to de- 
part for Europe, I would wait upon him ; andin whatever 
matiner he Ihould AittSt fo I would a3. 

" It appears then," faid he, " that you will withdraw 
*' yourfelf from the management of affairs here f " I re- 
plied, That I executed tlie duties of my office, in faft, 
through the influence of the Governor's fupport ; when 
htf was gone to Europe, through the influence of whofe 
proce3ion was \ tA maiHge afiairs ? that I would not cdti- 
tinut.' 

He wai ot^ded at this declaration ; and replied, T am 
every way ready to give you fecurity and fatlsf-ftion j fuch 
conndence in the difpofition of the GoYernor> or in his 

^3 . i"^,,^ 
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intimates and dependants, is idle and ill-fotindcd. It is 
impolTiblc to place depcndance vn the Governor'* word or 
declarations. I faid that hitberto, from the bcgicaing, 
bis kindnefs towards mc had been always incrcaling: I 
had never esperiepccd any deficiency or alteration in hit 
difpofitions towards me; and " that human nature is the 
" Have of Icindncfs," was amongft us a proverb. Mod^ 
converfation of this fort pafled between uj. After that he 
faid, " I will caufc the orders I have received refpcSing 
" the modelling of this Government to be tranilated inta 
*' Per6an by' my Moonlhee, who is a rruft-wofthy pcr- 
*' fon, and deliver it to you. You wilt do well to follow 
*' the example of Mokhtaur-uJ-Dowleh^ and enter into ,i 
** written engagement and agreement with me." 

In order ro know of what natute Mokhtaur-ul-Dow 
leh's Coul Naumeh was, 1 propofed to him to give me a 
copy <rf it, that 1 might conCdcr it ; bat added, that fe- 
curity on the part of the Governor was abfolutely nece&ry 
in the firft inftance; that he, Mr. BriAow, averted that • 
the Governor was undoubtedly dirmifled, in confequencc 
of which my faculties and underftanding were no longer 
in the fiatc necef^ary tp do bufincfs. 

He encouraged cpe by. afliiiance; of his own ftabiltty ; 
a\\6 {aid, "• The day ^fter to-morrow I Iball go to Slat- 
** turee G^aut, there I fliall have leafare ; I will remain 
" fhere two days. I will caufe the tninllation of the orders 
** for the modelliog and arranging of afl^irs here to be 
•' written, and give it to you on my return/' 

Conlidering a rcfpire of three or four days as an advan- ' 
tage gained, I exprel&d the greateft approbation ; again I 
repeated the queftion on this point, whether thefe were the 
orders ; that, whether his Highnefs fliouid be fatisfied or 
dif&tisticd, at all events the bulinefs muft be done ? He 
faid " yes, the orders are abfolutc. If his Highncfs flionld 
" prove obfiioate I will not advance any thing for the cx- 
" pe;ices of his Surcor, I will flop it j when he fliall be 
" diflrefled for bis nccefery expences, he will acquiefce of 
"■ his own accord-" 

He then opened to nie the real objcft of ycfterday's . 
converfation ; faying, there was certain points on which, 
on the arrival of the new Gentlemen, caution would be 
neceflary. I ;dked hint on what points ; be faid, *' Such 
*' as the bufinefs pf Colonel Ctimn^ing, in which a Ihoc- 
" cah was written without the Vizier's knowledge; and 
i' others pf tlic like na(urc whigh may have taken place; 

V 'riiis circumftancc has proved highly difagreeable to the 

V Gentlemen of the Council. Whenever his Highnefs ftial^ 
** ailert that thefe things have been done without hi^ 
*'. knowledge^ blam^ v^i3 fall upop you,". 
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I rqilicd; -^That in obedience to him I had cauied it to 
be done ; that he had repeatedly afked me why I intro- 
duced the name of th£ Vizier ; that I tauH a£l as he di- 
rcfted ; that, cfpecially in tlic butinefs of the fhocca to 
Colonel Cumming, he had importuned me foi three days; 
from a regard to the prefeivation of my honour, J had 
caufed it to be written without the Vizier's knowledge; 
cjut the fame had been done with refpeia to the Tunluw 
of the Toorj^fuvvaurs, and other matters. 

He replied," It is on this account I fiy so you, that 
'* now that you and [ arc about to be united, you muft 
" confider any thing injurious to my reputation which 
" Ihall befall me, as befalling yourfelf; and thus, any 
(' thing of that fori happening to you, I OialJ conlidcr as 
** happening to me. You replied angeily to my letter, 
'* that by my defire-you had affixed the feal.of the Vizier, 
*' wirhout his knowledge, to the Ihoccahs, and deliveied 
.*' them," 

I replied. That this was not written in anger; that he 
bad accufed me of difobeying the orders of the Gentlemen 
of the Council, and hii pleafure ; that I, in reply, had 
inferted the particulars, which I had done in obedience to 
the orders communicated by him, and to his pleafure; 
that if I had not infertcd them, I Ihould have appeared 
guilty of the difobedience charged upon me ; that if I bad 
written any thiag not founded in fa£i, he would have ac- 
cufed me of it at tbe time, or he couM do it then, and de- 
mand my reafons for fuchand fuch falle a&rtions. 

He replied, "■ The things which you write are of fuch. 
" a nature, that a fair and dircA anfwer cannot be given, 
" but in certain alfairs, which may prove the fubjeAs of 
" inquiry or accufation againlt me, it will be better to 
" keep (i'lence." — I anfwercd, that with rcfpeAto what he. 
faid to me verbally, I would a£t agreeably to his pleafure ; 
but that when he thought proper to put his fentiments 
upon paper, and give them in writing, if I did anfwer 
them faithfully and fully, 1 myfelf Ihonid be fubjed to ac- 
cufations. 

He anfwered, " I will be careful in this rcfpeft for the 
« future, and not write ; iiknce. however, on this fubjcft, 
" is neceflary on your part, that it may not be known to 
" the gentlemen who are coming, that the Vizier's feal 
*' has been affixed to papers and Ihockas without his know- 
" ledge." I faid, that when tbe new gentlemen Jhouid 
acrive^ and I fhould continue here in the management of 
affaifs, I would aft in whatever manner he fliould pleafc 
to direft. 

His object is, that it may not now be difcovcred that the 
Vv^il"'^ ^^'^ ^^^ ^'^ affixed to fhoccahs without his know. 
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ledge : he did not plainly and dircflly &y it, but obliquely 
and fecretly he hinted as much ; and faid, " The com- 
"■ plaints and refleflions which have lately been exhibited' 
" againll mc at the Board have been difapproved, aiicf that 
" vhich I have Written has met with approbation ; but 
" fuch raattcri muft not be made known to Ae Gentlc- 
*• men." 

Much more befaiij, containing refleftions on the Gen- 
tlemen in the Governor's confidence, advice rcfpefting^ 
the execution of the plan, and the deceiving of the Vi- 
zier; fo that by throwing him off his guaid, the bufinefs 
might be cffefted ; adding, *' When it is once done, how 
*' will his Highncfs then be able to remedy it ? thus it was 
*' that Mokhtaur u| Dowlah and I, in concert, carried 
** our points, by teprefenting matters as trivial or advan- 
*' tageous, or by holding out temptations of various de- 
*' fcriptions to the Vizier; and when the bufincfs was 
*' once executed he was filent, nor knew or forcfaw the 
** ultimate confequences which would follow. In the fame 
'* manner you muft now advife the Nuwaub as I Ihal!' 
*' dircft you, and having by artifice obtained his approba- , 
" tiori, carry it into execution." 

This conyetfation he fpun out to a prodigious length ; 
to attempt to write it would be endlefs. I faid thus laoch 
in reply, that with refpeft to the execution" of meafures 
contrary to the inclinations of the Vizier, as intended by 
him, that I would not hefitate to obey the Governor's or- 
ders, communicated to me as fuch ; but that to procore a 
letter of aflbrancc from the Governor, to the purport al- 
ready mentioned, was abfolutely nccetfary, that I might be 
fecured from the confequences of the Nuvvaub's refent- 
meitt. 

He replied, " I will caufe a Per^an tranflation of the 
** orders to be made, and give it to you, and we will after 
'* that talk again. Afliirancc or fecurity from the Gover- 
" noj is unncceflary, fince in a fliort time he will fct out 
" for Europe." I repeated my former anfwer.— It re- 
mains to be feen hereafter what the next converlation will 
produce.

Having difmifled the Anmils appointed by his Highnefj, 
I will appoint other Aumils. 

I will keep the cavalry and the infantry oniJcrAiy own 
anthority, and what other troops may be neceiflary I will 
laife them alfo by my own authority. 

I will keep the bufinefs of the Adaulut under my autho- 
rity ; fuch expences for faperfloous elephants and horfcj 
in the NuWanb's Dowanb, and for provifions drefled, 
are unnecclFary ; let him diminifh them. 

I wilt take the old duffers and papers which are in the 
Surcor of his HiRhncfs. 

Having tJifmifTed the great Admils, I will appoint fepa- 
ntc inferior Aumils in their places. 

Narrative of Converfation between Mr. Briftow andHydcr 
Beg Khaun, op the 30th of April, 1783, written by 
the latter. 

Copy: Received May I «h, 1785., 
On our meeting, he (Mr. Briftow) faid, *• How has it 
" come to pafs that a rq>ort of the Coul Nameh, founded 
" on conditions, has been fpread abioad i" I replied, that 
'I (fid not know; that the conditions which he had com- 
municated for the fiundabut of this place, and concerning 
which he had been engaged in a warfare with his Hijjhnefs 
for tbefe laft five months, were known to all the world ; 
that there was no neceffity for thdr publicaOon by any 
one ; that as to the prefent Coul Nameh propofed by him, 
and his declaration, that the Governor and Gentlemen of 
the Council were difmilTed, that new Gentlemen were 
coming, and propofing the faid Coul Naumeh for the pe- 
riod, on condition that I fhonld not write to, or enter 
into engagements, at Calcutta, and other matters, which 
he mentioned, I had not told them to any one. He faid, 
it is aftonifhing ! it is only ten days lince I mentioned the 
difmiftion of the Governor to you, and at which time Mr. 
Cooper mentioned it to Major Palmer, and I have receiv- 
ed letters tweWe days old from Calcutta, informing mc 
that Major Davy has reported to the Governor, that I 
have publifhed the account of his difmiflion ; hence it is 
plain that Major Davy has told an abfolutc falfehood. Iiv 
this fpacc of ten days, an account of my publication of it 
to reach Calcutta, and an anfwer to arrive here ! I will 
Write tljat Major Davy h» told a falfehood. I replied, 

-,that 
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tilut if {ach intelligence had aduall]r reached CakuRa, it 
anuft evidently relate to bis (Mr. Brifiow't) firft report ; 
for that be had £ift iTaid, formerly, " tlut in confcquence 
•* of the appointment of the new Minifter, the difmilBoa 
•* of the Governor was affixed ;" and fome time after that 
lie again (aid, " that the new Minifter was dead, and that 
•* acconnts of, or orders for, the continuance of the Go- 
•' vcrnor would arrive :" corrcfponding with which, when 
i/c lately mentioned the difmiHion of the Governor, he 
]tad faid, that this intelligence was not like the former ; 
** that the Governor continued in confcquence of the 
•' death of the Vizier ;" '* that now the news of the Go- 
•• vcrnor'; difmiffion was authentic," " that other Gen- 
•' tlemen were on their way out ," that perhaps, it was 
^is (Mr. Briflow's) former report that had been mention- 
ed by Major Davy, for that had happened long ago. H« 
Kplicd, What caiifc have you to plead thus in fupport of 
ihe truth of Major Davy's communications ? I faid, that ■ 
lie had aflerted, " that Major Davy had told a falfehoed, 
«• 911(1 that be would write fo to Calcutta :" that I thfre» 
fore reminded him of his former report, that what he" 
fliould write might not be liable to ' refutation. He then 
began to caA re£e£tions upon Major Davy ; faying, " be 
** is outwardly your friend, but in reality meditated your 
*f difmiffion, and concerted the meant of doing it with the 
** Raja Tippurcbund, and the Dewan Soorut Sing." I 
cbfcrvcd, that formerly Mr. Jobnfon bad alfo hinted the 
fame thing, " that JAijQt Dav^, who was gone to Cal- 
*' cutta, woulj fpe^ to Ihe prejudice of bis Highnefs and 
" me." But that all that I at laft difcovered was, that 
Major Davy bad here communicated tlic Governor's or- 
ders as he had received them j and that he had iaitbfully 
related to the Governor the converfatlons which had 
piafled between us. He replied, *' I have expended 
*' to the amount of thirty thonfand rupees, and have, 
** from different quarters, informed mylclf of every par- 
*< ticular; do you [but j expend ten or twenty tboufand, 
" and the circumftances of Major Davy's enqiity to job 
** (hall be known ftom the people of the Rajah Tippur- 
.*' chund, and the Dewan Soorut Sing." I replied. 
That I had no doubts or fufpicions rifpeQing thefe mat- 
ters that could induce me to enquire into them, or to ex- 
pend money for that purpofe ; that thefe particulars ba^ 
never been introduced heretofcre ; otberwife, if they had 
the power, in this fpace of fix months they had each ojf 
them the opportunity. 1 faid, that I bad no fort of con- 
cern with the Major, and that the perfon who had men- 
tioned it to him mull have told a falfehood. He fajd, 
** You jirf eloquent in fnpporting, or taking the part of 

n,„N;.,i-,G.t)Ogle 
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•f Major Palmer knd Major Davy." I anfwcred, That 
this accufation was a plain, downright calumny. What 
liut of anfwer could I give ? from wbat circumfianccs did 
this partiality appear ?— that thefc reflexions concerned mi, 
J muft either believe them, or not believe them ; if he had 
any moaning in thefc communications, I requcftcd him to 
tell it, that it might be known to me. He laid, ** Major 
" Palmer, with the advice of Tuffuz-ool Hoofein Khaun, 
*< writes falfehoods from hence;" and thert Major Davy 
communicates them with additions. I have expended 
money in obtaining information of thefe matters : two 
sentlemen under the aj^earancc of fricndfhip are with 
Major Davy, one or two others are here with Major Pal- 
mer. My friends are united together, and obtain infor- 
mation of what is going forward ; two people are with 
Tuffiiz-ool Hoofein Khaun ; all thefe matters have reach- 
ed me : that the one has written falfehoods with refpe£t ta 
me from hence, and that the other has communicated and 
does communicate them. I was watchful from the firfl on 
this account " and will anfwer to every particular. WiS 
" you take part with the Majors, or will you lide with 
*' me?" I replied, the Majors are not writen of intd- 
ligeoce, they are Englifh gentlemen j I am a native of Hin- 
doftan. the matter will not depend upon my evidence. He 
replied, '* Mr. Johnfon has demanded an examination into 
" ' the complaints and accufations which you formeily 
' " wrote againft him, and it is determined that orders Iball 
** be fent to you and me to produce the proofs." I fair . 
{Mainly that, under this pretence, he wanted to introduce 
proposals refpc^ling evidence for bimfelf, I faid that Mr. 
Johnfon had difobeycd the orders of the Governor in the 
affair of the ten lacks rupees, &c. and had endeavoured to 
throw the blame upon mc, and that I had no doubt, .given 
information refpening my innocence. He faid, *' are 
*y there other matters alfo ) if there are inform me d 
** them, that you may prove the culpability of Mr. John- 
*' fon, agreeably to your reprefentations, for the order* 
<* of the Council will now arrive." I anfwered, that what 
I had faid and written fhould undoubtedly be proved. He 
faid, " you mention nothing to me of the prcfent corre- 
f* fpondence, and what I tell you is a faa ; for fereral 
** original letters of Major Davy's have fallen into my 
*' hands.'* I replied, that fince Major Davy's letters had 
fallen into his bands, there was no neceflity for his making 
inquiries of me. He faid, " I mention it on this account, 
*• that you and I may, with our lives and fortunes, be 
f * united with each other. I will exert myfclf in your in- 
>*: terefts both in Calcutta and in Europe ; the endeavouri 
f ^f t|ic Mzjort frill end iq nothing." I alked, to what 
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objeSt trii views «cre ihenAm&ti, tlmt b« tafte^ te jtit- 
ID that manner ; and atlded, that be wa> tbe rul« hcrit^ 
and tbat I was fiibordinate to hioi, and tbat whatever he 
iKould dircQ: with refpc^t to both Surears, I fbotdd obe^ : 
->-whai bufinefs or connexion bad I with the dirpute§ be- 
tween gentlemen P — he replied, ** I have dorfe yoa no iU ; 
*' during thefe £x months that 1 have b«en bere, 1 h^ 
*' both the opportunity and the power, at all times, to de-* 
•• prive you of the office of Ncabut ; — I have kept you i» 
•* office i — yoa will not unite with me." I replied, that 
he bad at all times the power, and that he, might difmifft 
ise whenever ho thought proper y but thai I had never 
been wanting in obedience to him. When be faw ^t I 
would fay nothing, he again pfo£ccded to footh and BatEer^ 
^ving to me copies of the orders, and complaints, and 
Coul Nameh (vide lo, ii) which he had caufed to be 
written by his Moonlhee^ and delinng me to read thedt 
with a loud voice. .1 read them:— be faid, " Sucb c»- 
•' pielHotia as arc harlh irt tbefc papers you may alter." — I 
Tcplicd, that be had told me he would write tcanAatiens tt 
the orders of the Goveinor and Gentlemen of ths Council, 
re(pe£ling the Bundabuft of this plaee; were thofe com^ 
plaints alfo infcrted therein ? it was very well, be migbC 
moreover write whatever elfe be thought proper ; but re- 
qncfted that he would caufe the orders, and what was bu 
plcalure, to be written feparatcly, and the circum&asces of 
complaint, and incapacity on my part, feparately ; aad 
that I would write and deliver an aniwer to thefe circnin- - 
fiancet of complaint and incapacity, and defired htm to 
Teflefl or coiijider, whether they were well founded of ill 
founded. I added, that I had never required a Coul Nan- 
meh from him, why did be deliver iIk draft of one ro - 
me ?— that obedience on my part, and kindnefs and atten- 
tion on bis, wefe fufficient. He rcpHed, *' Yom aisA in 
" fiiX .taJu thefe papets' hotne with you, and read them- ' 
** again." I faid, that if it was for the pufpofe of prov- 
ing thus aucb, that he bad written atid delivered fuch - 
papers to tnc ; and that he had declared {9 and fo, artd that 
4ie might malce good or prove the jafinefs of the accufR- 
tions Of complaints upon me, it wa^ unaecefiary | and tbat- 
if I took them, wb^^ would be the ctmfequenee ? I waS' - 
ready to anfwer thefe allegations, and would give fuch an- - 
fweri in refutation of th«n all, that tiot one of them 
ihould be fixed upon me. He replied, *' I fpe^te you ia 
•' friendlhip, or with purity of heart ; you ai^wer rae vflitfc 
" enmity, or m refcntment." I faid^ thtt Ive had openly 
caufsd circumfiances of complaint or aeeufation, and of 
diredi falfaliood, to be Written ; and yeC faidy "that be 
" fpoke in friendfllip." Ut replied, '* I will caufc it to 

" be 
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A* te wtitwn « yen may think proper." I aniwored, rtnrt 
J mafjs no obje&ioni, nor would I take the occufation npoit 
Die, by the idienboa of the kttei of it ; dut at bis (Hydec 
Beg Khawn's) defire, I altered fuch and fuch particulars ; 
that I would write matlor of hO. anfwen in Kf«tt*ion rf 
thclic afculations ; his orders and his plcafure, whatever 
they were, refpefting the fiundobuft, he might c^tjfe to be ■ 
written, and deliver them, that thofc I could obey; and 
wQvld give fudi aa anfwer ^s Ihould correfpond with obedi- 
ence and rcfpeft to the Governor's pleafure. He faid, '.' I 
M will ulk again upon this fuhjeft at oar next interview." 
Ai it was intended that I (hould take the papers, I, in com- 
ptiance with Mr. Briftow's importunities, brought them 
home. I Ihall Mt draw out the reply to and return them : 
~Sui^ are the anfwen to every article, that with God's 
fyvoar, Qot a place fhall remain for accufation to nfi upon. 
Again be mentioned the fpreading the report refpc£ting the 
Govenkor's difniiffion ; faying, '* Mr. Cooper told it to 
*• Majar Pahner, and Major Falmer fpread the report ; in 
•• proof of i«, Mf . Cooper wrote a-note to Major Palmer, 
W to -which he iBlumed a fliort anfwer." I afl^ed him, 
what neceffity tbore was for repeatedly renewing this conver- 
ftcion with ma} ihatUndlAerent people had been informed 
^ it by Mr. Cooper. He faid, " I have mentioned it to 
ff 119 one but you." I replied, that what he had msntioned 
M mc, WH known to me ;— with refpeft to others, I was 
lOunfbnned ^hethar he had mentioned it or not. He faid^ 
** The bu^nefe rtfpeflingthe Vizier's fcal, which was done 
^ Urithout his knowledge, is not well: If any pne flialt 
•' queftion yo», why the Vizier's fcal was af&Xed without 
** kii knowlDdgo, what anfwer will you give ?" I replied, 
■btit the Birfwap would be that which I formerly gave to hint 
ia writing. He faid, '* Do you want to prove the accu- 
*f fation upon me V* I anfwered, that 1 had obeyed his 
«rdora, ana that he wanted to its the fault upon me. He 
nplied, *' We are about to be united, with our lives and 
^ fottunes together, it muft be our bufinefs to do away, or 
*!' cover the faults of each other." I faid, that I could 
iMt openly triui the blame upon myfelf. He faid, " I gave 
** up the def^n of receiving the Tunkhau of the Toork- 
*' fuwauTS, fer this reafon, that the (hoccahs refpefting 
1* them were written without the knowledge of the Vizier. 
1 anfweted. That what he did he did upon refledlion and deli- 
Wration, and h wis well. He faid, "I have determined that 
" in future, if on my requi{itions the Nuvvaub gives me 
^ t&e OipFcahe voluntarily, fo much the better, if not, 
" I wih execute the bufinefs under my own fcaf.'" Again 
be ropeated. The afpeit of affairs will now be new at Cal< 
MIta, for new g«ntlM:ien are c-oming, let the corrcfpondcnce 
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to Calcutta '* be dropt." I replied, that I bad nothing to dtt 
with thefe matters. Much morc-in the fame fiylc paflcd ' 
between as, which it would be cndlefs to relate. 

Marntive of a Converfation between Mr. Briftow and 
■ Hyder Beg Khaun, on the firft of May^ written by the 
latter, in bis own hand. 

Rcceired May i^tfa^ 83. 

Mr. Briftow laid to me to-day, at onr meetings I toM 
you that you ihould not rely on d\e declarations of the 
Majors : At length you have been deceived by them, and 
by tbcir advice, have caufed complaints to be Written by 
the Vizier, and have written complaints yourfcif againft 
tne i and they have been laid before the Board, and an 
anfwer has been received. Whatever I do, I give infor- 
mation beforehand. What has been obtuned by thefe com* 
plaints i I have done no ill to you ; but have kept yoa in 
office — -and you gave me no information' of this corrc' 
fpondence— at length I am informed of it. I replied. The 
Majors bad never attempted tricks and deception; ; that 
every one fought his own advantage ; and diat when fait 
Highnefs faw that he (Mr. Briftow) was not welNdlfpofed 
tQwards him, and that difpates, and meafures to deprive 
him of his authority, were daily brought forward, with-- 
oat remedy he bad wrote his litnation to that place whence 
he could look for redrels. — .He flew inftantly into a rage, 
and faid, " What inftance of deprivation of authority if 
*' there ? and bow has he been deprived of his authority i'* 
I replied, That in the affairs of his houfehold, of his fer-> 
vants, &c. he had reduced him to fucb a condition, that 
the Nuvvflub had inireated, implored him, for God's fake, . 
telling him, " that he got notmng by it ; that be rendered 
him contemptible without reafon, and brought difcredit on 
himfclf :" That he (Mr. Briftow) refofed to. liften to the 
Nuvvaub's reprefentations, and told him, that be would 
ad fo : That after much altercation he had promifcd, that 
upon the eftabliHiment of his authority he would reprefeat 
the bufinefs to the Governor and Gentlemen of the Coun- 
cil, in the ftylc of a recommendation : That it was at that 
period that the Nuvvaub alfo wrote refpe£ting his lituation* 
He replied, " What, after all, has been got by it? The 
'* Governor is net able to turn me out, and the complaints 
" againft me have not been approved of by the Board." 
I faid, tliat lince the complaints had not been approved of 
by the Board, why was be difturbed ; he ought to be happy, 
or pleafed I that What would be the lot of hit Highnefs, 
and our lot, we Iboutd hereafter fee. — He faid, " Give me 
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copies bf what hai been writttn from hence." I replied. 
That he had faid that he was lotlg Cxnsx acquainted with all 
that was pafSng, and that copies of all the letters would be 
fcnt to him by the Board : If that was the cafe, where wa» 
the nccclBty ^r demanding copies from me ? After muck 
fury and agitation, ha faid, *' Still liften to reafon, and 
" unite with me; fof by your jun£tion with me a&ain 
" Hiall be conduded." t replied, thatlince the complaints 
had been laid bcfarc the Board, at laft orders of approval oc 
difapproval of the Nuvvaub's requifitions would arrive t 
that thofe orders would be fufiicient. He arifwered, ** I 
" have received no letter from the Board — my friend hat 
" wrote to me, that complaints againft me, and a rcqui'- 
" lition for my lemoval, and propofals for paying the mo- 
*' ney, have been written by the Nuvvaub— that he will 
*< pay off the whole of the Company's demands. Whera 
" IS the money which be will pay i if it is fortbcMnin^, 
" why don't he pay it to rac ?" I told him, That the 
money which was formerly received was paid by his High- 
nefs ; and by the fame means that he now got it from the 
NuTvaub's country, his Highnefs could himfelf pay it 
with eafe ; that the receipts of rcvenaes from the coantfT 
^id not depend upon his colledion of them. He replie^^ 
" Then you are not as yet acquainted with our cbaraAer — 
*' that where we once obtain power, we never rclinquiHt 
.** thatpower, bat add to itdaily." I faid, that \ had fre- 
quently obferved tghim, that there were feicft a^nd cbofea 
cbaraftersamongft all nations and pe9ple ; that the Gover- 
nor, from the obfervations I had made, was fiich a perfon 
that perhaps there was none like him amongft the people of 
his nation ; that one inftance of his difpolition,^ and of his 
generoliiy, was this-r-that whereas be (Mr. Briftow) had 
delineated the national charader, by laying, *' Wh,eiewe' 
'* have obtained power, we never relinquiOi it, but add Co 
'* it daHr;" on the contrarv,.the Governor, on being fa- 
tisfied ot the Nuvvaab's difficulties, had allowed of a di- 
mitiDtion of the expences he laboured under, and had 
treated him with attention. He replied — 'Yes ; you ima- 
gine that the Governor will fupport your interefts — it w^Il 
be known hereafter. The Governor's' fupport will bcof 
no avail. Say he is the Governor ftill — the three ether 
Gentlemen of the Council are on my fide. I anfwered. 
That fince the whole Council was on his fide, and that he 
was determined to annihilate the Nuwaub's authority; 
ibat his Highnefs, feeing and knowing both his own ina- 
bility and the Governor's, would fit down in patience ; and 
that when the Governor fhould recover his power, he 
ttould xibtain his rights. He faid, " The chain [of my 
fneddt] if eftabliOied in Europe— the Governoi has not 

^' ^f|. 
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, ** tha pown to brn^ it-^it mil be better that jaa joia 
•' with roe ; I will unite with you with my hfo and proper- 
»• ty." I replied. That while he continued in the conduS: 
of affairs here, I woul^ riot be wanting in obedience ; tbatt 
DOW there wat hio further room for confetcnce on either 
£de : whatever orders Ihoutd come from the Board, thofe 
ihouM be obeyed. He rsplied, " Even this {hall not force 
•• IDC to. withdraw my hand — Khann, fay that you will 
*■ join with mo." Again I laid, that he bad declared the 
bufincTs to be before the Board ; that I would fubmit t» 
fuch orders as fhould be iffued by the Board. He replied, 
" You catch at roy wordsf-I have not received acconntk 
" from the Board of tha matter being hiought before ifaem • 
'* and I tcU you plainly, Hydei Beg Kt^tiir Sahib, that 
** nhgt pa^ verbally between you and me, ii no proof; 
'* whatever has been committed to paper, that is proof;" 
I replied. That, by God's blefilng, his verbal declarations 
were more refpcAable than writings ; for tibxc he faid, b6 
laid upon refleSion and dehberation : That all that had 
faffei between us hitherto lad been verbal and in private; 
Wid alone. i and thai, he had repeatedly declared, that he 
tKirer would retraA irom what ha faid, snd that I gave crv- 
flit to it ; but if we mnft now commit to paper, I faid, be 
it fo. He replied, " Will you oaufc credit to be given alfo 
*' to the. falfehooda written from hence by Major Falmsf t^ 
I faid. That I wat not acquainted with Major Palmer'l 
oorrd^Qfldence ; what he has commanic&ied £n>m me, tfa«t 
1 know.— ^He continued fiient : Again he feid, '* TheaU 
*' tejrcatioit about the ieaU &c- which may be brought for*' 
*» Ward, what fliall you fay on the fahje^ ? You do net 
** confult your own intercfla in writing complaiau againft 
*' hspeopltH— we Englifhgentkmeni in the end, are all t| 
** one perfon. You have fo blafted, and will blaft, year 
** Kpuiatlon, tliat no one will confide, in you." I faid; 
To ditpute with me rcfpe&ing the fcal wat nccdlefi ; that 
I had anfwered the qucftion a hundred times, and that tm 
Wifwer was ftill the fame, which I had iqaatedly dccfcwca; 
snd given in writing : That I had never betrayod or in* 
formed againft any EngHlh gentleman, to blalV my rcpnCi-a 
tion (by fuch circ'umltance) j and moreovec, that it ma 
Irom a regard to that particular that I did not give) to him 
the papers relating to the condufl of Colonel Hannay ; 
That he had forced them from me : That mankind, for the 
obtainmcnt of their wiQies, looked towards their Creator, 
and in this world towards their impediue fopcrior ; that to 
approve or di&pprove was at the difcretion ei that fapenor; 
that in this re{pe& there was no betraying or informitig, not 
anyjuft cauferar complaint, let tlie matter be attmdedto of 
lejeacd. Again, he tiMd> ** With teige£t to the bofinefil 
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■' oi the Adalut, fiJfe reports have been unjuflly circulated 
" through the city — what bufincfs have I with thefc af- 
". fair* ?" I replied, that fill ycdcrday it had been enjoined 
that the Adaulut Kutcharee Iboiild not be held m the 
Kutcharce of the N uvvaub's palace ; thai I Ihould caafe 
four buildings in the city to be got ready and delivered up, 
. oat for the Adaulut, the fecond for the Kutcharee of the 
Perfian Dewannee Dufter, the third for the Nuvvaub'» 
houfchold, and the fourth for the treafury of the Jageerdart 

and Tunithaudars, and that had gone yeilerday re- 

fpc£ting the four buildings. He replied, " I fay this noWf 
** that the buildii^s fhould befeparate; to put a flop to 
** irregularities, and murders, and faoufe-bteakings in the 
" city of Lucknow, I propofed, and do prop'ore, the efta- 
** blifhmcnt of tbc Adaulut." I replied, that the regula- 
tions, and tlie police, &c. each of thero, as were in ufe in 
this country, had been hid before him t that the Daurogch 
of the Adaulut was to pafs his deciHon, according to the 
SJiurra ; that to go the rounds of the city, in the manner 
of a Cutwal, was the buftncfs of an Officer of I^olice ; that 
thefe irregularities were remedied formerly, and Ihould be 
rww; and that the reports circulated ainongd the people 
were owing to Mr. Cooper, who had fuperfcribed the Erzeei 
with the Duftkhur in the ftyle of a mailer or fuperior lord. 
Exceedingly offended at.this obfervation, he replied. It is 
not fo i he wrote on them for [the Nuvvaub'i] information 
only. I anfwered, that he might fend for the Erzees, and 
give tbcm to any Mootafuddec, and alk him, whether that 
vfbich was written, and ihe place where it was written, cor- 
refponded with the Duftkhut of a fuperiof Lord, or whether 
it «a! written for the purpofe of giving information. He 
replied, " It is evident that you mean to inform againft 
*\ toe; lam under no fort of apprehenfion — I have received 
'* alTurances from the Board — my mind is at eafc with re- 
" fpeft to Europe— What can any one do? I will eftablilh 
** my authority here — if you will unite with me, it is well 
'* — if not, I am t»o longer under obligations." I replied, 
u heretofore, by declarations of obedience and fubmilTion. 
He anfwered. Much has been faid on that fcore. At taking 
leave he fud, *' Don't let what has palTed between ug to- 
" day be known to any one."

X vas ^T^formed to-day by the Mouluvvec Mahummud 
Mube^ n, that ifi oppolition to the contents of my letterj 
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written the day befdre yefterday, yoO have treated him with 
great harihnels and feverity, and ha*e given orders that he 
ihould imined lately hold the Adaului Cutcharee in the Ba- 
' radurree, and that you reprovtd the Movlurvce for cotnmil- 
nicating the ftate of that place, and his o«n want of autho- 
rity, to me ; in confequence of which, the Mouluvvce's 
mind is filled with alarms and apprehenlioni, whidi have 
led him again to communicate his anxiety and uncafinefs 
to mc^. Nolwitbftanding you formerly wrote to me, in 
yoiir letftr of the 26th of Jnmmaud ul Awut, that yoa 
would apply to his Highhefs rcfpeding another place, yet 
tonjay, which ii the 29tb of Jummaud.ul Awul, fuch is 
the feVerc and harlh manner in which you have treated the 
Mouluvveeon this fubjeft, it it matter of afioniftiment. 
The trulh, in plain terms, is, that many people here ex- 
cafe themfelves from coming to fee me, both by letter and 
by mefi^e, froffl their fears and apprehenfions of your re- 
fcntment. And it has come to my knowledge, that you, 
Ibme days fi^ce, publicly declared, " that whoever ihould 
" vilit acolain pcHbn (thereby meaning me) fhould not 
" be the better fot it." You call y burfeW a dependant oil 
the Company ; be pleafed to reflcft whether luch harlhnefs 
and feverity towards the MouIuvveC Mahummud Mubeen, 
and the intimidating people from holding communication 
i^ith me, is proper : In my opinion this conduct is to be 

■ cdnfidered as the moft pointed deficiency in yoHr inttntions, 
daty, and attachment to the Gbvernor General. In tian- 
faAing the affairs of the Company, and proving my at- . 

■ tachment to his Hi^hnefs's Surcar, I hope on every occafion 
to receive the moft efledual afliftancc and fupport froan 
you } and that the ftiends^ wcU-wifhers, and dependants 
of both Surcars being united, they may continue to exert 
themfelves in performing their duty, and on this acccnthrt ' 
from the day of my arrival here, I have in the tranfa>3ion' 
of every bufinefs tbi&t my re prefcn rations to his Highnefs 
through you ; and, except the conduSing of the affairs of 
the Surcar agreeably to orders, I have entertained no other 
intentions towards you ; with refpeA to the Fouzdaree 
Adalut I have attended to it merely from h regard to the 
benefit and p'oTperity of mankind, and the due pui.iihment 
of robberies and murders. I now write for your infornn- 
liot), that in cafe any injury fhould be offered towards the 
Mouluwee, it will be inconliftent with friendship ; and 
that [ will, at all events, protefi his hfe and honour; and 
that. by the non-e{lablifhment of the Fouzdaree Adalui,- 1 
Qiall be heed from rcfponfihility. And I again give yoa 
information that you muft, agreeably tp what 1 formerly 
wrote, fix upon a proper and convenient boufe, and deliver 
it over to the Mbuiuvvec. As I Iball tiauliuit all the lettera 
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IvTiich faf! between os refpefling the Adaulut to the Go- 
vernor General, I therefore, fjrom si principle of fricndftiip, 
' rcquefl of you to favour me witb a full and explicit anTw^f 
on the above fubjcS.

Ufual introduftiop. 
I have received your favour, and am furprized at the 
cotitents, that things fhould have come to this pafs, that I 
ihoald be daily attetiding^ou, yet that people fhould repre- 
sent fuch fatfehoods) and that you, without inquiry, fhould 
biame or condemn me upon them. How can' f defend 
oiyfelf, if, in a matter in which a perfon afperfes me with- 
out cabie, I.may not require an explanation from that per- 
fon ) In this cafe the fault cannot be proved upon me : It 
is moreover a matter of duty to acquit myfelf of ground- 
tefs afperilons, that 1 fhould inquire into them, and repre- 
fent my innocence' to you. — You are plcafed to fay, that 
inltead of a houfe, I ordered a tent for the Adaulut Cut- 
diaree :,In tliis inftance my ignorance is pofitivcly proved 
upon me. The reafon for propofing the tent, I reprefcrit- 
ed fully to ymi ycflerday, (hat when his Highnefs was oa 
his hunting excurfion, and you gave directions about a 
houb, fending a meflage by the Mouluvvee to that cffcft, 
I replied, tliat I had wrote an Erzee to his Hlghnefs re- 
fffi&'mg a place for the Adaulut Cutcharce ; and that if 
tfiere was any open place near his dwelling, I would ordef 
a tent to be pitched f6r the purpofc of holding the Cut- 
charce for three or four days, until orders ftiould arrive 
from the prefence : And this circumtlance has been reprc- 
fentcd from me in fuch manner, that you conflnie it intff 
culpability of condufl on my part. How is it poffible that 
l could order a lent for the perpetual Adaulut Cutcharce 
m the city ? When his Highnefs's orders refpefling the 
place for the Adaulut Cutcharce arrived, I informed the 
Moutuvvee ; the Moluwee, on the next day but one, told 
me that Mr. Cooper l>ad dircSed him to bring to him a 
written dcfcripiiot) or pten of the place allotted'for the Cut- 
c^aree.' I defired the Mouluvvee to go himfelf, and exa- 
mine it : He did fo, and declared that the place was conve- 
nient and fpacious j and that on the firft of the month 
Jumoiaud ul Sauni, he would hold the Cutcharce Court 
therein ; that there was another place adjoining, which, 
if ft could be cleared out and allowed for his private ule, 
would be convenient. I replied, that I would caufe it to 
■fee cleared o«t, and given to him, i. e. the place where the 
G * Liewaua' 
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DewauD Cutcharce, &c. were formerly hcW- This cir- 
cumftance, too, has been reprcfenied to you as a faul^ pa 
jny part; " that I had allotted two iorius for the Adaulut 
" Cutcharee /' and that yo,o have repeated it in your letter. 
I fpoke to the MouJuvvee on this fubjedt, and afkcd him, 
as he had fccn the place, whether it was two fmall roomSi 
or a fpacious daulaun .' He replied] that the place was fpa- 
ctous, and that he would hold the Cutcharee there on the 
firft of Jummaud ul Saijnc. I made thefe inquires to ac- 
quit myielf of the afpcrfions thrown upon me, as I had 
peen blamed without caufe or foundation. The attention 
paid to the Mouluvvce is as follows. 

When the execution of orders was angrily direAcd, tbo 
Mouluvve alked me what he would do, if, according to the 
law, a pcrfon Ihould be convicted of corpora! punilhmenr ? 
I replied, that he Ihould execute the law without hefitation 
or apptehenlion i ^nd moreover, th^t if [ myfelflhould be 
cited before thatCourt on any account, to ellabiifh fybmiflton 
to the authority of the Court, and promote the due execu- 
tion of the fentence or dccilion of the Shunar, I would be 
the fir A to fubmil myfelfto its awards. Inquire into the 
truth of this circumllance from the Moul\ivvee, and let him 
»nfwcr upon oath. His Highnefs encouraged the Mouluv- 
vee to the full exerciic of the duties of his office, by the 
Arongeft alfurances of protection and fupport: Such being 
the cafe, bejuft, and decide. What blame can reft witS 
me refpeding the eflablifhment of the Adaulul ? —With re- 
gard to your requifition of a feparaie building, I have this 
day reprcfented to hjs Highnefs, and will perfonally com- 
municate his anCw?r to you. 

In anfwev to your declaration, th»t I forbid people from 
the attending you, with refpe^ to fuch reprefentations, 
vrhich are made by my enemies, it is both proper and juft 
that you Ihould favour me fo far as to afcertain the truth of 
them, I am myfelf conftantly attending on you with fold- 
ed arms, and without evafiOn ; why then (houid I forbid 
ethers from attending you ? be plcafed to let us ceme face 
to face, and then inquire of the p^rion who has commu-: 
nicated this citcumflance to you, when it was that I made 
yfe of ftJch expTedioQS to any one. For thefe lix years paft, 
diinng which time I haic ferved and obeyed, and executed 
the commands of the Englifh Gentlemen, I have never 
been watitmg in duty, nor have I, on any account, fufFer.! 
ed blame or raproach; but on the contrary, have always 
been treated with favour and regard ; and I Ij,now not now 
w hat kind of reprefentations people make to you, that, not- 
withlianding a degree of obedience, duty, and fubmiffion, 
i^hich has led me to execute many meafures, in compli-

rtiefe terms ? Be pleafcd to order it, and I will attend day 
and night in art office clofe to your houfe. To the beft of 
mv knowledge I have not been, nor am deficient or cvalive 
in fubmiffion, obedience, and duty to the extreme. The 
difpenfationG of correfponding favour aiid of jultice, depends 
Bport your pleafure. 

Mouluvvee Mahummud Mubbeen has jull come to me 
by yout oiders,and intorrtied mc, that the Adalut Cutcha- 
ree fhall not be held in that place allotted for it in the Nuv- 
vaub's palace. That you have ordered bim not to go there % 
and had faid, that if his Highnefs was to give a uill more 
extenfivc building for the purpofc, the Adalut Cuccharee 
Aiali not be held in the palace ; that it fhall be feparate front 
it. I replied to the X'louluwee, that I was obedient to 
yOur orders, and that he alio itiuft obey then).

Doubtlefs the Mouluvvee Mahummud Mubcen, oat of 
lefped to you, and feeing that you do not eflectually a£E/l 
in ellablifhing the Adulut, but on the contrary, reprove 
Iiim with harlh and fcvcre language, from ncceility, in 
your prefencc, acquiefces in what you fay \ and I alfo, 
from a regard to his well-being, have told him, on no ac- 
count to difobey or deviate from your orders ; but to ac- 
quaint me with all that pafles, that I may communicate 
the fame To you, and convecl^ with you on the fubjcA in 
an amicable manner : At length wilful procraftination on 
your part is manifeft.

towards him ; and moreover, I have condantly advifcd an4 
counfelled you to be ftcdfaft in your duty, obedience, and 
attachment to him ; and at this juncture cfpecially, wbea 
various and uncommon reports are circulating, that yOD 
ihould exhibit greater proofs than before of your attachment 
and fidelity. If 1 have at any time, cither in writing, or verbal- 
ly, cxprelted myfelf difrefpeflfully towards the GovernorGe- 
neral, ot have fpokcn depreciatingly or refleflingly of hini» 
or have countenanced orencouragcd fuch behaviour in othcrs» 
be piftafed to declare it plainly to me in wrjting. I fomc 
time lince wrote to ^ou, and delivered to you certain oidecs 
received from the Governor General -, atid at the time when

(pefiing the Goiiernor General, you have dircdcd that I 
mould communicate them to you fully and paiticulaily. I 
have repeatedly declared, that whenever you command mc 
to write and commit to paper the converfations which have 
pafTed on any fubjeft, I am without remedy, and muft 
write that which is matter of iaSt; notwithAanding, in 
writing on fucb matters, I am apprehenlive of your anger'. 
The refleAions and cenfures which you have repeatedly 
uttered againft the Governor General, together with the 
paiticulais TeTpeAing his difmilTion, are well known to 
yoiirfclf. It moft be in your remembrance, that no other 
perfon was prefent at thefe converfations, fo as to leave- 
room for fufpicions of faife repterentations by any one. I, 
who am a dependant on the Governor General, have for 
tbcfe five months pad, repeatedly heard from you accounts 
of the Governor's difmiflion, and from the apprehcoftoni 
produced thereby, have paft my days and nights like one 
half deprived of exiftence ; and the cenfures which you 
threw out againll the Governor, during the converfations , 
refpecting hisdiOnillion, were fuch as tended to increafc 
my atlonifhment andconfufion ; and my anxieties refpcct- 
ing my own lituation were unrtraitting.

Tour tetter of the 22d of the month Jummaud u Sauni, - 
in reply to mine, concerning the Danderous reprefentationt 
of incendiaries, who have propagated, and continue to pro- 
pagate, reports abfoluteiy contradictory to truth, has ar- 
rived—to my utter aftonilhmcnt. My furprize and amaze- 
ment at the contents thereof, are beyond defcrfption !— 
That you fhould guide the pen of calumny, to write 
things which never once entered into my imagination, and 
relate lucb circumftances as thefe, of which I have no 
■ knowledge whatever. To reply at length to (uch particu-, 
lars, which are totally void of foundation and exttb:nc<, 
would be vain; except with refpefl to the circumftanceof 
the coulnaumeh, which you fay was firft propofcd by me.— 
True, 1 was the firft propofer of this couinaumeb, and my 
motive for it was this ( — when I faw, at the expiration of 
feven months, that, owing to your procraftination, none 
of the affairs of the Surcor were brought to a conclnfionf 
therefore, in order to promote a perfect reconciliation on 
your put, I propofed the coulnawmeh, purely for the pur- 
pofe of carrying into execution the commands of the Go- 
vernor General; tbtt being united t<^ether, every poffible 
means njight be uled by us jointly to give profpenty to the 
Nuwaab's govcioOKOt, kuI cafe and bappiacu to the poo- 
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|4r( which arc the Governor General's firft objeAi. And 
al'llie time when I was thus endeavouring to fatisfy your 
mind, and reconcile your heart, you, in return, and con- 
trary to truth, by midmerpretations, fiflions, and faife- 
boods, trantjnitted daily acculations and complaints agaiiift 
me to the Governor General. 

I remember the anfwcr which you gave to me when I 
propofcd the coulnaumeh, which was — " That it had long 
*' been the wilh of your heart;" and calling me, with 
mapy praifes and compliments on my underftanding and 
gcnerofity, yOur bencfaflor, you declared, " That your 
" lif^ and fortune depended on my Icindnefs." Notwith- 
' fianding whidi, t'uch arc the complaints and accufations, 
* totally devoid of truth, which you have written and tranf- 
jnitted ! By the blefling of God, fuch calmnnies and grofs 
wifehoods will not nwet with credit any where : And noc- 
with{^anding this conduS on your part, I am ready from 
my heart and foul to carry into execution the geoerai plan, 
agreeably to Jhe commands of the Governor General, and 
the other officers of the two Surcors. I requeft that you 
will.come to me to-morrow, as there are ieveral matters of 
importance to be executed by us in coujutiQion wilh each 
other.

Your favour arrived at twelve o'clock at night : In an-

.are the ruler, nor is it in my power to make falfe repceffnta- 
tions. You have repeatcdlyi in the moft particular and 
circumfiantial manner, mentioned the Governor's difmif- 
£on, and thrown out refljftions againti hjm ; in this par- 
ticular, I have not reprefented any thing contrary to the 
truth \ all that you have faid with rcfpeA to me at certain 
times, and which I have repeated to you, with fear for my 
life and honour, that alfo 1 well remember. You are the 
joler of the prefeat time, and I am a fervant under autho- 
lity: whatever you Jhall commaod, in the plenitude 4f 
your power, with refpcft tliereto I am without remedy. I

,Ufual introduflion. 
. Agreeably to your advice, I Wfote to the Nuvraub Vi- 
zier of the Empire. A copy of the ihoccah which has at- 
rived from his Highnefs, in reply, comes incloled. Before 
the difpatach of my arzee to his Highnefs, I repeatedly 
heard from you, that the houfe of the Nuvvaub Shau Jung 
had been fixed upon, with his Highnefs's confent, for the 
Foujdaree Adautut, and that nothing remaineil but to clear 
it of the property lodged therein : Now the cafe appears to 
be different. 

That which was determined with refpefl to Mukhoo 
Khaun, was determined in your prefence, and with yoac 
approbation ; no objetlions with refpeft to propriety or im- 
propriety, were then made. 

It is manifelt and apparent, that by your regolationi the 
eftablifhment of the Adauluc and the proteftion of the city 
have not been ciFc£ted ; but on the contrary, that the evils 
appear to be daily encreating. Therefore, from an atten- 
tion to the general tranquiiltty, to my own fafety, and the 
fafety of my dependants, I cannot negleft the means necef- 
. fary for their fccurity, as it appears, from the contents of 
his Highnefs's fboccali, that you negleft to exert yourfelf 
iniheiiiue management of thcfe afiairs, on which the fafe~ 
ty of both life and property depends : I therefore am noE 
anfwerabic for the good or bad confequences thereof. I 
confidcr prolixity as produftive of unnecelTar^ trouble to us 
both ; and from a fuppolition that perhaps the contents of 
the Governor Genera's letter (which 1 formerly inclofed to 
you in one from myfelf) may be forgotten, therefore I 
^un inclofe you the copy of a paragraph worthy of coafi- 
deiation, from the letter of the Governor General.

From the Nuvvaub Vizier to Mr. Brifiow. 

Your letter informing me that the year is expired, and 
the-bundobuft for the new year about to be fettled ; there- 
fore propoting that I Ihould return to Lucknow, and per- 
&nanyput in train the affairs of the fucceedin^ year, has 
arrived, has difclofcd its contents, and given me fatisfac- 
ijon tiy the information of your welfare. 

i underftand that you are cauling the houfe of the late 
Nuvvaub Sbau Jung to be cleared out for the Adaulut, and 
that you have imprifoiicd Mukhou Khaun, the Ciiwral of

the city, on account of an attack made by banditti on ttife 
Dookhaun of Juvvauir Mull. It is matter of great aflo- 
niflimcht to me, that my people ftould conlider your or- 
ders as equivalent to mine, and that you, at the inftigation 
of felf-intercfted people, Qiould be induced to entertain fuch 
intentions, which appearhighlyinconCftent with the friend- 
fllip due from you. I write to you, therefore, to put Z 
flop to the proceedings refpedting the houfe of the Nuv- 
vaub Shau Jung, and to make ufe of the place allotted by 
ne for the Adaulut, and to fet Mukhou Khaun at liberty ; 
fince Mukhou Khaun has not that number of troops and 
people wiih him as can enable him to g^ard and cover the 
city, which is of great length and extent, from robberies 
and the affaults of banditti ; it is therefore rcquilite that, 
from regard to the friendlhip between us, and to jufticc, 
jou fet him at liberty. 

With refpeft to what you have written concerning my 
leturn to Lucknow, in order to put the affairs of the Sur- 
est in train, the aflignment of the tiinkaw of theEnglifh. 
Surcor is, by God's favour, perfect and complete, nor is 
there any defect in it ; and for the management of all the 
affairs of my country and government, Hyder Beg Khaun 
has full authority from me, and is conflantly employed in 
the management of thofc affairs. In fact, for fomc Ihort 
time I fhall not return ; when my excuriion is finilhed. 
and a bridge prepared, which will be Ibortly, I fball crofs 
over my troops, and fliall return, taking the amufement of 
the chace in my way.

ExtiaA from a Letter to Hyder Beg Khaun from the Cjo- 
vemor General } written on the 20th Odlober, 1782, 
and enclofed to Mr. Briflow. 

1 write this thus plainly, from two motives ; the firft is, 
to Ihew how thin the veil is by which you attempt to cover 
this policy ; and of courfe to convince you, that I fhall 
receive and conArue every limilar declaration, however 
made to me from the Nuwaub, and every letter written 
in his name, tending to deftfoy or leflen the friendfliip 
fubHfting between us, as your declaration, as your letter ; 
the fecond is, that as I do not fo much afcribe thefe arti- 
£ces to you, as. to die evil councils and encouragements 
which you have lately received from other perfons, whole 
names I need not mention, you may fee and know oa 
what terms you may cxpc£t hereafter to retain that friend- 
ship and fupport which I have hitherto given you. For 
the reft I refer you to Mi. Briftow, to whom, both vei- 
bally and in writing, I have communicated ererj titUc of 
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|ny fcntiments, intentions, and expectations upon this 
fbbjea. 

From Hyder Beg Khaun to Mr. Briftpw ; written on the 
. 3(1 of the Month Rujjub, A. H. 1 197, or 4th of Jnnc, 

1783- 

Your favour has arrived — I am a fervant— ewhat can I 
prefunie to fay in r^ly ? fuch is the degree of confidera- 
tion in which I ftand with you, that I am condemned for 
not performing impoflibilitics. In the fpirit of obedieooe 
and fubmilTion to your comniandi, I have from an appre- 
henlion for my honour, done many thingi without the 
knowledge, and contrary to the plcafwre of his Highnefs, 
and am day and night .employed in fulfillii^ J^^^ plea- 
furc. NotwithHandrng which, the only praites I faavo 
beard from you have been reproaches : yet have I never 
been deficient in foliilling your cvary command on evcrf 
fubjefl : and I am ftill, with folded arms, rea(]y to receive 
them. Whep I look back with the minuteft attention into 
my pafl conduft, 1 cannot difcover my crimes ; to the 
btality of the times it muft be imputed, that after lix yean 
fervtce exerted in the affairs of the Company's Sorcor, 
with credit and applaufc, I am now condemned by you 
without caufc, and on the mofl trifiing grounds. 

You fpoke to me repeatedly refpe£ting the Bundobuft 
for the new year, notwithftanding the prefent year is not 
near expired. In confequence of your importunities I re- 
prefented to you that his Higluiiefs was the mafler and 
prince of the country, and that you muft call him faack^to 
Lucknow. Agreeably to your dclirc his Highncfs made 
two marches towards this place, and is about to attive, I 
have fent to you the Shoccah which came to youraddrefs. 

His Highnefs allotted the building in which the Dewan- 
nep Cutcliary, and others, were formerly held, for the 
Cutchary of Adaulut, and the Mouluvvee Mahommed 
Mabbeen appiovcdofthe place — you were pleafedto forbid 
it ; the caule of your forbidding it I cannot prefume tQ 
mention. You were pjeafed to require the Dewauu 
Khauiieh of the Nuwaub Shau Jung : his Highnefs coo- 
lUntly replied, that he had alloted a place, and that the 
Cutchary might be held there. As fooji as his Highnefs 
had taken leave of you, and proceeded on his hunting ex- 
(^tfion, when you peremptorily ordered the Dewaiui 
Khanch of the Nuvvaub Sbau Jung, I wrote an erzce on 
tjie fubjeft to his Highnefs, who wrote to mc in reply, 
' that property belonging to him was contained therein, and 
that I fhould dcfire you to let the matter be pofiponed 
lentil his return ; to which you cqnfented. On the day 
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of exftmination refpeaing the robbery, yon angrily di- 
Tc£ted that the Dewaun Khaneb of the Navvaub Shzu 
Jnng rfiiould be cleared for the purpofe of holding the 
i\daulut Catcbary therein tlutt very day ; adding, that yos 
-fvoiild b&9n to no cxcufes whatever. I reprefentcd that 
the property contained therciik belonged to his Highnefs. 
Yon replied, "By my orders remove it." One of your 
Chobedjirs attend me. I fcnt the meflage to his Highnefs's 
Kfaaunfaumaun agreeably to your commands, and your 
Cbobedar alfo commHnKaied your orders. After this I 
TCpreTented to you tliat it was not cuftomary to remove the 
property of the pooreft perfon trom his habitation, with- 
OMt' the confcnt of the owner. His Higbnefs was olfendcd 
with me, demanding to l^now why I prefumcd to remove 
his property. And thrfe are the angry declarations which 
I receive from you, " That the objections arc not his 
" Highnefs's, but mine," His Highnefs, on the other 
hand, nsprehends me, and demands to know why 1 re- 
move his- property ; adding, that he had appointed a place 
for theCotchaiy, and' that the Adaulut Cutchary might tie 
held rteie. Do me the juftice to refloft, fo circumflanc- 
ed, what ii it in n^ power to do ? by both parties 1 am 
reproved and rcprelwnded, without the cxiftenoe of a caufe. 
The Adaalut Cvnefaary it the Adaulut Cutchary every 
where. With refpeftto what you fay, concerning Muk- 
Iwa {Chaim— on the day the Banditti attacked the houfe of 
the mcrchinl, Mukhou Khann, and the brother of the 
Mouluvva, and the Cotwaul, on the part of the Moul- 
uvta, were in confinement before I waited upon you. On 
my arrivd I was called to account in the langruge of the 
day «f jedguaent. You repca^dly faid that the robbery 
was committed with the connivance of MakhOH Khaun, 
and ^t you would put htra to death : I, as correfponding 
with obedience and fubmiffion, had not the power to 
mke Any reply, but fuch as implied belief ind acknow- 
le^ment. 

Y«« are pleafed to fay, that it is raanifeft and aj^, 
' rent l htt by ray regulation! the eflabliihment of the Adaa- 
Im, And tbe kcnr'Ay of the city, have not been effected, 
Tb« jnfi aiid fair Aate of the cafe ts this : — by much impor- 
ttmity, before your arrival, I otuled the Moutluwec Ma- 
hummud Mobbeen Khasn to be afipointed Daurogeh of 
Adaulut; Vfhjch circuraftanee tbe Mo«lnvTce himlelf faas 
repeatedly declared to you. According to the modes and 
forms of Adaolut agreeably to the inftitntiens of us Ma- 
hummadan&, as eftablifhed in the Governments of tin 
i'riocts and Ameers (rf Hindoftan from the bcginoing of 
the world, the Daurogeh of Adaatut Ihali m all oaufes 
brought before bim decide hereon, and pafs jo^ment 
agrccabljf 
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^neaUy to the Shurreh ; in fuch manner is the Mdnlw- 
ne impowered to aft. Before- your arrival be decided on 
the caufes brought before him, nor has judgment been faf> 
pended or delayed in any caufe decided by him, by nndne 
influence, or from any motive whatever. The chaftifc* 
ment of thefts and robberies, and the protcftion of the 
country and ihe city, arc duties appertaining to the Pfince 
of the country ; nor, according to tlie cultoms and prac- 
tices of as Mahummudans, has the Daurogeb of Adaaiat 
any conneftion therewiih. Such events as robberies and 
ailaults made by Banditti, are neither new j>or uncommdni 
fach accidents have oc!ca(ionaiIy happened in all ages, and 
in every part of this empire. In like manner, the ne- 
celTary remedies have been applied by the Princes thereof. 
Thus, when the late Nuvvaub Shoja u' Dowlah, with a 
numerous army, and a brigade of the EngUOi forces, was 
encamped at Shahabad, an attack was made on the ban- 
kers of the Bazar, fevera) of the Shroffs and people of the 
oamp were killed and wounded. In the cantonment! of (he 
brigade at Cawnpore two limilar attacks were made byBoon- 
daiekhund Banditti, front the other (ide of the Jumna, snd 
federal people were wounded. Such accidents as thefe 
have happened in other places, both far' and neair, not- 
withftandirig the rulers thereof were^ by God's Avo«r,' 
oompeteirt and aflite in the conduft of governiriewrii af- 
fairs. The retatiat>'of limilar rnftartcfs would be endkfs^ 
nor are fuch citouftiftances to be impDRid to the tnatrention 
of Government ; whenever fuch accidents have haffpened 
Princes have detached troops to chaftife the offenders. In 
t^ts empire of HindoAan -the office -of Danrogib of Adau- 
lut has not been eitablilhcd for the apprehcading and brrag- 
ing to punifhmeiit malefactors : here alfo the nectary 
precautions have at all times been taken. Thus, during 

-the difturbance at Benares, his Highncfs and we, the Mi- 
nifters, were at Chunar ; the tranquillity of the city was 
then fecured by the Peadas of ihe Schbundec, under »ho 
direction of Raja Tjkait Roy; and this very Mukhoo 
Khaun was at the tthie prefent here, or in office, yet, 

' through the favour of God, no accidrnt whatever hi^tpen- 
ed on that occafton. I have now ftationed guards roand 
the city, and am uling my endeavours to repair the mif- 
diief which has happened. I have already informed you 
relpciflmg the implements of robbery taken from the Ban- 
ditti Zemiiidars, and dehvercd up, and I have di^tcbed 
people 10 chaftize thofe villages which have been pointed 
out as the receptacles of theft and robbery. I have wxitwn 
to the Aumils to the fame effeft; The Zemindars of the 
villages, from the ^pprehenfion of puDifhment,'bave ah- 
^onded, and fecreted tbenttelvcs } and the peeple ient by 
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Biedrc lying in wait to-apprcbend them. In afewday* 
die Tcfult of tbc meafures taken in confcqucnce of tbe late 
lobbery fhall be made known to you. 

Thts accident is imputed to mjr negligence and ina'ten^ 
tion : I am a fervant, and am deemed every way culpable 
1^ you; in other words, I am condemned for not perfonn- 
in(t impoDib ill tics. Whatever may be your pleafure, you 
wUl a£t agreeably thereto, no one has tbc puwer to object ; 
for the truth is, that you arc tbe ruler, and his Highnefs 
^nd we, tbc Miniflers, are fubjed to your auihority. Your 
intentions in the affair of the Adaului are evident, and un- 
i/a this pretence you have fixed blame upon me. Your de- 
termination is toeffeft the obje3 of your intentions. Yoq 
^re the ruler and inafter, and will aft, in the fviUnefs of 
jonr power, as you may think proper. The pleafure of 
his Highnefs is, that tbc bulincls of the Adaulut fhalt be 
under the management of the Mouluwee Mabummutt 
Mubbccn, and that all matters of litigation (hall be decided 
^reeably to the Sburreh. Your fecret determination is of 
3 diSetent nature, Svcb being tbe cafe, why do yoa 
throw blame upon us \ A£l agreeably to your pleafure ; 
thefubjefia of autbenty have no rcfourcc but fubmilfion 
' and acqviofcfncc. Refpefting your fufpicions, that tho 
pbjefliona are not hi$ Highriefs's, but mmet his Higbnefs 
is at hand, be pleafed to reqiure from biip an explanation: 
upon osth ; and it will then be known whether the ol>f 
jedioiis Rtf mine, or whether they are bis Htgbncla'i ob* 
jpftions.

Your letter, in reply to mine, relating to the Adaulut»

fnbmiflion, and under apprebennons for your honour, yoa 
have done many things by my direflions, without the . 
knowledge, and contrary to tbe pleafure of bis Highnefs^ 
and *bat you are day and nigbt employed in fulfilling my 
pleafure. My friend, you have repeatedly and continually 
wrote to me, magnified declarations of your obedience, but 
I have not hitherto difcovered any the Icaft fign of its ex- 
iftcnce; and refpcaing the traa&£ling aiFairs witbout tlie 
knowledge, and contrary to the pleafure of his Higlinefs^ 
I have conflantly forbidden, and do forbid you to do it. 
Tbui when I obtained knowledge ■ of yotir accuftoroed 
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pradice to apply the fcal to Perrfaiinehs without his High- 
nels's knowledge, I forbid it imhc ftrongeft terms, as a 
thin§ which would be productive of much mifcbief to 
you. As far as the duties of friendfhip extended, I have 
with the grealcft fincerity urged to you the bad confc- 
quences of it ; but fince tlia^advicc has made no impref- 
non upon you, and that you arecohAamly bringing this 

I circumllance forward, you will take the confequences upon 
yourfelf. 1 have faid, that if any urgent bulinefs Ibould 
occur, fuch as I could not allow to be poftponed or fuf- 
pcnded,' that in fuch cafe I would carry it into execution 
by my own authority ; but hitherto it has never come to 
pafs that I have exercifed that authority ; and by God'j 
favour, the friendfhip between his Highnefs and the Go- 
vernor General is fo'firirly eftablifhcd and cemented, that 
in the end everything will be fettled and concluded agree- 
ably to the pleafure of both.

Tbe inconfideiablc force which has re- 
filled tbe Seiks may juALy fialter us with hopes that the 
enemy cannot.be very formidable. Tbe dil&ntions among 
tfao Chieis at Delhi have fiirnifhed an opportunity to tbtt 
Sei^s to advance in larger bodies to tbe Vizier's frontiers 
than (My have hitherto been accuftomed to do j and from 
every intelligence I can obtain, we may reafonably expc^ 
t^uiy will continue their attempts upon his Excellency's do- 
minions. As Khoja Ainccdin did, 00 the firft a[n>ear- 
4Boe of the cnemyi r^rcfent that be had entertained ad- 
ditional troops, he was immediately directed to difmifs' 
tbcm-. tnd bai not been allowed for theii fubfiftence.; the 
MmiAer has lecommciulcd a regioicnt to be lla,tionqd at 
iack gauti as will, by this arrat^ement, be left unguard- 
ed. He propoles that tbe troops now Rationed at themi 
may be employed in the collcAions. . Before I advife the 
Viater on the fu^e£t, I take the bberty to apprize you of 
theiequeft, that you may furniflj me with your opinion. 

I beg leavC^ to obfervc, that the Honourable Governor 
General and Council highly difapprove of detachments, 
iiale& upon the moft emeigcat occaiions, 1 have cauti- 
oufly avoided Fecwunending them. It appears . however 
very likely, that a detachment of the Honourable Com- 
paoy'i troops will be necelTiry in Kohiicund. In fuch 
cafe, agreeable to my iniiructions, it is my duty ta apply 
to the commanding officer at Cbunar Ghur, to alBft the 
Vizier with a leinforcement to join tbe troops under 
your command, that you may always remain with a 
refpeAable colk^ed force. The Honourable Board 
are the more anxious on this bead, as the fituation of

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and I coald wifh you vrould fpecify the JcUchineh( yow 
could fpare for ihe fervicc of Rohilcond. The Seiks have 
been rcpulfed by fuch in confide table bodies of the Vizier's 
troops, that a regiment is the greateft force ever mentioned 
to me, either by the Vizier, tbc Miniftcr, or -Khojah 
Ainuddeen, as neceffary. 

Almas AU Kban is now at Lucknow : He has regoJarry 
paid the Company's aIHgnments ; but as his power will be 
reduced after the colledlions may be completed, I think it 
my duty to apprize you of this circumflance, in order to 
explain the expediency of keeping a refpeftablp body of 
troops undfr your command at your prefent ftatiop, is 
preference to yoor marching to Rohikund, according to 
your former ptopofition ; it being well fit uated to prevent 
his executing any fcheme prejudicial to the Vizier's intc- 
refls. 

I rcqueft you will inform me what number of cavalry 
you may deem requifiteto aft with the officers nowftation- 
cd with the Sezawel of Ferruckabad, in cafe at any fiituFC 
period the Seiks ihould aftually enter the neighbouring 
, pans of the country. I requeft your opinion alfo, on the 
Aation a detachment, if you deem any neceffary, Ihould 
occupy on the frontiers of the province of Etajah oi Fu- 
Tuckabad, there to remain until fuch time as all apprehcn- 
fions of the Seiks may fubfide : Almas Alii Khan has ap- 
pointed out fome poft between Anopftiet ■ ai>d JcUaly, 
becaufe it would cover his diftri£ls. ■ 

I have entered into a detail of thefe circum fiances, that 
you may be enabled to aft upon emergencies ; and I fhall 
heartily unite with you in every meafuie that appears ne- 
ceffary for the prefervation of the peace of the Vizier's do- 
minions. I omitted to inform you, that Quabita Khan 
,had ceded the fortof Suhertal to the Seiks, with a view, as' 
is fufpcfted, of favouring their operations agaiiift his Ex- 
cellency's frontiers, as alfo to relieve his own country from ■ 
the ir depredations. I beg leave to acquaint you, that I' 
have communicated the intelligence received refpefling the 
Seiks to Colonel Morgan. 

I am dircdted by his Excellency the Vizier to conveyto 
you his approbation of the flep you took in ffrcngtbening 
the detachment with the Sezawel of Ferruckabad. 

You will greatly oblige me by obfcrving fectecy in -all 
matters relative to Ahim Ali Khan.

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Copy of a Letter from Colonel Sir John Cumtning to 
John Briftow, Efqnire, Relldent, &c. &c. 

Sir, 

I have received your letter of the 5th indanf , witS feme 
papers of intelligence indofed 1 by my own intelligence I 
find that there are many Seiks difpecfed about tfie country 
in feparate bodies, but though they arc formidable to tke 
natives-they cannot be fo to our troops. It is probable 
that as Kojah Ainuddccn Khan had entertained a body of 
troops to oppofc them, for which he received no allow- 
ance, his reprefentation may be much exaggerated, with « 
view to obtaining forae allowance or abatement in revenue. 
It is, however, neceJTary for the prefervation of the Vi- 
zier's dominions, and the lionour of our own ar^ns, that a 
flop (bouid be put to the predatoiy incurfions of the Seik*. 
I am ready therefore to take any fleps which may be agree- 
able to the Vizier. 

You inform me that the Minifter has propofed Ration- 
ing a regiment at the gauts. I fuppofe he meants thofe at 
prefcni occupied by Cojah Ainuddin's troops, who arc to 
be withdrawn and employed in the collections ; you men- 
tion alfo that the Governor General and Council highly 
difapprove of detaching, for which realbn you cautioully 
avoid recommending it. I apprehend the intentioi^of the 
Board is that a force fhould be always collected in readi- 
nefs to oppole the fudden attempt of the enemy, who ' 
might endeavour to dilturb the upper provinces, and alfo 
topreferve the difciplinc of the troops ; at the fame time 
tllcy undoubtedly mean to aflift the Vizier in the internal 
. government of his dominions, when it does nor clafli with 
more impoitant views. I gave it you as my opinion, 
both in converfation and by letter, that it would be al- 
ways neceffary to have at leaft three regiments colle£led at 
this flation ; a force which I think equal to any that can 
fuddcniy appear on the frontiers. 

- I now beg leave to make two propofats, which I requeit 
you will fubmit to the Vizier ; the one is, that a fingle re- 
giment Ihould be ftationed fomc where near Ram Gaiit, on 
the call fide of the Ganges ; I mention patticularly the 
eaft fide, bccaufc I think it dangerous to trufl fo fmall a 
force on the other fide, where it would bo ejtpofed to the 
attacks of the Seiks ; Ihould they affemble in a large force, 
the rapidity of their motions would put it out of my power 
to afford timely relief, at fo great a diftance. 

The other propofal is, that two regiments (hould be de- 
tached under the command of Lieutenant Colonel Knud- 
fon, and ftationed a few cofs above or below Anopfheer, 
oa the weflern fide of the Ganges ; 1 fhould have no-ob- 
H 2 ieflioa 
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jcAion to trufting two raiments on theweftorn iidc, be- 
caufc I think them a force equal to the largeA body of 
cavalry tlic Seiks could bring, uhfil a Temforcemcnt could 
be fent from this flation. 

As I am fenliblc the Vizier will pay the utmoft Aidc- 
rence to the advke you give biiB, T wifli you to cottiider 
thcfe pTopofaU with attention. Whatever may be the Vi- 
zwT's determination, I ihall inftantly obey his ardert, 
which 1 requcft may be eiiprcrs and pofitive. 

Should the latter prapofal be adopted, and it fiill con» 
tinue neceflary to affirt the Sezawil of Ferruckabad, I in- 
ttnd to relieve the tith regiment, which being a very 
good one, {hall make part of the detachment. Should it 
happen, though I thinlt it fcarcely poiEblc, that two regi- 
ments prove unequal to the fervicc, I fliall hold myfcir, 
with two other regimenrs, in readinefs to march at a mo- 
ment's notice, upon the 6rft intimation from Lieutenant . 
Colonel Knudfon. In fuch event I fhould be under the 
ncccflity of withdrawii^ the battalion from the Seiawil, 
tltat J m^ht be enabled to leave a regiment here ; and it 
inuft readily occur to you that under fuch circumftancei na 
time ought to bcioft. The delay which muft attend giving 
notice to you and the Vizier might be produftive of fiital 
confequenccs. This is an event which, though improba- 
ble, may happen ; 1 mention it now that you may have 
time to confider and judge of it. . 

You obfcrve that a regiment is . the grcateft forcp men- 
tioned to you as ntcdilarjr, either by the Vizier, the Mi* 
nifter, orjKhaja Aimiddon ; (hould one regiment only bo 
cfetached, 1 fhall have fotr remaining, including that wiih 
tbc Sczawil. If two are detached, I Ihall have three, a 
force in my" opinion fufficient to prevent any bad confe* 
quences Irom the refentment of Elmas. 

You reqoeft my opinion with refpeft to the number of 
cavalry requifitc to be employed with tlte. detichcient now 
afliftjng the Sezawals. If the two legiioents, as propofed, 
march towards Aocq^flieer, I would recommend their 
being joined by wlijtcvcr cavalry you may be able to ob- 
tain from the Viiiet. I cannot fix any particular number, 
I can only obfcrve that the more cavalry arc employed on 
the fervice, the more cffeflually will the peu:c of the coun- 
try be fccured : You afc the beft judge of what number 
_ yon can obtain. The neceffity of cavalry is (b flrik'rDgllf 
obvious, that it is.netdlefs to ftate it. If ?ny he fent, I 
requeft they may be the beft the Vi?ier has, and not the 
ccmimon Indollan horfe, which inllead of protefiing i(rOuI4 
pi tinder the country. 

The opinion I have given with refpeft to ftatiotiing ^ 

detachment near A.noplheer, coincides wiUi that of Elmas.

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A detachment flationed in that vicinity, at the fame tinft 
that it proteds Rohilcund, will prated £lmas't diftiifts 
alfo : I repeat the opinion 1 have formerly given, that the 
- «l{c£t of troops will always be felt go oi 40 cofs below their 
ftation, but not far above it. 

You mention that Zebita Khan has ceded to the Sciks 
the fort of Sukertal, with a view to favour their operations 
againft the Vizier's domiaions, and to relieve his owa 
country from their depredations. Sukertal, I underlland, 
is not a foit, but was formerly an intrenched camp of tlie 
Rohillas, and of no great ilrength : It is about 18 cols 
diftant from Darannuggcr. 

I am inclined tothink the ceffiori of linle iinportanGc. 

In confequence of your late addrrifs to the Board, they 
have been pleafed to prohibit my correfpondenoe with the 
officers of Government, I ftand utterly deprived of the 
means of information, except what I obtain Uiro^gh com- 
mon Hircarrahs, on whofe reports I can place little depen- 
dance. It rcfts with you to furnifh me with intalligence, 
fincc I can obtain it through no othtr channel,

Copy of a Letter from Cqlonel Sir John Cumming to the 
Relident at the Vizier's Court. 

Sir, 
I have received your letter of the loth inftant, with the 
indofurcs. The Pcrfian papers of intelligence have been 
tranflated, firom which it appears that the Seiks have dc- 
ftroyed fevcral villages. I apprehend, ihowcver, they are 
not very confiderable in value and importance. 

The opinion I gave you in my laft letter is applicable to ' 
the prefent cafe. If two regiments, with a body of the 
Vizier's horfe, are ftationed at or near to Anopfhcir, the 
Seiks wouid not venture in a large body to come lower down 
intheDooab: Though they might efcape the purfuit of 
our infantry, they would not be able to carry off any gre^t 
booty, particularly grain and cattle, which are the principal 
things they can lay hold of. The breadth of the Dooab at 
Anopfhier does not exceed lo cofs : But I would not have 
jou and the Vizier think that it will be in the powrer of ii>- 
fentry alone to totally prevent fmall parties of the enemy's 
horfe from plundering, and deftroying the villages. Tteir 
motions are extremely rapid, and 1 have been informed that 
when they plundered Soorun, they marched near 30, cofs in 
one night.

Copy of 3 Letter from the Refident at the Vizier's Court 
to Colonel Sir John Gumming. 

Sir, 

1 have received your letter of the 9th inftant. I beg leave 
to inform you that there are one thoufand and twemy-two 
cavalry, and four battalions of fepoys, o» two thoufand 
and eighty-feven infantry, ftationed at the gauts about 
Darangger. 

This force has hitherto proved equal to rolling the at- 
tacks of the Seiks ; and Khoja Ainuddeen Khan told me, 
upon tht taking leave a few days fince, without my putting 
the queftion to him, that he deemed the troops under his 
command equal to any fervice that was likely to occur. 
This obviates the Minifter's plea, flatcd to you in ray let- 
ter of the 5th inftartt, that a re in force in em would be necef- 
fary in conJequencc of the reduflions which had been iiiade 
of his troops. If the aid -of the detachment under youi: 
command Ihovild be Kequircd in any part of Rohilcund, it 
will probably ocCur ia the countries held by Merza Ma- 
homed Cazym. 

I fhall 
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J Jhall continue to tranfnit to you every informa^on that 
ijiay come to ray knowledge ; but in order to prevent delay, 
I have advifed nis Excellency to dire& his Aumils Khojah 
Ainuddcen,' Mtrza Mahomed Cazyrp, Almafs All Khan, 
and Mahomed Seg, to convey to Colonel Morgan and yoa 
the carlieft intelligence of- the motions of the Seiics. The 
cncloled Perfian paper (No. 5] is a copy of bis Excellency's 
orders on this fubjefl. 

I have alfo the pleafure to inclofe (No. 2) ExtraSs of 
papers of news tranfmitted to me by Colonel Morgan, 
which correfpond with thofe I have received. No. 3 and 4 
are a letter, with the Pcilian paper from Major Browne, 
mentioned to be inclored in it, 

I Ihall, agreeably to your advice, endeavour as foon as 
poffible to obtain cavalry from the Vizier to a£t with the 
troops under your command. 

I have fubmitted your propofals to his Excellency's con- 
ftderation. He approves yourdetachingLieut.Col. Knud-:- 
fon, with two regiments of fepoys, and four iix pounders, 
to take pofl a few cofs either above or below Anoplhecr, on 
the weflem lide of the Ganges, as may be moft convenient 
to proteA Rohilcund. You have now full information of 
every fa£t before yoa ; and the Vizier repofes entire confi- 
dence in your judgment in tbefe matters, and therefore 
leaves it at your difcretion to order the detachment to march' 
VTithout further delay, or clfe altogether to ftop it. Inform- 
ing youT determination, his Excellency requeAs you will 
conlider the advantage to his dominions by the appearance 
of a refpeSable body of troops Rationed on the frontiers, 
which, will quiet the minds of his fubjeds, and infurc the 
Colle^ions. 

The Honourable Board's orders are *fo very peremptory 
againft detachments, except in emergencies, that you will 
determine if the prefciLt fervice falls under that defcriptioa 
— in my opinion it does ; and as you inform me the fepa-. 
ration of the troops upon the propofed plan can be made 
with fecurity, I mould imagine the reafons for the meafure 
ate flrongcr than tbofe againft it. 

The detachment will probably not be required after the ' 
fettine-in of the periodical rains.

The let- 
ter was fetlt by an HiKamh, and we hope yon have re- 
ceived it. The'Si^s marched yefterday from Bedorea to 
Kcrfcri, which is qn the lirer's ^e, and about 4 cofs from 
Cats Oange. We fliall fee what is the plcafure of (jod. 
"We arc, by the favom of God, and under the aafpiccs of 
your Exeetienoy, determined and ready; fhould they re- 
turn, we fhall bebarc iikegood fervants. Fearing thatyoa 
would think we exaggerated. We wrote yon in a former ar- 
zee chat there wisre 25,000 of the enemy's hoHe ; bat after 
examlnatioti, aad feeing widi oar own eyes, we are affurcd 
that there aife ^Otdoo and upwards. The country it dcfence- 
Icfs, and quite a defart ; particularly Soorun Boodreab, 
fietoya K^ri, and-Cafs Gunge, city and vill^e are the 
fuQe. God knows, there is not the Imalleft trice of goods 
or cattle. It is unkoown whetbei the Rebc crop he planted 
or not. lo this deplorable ftate, and the total lofs of every 
thing, we know not what Will be the evetit. We hope yOu 
will rcprefent U»e contents of our araee to the Vizier and 
^e Engiiih gentletnen. The colle^iont of this country 
are at in end, and wecannot prevent the mifchief. It will 
be difficult even to retain pofleffion of thecountry. If fuch 
be the fituation of tbii^, God is our guardian. We 
thought it right to reprefent every thing is in the utmoft 
confufton. Cals Gunge, which was faved, by the grace of 
God} and under your aufpices, by a battle, of Which we 
preiume yoa have had intelligence tbroogh other tih^nels 
oefidcs our-^seo, it the only place which rcnMin^ unplun- 
dered; We-fliall'not bein thefnrtlleft degree rttnifsih our 
exertions tb defend it in fiitutr. We are readf to Otcrl6ce 
our lives, but, by the bleffingof God, we Will nfit lofc bur 
, reputation. To whom Ihould we api^y for ehaftifement 
on the enemy, but to God, and yodr fervants I The day 
we fought the battle theRajah was at Edah ; we Wrote 
him, biit at he was under the neccffity of gOihg to'Sbiko- 
kabad, he wrote us that he was obliged to go tbi±er, and 
he proceeded accordingly. We could obtain no afliftance 
from him. He wrote us too, that it was impolTible, with 
our own force, without ajliftance from Government, lo re- 
pulle the enemy ; and that thofe whom he wifhed to fend 
to our aid, on account of the fcarcity of proviCons, bad 
wfufed to march ; he therefore recommended to us to do 
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Hk bcft we could. Wonderfal are the timet, and flrangc - 
is the condition of this country, fuch as God has inflifled 
on no other I we thought it requifite to reprcfent. Wo 
rel; on the affilUnce ^f God, and your happy indumce. 
We Ihall not be wanting ;n our duty. ' Hereafter what God 
pleafes will come to pafs.

Tranflation of the Copy of an Arzee kam Shick Azimold 
in Khan and Kheranmt Ulla, to ^linas Ali Khan, under 
Date the 29tb of Rebeeilawel of the prefent Year of the 
Khcgeii. 

We have wrote you repeatedly, of tlic Stcks plundering 
. Bederia and Soorun on the 22d of this month, and the bat- 
tle wc fought with them, and the victory we gained over 
them on the 23d at Oafs Gunge, and of Jeflicrn, one of 
their Sirdars, being killed on his elephant. We informed 
you aifo of their return to Sooran and Bederea, and their 
burning and deftroying the remainder of the hotifes ; of 
their marching the 24th from Soorun to Kherfera, a Ta- 
lucca of Bederea ; of their deftroying a Talucfia of jcte- 
pore, andariotherof Selimpore; andalltbe villages belong- 
ing to the Pcrgunnah of Bederee, Soorun, Belayab, Kergenre. 
and of their deftroying, on the 35th inllant, Renepore 
and other places belonging to Bederee, and the adjacent , 
villages. From all thcfe places they have carried away every 
thing, except the cows, which it is not their cuftom to takoj 
of bullocks and buffaloes alone, belides other goods and 
^ock, they have taken at lead 30 thoufand heads. There 
is no trace of the crops. An immcnfe number of the in- 
lubitanis have been killed. A thoufand of our people are 
taken prifoners, fome of them have been feverely flogged t 
and from others money has been extorted ; thofe who paid 
the fums fixed arc releafed, and others detained prifoners* 
The enemy are now at Mew, a place about 15 cofs from 
Cafs Gunge, and 12 from Bederceh- Five thoufand of 
their horfes attend 8,000 bullocks with Benjaries, and they 
have fettled a price of 2 rupees on a bullock load of grain. 
They dig up the e^rth in queft of corn, &c. wherever they 
come, and deliver what they find to the Benjaries, who carry 
it towards their own places of refidence weflward, T'hey 
ire i^t MfCVty and we uiall fee what is ttie pleafure of Uod. 
Whatever 
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Whatever may be the intenlion of the Vizier and the Eng— 
lifh gentlemen, it is neceflary to tell them, that till therer 
be a ftrong detachment of horfe and foot, with a complete 
xrtittery, kept here always tn readineft to oppofe the enemy, 
ihccountry will never be cultivated, nor even remain in our 
pojieffion. It is their cuftom to continue deftroying a place, 
till the natives, tired out, at length fubmit to receive them 
ss owners of the foil. We have ftated the particulars as 
ihey really are ; fhould you think that we exaggerate, from 
intetefted motives, fend your Hircatrahs vrith dtre^ions to 
enquire into tiie truth of it, and to fee the ftate of the. 
country with their own eyes. It is at prcfent totally uncul- 
tivated, nor will any perfon engage in it. Sehundra and 
Morara are the only places inhabited; the enemy has not 
been there yet, but they giv« out that they intend to go 
riiither. The inhabitants are already flying. We hold it 
incumbent on us to reprefent tho^fe things to you, that we, 
having your orders, may a£l accordingly. The confufioii 
has caufcd a total flop to watering the grain. Our diftref? 
is great, and we have nobody but God to relieve us froni 
the evil; your fervants are ready to oppofe them, as they 
arc in gratitude bound to do ; but without a ftrong body 
kept inconftantreadinefs, it will be impoffible to repel the 
eneiny. It is neceflary (hat fuch orders fhould be foon 
^Tcn. Bhondun Khan, and the other nephews of Cadcr 
Daoud Khan, who had left Shiohabed with a defign of go- 
ing to Foblgaum, their own country, hearing of the battle 
we had fought with the Sicks, laid alide their intention, and 
returned with 20 horfes ; and Sheik Afgur Ali Beg alone 
came from Shoeabad, and arrived the fame day (the 26ih) 
about nine o'clock in the evening, at Cafs Gunge, and are 
nowhere. Although, by the blefling of God, and under 
your aufpices, we obtained a vidtory without any body's af- 
iiftance, yet the coming of Bundun Khan and A%ur Ali, 
in the manner they did, was an aft of bravery. W? there- 
fore reprcfetit it, m hopes that you will acknowledge their 
fervices, by honouring them with a letter on the'fubjeft. 

There is not a mark remaining where the grain was 
planted, to diitinguifh where it was. The iittle that re- 
mains, in here and there a fpot, is left unwatered, and in 
, fpite of all our endeavours muft remain fo. The inhabi- 
tants have dcferted their homes, and crofled the Ganges :— 
They fay, " We have no cattle left, nor grain to fupport 
" ourfelvei ; what can we do, or whence can we raife the 
" rents due to Government?" Wc befccch you not tO| 
look on this reprefcnt^tion as the effeft of defign and felf- 
intereft, but to reprefent it fully to the Vizier,,

. Copy of a Letter friJm ColOnel Sir John Cummiiig to the 
Refident at the Vizier's Court. 

Sir, 

I have received your letter of tlie 14!^ inftant, with the 
Icveral enclofed papers. 

As it fcems to be the defire of the Vizier, and conform- 
able to your opinion alfo, that a detachment fliovild march 
to the frontiers, I fhall immediately detach Lieutenant Co- 
lonel Knudfon with two regiments of fepoys, with inftruc- 
tions to take up fonxe convenient poll within a fen cofs of 
Anoplhcer ; I make no doubt but this meafure will effec- 
toally fecure the Vizier's frontier : but Ihould the Sicks at- 
tempt to comeJower down in the Dooab^ I propofe march- 
ing with two regiments more, and encamping on the banks 
of the Jumna, nearly opposite to AnopQieer. In this event 
it will be neceflary to leave one regiment at Futty Ghur for 
theprote£):ion of this part of thecountry. and to guard the 
Aores, hofpital, &c. &c. And unlefs a regiment be fent 
hither from Cbuttar Ghur, or fome other ftation, the recall 
of the detachment now with the Sezawil of Furruckabad 
will be unavoidable. The artillery we have is barely pro- , 
portionable to the datachment, fo that, fhould another regi- 
ment be ordered hither, it muft be accompanied with its 
proportion of guns. 

I Ihall write to the officer on command with the Sezawil, 
not to exceed the diftance of twenty cofs from this llation, 
ie& his detachment might fufier, before it would be in ray 
power to affill them. I requeil you will lignify tbis to the 
Sezawil to prevent any'mifunderftanding between him and 
the officer cotnmariding. As the Honourable Board has 
deprefsiy commanded me to have a requifition in writing 
for any fervice I am to perform, I rcqueft you willfuggeft 
U> liis Excellency the necellity of fending it to mo as loon 
as poffible. I fhall not, however, delay the march of the 
troops on that account, left any injury Ihould be done to 
the country in the mean time. 

You mention that the detachment will probably be re- 
qnixed not longer than the commencement of the periodical 
rains. The bicks, I am informed, ufually retain to tlieir 
homes in May, or in the beginning of June. 

Whatever cavalry you may be able to obtain from the 
Vizier, 1 requcftthcy may be ordered to join the detachment 

under 
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W}iat Lieutenant Colpnel Knudron as loon as poffible. If 
mach dslny tabs p|a«e the fcafoa foe fjieir acting will be 
over. I need not remind yoji) that their Sardars, or Com- 
manders, fliould be dinfted to obey the orders tlie; may 
iceciv^ fronj me. 

I beg leave to obfen^e, that it will be impoifible to make 
any more detachments from the force under my command 
until they return, or until I am reinfQi:)ccd from fome other 
station. This I hope you will hint to the Vizier, that tie 
may not make any requifition with which it would, not be 
in my power to comply.

T* 
obviate it as much aft lay ia mj power, I wrote the Nabob 
Mojcddudelowla, that nothing more was intended than the 
fccuijity of the Vizier's dominions from the iocuifioBa oi 
the Seiki, who, as I informed your Honourable Bowd in, 
a former letter, had comiBtUcd liorrid devafiions in tb» 
neighbourhood of Anoplheer. 

Although the accounts contained In the natiTS intdtigcnce 
flioukl be flriAJy true, I am pcrfuadtd no bad confiequenoec 
will cnfue, as Lieutenant Colonel' Kiuidfon will bo doubt

Sir, 
In the papers of intelligence received this day from Delhi, 
I obfcrve there is mention made of your detachment hav- 
ing pjundcred a place called Jebangircabad, belonging to 
big Majefty, and alfo that you have pafled the frontier of 
the Vizier's dominions. Though I have the flrongcfl a.i- 
furances within my own mind, that the intelligence is falie, 
or mifrepeTcnted, yet I think it neceflary you fliould know 
that fuch a report has prevailed at Delhi 1 Ihould it however 
have happened that, through milinformatton or inadver- 
tency, you have chofcn a Ipot for your encampment not 
within the Vizier's boundaries, yon will be plealed imme- 
diately remove yflur camp, and take up fomc advantageous 
piece of ground, within die limits of his Excellency's do^ 
minions.' By tbe accompanying paper of intelligence, yoa 
will oblerve that the Chiefs in your neighbourhood are very 
jealous of your detachment, ami it is probable they may- 
fend fome of their own troops to encamp near you ; and to 
obferve your motions ; in fuch event you will be particu- 
larly cautious to prevent people belonging to yonr camp 
from going into theirs. It frequently happens that very 
feribus confequences attend the difputes of individuals, 
however infignificant in themfelves. And in general I re- 
commeiid to you to guard as much as pofGble againft giving 
any caufc of jealoury or uneafmefs to the King, or any of 
the people who live under bis Government.

Private letters received from Gentlemen in camp confirm 
the above intelligence. I have received no letter from Co- 
lonel Knudfon of a later date than the ^.th intiunt ; and I 
ffluft fay, I am not a little furprized at it. If it be really 
tine that the Chiefs of Delhi are fo much alarmed at the 
. Vot. IV. I approach 
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tpproach of our troops, as has bees nprefcntcd, it is re»- 
foiiablc enough to f^uppofe tiicy will be very attentive to our 
niotionis. The grcareft apprehenfions I am und^r, ariles 
fr<un the probability that lame difference may be ^xcired* 
between the bodies of troops, by the private difputcs of in- 
dividuals. To prevent any mil'chief of ibis kind, and re- 
. move every cauTe of jcaloufy, I have ordered Colonel 
Knudfon to encamp within the Vizier's dominions; and 
if he has paflTt^d the boundary,, it was remote from my in- 
tention. Not having corrcft maps, or other information 
pf the extent of his Excellency's territories on this fide of 
the Ganges, it was not in my power to draw the line with- 
in which to Confine the detachment. I therefore left it to 
Colonel Knudfon to take any part within ten cofs above or 
below AnopHicer, on the bank; of the Ganges, be might 
4bink moft commodious. 

Should the commiHion of any a<^ of hoftility, or anj 
Othec thtcatening appearance, make it necelEtry to reinforce 
that detachment, I intend marching with my whole re- 
maJnirig force to join ihem. In fuch event it may not be 
expedient to wait li^ delay pf a formal requiiition from the 
Visicr, audi muA ^equeu you will take his fentiraents on 
this fubji^ct, and cpmmunicate them to me as fooa as 
poffible.. 

Asil have only three regiments remaining, the detach^ 
mcnt w^^h tb& Sezawil inciufive, I flioold be obliged to. take 
I the whole fotce, and it would itien become ncceOary that ai 
regiment fronx Khaupore Ihould be ordered hither to take 
chageof the hofpital, ilores, &c. 

This )9 an event which I hope will not happen ; but « 
U is not impoffibie, nor even improbable, if tny rntclligencc 
can be depended on, I thought it advifeabic to communi- 
cate to you my thoughts on this fubject. 

As both the Vizier and yourfelf, without doubt, h^ve 
the earlieft and moft authentic intelligence of every occur- 
ence at Delhi and the adjacent parts, I requeA you will in- 
form mc whether your accounts correfpond v(iih miae» 
and whether you think any hofiile aHempt is to be appre- 
hended from the Chiefs in that neighbouihood. 1 do not 
mean by this to iniinuate, that it might be advileable to 
withdraw the detachment; on the contrary, I think tbAt 
mealure would not only eitpofc bis Excellency's frontiers 
to the incurfions of ihe Seiks, but be difhonourable to. our 
atms, by giving the country powers reafon to thiok, ttuu 
our own fafety was the caufe of our retreat.

IT was my wilh and intention to have poftponed any 
further interference, however iieceflary, relative to the in- 
ftitution of Adowlets at Lucknow, till Ilhouldbe honour- 
ed wiih your commands, in anfwer to roy addrefs to yoti 
on this fubjeft, dated the 13th iiiftant. Unhappily, an 
event which occurred here yeiterday, has left me without 
an alternative ; and I have been compelled once more to 
call upon the Minifler, and ^ain ftroogly to recommend 
the immediafe cftablifhmcnt of a court of Phoujedarry. 
■ Whilft we were at fupper laft night, an Hircarrah entered, 
haftiiy, and informed the company, that a band of robbers 
had bcfet the houfe of Mr. Orr, hardly diflant one hundred 
yards from tliat in which we were alTembled. Captain 
M*Leod, taking my^uard along with him, infiantly re- 
paired to the Ipot: The banditti, however, had already 
quitted if, after plundering a banker's, whofe dwelling- 
houfe was contiguous to that of Mr. Orr. Mr. Orr him- 
fclf, on the firA^alarm, coming out of his houfc, narrowly 
.cfcaped being pierced by an arrow, which pafled clofc by 
hislicad, and fixed in the door behind him. So little ap- 
prehenfivc were the robbers of any oppofition or alarm, on 
the pair of the police, to interrupt or fruftratc their delign, 
llial though the band confifted of it leaft 250 men, they 
marched openly, with lights, carrying fcalding- ladders, 
fmiihs, carpenters, and every neceffary implement for en- 
furing fucccfs to their enterprise. They made their attack 
with themoft confident deliberation, a part of them lining 
the ftteets on both iidcs, and fhutting up all the avenues, 
wbiifl the remainder entered the devoted houfe over tbc 
walls, and ritled it of caih and other property to the amonn 
of 25,000 rupees. 

In 
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In the coDrTe of this daring tranfaftion, tbefc inhtimaii 
villains indifcriminatcly cut down, or 0iot with arrows, - 
all who came in their way. Of the unhappy vi£tims to 
their cruelty, two were killed on the fpot; two more are 

. already dead of their wounds, and others arc fo (hockingljr 
mangled, as to leave little hope of their recovering 

It Is with infinite conceTXi, Gentlemen, I am obliged to 
add, that no night elapfes, which is not marked by fome 
fiich tragical event, and in whrch the miferable inhabitants 
of the metropolis of the Vizier's dominions are not expofed, 
in their property and perfons, to all the horrors of plunder 
aod a0amnation. Yet the Miniflcr continues deaf to all 
my remonftrances, pertinacioufly adhering, in fpite of fuch 
fatal evidence, to his original declaration of a regular and 
efficient magiftracy. Surrounded night and day by a ftrong 
nilitary guard, he may indeed fafcly liiten, with perfcd 
indifference, to the recurring tale of robbery and murder; 
yet, next after the Prince himfelf, Hydet Beg Khawa it 
the immediate and natural guardian of the lives and for- 
tunes of his fubjefts. — Infenlible, however, to all the feel- 
ings of humanity, no prayers or petfua£on can move htm ' 
to adopt one wholcfome meafurc for their protection or de- 
fence. To my laft application on the fubjcctof the Phou- 
jodary, he replied (in the fame language of frivolous ex- 
cufe and evafion which he has held tor months pad) That 
he only waited the return of the Nabob, to remove from 
the houfc allotted for the Court certain furniture belonging 
to his Excellency, which was depolited there ; andthat it 
was not pelite to interfere in the ceconomy of a Gentle- 
ipan's houfehold during his abrencc. Thus it is,' Gentle- 
men, that this unfeeling Minifter,(who has never fcrupled, 
and frequently on very unbecoming occafions, to avail 
himfelf of the controuling authority he has for years paft 
ufurped and exercifed over his Malter) affects on a fudden. 

. as it were in derilion, a fuperabundant refpect for him, 
and, in a lituation of the laft necellity, ftarts at the idea of 
difpenling with the moft idle and impertinent forms. Hit 
determined oppofition in this inflance, as well as in every 
other wearing the flighteft appearance of reformation, evinces 
his rcfolution to perpetuate the confuGon, in which, with 
a view to his own emolument, he has purpofely involved 
every part of the Nabob's ceconomy. His attachment to 
the prefent fyftem is very natural, lince it has hitherto af- 
forded him the means of appropriating to himfelf, unquef-

told mc, in the prcfence of Mr. Cowpcr, cloaked a defign 
to remove him from his office ; nay, be has even dared to 
niaintaiti the fame propolition under his hand, ; yet this. 
Gentlemen, is a poJnt abfolutcly inliAed upon by the Go- 
vernor Gericral, and for the very beft reafons. Thofe rca- 
fons are indeed of fuch force as to require no corroboration. 
The abufes of this department will be beft underftood from 
the accompanying memorandum of a converfation between 
me and Rajah J^gernaut, the fon-in-law of Rajah Soorot 
Sing, and the perlon at prefcnt in oltcnfible pofleffion of 
the office of Dewaun ; whilft every purpofe of its inftitu- 
tion is utterly deftroyed by Hydcr Beg's uniting in this, as 
in every other inftance, the controoling and executive 
powers in his own perfoti. In order to explain the cir- 
cuml^ances giving riie to this converfation, it is necefiary 
I Ihould inform you, that Hyder Beg Khawn had uniforra-r 
ly treated the idea of a reform in this department as ridicu-^ 
lous, allertlng, tliat no office was ever conducted with great- 
er regularity ; and endeavouring to deceive me into an opi- 
nion, tl^at the feveral officers of it were in the full exercife 
of their tcfpcaivc functions : When at, laft he perceived I 
wa§ ^ all events determined to af^rtaia ;hq ^utb^ he Hiift- 
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rA Irisgroood, and had recourfc to thefubterfugc above al- 
iudcd to. Again, Gentlemen, could any entrcatibs have 
prevailed on the Minifter to co-operate with and aflift rac» 
that other moft important ctaufc of my innrnctioni had 
Jong fincc been complied with, and a plan adopted (o regn- 
laie and limit in future the Nabob's pcrfonat diffaurremcnts. 
But here agMO the Miniilcr has failed in all his engagc- 
fncnts with me. It is hnwcver pulhing his pFCfumption a - 
Jitlletoo far, when he affirms, that to ui^c the perfonn- 
ance of a condition, exprefsly recommended and »:ceded to 
t^ the Vizier in the treaty of Chuoar, is a dircft infalt t6 
the peifon and uforpation oftbe rights of his Sovereign. He 
indeed well knows the reverfe of this propofitiotl is true ; bat 
it is not to be imagined that he fhould patiently abandon tht 
prime inllrument of his aiisndency, by which he has hi- 
therto impltcttly commanded the words and aflions of the 
Prince bis Matter. It requires no argument to prove, that 
fo long as the aifburfcmciits to the Nabob's privy purfe 
Aiah continue to depend upon the will, and to be furhifh- 
ed atthe difcretion of the Minifter, the Miniftcr will prc- 
fcrve a power of the moft dangerous and ruinous tendency 
over his Excellency's mind, which is equally impo£b!e he 
ftoald clcape from or contend wiih. Hydcr Beg Khawn 
had too much fagacity not to be aware that the regulations 
I propofed would effeftually baffic his policy, by making 
the Vizier perfeflly independent of him i and he of course 
employed all his authority to compel his Matter into a re- 
fiftance againft tbc only meafure which could refcue him 
from his prcfent humiliating flata of vaRalage, and reftore 
liim to his dignity. This, however. Gentlemen, js a 
point, as 1 conceive, never to be yielded, becaufe it is not 
till after this event that we can hope to fee the diforder iind 
profution which now pervades and difgraces the Nabob's 
ceconomy, corrected, or expeA any wife or lalutary admi- 
niftration of his Finances. 

When we hnd the enormous proportion of a thiid of 
the Vizier's annual income aiBgned to the fole purpofc of 
fecuring the internal peace of his coumry, and the collec- 
tion of the revenues, we arc naturally led to conclude, the 
fund being fo confpicuoufly fuperabundant, that the ap- 
plication of it would at leaft cnfure every end of its eflablilh- ' 
ment. Thofe, however, who fhould fo rcafon, in the 

Eefcnt inftancc, would be much deceived, lince it is only 
ft year that all the Company's troops in the Vjzier's do- 
IDinions. except twelve hundred Sepoys (troops folely in- 
tended for the defence of this country againft foiejgn inva- 
lion) were employed in the bulinefs of the colledion, and 
the fubjedtion of refraftory Zeinindari ; becaufe Hyder 
£eg Khaa kept up no cftablifbment of the Muttynna.— 
I 4 H>ICJ he 
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The compound evil arifing to the publiqlc from this coiff 
dud, is too obvious to require coiniiient or obfcrvation.^— 
Not only the pafitivc fum of near a crore of rupees nas dif- 
fipated thereby, butthe feveral diftrias, left dcflitute'ofde-^ 
fence, fell a prey to violence, and very foon exhibited s 
face of ruin and difoUtion fliocking to humanity ; it begot 
3 ticemioufnefs, which compelled people of charafter and 
property to quit a country under whofe government, tf^ey 
derived fecurity for neither. 

From th? above rcafons, and from the refult of all my 
^nqucies into this cftablifhment, I am confimed in my of\- 
nion, that nothing lefs than a total reform can correct the 
abufes of it.— At the fame time,, it is much to be lamented, 
that the nature of this evil requires ihe remedy fljou Id be 
'gradual and progreffivc, — The fari^ of the Adawlut, and 
the horrible di ford crs refuliing from the negled of t^e in- 
difpenfible inftitution, I have already, Gentlemeiji, had the 
iionour to explain to you. I have now to add, on this 
unpleafant fubje£t, that within thefe laft three weeks near 
one hundred perfons have loft their lives, or been wound- 
ed, either openly in broils, or privately by afTaflination. 

Thy appointment of a Paymafter and Mufter Mailers, a 
a mockery of the fame nature with the inftitution of th,e 
Adawlut. 

I before informed you, Gentlemen, that, with 2 vic^f 
to promote ihe public fervice, I had neglected no opportu- 
nity (though always fruitlefsly) to engage the good will an^ 
confidence of the minifter. It was uill in this idea that, 
together with the plan of regulations, \ delivered a writieij 
engagement to Hydcr Beg Khan, promifing, fo foon as 
your commands were executed, that, in my rcprefcnta- 
tions to the Honourable Board, I would do every juftice in 
^ny power to his zeal and fidelity. "X^k reception he ha^ 
given to this ftefh inflance of my friendly difpofition to,- 
wards him, has been perfeflly confiftcnt with all his formq: 
condufl, and evinces, to demonfiration, that 1^0 advances 
6n my part wilt ever prevail upon him to unite with me 19 
meafures, which, however they n;iay have the general good 
for their bbjeft, muff ftill continue irreconcileable to his 



principles and policy ; both the one and the other being 
apparently and unifprmly determined by his private and 

particular interefls. ■■ " 

' From what has been faid, you wil! b^ fatis^cd. Gentle- 
men, that this unhappy country is already in a condition 
of oppreffion and mifery, from which it is hardly polBbl^ 
it Ihould decline. Retaided, however, as they have bcei\' 
by the determined contumacy of the Miniiter, it is not' 
yet too late to accomplilh the ieveral great and falutary ob- 
jcfls of my appointment ; and here. Gentlemen, I pledge 
■- ■' - - ■• ^ .• . .. ■ myfelE 
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n^felf, at the titlt of m^ cbarafler and fortune, to fulfil 
them alt. At the time I chearfully take upon me lo ferU 
ous and fo heavy 3 rcfponfibility, I flatter myfelf you will 
deem it equitable and expedient I Should no longer be 
cxpofed to an oppofition that (nuft for ever render my exex» 
tions nugatory and abortive — an oppofitton, which, by 
long fuflerance, h^s Required a ^rer^gih no qualifying ma^~ 
fures can npw furmount, and againft whict) no zeal, abi- 
lity, or vigifancewill aught avail. 

And here. Gentlemen, pei'mit me finally to folicit the 
fpeedy and decifive interpofitiou of your authority. — It can- 
not efcapc you how entirely this open and this avowed re- 
f){Unce of the Minifter muft deuroy, amongft all rainlo, 
the rcfpcAdue to the perfon andilacion of yourreprefcota- 
tive at the court of Oude; a refped, without which he mofl: 
fiill want tlie weight and importance fo neccflary to the Cuct 
cefsfiil management of your political negotiations, as well 
as the credit indifpcnfibly required to anfwer the pecuniary 
demands and expcAat^on of your government.

Sir, 

Conformably to the reference of the Board, I Focom- 
mend and enjoin your ftridefi attention to the following 
inftruftions. 

ift. The bahtnce due from the Nabob Vizier to the 
Company, partly fro|n the negligence and inaccuracy with 
which the mondily accounts were drawn out, and partly 
from the inattention of the late Refident, had been fafknd 
to accumulate to an amount excefcdit^ that at which it 
flood at the clofe of the lall year, notwithftanding the 
fpecial care which I myfelf had taken, in my agreement 
with the Nabob Vizier, concluded on the 19th of Sep- 
tember, 1781, at Chonar, and iny inftrudions delivered 
at the fame time tq the Refident, iin'ce enforced with very 
peremptory and repeated orders. This obliged me lately to ' 
write, in very ftrong and unufual terms, both to thp Re- 
fident aijd to the Minifler, and produced the effed of an 
immediate exertion, and confeqaent difcharge of a pait irf 
the balance, and aCTuraaces of the fpeedy payincni of the 
remainder. ] do not implicitly rely on thcfe aiTuraiices i 
but conclude, that on your ariival you will find either a 
large balaiice flill outftanding of the laft year's account, ot 

that 
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thit the whole has been paid off by encroachments on the 
current year's revenue. In either cafe, your attention will 
be equally required to the fettlement of this year's affign- 
ment, utilefs it fhaU have been already accomptifhed. You 
will be careful to guard againft fiditious eflimates ; and if 
any fuch fhall appear in the afTignment already forrncd, 
]K>a will of courfe infift upon their being exchanged for 
others, or their Jumma reduced to their rcalWaluc, and 
others added to complete the fom of the year's deinands: 
thai is to fay, the laft year's arrears, the two fubfidics of 
the current, and the other fums for the payment of which ■ 
our Government lias or fliaJl have made itielf refponfiblc ; 
fo that, at the clofe of the year, the whole fliall be entirely, 
and completely difcharged^ 

zd. You will obfervc a very confiderable difference be- 
t^veen Mr. Middleton's account and the correfled account 
delivered to him by the Accountant General, and now in 
the pofleffion of your Accountant Mr. Wombwcll ; a dif- 
ference nearly equal to thirty lacks of rupees. To the for- 
mer, though made up with fajfe calculations, grofs omif- 
iions, and even balances falfeiy transferred from ono 
month's account to the other, Mr. Middleton has pertina- 
cioufly adhered, affecting to call the difference a new claim 
upon the Nabob, I fear this may render it an unpleafant 
office to you to reflify his errors, as I have no doubt that 
the fame declaration which he has made to this Govern- 
incnt will have been made as a conccl^on to the Nabob 
and bis MiniHer, and of courfe your demand for the 
difference treated as unjuft and formed on falfe pretences : 
But the real account is fo clear, and the differences are fo 
iclf- apparent, that it will be impoflible for the Minifter to 
eontiovcrt or mifunderfiand thcmj however he may affe£l 
the tatter. 

3d. Endeavour to obtain an early and minute informa- 
tion of the iUte of the province of Owde efpecially, and 
the reft of the Nabob's Vizier's dominions ; and report 
the refult of your enquiries to me, under the following 
, heads ^ viz. 

ift. Their Government. 

ad. Their millitary defence, and diftribution of the 
Nabob's forces. 

3d. Revenue. 

4!h. Difpolition and actual conduct of the Zemin- 
dars, and the loeans taken for tcftoring and prefciv- 
ijig the quiet of the country.

^th. Under this general head I muft atfo refer to 

yfiur enquiry, aact ^c&n you will inform me, whc- 

ttutf 
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tlier the fums lately levied, or affirmed to have been 
levied, and brought to the Company's ciedit, by 
Mr. Jol^nfon, have been drawn from the Revenue 
of the laft year ; or borrowed, and afl^nments 
given for the repayment, on the Revenues of that 
year -, or ^xided by anticipations of the carrent 
Revenue i one of which cafes I very iqucb fulpcft, 
becaufc they muft have been received at a feafon 
in which tl^c regular coUe£tions arc always at 4 
ftand. 
•jtli. Alfo by what mode, and through what Agents^ 
tbefe collc£^ions were made. 
4th. Imn^diately on your arrival, found the difpofition 
of Hyder Beg Cawn. — His cdnduft has for fomeumepaft 
been highly reproachable. Till within thefe three months, 
ifhcn Mr. Johnfon aiTumed a large portion of his aut&o- 
irity, he poifelTed without caniroul both the unparticipatej 
and entire adminiftratian, with all the powers annexed to 
tiiat Government, the Nabob himfelf being, as be ever 
muQ be in the hands of fomc perfon, a mere cypher in 
his, and the fan^ion by which he exercifed his autho- 
rity ; yet he has dared both to ufe the Nabob's name, and 
even hii feal affixed to letters, either dilated to the Na- 
bob, or written from him without his knowledge, con- 
taining very improper demands on our Government, an4 
fuch as evidently tended to piomote Hyder Bcg's influence 
and intercft, and even to make him alTumc a very unbe- 
coming tone of Tcfufal, reproach, and refentmcnt, in 
oppolition to mcafures recommended by me, and even tq 
ai^s done by my a^ithority in Htcral conformity to the- 
Nabob's own and eameft folicitations -, fucb as tlte rcfump- 
tion of the Jagheers, and the feizure of his father's trea-! 
furcs, which have been fo long fuiFered to remain in th« 
bands of the Beegum his mo;()cr, and the other conditions 
oi the engagement ei^a^d from me ^t Chynar. On every 
occafion of this kind, the late Rodent has been the faith- 
ful echo and fupport of the Minilter's pretentions; I mull 
therefore have recourfe to you for the introduftioq of ^ 
new fyfteni in that Government. Nor can I omit, while 
I exprefs my reliance upon you for thia purpofe, to re- 
peat the fchtimenis which 1 exprejTed in the verbal inflruc- 
ticns which I gave you at your departure, that there can 
be no medium in the relation between the Refidcnt and 
the Minifler, h'm either the Refident mufl be the Have and 
vaflal of the Minifler, or the Minifter at the abfolutc de- 
votion of the Refidcnt. Much as I am difpicafed at the 
condufl of tlie Minifter, I impute it more to the fuffe- 
rance of Mr. MiddUlon than to himfelf; and if h? will 
fubmit to hold his office on fuch conditions as I require, 

1 would 
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i vonld ccitainly prefer him to any otiier ma(i who could 
be nominated to his office, becaufc he pofleilcs abilitict, 
and a knowledge of bulincfs. — He exifts by bis dependence 
on the influence of our Government ; and above all, bc- 
caufc a change of adminiAration.'in a gorerninent foloofe 
as that of Owdc, where all tb« pans of it arc held toge- 
ther by the exertion of aftual power, and not by die 
iprings of an cftablifhcd conftitution, would be nnavoid* 
ably pToduflive of confulion and lofs of revenue. — There- 
fore it may be advifeable to try him by the mode of conci- 
liation, in youriirft converfation with him; at the lame 
time that it will be nccetTary to declare to him, in the 
plaineft terms, the footing and conditions on which he 
Ihall be permitted to retain his place, with the alternative 
of difmilGon and a fcnitiny into his paft condud if he re- 
fufes it.^In the £rft place, I will not receive from the 
Nabob as Ms, letters dictated by the fpirit of oppofitJoQ ; ' 
but fluli conlider every fuch attempt as the Minifter's, and 
as an iofult on our Government. In the fecond place, I 
ibatl expcA that nothing is done in his official charafier 
bat with your knowledge and participation ; at the fame 
time, the firft fliare of tlie lelponlibility will reft with you, 
T^e other conditions will follow diftinSly in their places, 
becaufc I confider you as lefponfible for them. 

jth. No adminiftration can be properly condufled wiih- 
oot regular offices. — In t}iat of Owde there is not one, the 
whole being engrofled by the Minifter. ' Two arc indif- 
penfably necellary : jirft, an office of collections; fecond- 
ly, an office of trcafury. I infift upon thele eftablifhments 
lieiag formed immediately ; and it muft be your care to 
appoint fuch checks to each, that whatever fums are paid 
from the reyenue fliall be duly entered, and credit given 
for dieir ti,xi& amount in the office of collections i and, 
ja like manner, that no fums fhall pafs the Trealury 
without a iimilar controul. The heads of tbefe officct 
muft of cowfc be under the general direflion of the Ml- 
nifter in all points excepting their accounts, for the fide- 
lity of which they muft be folely refponfible, and made 
liable to the feverelt punilhments if they fallify theid. 
What other offices may have tiecn in ufe in the time of 
the Nabob Suja ul Dowla, and at this time ncceflary, yoa 
will enquire, and either caufe them to be re-eftabliOied, or 
not, >i it ffiall appear to be proper. 

In this laQ dcfcription I include the Adawluts ; you will 
find them recommended, but Conditionally, in my in- 
ftruAions to Mr. Middleton: it is certain that the want 
of them, and the univerfal and extreme licencieufnefs oc- 
cafioned thereby, is one of the molt difreputable defeats 
of the Vizier's Government ; yet 1 nmch doubt whether, 
introduced 
r,„„,, .Gotwic 
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intiodiiccd into fiich a flate at once, -and abniptl^, iticf 
*ould not add to the mirchiefs wbicti they Were intended 
to redrefi ; for perhaps there is icarCe an individual who 
would not become immediately obnoxious to their aa- 
tbority, and, I fear, fcarcc an individual capable of dif- 
charging even a fmall portion of their decrees ; while they do 
notexift, every man knows the hazard which he incurs in 
lending his money. Their eflablifiment might tend to de- 
ceive, by holding out the appearance of felfe alTurances ; 
■ and with refpcft to oppreflions of every fpecieS, unlefs 
each Court Has armed with a l^rong fnilitary force, >t 
would not be in their power to prevent or punifh them ; 
neither in that cafe is it certain, that they tvould not 
tiiemfelves prove the greateft inftrumcnts c^opprcffion. The 
Aumils, in the firft inftance, and the Manduls or Chiefs 
of the villages ultimately, muft fupply this dcfed, if it 
cannot be otherwilc remedied. I merely intimate daii 
fflbjed to you, as proper for your ent^ulry and coBfid4Rt* 
tion, but cannot give you any inftruAions conceiYMig it. 

6th. Great care mnft be taken in the choice of AumilA; 
I fhall tmt defcend to particulars, but enjoin one caution 
only as irtdifpenfably necclTary — that no Aumil be ap* 
pointed to a frontier ftation, without fucb pledge or other 
fecurity for compelling his perfonal appearance tthiHiever 
required, as may infure, beyond a doubt, bis obodSence 
and fidelity ; and both thefe and others, wherever ftrtiOB* 
ed, ought to have the means of lelf-protcAion, Md to be 
trufted and fupported. 

8tb. From the praAice Which the late Refhtent, tiM dc 
puty, and the Minifter, feem to have prefcribed to (btm^ 
lelves, of with-holding all official information fiom flic^ 
I have been under the necefSty of forming ny opinion of 
the flate of the Nabob's Government upon ptivattf inifel^ 
gencc ; but this, from its variety, from its coneunMid^ 
notwithftanding the various channels through whic^l it htt 
pxt&d, and, above all, from its tlotoridty, cofncs to IM * 
with all the weigbt nliich the higheft authority could givt 
h. For fome fa£ts, I have the teftimony of fwon* ««- 
dencc ; fucb are the tianfadions of the rebel Zetnindarx of 
Goorookpoor and Bareach, in the infurrefiions of the laA 
year, which had for their immediate objcft the deftnidiott 
of Colonel Hannay, and the officers of his command, and 
ultimately the extirpation of the Englifh inltuence and poww 
tfaroo^oot the whole of the Nabob Vizin'a dc^inions. 
The Zemindars who dillinguifhed ihemfelvcs on tbis oc- 
cafion were Zaiim Sing, Ajeet Muli, Goenoo R<^, and 
Perty Pall Sing. I am well informed that thefe nwo llav« 
perfevcred in their rebellious condu£l;, without deviation, 
to the ptefent time, though the Nabob's, aod not our 
Government, 
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Goremmcnt, is the objcft of it. Rcprefcnt to the Na- 
boiH ^'^^ cfFcdually, the bad policy of fufiering fucb ex- ' 
amples to pafi with impunity ; obtain hia order for em- 
ploying fonie furc means for apprehending tbcfc Zemia-. 
dais ) and if it fhall appear, on a fair and regular enquiry, 
that their conduil towards the Nabob (T pafs over that 
which regards ourfclvcs alone) has been fuch as it has been 
reported to be> he ought, and you mud inGft upon it, to 
punilh them with death, and to treat with the (ame rigour 
«very Zemindar and every fubjed who Ihalt be the leader 
in a rebollioa agunft his authority. Severe as this injunc- 
tion may appear at the firft light, it will be, mercy in its 
efTeds, if the Nabob will adopt the policy, by mfurine 
the tranquillity of this country, and uving the blood o< 
Jbts people ; for the rcfolurion once publiChcd, aiul enforc- 
ed in a fingle inftancc, will make it unneoefiiry to pfofe- 
cuie it to a fecond example. 

lOth. On Ac information of the defeflion of Almafe 
Ally Khan,, of fymptoms apparent of the like difpolition - 
in the Aomili of Robjkund, and of the general anarchy 
which prev»ttd in every other part of the Nabt^'s don»- 
nions, the £oaid, though officially unapprifed of thefc, 
js. of «vc«y oAet fabje£t requiring their knowledge of 
tfafiife, refolued and oidcred, that a firong detachment, 
oadcc Orionel Sir John Cummii^s, fhould inarch into 
-^hfl doaunioas of the Nabob Vizisr, both for its internal 
ddBDCe, and for the relief of the numerous dctachmenca 
whiirh we undcrfiand, and this alfo from private informa- 
tioii oply, hare hecn made by the fola authority of Mr. 
Jtdmfen, co«end hy the Nabob's formal r^quirition, from 
tbowmy ftatibned acCawnpore. You will receiwc-an or- 
dtc fima the Board, to notify to the Commanding Officer 
of cwerf detachment, that its fervices art no longer rc- 
^niwd ) which nou^lion it will reft with' your difcretioa 
ta make on the inftant in which you fliatl fee tbM it can 
be done with fa&iy i and a cormpondent order will be 
fr« ta Colonel Moi^an, to command the inflant rctom 
of every detachment within four- and- twenty hours after 
the receipt of every foch notification. Upon this fubjeft 
J delire yoa to bear in mind, that Ac army in Cawnpore, 
or in whatever part of the frontier it may be tUtioned, i* 
appointed for the external defence of the Nabob's domi- 
nions, and for that only ; th»t this was its original defti- 
natioa, intended by the treaty of 1773, commonly knowa 
by the treaty of Benares ; and (4iM every deviation from 
thiaobjsd, and every diminution of its fonx, are impo- 
litic, wid highly dai^ecous to our own cxiAeno:, by tlie 
oncQuragetnent which it will afibrd to foreign invalioit. I 
wideriland that at this time tlieie are only two regiments 

, <*f 
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(rf'fepoyt, left, to fupport the fmaJI bodyof Europeans th 
whi^ the ftrcngtb of tbat ftation is now reduced. Events 
may hereafter arife of fo fudden and urgent an emergency, 
as to require a temporary deviation from this maxim ; but 
it will be with the greatcft reladance and dilTatis&dion that 
the Board will ever hear of fuch a difpolitionj and there- 
fore you muft be careful that tbe exigency be fuch, from 
its urgency and neceffiiy, as will clearly Juftify you in de- 
viating from it, though but by the Call of a iingle raiment 
-ioff that fiatiofi to any part of the Nabob's, internal domi- 
nions ; and on every fuch occalion you inuft be careful to 
comply with every formality enjoined by my infirudions 
to Mr. Middleton, dated the 23d of September, and to 
tranfmit infiant advice of it to the Board, not waiting for 
the detail of your rcafotis, which, to prevent delays, may 
follow u you (ball have leil'ure to forward them. 

I muft make it my particular injunAion, that fuch a 
notification as I have mentioned above -may be, at all 
events, iaflantly tranfmitted to the officer commanding 
tbe detachment fent to Furruckabad, if my information be 
true, that fuch 2 meafuic has been aflumcd by Mr. John*- 
fon; for which no pretext can juflify him. 

14th. Study, on every occalion, to conciliate tiie good 
will of the Nabob, and Ihew him ever oftenfible and ex- 
ternal mark of refped. I Ihould hope, that, with due at- 
tention, you would not iind it difficult to make himfelf 
the mover of every a^ nece^ry, whether for the advattot- 
ment of his own intereft or ilie difchai^e of his. debts to 
the Company. But this can never be efieAed while the 
Minilter maintains that afcendant over him which be at 
prefent holds, by the means of a. nearer and mote private 
intcrcourfe, and by aSe^ing to the vindicator of bis rights, 
againfi the claims of our government. In my lateen- 
gagement with the Nabob, it was llipulated that a certain 
fum fhould be fet apart monthly for bii> private «xpenc^ 
and this made a part of my pnvate inftruftions to Mr. 
M4ddleton. Tbe lum was afterwards fixed, as I recoUed, 
at thirty lacks. It was my intention and direction, that 
this appropriation Ihould be made before any other ( and 
this I make my prefent injun£tion to you, requiring alfo, 
that you do make it a point of immediate and ftn£t en- 
quiry, whedier the Nabob has hitherto received the whole, 
and pun£lual payment of the fum afligncd to this account, 
or any part of it has been withheld from bim, whether 
with or without his concurrence. I mention this, bc- 
caufc, from fopie private information which I have lately 
received, 1 have T«dbn to fufpeft that this is a£lually die 
cafe, Whatevci foundation Uiere may be for this iep(»t, 

let 
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let juftice be done to the Nabob, and if he has been de- 
ceived, undeceive him. 

15th. The Nabob has repeatedly and bitterly complain- 
ed of the indignity which he fufferi in his authority by 
the ufurpation of the Company's RcSdent, and as repeat- 
edly demanded, that, whenever the Company's balance 
fhall be completely difcharged, he may be freed from this 
vexation ; that he may be permitted to pay the fubfidy in 
ready money i and that the alignments, which have been 
granted to latisfy that demand, may be reftored to him. [ 
confefs that 1 did myftlf give encouragement to this pro- 
pofition, knowing at the fame time the quarter from 
whence it came, 1 mean from Hyder Beg Khan ; and, 
willing to exonerate this Government from the trouble 
and refponfibility, and the Company from the difgrace, of 
whatever might attend the adminiftration of the Nabob's 
Government, I thought too that it prefented a furc prof- 
pect of the regular payment of the current demands, by 
the penalty which would attend the ^ilure in the rcfump- 
tion of the former fyftem of affignmcnts, and in the per- 
fonal claims which it would bring on the Minlftcr: but 
his milconduA has lince manifcfted itfcif in lb many parti- 
cular inAances, belide the univerfal diforder of the coun- 
try, and this is fo alarming in its efTefts to our own Go- 
vcrment, that I ihall hefitate, until I have the fureft and 
moft fatisfactory grounds to recommend an acquiefceace in 
fuch a meafure. At prefent, the plea on which it is 
grounded is probably yet at fome diflance; for while I 
am writing thefc infiructions, frefli circumftances occur to 
my knowledge, which make me much fufpect the real 
pavment of the fums brought to the Nabob's credit for the 
ialt year's balance. It may not, however, be ^mifs to talk 
with the Mihiftcr on the fubje^l; to let him know that 
it is well underftood to be a demand for fubftituting his 
authotity in the place of the Company's, and to inveft hint 
with the fovereignty of the Nabob's dominions ; to aflc 
bim, whether he Ihall in fuch cafe expe£t the Company's 
prote^ion ; and if he does, by what claim of right ; and 
whether, in the event of his involving our Government 
in a new fcene of hollilities, by thofe which his mal-ad- 
Minillration may produce, whether internally or by inva- 
lion, in that country, he Ihall think himfelf in juftice 
exempt from the perfonal vengeance which we may t>e dif- 
pofed to exa£t from him. At all events, the prop<^ition 
muft be difcouraged till a fafer feafon (or its acceptance ; 
but'the abfotute rejection of it eluded with the Nabob, if 
he ihall bicnfelf renew it. 

i6th. For the reft, I refer you to my inftruQions to 
Mc- .Middleton^ to whi<ih, in every -point not revoked or 
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^qalificd by thefc mftru£tiotu, I mujl require your mofi 
ancnttve and literd obedience. 

J7th. I dp juQice to my fcnfe of your char^fier in -ie- 
daring my entire reliance on your prudence and integrity } 
and to tticfe I truft for your deviation from any part of 
tliefc inlVruAions, at your difcretion, in any inftance which 
fliail appear to you* neceiTanly to require it; defiring, 
however, as a proper caution, tlut, as much as you can 
you will leave the fubjeft free for my correction of it, and 
inCtantly inform me, or the Board, according to the de- 
gree of its importance, that you have a£ted in fuch a man- 
ner, widi your reafons for it.

To Mr. Natbaojel Middleton, Refident at the Court of 
Nabob V;i?ier» 

Sir, 

Having on (be loth inftant entered into certain engine* 
nents with the Nabob Vizier, tending to relieve bit finan- 
ces of a burthen they were no longer able to fuftain, with 
fondry other claufes, the execution of which is entruftcd 
10 you, I herewith inclofe an authentic copy of the <fams 
for your guidance. The Nabob, on hii behatf, has fub- 
fcribed and fcaled *n agreement in your prefence, and in 
the pielence of Mr. Richard Johnfon and Hyder Beg 
Khan, rcfpc£ting the better adminiftration of hii affairs, 
•*" which 1 alfo tranfmit you an authentic copy. 

To thefc papers, and to the points confequently and ne- 
ceflaiily dependant on them, I think it necefTary to add 
the following inAru<Elions, to which I require your iBoft 
implidt obedience. 

I need fcarcely inform you, that my chief objeft, in 
mv negociations with the Nabob, has been to induce and 
aHifl him to bring his Government and dances into fuoh 
regularity, as to prevent his alliance from being a clog in« 
^ttA of an Aid to the Company : and to en^le him to 
difcharge his debt in the Ihortelt time poffibte. Torttia 
end, ^mod eflential point is to limit and fi^arate bit 
perloiial difburtements from the public Kccounts. I'bey 
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muft 90t, in tbeir total annual amoi^, exrecd whu he 
has received ia any of the laft three yean. This amount, 
in twelve eqvial parts, ibpuld be paid him monthly oat of 
the firft receipts ; ;u\d the remainder of the net colledions 
placed fcparaiely jji a public treafury, from whence his 
fmUic, niiliury, ^nd civil cftablifhment muft be paid* un- 
der the ible management and controulof the Minifters* 
tfitii .your concurrence. It is of courfe to be underftood, 
ih^t tiiis ha» no connection, and is in no fliape to inter- 
fere with the Company's alignment and the colledioru 
ti|K)n them, which are to be conducted as ufnal : an^ at 
by the addition of the Jagheer lands, with their revcnu?c» 
.to the Nabob's regular colleftions, his income will, or 
.ought to be. f qnliderably increafed, I jjiall expe£t that the 
whole 0/ i^e cxcefs be appropriated to the difdiarge of thje 
Nabob'; debts to the Company. 

Aftpr ffttling the amoui^t of the perfonid difburfemcnts 
ii tbfi Nji>ob Viaier and his houfebold, the next' point 
rtliat wiU requirp your exenion, towards the generu ar- 
rwigpromt of the public charges, is to reform the eftabliih- 
ed MuttAimi^ troopE. reducing them it)to one efUbliflicfi 
^rps for the whole fervice. If this corps Ihould be brou^t 
to conlift folely of cavalry; it would beft v^fver ni'Jtual 
benefit, leaving no infantry in the Nabob's fcrvice bqt 
what mn be oecefTary for his body guard i and to fupply 
the (ieficiency, Ihoald any occur from fpch arrangement, 
.Qtur infantry may be employed where infantry are wanted. 

The corp$ reformed and eftablifhed, their pay muft be 
ifl*Qed from the public treafury ; no alignments to be in fu- 
tnt:e granted them, and Jbofe already ifTtied to be rp<;alle(j. 
To complete this, alt jtumbers abovp what the re^ fer- 
vice m*y require, or thp aSufti net reoeipts may be ade- 
quate to the full payment of, liiull be dilbanded as faft a» 
their arrears can he paid off. 

The Nabob will felcA and appoint his own Command- 
ers ; but if be fhoald nominate improper perfons, fuch as 
tnen commonly known by the name 01 O/derlics, or 
others deriving their influence from them, or of known 
, difaffc£tion to our Govjernnient, you are ' in fuch c«fe to 
remonftrate againft it ; and if the Vizier ftiall p^rllft in 
bis choice, yott Sre petcmpto>ily, and iti my name, to 6p- 
jioft: il as a bleach (M agrevment. 

For the management of the colleflions, the Minlftcrs, 
with your concurrence, are to chufp all Aumils and Col- 
lectors, and in their choice to be guided by the refponCbi- 
lity, good reputation, and icnown ability ef the perfons 
they elect, that changes may, as hr as, poiBble, be 
^voided. 

K 2 Much 
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Much is to be faid, though little may now fuit, uprm 
the fubjeft of the diflribution of jufticc in the Nabob's 
dominions. For the prefent, 1 limit myfclf to diredi you 
to urge ilie Nabob to endeavour gradually, if it cannot be 
done at once, to eftablilh Courts of Adawlut throughout 
his diOrids ; the Darogabs, Mowlsvies, and other officers 
of which ntud be fdeded, as in the cafe of the Aumils, 
by the Minifiers, with your concurrence. — The mat of 
thefe Courts is equally hurtful to ihc revenue, govern- 
ment, and reputation of the Nabob. 

Inconfequencc of the difturbances- whkh the rebellious 
eiamples of Rajah Chict Sing has caufcd in the Nabob 
Vizier's country, I have inAru^ted Colonel Morgan to 
affift ycu, on the rcquifition of the Vizier, communicated 
by you to him, or at your own Ungle application, if any 
cafe of emergency fhould make it needful, with fuch de- 
tachments as may be necclTaTy, exclulive of the regiment 
of Sepoys which is ftipulated to remain with you at Luck- 
now. This power you are not to exercife but in cafe of 
the moft urgent and manifeft neceffity. It is diredcd, thtt 
the regiment ordered for the immediate proteftion of your 
office and perfon at Lucknow, fhall be relieved every tbret 
, months, and, during its ftay there, fhall aft felely and ex- 
clufively under your orders. 

It is finally my politive order, That you do not permit 
my Britifh fubjefts, or others, claiming the name and 
proteflion of the Company, to refide at Lucknow, or 
within any part of the dominions of the Nabob Vizier, 
except the officers and foldiers of the arm.y a£iing in their 
duty, and fuch pcrfons as are officially appointed to remain 
there. And that, to fuch at are now at Lucknow, or in 
any other part of this dominion, not falling within the 
defcription of the above exceptioi>, you give d»e notice 
in writing, that they quit the country, allowing them a 
reafonable time, not exceeding three months, te fettle 
their aAairs -, and in cafe of their refulai, you are to in- 
form the Nabob thereof, that he may ufe his own au- 
thority to compel them to depart.

The Nabob Vizier ul Mummaliclc AlTof ul Dowhh, 
Aflbf Joh, Yeheyah Khan Behadar, having repeatedly and 
Tirgcntly rcprclented, that he is unable to fiipport the ex- 
pences of the temporary brigade, cavalry, and Englilh offi- 
cers, with their battalions, as well as other gentlemen who - 
are now paid by him, under the denomination of Sebundy, 
&c. &c. and having made fundry requetis to that and other 
purpofes.; and as the conftancy and.firmnefs of his alliance 
with (he Company entitle him to every conlideration and 
relief that may depend upon us, I Warren (ladings. Go* 
vernor General, I Mand ^ Dowlah Jelladit Jung Bcbader, 
ice. Sec. on behalf of the Governor General and Council, 
have ^reed to the under-mentioned articles, the 19th day 
of September, in the year of our Lord 1781, conefpond- 
ing to the la(l day of Ramzan, 1 195 of the Hedjeree. 

ift. That the temporary brigade, and three regiments of 
cavalry, be no longer charged to the Nabob's account for 
the year Fuflelee 1 1 89, excepting a term of two and a half 
months, which is required for their paffing the Nabob's 
boundaries, and for which, together with all former ar- 
rears, their ufual pay and allowances are to be made good* 
Alfo the Englifh oflicers, with their Sebundy battalions, 
and other gentlemen, excepting the Resident's office, now 
upon the Nabob's lift, be no longer at his charge for tho 
year 1189, the arrears being paid up, with the addition of 
two months allowances. The true meaning of this being, 
that no more troops be paid for by the Nabob, than the 
number of European in^ntry, artillery, andfepoys, ^reed 
for, under the tifle of one brigade, with the late Nabob 
Shujah ud Dowlah, now paid for at the rate of 260,000 
rupees per month, to which is now to be added one regi- 
ment of fepoys of the prefent cftablifhmem, cxprcfsly al- 
lowed for the purpofe of proteAing the office, treafory, and 
perfon, of the Rcfidcnt at Lucknow, the pay and allowances 
of which are to commence from ttic ift of Aughun next, 
at the rate of rupees 25,000 per month- The regiment to 
be relieved every three months. The brigade to be Rationed 
or moved whenever the Nabob Ihall direft, in the mode 
prclcribed in the former treaty with the N abob Vizier de- 
ceafed. And,, hnally, that whenevc the Nabob Vizier 
Ihall require a furthci aid of troops from the Company, the 
pay and allowances Oiall commence from the day of their 
pailing the CarumnalTa. Alfo, Ihould thc.aftiftancc of the 
Nabob's ttoops be required by the Company, their pay and 
allowances, as may then be agreed upon, be aliowed during 
the time they may fervc.

Having on tny behalf agreed to the rwjuifitioni of the 
^abob Vizier, without dlrtiinution or reserve, I muft now 
repeat the requeft, which 1 before verbally made to him. 
That he will be pleafed to attend to fuch propofals as I fhall 
have to make to him; and to thcfe I dtpeft his affcnt the 
ttiore readily, ai they have for their ultimate objeft his in- 
tercft alone, that of the Company being no further con- 
cerned than in the influence which they vfrill eventually have 
In the payment of the debts due frbih the Nabob to the 
Company. I therefore recommend to him to reduce the 
great number of his SebUndy and other troops' to regular 
and compleie eflahlifhmcnts, not to be paid by aflignmentl 
of revenue, but in money from the Tieafury, and thci( ' 
number not to exceed the certain means of paying them. 
But, as this may be difficult, without making a fcparatioii 
of the Nabob's private and public fundsj I further recom- 

^lend, 
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wendf diat he receive into bts private purfc no more than a ' 
fixed monthly futn, for the expences of his perfon and 
boufi^old ; and tliat the Temjinder of the net collections 
be left in a public Trei^'aiy, under the management of his 
public Minifies, and the kifpeCtion of the ReliQeDt, for 
tbedifchai^eof his military and civil difburfemeots. 

't'his advice is not meant to affcft the affignments aSually 
made, and which muft be annually renewed, for the pay 
ment of the paft debt, and the current demands of the 
Company.

ift. The realiziilg the Company's balance is the lirff ob- 
je&. This year the bad management of many oF the 
Aumils, and the delaying to fettle their accounts in proper 
time, caufed great confaflon in many tarts of the country.' 
A balance will be the ctHnfequence. The year is now ex- 
piring; it is proper every diftri£t fliould be fettled, the ex- 
traordinary charges curtailed, and the necelTary czpencea 
be paid, that the Aumils may receive charge from the be- 
ginning of the year, make their arrangements in proper 
time, and have no excufe for not paying the revenue. 

2d. The office of Dewan has been loiig held by Rajah 
Seorut Sing; but the Rajah poflelles no authority in it) 
and the accounts I have required, were furnifhed with great 
difficulty and delay ; exclufivt of which, perfons who nave 
conntSiiOn with the office tranfaft the bufinefs. It is he- 
ceflary that orders Ihoold be ilTued to every Aumil and 
Soorilhtedar, directing them to furnifh, without delay or 
eValion, every account the Rajah may require. The ac- 
counts of every diftri£t and place, as well a^ of all the elta- 
blilhments, Ihalt be depoliied in the Dewan's Cutcherry, 
for which a proper houfe fhall be allotted. If -accounts, 
once delivered in, Ihould ever be changed or altered in any 
particular, by any of the' officers of the Dewanny, feverft 
punifhments fhould \x inflifled on the oiFenderS. You 
will be pleafed to afcertain the different department^ of the 
^wanny from its officeti, fpecifying tlie officers, the per- 
K4 ions 
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fbns who hold them, and every particalir feparately, and 
favour me with an account of the whole. 

3d. A Treafurer was appointed for the Vizier's perfona 
expences, and a Paymafler for the army ; provided the re- 
venues had been remitted according to the propofcd plan, 
the fum total of them (the Company's alignments ex- 
cepted) would have been depofited in thofe treafuriesi and 
the particulars of the expenditure have been afccrtained. 
Notwithftanding I have called for the account ditburfements, 
xnd the balance of cafli, on the day Takoor Dofs was 
appointed, I have never been able to obiairi cither ; bclides 
which, the faid Takoor Dofs, according to the plan, ought 
to have been Moktar Mufshrcff : He has never been put ii» 
charge and confidence, which was before placed in him tin-' 
der his Excellency's adminiflration, he has entirely loft. 
In confequence of the Treafuries not being properly ma- 
naged, lai^e fums are embezzled, though necellary efta- 
blilhments are pot provided for, whilft lacks are fqnan- 
dered in ufelcfs expcnces. It is necelTary a General Trea- 
furer Hiould be appointed, to whom all receipts of revenue 
fhoyld be firft paid, and afterwards diftributed to the fubor- 
tlinate Treafuries. 

4th. Funds-for tbe regular payment of the Vizier's per- 
fojialexpcnccs are the firft conlideration. It is ncceffary to 
do away the difgracc fufFered from the diftrefs of the Vizier's 
houfehold, and irregular payment of his fcrvants wages ; 
and for this purpofe, the fums alJoited for the fupport of 
his houfehold and fcrvants, fhould be paid into tlie hands 
of a feparate Treafurer. That tlic whole fum fhall be di- 
vided into twelve eqpal inftallments, paid monthly by the 
faid Treafurer. No payments to be made, except by the 
Vizier's orders, attefled by the a£ling Minifler, and that 
no pcrfon, holding oihces in tbe Vizier's houfehold, Ihall 
be a Farmer of Revenue, 

5th. Large fums would be required to fatisfy the lift of 
Jaglieerdars and Tuncauhdars. Owing to his Excellency's 
want of moiiey. few are paid. The diftrefs has been fa, 
great, that the Nabob's brothers, the women belonging to. 
the Zeuiianahs of the late Vizier's, and the Nabob Bur- 
haan ul Mulk, have been in want even pf the neceflarie^ 
of life ; fonie of his Excellency's brothers have fought a, 
fubfiftencc with other Chiefs. It is therefore ncceflary a fc-, 
paratc Treafurer (houJd he appointed for the Jaghierdars 
i\\<l Tuncawhdars, and their peiiiions be paid monthly, 
a'cco!ding to the months of the Fuflully year, 
■ 6th. It is certain that great fums arc embezzled under the, 
head of army diiburfements. Many fervants on the civil 
lift enjov confiderable emoluments under this head ; and 
flieic are no good trcops cxifting ; and fhould their Tcrvices 
■■'*■■■■ ■■ ■■■J- -^i 
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be called for, 12,000 nor even 10,000 could be aflembled. 
The few which exift have eticrcafin^ arrears ; and nanj, 
claflcd among the tioopi, have obtained fervice owing en- 
tirely to the favour and intcreft of Mutfuddies, and the 
civil of&ccrs of Government. They are totally unfit for 
fervice. The keeping a ufclefs army, out of conGderation 
to fuch people, is the worft of fyftems in Government. 
The cavaJry have no fixed eftabliihment. For ihefe fevera! 
reafons there is no regularity or difcipline in the Vizier's 
army. Thofe perfons confideied as troops, Ihould not a& 
under the orders of any perfon, except their own Com- 
manders, and fliould never follow in the fuite of any man. 
"When I relinquifhed die Tarkfowar alTignments, the ading 
Minifler promifcd me, that their juft pay ftiould be paid 
them monthly, 2nd given into the hands of each troopn. 
The embezzlements, the troopers riding the Vizier's horfe«, 
. and other abijfes \a this corps, ought to have been cor- 
roded ; but the pay was ifliied as ufual, and the abufes con- 
tinue.

I cannot, coniiftcntly with my attachment to yoQ, con- 
ceal certain circumflanccs from your knowledge, and I mull 
therefore plainly inform you, (hat the country of Rohil- 
Cand is luincdand delblatcd, indthe inhabitants arc in * 
moft wretched ilcuation. In diftrias where there was for- 
merly one lack fifty thoufand, there is now only ten thou- 
fand rupees coUeded, and cren that fum the Ryots will not 
kave the means of payinr in future. If the Aumils be 
called upon to attend to Lucknow, and Aumcens be de- 
puted to the fpot, and there remain for a year, the reduc- 
tion of the revenue, and the defolalion of the country will 
then be known. Even now, arUtrary lines are levied; 
corporal punilhment is exercifcd upon thofe who are fufpeft- 
cd of poneffing wealth, md tbcy arc compelled to part with 
it. It is in rto rcfpeft intended to chcrtutthe pcoplej and 
improve the cultivation of the country in future. Whatever 
was iiKumbent on me, out of atuchment to you, that I have 
xeprcfented. 

. On the receipt of your letter, I called together many 
]pe(^le, who wero well vcrfed in tiie bulincfs, and had held 
employments in this country, and I dcmandedof them to 
what amount could be collected in Rohilcund for th« enfa- 
year. I nnderllood from ibem, *' that if it was intended 
'*' at the prefence to confidcr the good of the people, and 
** the cultivabon of the country, that thirty-five lacks of 
*' rupres could be colleded, including dudes and every 
" article of revenue. Written ei^gementf muft be en- 
** ter^ into with the Ryots, for their fecurity. Should 
• ** the lai^cft pofiible fum be colle&cd, it would not amount 
-*' to forty lacks, and this even would depend upon the Au- 
" mils being immediately put in charge."

which I forefaw and predided would afTuredly fubjeA nke 
■to the reCentment and to the accuTations of the Minifter. 
Havingihewn a fteady determination toefe£t, if poiliUc, 



the falutary puroofes of my appointment, and, in this vicvr, 
having uniformly regulated my condud by my inftrudion*,. 
I fubmit, Gentlemen, whether it is 1 alone whom the Mi- 



niQer inTults, when he chara£terizcs me as an idiot and' a 
madman-^-as planing the wildeft projects, atid endeavour- 
ing to aCcoiBpiifh them by the abfurdcft management. 

In tbe courfe of my foimer communicatiom, I have fre- 
quently bad occaiion to rcqueft your attention to the treatjr 
ofChunar, to the inllru£tions to my predecetlbr and my- 
lelf, and to other points of record, as well in defence of 
the mesfures I had purfued, as in explanation of the in- 
trigues and oppolitions of the Mimfter : It is with extreme 
reluctance, therefore, that I venture to trouble you with a 
continuation of fuch references ; but tbe neceflicy of my own 
vindication, and the refpeil I owe to you not to fu^r ac- 
cufations againft me, for a literal obedience to your com- 
mands, to pafs without the fulleft refutation, will, I tnilt, 
cxcufe a new appeal to them here ; as aifo the introduflion 
of the following extrkds from the Governor General's cor- 
refpoodence wiih the late Reiident Mr. Middleton, dated 
the z 6th December, i^8i, and the 3d January, 17S2.— 
*' I have waited thus long in hope; of hearing that Ibme 
*' progrefs had been made in the execution of the plan 
'* which I concluded with the Nabob in September laft. — 
" I do TU)t find that any l^ep towards it has yet taken place, 
" though three months are elapfed ; and little more thatt 
" that period did appear to me requifite to have accom-

*' prepared to the only decided aA yet undertaken, have a 
*^ bad appearance. — Again I have clearly explained my in-

" fame account. — I require to more 1 not can 1 add either 
" explanation or comment 00 the inllru£trons which bave

** written, whether rtiis or my former letter, to revoke br

*• ground the whole of your prefeni f^ponlibility, except 
** vAat I have written concerning the additional claims 
** made on the Begoms, and which I confider as a viita^ 
•* part of my formal inftmdions." — After this, Gentie- 
tnen, had 1 continued paffive at the court of Otlde, hid I 
failed to urge points thus ftridly enjoined me by my in- 
firuflions, what charge might not fasve been exhibited 
ijgainft me ? To what fofpicions (hould I not have been 
^xxpofcd ? . What cenfures might I not have incurred ? — 
With Tcfpeft to the meafures which the Minifter fo loudly 
reprobates, no alternative Was left me ; I was direded in 
the ihoQ peremptory Iniguage to execute tbem ; and, as t 
have fhcwn, all foture reference on the fubjcCt was m » 
manner forbidden. Yet I did not fail nnifbriDlr to apprize 
the Honourable Governor General and your Board of my 
intenrions ; and thefe informations were fubnritted to you 
early, in the exprefs pnrpofe of leaving my conduft ftiH 
open to your corrcS ion .-^Gentle men, you arc too juft 
not to ^ow the force of this obfervation. 

My duty has already fubjeded me to the difagreeablt 
nflc of fwelling your records with reprelentatTons of the 
fflifchicFs of Hyder Beg Kbavm's admlniftration ; it is i 
fubjeA not ealily exhaufted, and the documents whnA ac 
company this addrefs will perhaps more clearly elucidate it 
than even thofe I have already had the honour to ttanfinlt 
to you. It is well worthy of remark, that many whom the 
itifdom and juftice of Sujah Dowlah had condemned to ex- 
ile and to punilhment, have, iince the aeceffion of his fon^ 
been raifcd to the firft honours and preferments. The choice 
of weak or flagitious characters to rule over the leveral dt- 
jlricts, and command the lives and properties of the inha- 
habitants of Owde, naturally begat terror and diftnift iii 
the minds of the people, and at length compelled many to 
the dcTperate lefolution of quitting the country. Let any 
man travd through the Vizier's dominions, he will fee 
villaget dcferted, the lands uncultivated, the little propertf 
Tcmainiiie transferred from the Owners to their oppteflbrs % 
let him irtfit Rohilcund, fuch a fcene of mifery and devaf- 
tion will prefent itfetf, as muA fatisfy all his doubts, and 
render further enquiry fuperfluous. This noble provinc^ 
feven years jince yielding an annual revenue of 6o ladu m 
rupees, is now unable tod^hargc the nominal jomma of 

n,„N;.,i-,L.t)Ogle ■ 
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i|,5 lacks, at which it was fettled laft year. The author of 
its ruin is Khaje Ein Uddee;i, the intimate and bofom 
friend of Hyder Beg Khan . The other provinces are hard- 
ly in a more enviable fituation. So rapid a decline is per- 
haps wilhout example in the hiflory of any country. If 
however we look back and reflefl, we fh^ll find no repre- 
fcntation of grievance from the Prince, no complaint from 
theMiniftcr, cJuring the whole progrefi of the fall; every 
thing ran on to ruin quiet and uninterrupted, and, could I 
have been charmed to fllencc, might have continued to do 
fo, till the general de(lru£tion {hould at once proclaim both 
^aufe and effeft. Regardlefs of ray duty, and your inftruc- 
tions, had I not oppofed the minifter, in his courfe of ra- 
pine and opprelRon, } might have commanded the lavilh 
applaufes of the man who now comes forward as my ac- 
cufer.' IJnder thefe circumftances, for from regretting the 
bittcc invectives, the little, maltce, and the cndlcft falfc- 
hoods by which Hyder Beg Khan hai attempted to afperfe 
my chafafler, and mifreprefcnt my conduct, I confider 
them as dillinftioris highly honourable, and as tcftimonies 
of having, in the raidft of temptatibo to depart from it, 
^ifchargcd my duty to the utmoft of my power. If the fi- 
tuation of the Nabob of Owde were any longer equivocal, 
if the fervile ^nd hclplets bondage in which he is held by 
Jiis Minifter were not generally undcrftood/ I ihould per- 
haps find myfcif not a httle etnbarrafled by the declarations 
of a Prince, which, if founded, would leave me without a 
claim to th^ fentiments or the manners of a Gentleman i 
Happily, that he is no free agent, has long ceafed to be a . 
queftion; an4 I am therefore little apprehenfive of incur- 
ring the cenfure of your Honourable Board, for consider- 
ing all the letters, all the accufations, as the produ^ion of ~ 
rtic Minifter alone, noiwithftanding that fome of them 
have the feeming fan£Hon of his Highnefs's name. The 
unprincely ftyle which the unhappy Afluph Addowla hath» 
oti this dccafion, been compcUed to adopt, gives us indeed 
no idea ot the dignified refentment of infulied Sovereignty ; 
though, confidercd as zp. aft of refignation, to the will of 
his Minifter, it affbrds a ftricking example of the condition 
of unrefifting fubmiHion and hopelels degradation, to which, 
ibmetimes even Piinces are reduced. To illuftrate this fub* 
jed yet further, I wilt beg leave to contraft the fentiments 
contained m the lettei;s to which his Highnefs's feal is affix- 
ed, with the following brief hiftory. — When the regula- 
tion of his houfehold was ii:rft in agitation, I waited upon 
I)ira,, accompanied by two Gentlemen, now at Lucknuw, 
to reprcfent to him the expediency of the meafure. I found 
the Vizier convinced and fatisfied of the neceilityof a re- 
form ; at the fame time it could not efcape me, that he was, 
'.Vol. ly. M. ftiiongly. 
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firongly impreflcd with apprel^eolions of the difplcafure o^* 
bis Miniflcr, and, under this imprcCion, I could only obC 
tain from him, th?t he would inform roe of his final refo- 
lution in three days ; or, in other words, when be had 
learnt from Hydcr Beg Khan how far he was to comply. 
In fupport of the arguments I ufed to convince hisHigh- 
nefsot the mifchiefs of delay, I reprefentcd to him. that, 
yilh a revenue of near three crores of rupees, every depart- 
ment of his government was involved in gonfujion and 
beggary j that the animals of his {tables were, often in want 
of food, bis army in arrears, the pcufions to his relations 
unpaid, and even himfelf not feldom alTociated in the dif- 
trefs and poverty which furroundcd him. 1 obrerved to 
bim, that this general diforder was more extraordinary, as 
- his annual difburfements to the Company, and the monies 
appropriated to his immediate expences, did not exceed 
140 lacks of rupees ; and I tcquefled he would do me the 
favonr to inform me bow the remainder, a fum equal to a 
crore and fixty lacks, was dtfpofed. Here his Highncfs 
fecmed to awake to all the ignominy of h>s. fituation : the 
genuine feelings, of bis hearj prevailed, a;id, with great 
emotion, he demanded why I fought information on thefc 
l'ubje£ts from a being To deititutaas he vi^as ? — that I Ihou]^ 
addrefs myfelf tfi Hyder Beg Khan, who h^d, been for years 
the Sovereign Lord of thefe countries, and had appropriat- 
ed tbcir treafures at his will. Neither does the truth of 
what I have here related depend upon my affirmation alone ; 
the Gentlemen who attended me heard and can avouch it. 
--In Ihort, theutmoft attention lo his Highnefs has mark- 
ed all my intercourfe with hiin. The friendly t;rms on 
which we have.liv.ed, and the evidence of t^e Gentlemeq 
on the fpot, and, witrieflcs to it, arc better proofs of th<i 
propriety of my conduft, and of my refpefl for hira, than 
letters di^ftated by an artful Minilier, and written uni^r the. 
tnoilityrannicalinfluencechatever wasellablifhed, by acraf- 
ty and wicked fervant, over a weak and unfufpeAing MaX- 
ter. If I have endeavoured to regulate the Vizier's oecono- 
my, that he might no longer depend for his daily fubfift- 
■ ancE upon the bounty of his Minifter ; if, to favc the. lives 
and fecure the properties of his fubjc^Sls, I wi^ to lee m»- 
giftratcs appointed who might watch over arid preferve to, 
them thofe valuable blelSngs i if I judged it highly import* 
ant not to fufFer Hyder Beg Khan to hold coIIc£ljvely and 
<^ithout divifion, as he now does, all the offices, all the. 
power, and all the treafures of the Nabob's dominions ; 
and if, to correft thefe evils, I propofed to his Highncfs 
the remedies prefcribcd by my inftru£lions — it waj not that 
in all or any of thefe infiances I fought to ufurp his power 
or iufDk bis perfonj i a^ed in obedience to my order^

Tor th& fake of perfpicuity, I have thought it beft to tq* 
capitulate the feveral paragraphs of Hyder Beg Khan's ad- 
(Jrefs to the Governor General, and to af raoge my anfwert 
to ibera cefpeaively in the, fame order. And to avoid as 
muck as poffiblca jeyetW'oo of circumftancet wbtcb havd 
becn-a]r^ady fully djfculSd, I beg lm»y.be pcrmitrod to 
make my letters to the 'Honourable Board of the- zvft Jamw 
ary. the i^h Way, a^^ tbe 6th of Jupc, t patt of jny 
prelent defence, and io refer to thejn.aceordinrly.

At length 
the Vizier obtained informa- 
tion of th^ particulars, and 
I fell -under hi». ditpleafure.

The payment 
of the Company's demands, 
and the fulnlment of your 
pleafure, will be the firft ob- 
jects of their view? and with- 
es ; no man will complain of 
hardfliips ; but, in the ex- 
pectation of future profperi- 
ty, one and all will with gra- 
titude acknowledge your 
goodnefs, and chcarfully fub- 
jnit to cvei^ poflible faving 
"for the purpofe of difchai^- 
"ing the debt to the Compa- 
ny. — With refpect to tbefe 
"Brrangcmenis, whatever may 
be your pleafure will be ^;o- 
perand jaft, and our obedi- 
ence is unlimited. Redrefs 
"and protection, in behalf of 
his Highncfs, from the hand 
of Mr. Briftow, under whom 
the moft unbounded opprcf- 
iion is experienced, peculiar- 
ly depends upon your bene- 
nevolence : Whatever may 
appear to you moft proper, 
let us be favoured with your 
orders, and they IhaUbe o- 
beyed. 

I come now. Gentlemen, to the Minifter's third and 
laft addrefs to the Honoutable the Governor General, re- 
ceived the ift May, 1783. In my letter to the Board of 
the 13th May, every thing has been faid, and, I truft, eve- 
ry thing has been proved, on the fubjeft of the Adawlut* 
^fita^ will be nece^rj to Ihcw th^ there is not perhaps 
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a pliable of tnilh in what Hyder Beg Khan bas iulT^nceJ ; 
i mall, therefore, now limit rayfblf to a very &w »<3iiitiona| 
obfcrvations. And firft, Gentlemen, be bas u;ain mt^ 
Shamefully garbled the coirefpondencc that pafled between 
«s on this occalion, and fhewn the fame contempt for trutk 
as in the firft part of his accufdtions. Itis wonderful witk 
what induftry this man bas continued to mifreprcfent ray 
«vcry adlion iincc I became reiideat. — If I defire one of my 
■affiftants to confult the Minifter, in my name, upon the 
i>efi mode of redtelling pKfent injuries, and prevent them 
in future, he terms it appointing him Darogo of the A> 
^awlut.— If fuch Gentleman fubmtts his ideas to the Mi- 
nifter, to be adopted or rejected, as he, having considered 
them, {hall determine, the Minifter calls it ifloing man- 
dates to the Nabob, and reducing him to a cutiYal ; and, 
l>ecaufe he is confcious that there is as wide a diftinAion 
between the real faft and his ftatemcnt of it, as there is 
between tbe delivery of a fpeculative opinion and the pro- 
mulgation of a pofitive layr, he adds fatfehood to mifrepre- 
fentittion, and makes* fpecches for my aJTiftant which he 
never dreamt of. — If, again, I delirc my afliftant, as he 
vndcrftands Peitian, to prepare papers in that language for 
my fignature, Hyder .Beg Khan atlerts I falFer my aiuftant 
to iflne fhokas in his own name to the Aumils. — ^If I com- 
mit to htm the charge of public monies, tte Minifter af- 
lirms I, fuller bira to appcnnt a Trcafurer of his own, and« 
in addition, names pertons as in aftual poffeJHen of the of- 
^ce, who, for aught cither of us know to the contrary, 
may never have exiited. — In fbon. Gentlemen, there is 
no pervcrfioR of fa^, no contradiftion in argamcpt, bo 
proftitution of terms, to which he bas not been driven, in 
bis attempts to reconcile ihc grofTeft inconfiftcpcies.— 
I^aftly, I {hall pafs to his narrative addceflcd to the Gover- 
nor General, andrec^vcd the 4th of May, 1783. — I have 
before remarked, and it will, no doubt, have ftruck the 
Honourable Board, that the proofs produced by Hyder Beg 
Khan, in fupportof his chaises, are, for tbe mod part, 
«f fuch a nature as to admit but of one mode of refutation. 
To an ipfedixit, what but a flat genial c^n be oppofed ? un- 
Jefs it happens, as is indeed ge^rally the cafe of the Mini- 
fter, that its own abfurdiiy may be further pleaded againft 
jt: But this is of little moment here, lince, whenever the 
Minifter has inadvertantly expofed lumfelf to the force of 
Teafon or of evidence, the arguments 1 have urged, and the 
teftimonies I have produced, have gone uniformly to prow 
how little credit is due to his moft folemn d eel a ratio ns.-- 
The above narrative will afford a ftriking illuftration of this 
Remark. Although the jcirqumftances it relates are in 
themfelves fo ftfauge »ai improbable, Itiat ttt induce a 
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belief of them, tlw moft circoiDftantial evidence mv/lty X 
fhould iougine. be required, yei Hyder B^ Kbin b»8 
rcfted upon thetif, > one only exixpted, upon )n% b«rs 
affirmatioa, exprefsly, ss it would wcm, to give me once 
again an opportunity of explaining, from that one, witti 
how much indifference he JalliBcs it.-— He fays, " I aikc4 
" him what bis plan for modelling the Vizier's governmcot 
*' was, in the execution of which he was delirous of mr 
f ailing with him : He repeated verbally fome articles.~>t 
f* called for pen and ink, and wrote them down as he re- 
" peatcd them ; and then alkcd whether thefe were all, or 
f ' if there was any thing more ; he replied, This plan, af- 
*' ter diis manner, is agreeable to the orders of the GoTer-, 
V nor and the Gentlenfcn of the Council, directed to be ' 
** carried Into cxecutipn ; ^hich, at the time of my cotu- 
'* ing here, they gave to me perfanally, and delivered to 
** me in writing "— r-Thc Minifter, Gentlemen, did not, 
ai he alTerts, call for pen ^nd ink, anij write down, as I 
repeated them, the articles here mentioned ; kut he fat at 
home, and deliberately forged what he has fince wickedlf 
endeavoured to perfuade the Governor General, and the 
Board, was my produdion> I only regueft, it may be 
compared with the plan I really delivered to him upon this 
fubjeft, and which I have already had the honour to fub- 
mit to you. After fo decided a proof of his cohfuramate 
treachery, is it neceflary I ftioutd proceed to a formal de- 
nial of the reft of his narrative ?w.lt is not poUible, that s 
Gentleman Ihould be io carelefs of his own dignity, or fo 
wanting in rcfpciS to the chara£ter and fiation of the Go- 
vernor General ; and I therefore feel the indecorum of of- 
fering either to deny or to apologize. At the fame time, I 
am tree to declare, that my refpeftalonc rcftrains me from 
tendering, not only my honour, but my oath, on this oc- 
cation, in oppolition to Hyder Beg Khan ; who has not. 
from the firft word of the above narrative to the 1^ once 
devisted into truth.

Mr. Biillow came in the evening. His firft converfation 
turned upon affairs in Europe ; that other Gentlemen were 
coming, in confequence of the difmifllon of the Governor 
and others ; that the pcrfon who was coming in the place of 
the Governor, who was a chief of high rank, was related 
to Mr. Cowpcr ; that tha idea, which lately exifted, that by 
the appointment of a former Miniftcr, who was the friend 
of the Governor, the Governor's ftjbility would be fecur- 
ed( was at length known te be erroneous, for that the Go- 
vernor's milconduft was now plainly proved and alcertain- 
ed in Europe; *' therefore," fajd he, " it is my wifli, 
" that you and I fhoufd enter into mutual eDgageraents^ 
" for, by a£ting in confort with each other, affairs will 
** be effedually condu£ted. I have been recommended in 
" Europe to thofe Gentlemen who are coining, and my 
*' heart is every way at reft with refpeft to my own af- 
•' fairs." 

I afked him for what particular purpofes it was that he 
reqtiired fuch fccurities from me ? He replied, '* For the 
" well modelling the Vizier's Government ; and further-' 
** more, that you Ihall not enter into any engagements 
" with any one but me." 

I alked him. What his plan for modelling the 'Vv£\ti'a 
Government was, in the execution of which be was dcfi- 
rous of my afting with him ? He repeated verbally feme 
articles. I called for pen and ink, and wrote them down 
as he repeated them (vide articles, No. 5.] ; and then 
alked whether thefe were all, or if there was any thing 
more? He replied, " This plan, after this manner, is 
" agreeable to the orders of the Governor and the Gentle- 
" men of the Council, dircftcd to be carried into execu- 
" tion ; which, at the time of my coining here, they gave 
*' to me perfonally, and delivered to me in writing. Their 
** orders for the eftabUlhment of the Feriian Dulter have 
** been lately written, and received by me ; and I have

liilo to ht the orders of the Governor) that fuch things 
were not to depend on the Nawaub's being informed 
of them, *' from an apprehenfion of informed of them," - 
. from an apprehenfion of my honour, as he had faid that 
any " evafions or objcflioni that might arife would not 
*' be the Nawaub'g, But mine," I had executed them ; ■ 
*' that now, from the introduAion of the prefcnt plaa, 
*' the authority of his Highncfs would be annihilated ajto- 
*' gcther ; if the Nawaub (hould hefitate to confeut to this 
** plan, what were his intentions in that cafef^* 

He replied, I will not fuffcr it to depend on the Na-* 
waub's compliance or non-compUanCe ; I will Carry it into 
execution. I anfwercdi that I would not, in any manner 
whatever> difputc the Governor's commands, for that I 
was declaredly a dependant on him, and was fatisiied that 
whatever he Ihould order muft be right in every ntfeU -, 
bat defired that in cafe I fhould, agreeable to his (Mr. 
Briftow's) orders, execute the buGnefs in oppoHtion to th« 
inclinations of the Kawaub, he would procure, for my fe- 
cnrity and fatis&Aion, a letter fiova. the Governor directed 
to me, importing that I muft z& agreeably to whatever h» 
(Mr. Briftow) might diitft; and that I muft not fuller my 
compliance to depend on al!em or dilTent on the part a( 
his Highnefs; as in that cafe, if his Highnefs Ihould htt 
offtnded, I fhall on this fide be fure of prote&ion and fup- 
port ; nay, that it appeared neceflary, moreover, that thefe 
articles Ihduld be written and tranfmitted to me. 
' He replied, " I tell you that the Governor is difmifled t 
*• of what ufc is it then to require letters from thence ?" 
I anfwered, that I was a dependant on the Governor ; as 
long as he continued at Calcutta, I would ad in obedience 
to his pleafure ; and whenever the period for his departure 
Ihould arrive, 1 would go to him, and would then do at 
he Ihould dircA. 

He replied, " All this labour and trouble is unneCcflsry; 
•* I offer you the fccurities neceflary ; being perfectly (alis- 
" fied and fecure myfelf, with refpe^l to the Gentlemen 
*' who are coming. I will give you a Coulnamab, binding 
*' mylelf to fupport and promQte yflur intcrcfts both in 
•' Calcutta and in Europe." ■ ' 

I anfwered, that he muft not conlider my declarations 
of dependance on the Governor as a matter of profeflian 
only; but be alfurcd, to a certainty, that whenever pofitive 
information ihould be received that he was abou.t to depatt 
' for Europe, I would wait upon him, and in whatever 
manner he IhpuM dircfl, fo I would aft. 

" It appears then," he faid, '* that you will withdraw 
*' yourfelf from the management of affairs here." I re- 
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plied^ that I eitecutcd the duties of my ofEcc, in fafl^ 
through the influence of the tioveriior'i fupport ; when ho 
*a?gone to KurQ^> through the influence of whofe pro- 
te^km was I te 'manage affairs ?— that I would liot con- 
tinue. *.■.'■ 

He was offended at this -declaration, and replied, *' I. am 
'* every way ready to give yon fecurity and fatisfaftion. 
" Such confidence in the difpolition of the Governor, or 
" in his intimate dependants, is idl« and ill-founded ; it 
" is itnpofltbte' to piacc dcpendaBcc on the Gorcrnor's" 
*' word or declarations."-— I laid, that hitherto from the 
beginning fiis kindnefs towards me had been always in- 
Crtafing'; I had never experienced any deficiency or altera-* 
tion in his difpolition toviards me-, and that "human 
"•'' nature is the flavc of kindnefs," was among us a pro- 
verti, — Much converfation of this fort palTed between us ; 
after ihat he faid, " I will caufe the orders I have received 
*' refpeding the modelling of this Govomment to be tran- 
•* flatcd into, Perfian by my Moonfhce, whor is a truft- 
*' 'i*flrthy perfon, and deliver it to you ; you will do well 
•' to foliow the example of Mokhtaur ul Dowla, and enter 
" into a written engagement and agreement with me.'* 

In order to know* of what nature Mokhtaur ul Dowla's 
Cout Namah'^a.s, I propoftd to him to give ms a copy of 
it, that I might eonfider it ; but added, that fecurity on 
the part of the ■G'o^■ernor was abfolutcty ncccffary in the 
firft inftance : That lie {Mr. Biiftow) aflerted tliat the Go- 
vernor was und6iibt6dly difmiifed ; in conre<]uence of 
which my l^culties and uiideiilanding were no longer in 
tile ftate ncceffary to do bufinefs; 

He encour^cd mc by aiTurances of his own liability, 
and faid, " The day after to-morrow I (hall go to Pu(- 
** terree GbaUi'; there I fliall have-leifure ; I will remain 
" tliere two days ; I will caufe the tranflation of the or- 
** ders for the modelHng and arranging altairi hero to be 
" written, and gire it to you on ray return." 

Cctifldering a refpite of three or four days as an advan- 
tage gained, Wxpreflcd the greatefi approbation : Again [ 
lepcated the qiieflion on this point, whether thrfe were the 
ordcn, " That, whether his Highnefs (hould be fatis6eil 
" or diJTatisfied, at all events the bufinefs muft be done i" 
I — lie faid " Yes — the orders arc ahfolute : If his High- 
" nefs fliould prove obflinate, ' I will not advance any 
** thing for the expences of his Strcar i 1 will fufpend the 
*' payment of his ftipend — when he ihall he diilreiicd for 
" his neceliary expences, he will acquief|:e of his own 

He then opened to me the real ohjed ofyefterday's con- 
verfation i faying, there were cenain points on which, on 

• the 
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^'arrival of the new Gentlemen, caution would be ne- 
ceflary. — I aflted him, on what points ? He fatd, " Such 
" as the bufinefi of Colonel Cutnming, in which a fliqka 
" was written without the Vizier's knowledge ; and others- 
*• of the like nature which may have taken place : Thii 
'* circumftancc has provedhighly difagreeable totheGcn-' 
** tlemcn of the Council : Whenever his Highnefs ftiall 
" aiieit that thefe things haVe been done without hit' 
" knowledge, blame will fall upon you." 

I leplied. that in obedience to him I had cadfed it to b6 
done ; that he had repeatedly atkcd me, " why I introdii-' ' 
" ced the name of the Vizier f" That I muft aft as he "^ 
diiefted ; that efpecially, on the bufincfs of the Shoka to 
Colonel Cumming, he had importuned me for three days, 
and that, from a regard to the prefcrvation of my honour,' 
I had cailfed it to be written without the Vizier's ktiow- 
kdgc ; that the fame had been done with refpeft tb tlie 
TuDcaw of the Turkfwars, and other matters. 

He replied — '* It is ort this account I fay to yo\l, flial 
*' now you and I are about to be united, you muft confi-' 
*' der any thing injurious to my rephtation; which Ihalt 
" befal me, as befalling to yourfelf ;' and thus any thing of 
** that fort, happening to yOU, I {hall confider as happen- 
*' ing to Bic. You replied angrily^ to, my letter, that by 
** my defirc you had amxed the fcal of the Vizier, Without 
•' his knowledge, to the Shokas, and deliTfered them." 

I replied, that this was not Written in anger \ that he 
bad accufed mc of difobeying th« orders of the Gentle- 
men of the Council, and his pleafure ; that I, in Wplyj' 
had infertcd the particulars which I bad done in obcdicnco' 
to the orders communicated by hirei, and to his ^leafute;

he faid to me uarbailyt I would aft agreeably to his plea- 
fure; but that when he thought proper to pu9 his fenti- 
ments upon paper, aud give them in wtitingj if I did not 
anfwer them faithfully and fully, I myfclf fbould be fubjeft 
to accufations.

ably thereto. 1 waited on Mr. Briftow, butdid fiatinform 
him of my reprefentation to the Vizier ) I only told him, 
that fuch petitions, fo fupf rfcribed by the duitkh\it of ^i'- 
Cowper, had been receivcdi and that Mr. Cowper had re- 
quired the Nabob's feal to be afSxed to them ; adding, that 
if he ordered me ib to do, I would leprcfent the bulinefi 
to the Nabob. He replied, That it was not in fa£t ne<;er- 
iiiry to inform the Vizier; irlienever he:thou]d fettle and 
arrange the plan of the Adawlut, I might reprcfent it to 
him. After this he afked me, if I had received anyintel- 
iigence from Calcutta. I replied in the negative. He then 
ipoke of ailairs in Europe ; that the Governor General, 
and other Gentlemen of the Council, were difmilTcd : 
And he then proceeded to reflefi on your conduft in fuch 
a manner, that neither at the time bad I the power to en- 
dure his rcdeftions, nor have I now the heart or hand to 
write them. I f>id on this occafion what my tongue ena- 
Wed me to fay, refpefting your qualities ; oWcrving, that 
owing to you, .appearances weic fupported and kept up to- 
wards the Chiefs of flindo{^an \ and that if, which God' 
forbid, you Ihould go to Europe, even thofc appearances 
would remain no longer, and that a wprld would be in- 
volved in fuii). Mr. Brillow was ofiended at this obferva- 
tion : He faid, that he he had not fpokc of tlte Governor 
but at tlic time when he was difmilTecl \ if he had not beeq 
^lifmiiTed, he fhould not have mentioned thefe things. He 
then proceeded to fayi that in the fame manner as the Go- 
vernmeat at Calcutta had been new modelled, in the fame 
manner the Government here Ihould be new modelled ; 
adding, *' Eptcr into engagements with me j I alfo, on my 
. '* part, will give a Coul Naunieh to you under my hand, 
" and we will jointly new model tliis Government." I 
demanded to know in nhat manner ; he replied, '* I will 
•* fend out other Aumils over the Nabob's country — Soorat 
** Sing, the Dcwan of the Surcar, is grown old— I will 
*' appoint a new Devran— I will take the Dufter account of 
P4 ■ _, *• th» 
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*' the revenues of the Siircar with my own handa — I writt 
'' have the whole military cftabliflimcnt, by the forming of 
" new troops under my own authority— I will appoint ano- 
*' thcF Trcafurer, and keep up the public Treifury in 9 
" feparate building, under the charge of my own people ; 
" and I will iS^e to the Vizier, in fpecie, as much as may 
*' be actually ncceflary for his ezpcnces. When I ihall 
** requeft it you ihall advance ten or twelve lacks of rupees, 
*' to defray expences, from your private property ; and yoa 
** muft engage not to write on affairs here to Calcutta. 
" We Englifh gentlemen arc all united together, as one 
*' pcrfon t aqd in the end it will not be well for you fo to 
*' do. If you will enter into engagements with me, ^rec- 
*' ably to thefe conditions, fo much the better; we will 
*' aA in concert in the management of affairs : If not, I 
*' will, on the firength of my own power, do as I have 
*' declared ; and you muft not again complain that, I have 
•' deprived you of the exclofivc powers' of your office." 
I, who wasAricken dumb and confounded by wliat he had 
feid tefpefling you, replied. That I would return home i 
arjd, having weighed and contidered the bulinefs, would 
reply to every particular. At my two fucceedir.g vifits to 
Mr Briftow, he again renewed the propol'al refpeflins; the 
Cowl Nameh , to which Ireplied, That I was fubordmate 
to him -y that with vefpeft to the management of the affairs 
of Government in concert, I would, in fubordination to 
him, and to the ytmoft of my power, fulfil his commands — ■ 
that no other engageincnts, but thofe of obedifnce, ought 
to be entered info by an inferior with his fuperior, 
J^c was offended at this anfwer. At this junfture his 
Highnefs took leave of Mr. BiJftow, and went on an ex« 
^urfioji to hunt- Mr. Cowper again fent me a roefTagc, im- 
porting that, his Higbnefs being abfent from Lucknow, I 
jhould af&x my own fcal to the petitions' which he had fu- 
perfcribed, that the awards might be carried into execution. 
J waite^ on Mr. Briftow, and r'eprefented thefe circum- 
Aances, relative to the bufinefs of me Adawlut, &c. Mr. 
^nftow made me no arfwer. Two days after, he wrote 
me 3 ktrc^r, to which I replied ; I have fent copies of both ; 
' they attend yourpcrufal. He tells me his Higbnefs has no 
knovtiedgc in thefe matters ; but all thefe cvafions come 
from me. Mr. Cowper iffues his doflkhuts to the Nabob, 
as to jn Aumil, or the Cutwal of the city \ in addition to 
inhich he fays, '* What does the Nabob, know of thefe 
1' matters ? you muft enforce them without his know- 
" ledge." His Highnefs deeming it derogatory to his ho- 
nour, and fubverfiye of his authority, refufed to comply. 
I have been raifed from the earth to rank and honour by 
you» and aui every wav prepated to fulfil your plcafurc.

Mr. Briftow is determined in his rcfolution* refpefiing' 
Mr. Cowper's authority over the Adiwlut ; the ippoitit- 
mcnt of a Dewan to thefc Soubahs 1 the taking poneffion 
of the dufter accounts of his Highncfs's Snrcar ; and the 
appointment of a new Trcafurcr, that he may have the 
general Treafary of the whole country under his diftinft 
and feparate authority. Whatever may be your orderi with 
refpeft to thefe afiairs, thofe I will obey : I will not evade 
compliance with your comaianda. Such is the condud of 
Mr. Brillow. He fays, that whatever meafurcs he direds, 
I muft execute, without regard to the ncceffity of inform- 
ing the Vizier ; otherwife he, of his own authority, will 
execute ibem His Highnefs, from a regard to the prefw- 
vation of his honour and authority, retufes hi* content. 
Thus circumftanced, whatever Ihatt be your orders, thafc 
I will obey, rcqucfting pcrmiffion to rcprefcnt them on 
your part to his Highnefs, who conlidert his profperity and 
yfelUbcing to depend upon you.

]Prom the Nuvvaub Vizier, to the Honourable the Gover- 
nor General. — Received March iSlh, 1783* 

Ufual introduction. . 

From the commencement of the friendlhip between the 
late Nauvaub and you, and the Gentlemen of the Council, 
en this fide, there has been no deficiency. In confcquencs 
of the interchange of turbans between you and the late 
Nauvaub, I look up to you, as to the brother of my fa* 
ther. — My country and my dwelling are yours. I have on 
all occalions flndied yoiiT plcafure, and &e latisfa&ion of 
the Gentlemen of the Council. You, on your part, have 
flill a£ied in a manner correfponding with the duties of 
friendlhip and alfe£tion, and I feel and acknowledge the 
obligation. 

The difpofition and conduft of Mi;-^flriftow Were for- 
merly known to you. You lately wrote to me, that hav- 
ing included him in the number of your chofen and feleA 
friends, you had fent him her?. And Major Palmer, 
agreeably to inftrudions from youj returned from Cawn* 
pore to Lucknow, to advife and encourage me : this he did, 
recommending attention and regard to the inclinations and 
fatis&£tian of Mp. Briftow. 

Mr. Briftoff, at his liril interviews, aflumed the difguife 
(f afiability and lundaeii. ilit &ft prQpofal wi»f that I 

, jhould 
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tiioaU intnift Itim with the mimeenitnc of mj hovkhoM ; 
if Iwoald, be ftid. be would conduft the bofiocrs of that 
depifftmeDt in fgch a nwnner as Ihoold give mc m&ute 
{n\%f*i.0\6n, I replied, that for ihe intereu of the Compa- 
ny's Circ«r,.he hsd full public povrers, and that I approved 
ot them iiom my heart, 4s the iDe»i5 of confirming and 
Arengthening tlic fricndfliip between the Company and 
nic> and that I would comt>ly with every thing he might 
pTQpolie for the beocfit of the Company's Surcar ; but that, 
in my hoofehold concerns, there was not anv thing of fach 
importance as to render it necelTary to tfouble him. 

In a few days, he afliimcd a line of condu£t correfpond- 
«nt to his difpofition. To attempt a particular and minute 
account of it, would be vain and fruitlcfs: I^ot one cir- 
cumftaiue which could be produi3:iye of indignity, coa- 
tempt, or ttta annihilation of my authority, has he Icfc 
unperformed-'— Shokas, refpcAingthc regiments and oth« 
matters, he has caufed to be written, through Hydet Beg 
Cawn, without my knowledge. — He has fenl a Suzzmd 
to Furruckabed contrary to my inclinations, and is pre- 
fiarin'g to fend Suzaawuis to other places. — He has ilrtdly 
fortnd my Minifteis frflm writing to you on the flate of 
things ; declaring, that if any one ^lefumed to write a 
£nglc circumftance of the tranfafiions here to Calcutta, he 
would call bim to a fevcre accbnnt.' — He fent a meflagc to 
me, direfiing me to appoint a Trcafurer and Comptroller 
of his choonng ; that the monies from the Mahaluts, af- 
ligncd for the expcnces of my houfehold cflablithments and 
domefiict, fliould be paid to the above-mentioned Trca- 
furer and Comptroller, and kept in a feparate houfe allotted 
to that purpofe ; that people fent by him Ihould be Rationed 
there far its protection ; and that what was necelTary fhould 
be expended with his knowledge, and under bis diredion- 
I repjied, that every on* throughout the whole eiBpire^ 
from the higbcft to tbe loweft, had the diie&ion of his own 
hou&hold ellablilhmentt and domcdic ; and defired to 
know, whether he would deprive me of that authority alfo ? 
— He arifweredj That fuch were the orders of the Gentle- 
men of the Council, and he would execute them, — I re- 
pi%rcnted to him, in the moft earncft and forcible ternu, 
by meflage, that thig mesfvre would be Qf no benefit to him, 
but that It would cover me with indignity and dlQionour in 
the eyes of all mankind ; that it would be laid, the Navaub 
Vizier wat fo completely divciled of aU ppwer and autho* 
rity, that, by the appointment of a Treal'urer and Comp- 
troller, he had no longer any command over his household 
cftablimtpent and domellic feivants. — This mcflage had no 
effefli. — He came to vifil nj?. pnd alked, wby I entcrtaiocd 
^ppFcfaengoni fiMs tbc upp^inuneut of a Treafurcr and 
Comptroller i 
. - r,,:,,.,, .Gotwlc 
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Comptroller ? that be propofed it with s view to the regu- 
lation of my affairs. — ^He had faid at firft, that aeither Iw 
nor Hyder Beg ftiould have any concern in the appoint- 
mcnts of the Tieafuier and Comptroller, but that I mosld, 
appoint whom I thought proper. I replied, that the ap- 
pointments of Treafurcr and ComptroJLer to my houfeboM 
would be a difgracc to me. — After that, he propofed that I 
myfelf Iheuld take upon me the management of all my af- 
fairs, and that the Minilten fhouid be difmiOed.— As I 
knew that this propofal for the difmilTion of the Minifterf 
was made with a fccret view to the full ellablifliment pf bit ' 
own authority, in order to found his intentioni, I obfcrvcd* 
that in the time of Muktar nl Dowla iimilar converfations 
had pafled between us ; and ,that, when I wanted to do it,' 
he himfeif proteftcd him. — Hereplied, That I might now 
do whatever I thought proper with rcfpcft to the Miniftcrs j 
that he would give it under his hand and feal, that they 
ihould not receive protci^ion either from him or from the 
Gentlemen of the Council. — I faid, that the Miniftets had 
hitherto committed no crime worthy of difmiflion; but. 
that I wifhed he would give up the intended appointments 
of Comptroller and Treafurcr. — He replied, That be bad 
orders to that purport, and that it was not in his power.—" 
Here the convcrfation ended, and he retired> 

Again he repeated his melTage for the appointment of the 
Treafurcr and Comptroller. I faid, in anfwcr, that tho 
Jaghyres of my parents, my relations, my friends, and 
my officers^ frere all fequeftered ; that they had no means 
of fubliltenc*.; and that it was my with to admit them all 
to a participation in the little which remained to me; but 
that he would not permit even that : That he threw a cord 
about my neck, to prevent my eating my morfel in eafe. 
and comfort ; that the mileries of my fnendt, relations* 
^nd Jagheerdari 61led me with the deepcft diltrcfs : To 
that he added tbefe difquietudei : and I entreated him, for. 
God's fake, to leave me at reft. 

He again vifited me in petfon, fcying, I dclire you to 
appoint a Treafurer and Comptroller, your Highnefs re- 
futes to acquicfce to-day. 1 tell you plainly that my orders 
are peremptory ; that, whether you may be picafed pr dif- 
pleafcd, I will at all events appoint a Comptroller and a 
Treafurer, will call in the money from the Janidauds, and 
will, ifluc it under my own authority for the cxpenceg of your 
bourchold. — I replied, in whatever-you may propofe for.thc 
benefit of the Company's Sircar, I am ready to acquiefce; 
but to an arrangement of my houfehold, fo difgraceful uid 
pernicious, I alio will never agree. . I will not content to bo 
deprived of my prt^r authority, and to receive from yotir 
\t^d ^p fubfiftfacc (of toy dofoefti? ^rvantff ipd tbe ani- 

fnaU 
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mals of my honfehold. If your orders are peremptory-,' 
give to rac a copy of the orders of the Gentlemen of the 
Council. My fcal is forthcoming; I will fend it to you, 
and you may do my violence whatever you may think pro- 
per, I will (hut up the doors of my houfe ; there I will 
lit, and feclude myfclf from all focicty. — 'He replied, it 
was well \ he would give me a written copy of the orders 
from the Gentlemen of the Council. I might fend my 
feal ; he would at all events CKecute the mcafurc. — He then 
rofoand retired. 

For two days repeatedly I fent my feal to him by the 
Moulavvee, that he might do whatever he thought pro- 
per} and then he faid, that if I would not affix my feal 
voJimtarily, my feal was unnecelTary, He would fend let- 
ters under his own feal, and would himfelf appoint a Trea- 
furer; to which I returned no anfwer. — Accordingly the 
Tunkhaw monies, which came in, he delivered to Mr. 
Cowper, and Mr. Cowpcr appointed a man, named De- 
chait, ta the office of Trcafurer. 

Whatever he choofes to have written to any one, be 
eaufes draks of Shokas to be made out by his own Moun- 
ihee, and lends them by Sheick ShufFcr UUab. Sbcick 
Shuffer Ullah's Khedmiirgar caufcs them to be written by 
my Mounfhce; and, having caufed my feat alfo to be 
affixed to them, carries them away* Hence you may form 
a judgment of the extent of ray authority, and of that of 
my Minifters. 

He brought forward, and carried into execotion, a re- 
4uAion of the troops ; and that too without coihfulting me, 
.even as a common Sura-rilhtedar. He threatens my Mi- 
nifters, telling them to a£t as he dircfls, otherwife he will 
caufethem.to be turned out of their offices. The Minif- 
ters, intluenced by the terror of this menaccj obey him ; 
and this he conftrues into the management of ailairs, with 
the advice and approbation of the Miniftcrs of my Sircar. 

The whole city, and many of the Gentlemen here, are 
acquainted with the indignities I fufler. My lituation, 
my friend, although I am every way devoted to your plea- 
fiire, is wretched Iwyond mcafurc ; my friends and my re- 
lations, the Jagheerdars, and the officers of my Govern- 
ment, are ftarving. By enquiry inform younelf of the 
a^ual lituations of thofe people. Suiih is my own condi- 
tion, thac Mr. Briftow throttles me, as it were, in order 
to force the morfel from my mouth. 

I am made wretched to extreme by this conduft of Mr. 
Briftow, If you will give me leave, artd write to me to 
Aat purport, I will come to you. Allow me not to be 
rendered contemptible in this country, where we have lived 
for three generatioijs in hoiratur ai>d profpeiity. I will 

conw 
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come to you, and I will make no complaint i either do 
this, or deliver me from the hand of this man. I am de- 
voted- to your j)leafure : I will not obje£t to any thing ; 
whatever you may dircd, agreeably to that I will a£t. If 
you are folicitoua to promote my piofperity, confer upon 
me difcretional power over my country, and for the pay- 
ment of the monies to the Company. By heaping tb^ 
miferies and indignities upon me, Mr. Briftow has engag- 
ed for the payment of certain fums, after obtaining a per- 
fe£l knowledge of my fituation. Whatever may be the 
mode pn which you (hall determine, be pieced to inform 
me thereof, and I will caufe the monies to be paid to you 
through the hands of my Mimflers. If any deficiency or 
default of payment ihall arife, do on ihe inftant whatever 
you fhall think proper. In freeing me fiomthefe indig- 
nities, you will procure a lafting reputation to yonrfetf. 
Concludes as ufual. 

P. S. In the Nuvvaub Vizier's own Hand. 

My diflrefles and unhappinefs, my friend, exceed all 
tounds. This is the time for kindnels and generous af- 
fedion. I entreat that I either may obtain my requeft, or 
that you will call me to you.

Extraft of a Letter from Mr, John Briftow, Refident at 
the Vizier's Court, to the Honourable the Goremoc 
General; dated the latb December, 1782. 

1 have endeavoured to conciliate the Vizier, and never 
undertaken any meafure but under the fandion of his or- 
iders. Hydcr Beg Cawn did, upon my firft entering upon 
the bufinefs, mention his Excellency s objeAions to the 
inode of receiving the Company's claims, by alignments 
on the country ; and founded me, whether it would not 
be prafticable to induce you to make an alteration in the 
fyftem ; he even told me, the Vizier exprefled his difap- 

Jirobation of the detachment under the command of Co- 
onel Sir John Gumming- His Excellency had agreed to 
defray the expence of four regiments, previous to my arri- 
Tal ; but he wilhed the troops might not be Rationed in bis 
dominions. Of this tranfaftion you have received infor- 
mation. The Nabob told me, at my fecond intervieWf 
that hit country was in peace, and he did not recjuirc any 
funher military aid from the Company. This language 
cuircfpondcd with what I had reafoa to expeft from your 

expla- . 
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explanation. I candidly ndd Hydcr Big Cawn, I coAfi'* 
dcred k dictated by him. When T afterwardt furnifhed him 
with the eftimate of claims upon the Vizier,- he aflcnted 
to the amount, and aflbred me of his entire convidton of 
the neceflity of the detachment, and that the Vizier woold 
approve of its being (lationed in his dominions. Since 
this converfation, Hyder Bey has not pleaded any objeftion 
by the Vizier, as obftacles to my meafurcs ; but has ob- 
tained his fgoAion, on every occafion, that I have found it 
neceflary in the execution of my duty. 

Hyder Beg Cawn confeGes to me, ibat fiinda to the 
amount of forty-nine lacks of rupees were laft year ap[»o- ' 
priated to the Vizier's expences : From this fum he was to 
defray not only the charge of his houfehold, but the pen- 
lions of the Tuncowdars and Jaghurdais, whofe Jaghecrs 
were refumed. The nature of the dilburfements you wtU 
underftand from the (latements. , 

I think the fums charged could not have been applied to 
the ferviccs for which they were allotted ; the perfons cn- 
trufled with the great offices about his Excellency's perfon 
muft have abufed the confidence repofed in tbem, as large 
arrears are due to the Nabob's fervants. To afixrtain the 
fa£t, will require time. I have recommended that the plaa 
you have thought proper to di reft, in regard to the Vi- 
zier's expences, be carried into execution ; and ftiaJl, in 
due time, communicate the intended arrangcmenu for 
your approbation. Notw it h Handing the language occa- 
fionally Iield by the Vizier, I have every reafon to believe 
he is fenfible of tlic adifautages he derives ftom his alliance 
~^ with the Compar^, and of his inability to fupport him- 
, felf without it. You are fo fully acijuainted with his cha- 
raftcr and difpolition, that I fliall not prefume to trouble 
you with any particulars of his conduft ; I only Jiope,' in 
compliance with your Jire£tions, fo long as I may have 
the honour to hold my preient ftation, that I fball be able 
to obtain his confidence, and prevent expoftulatjoai, which 
might interrupt the confidence and cordiality tb^t qugbt to 
fubliit between his Excellency and your Government. 

I believe the principal objed of the Vizier's expollulationf 
was, to prevent any interference in thcfoveinmeiu of hia 
dominions, and to remove his apprehenlions of the Com- 
oany's placing him in the fame fituation as the Nab<^ Mo- 
oarack ul Dowla. He one day e^reiled himfelf to me, oa 
this head, in very firong terms. I aiTuted bis Excellency, 
nothing of the kind was intended. I recommended it to 
him, on no account, tb credit repons of this nature ; ao^ 
entreated him to withhold his confidence from pcrfonsif 
who might endeavour, by fuch inJidious reprefentations, 
to alatm his mind. He had always, I adoed, received 

fttong 
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ifoag proof* of the refpeft and regard yon peribnally en- 
tertain for him; and the ftcadinefi of hii condaft bad 
letided to cenfii-ai and perpetuate the friendfliip and alliance 
fubfiAing between bli Excellency and the Honourable 
Company. I beg leatc, before I conclude this hea<^ to 
inform you, an opinion had prevailed of their bciog divi>- 
fions in the Councrls of your Government. I hope I have 
done my daty in reprefenting, both to the Vizier and the 
Miniftcrs, tlitt the whole is a palpable faifdtood. 

It has been my ftudy to sender, as poblic as poffible, mj 
tefiimony of unanimity in the Members of Adminiitra- 
tion, that ttie tbtiow of a hope of evading or protrafting 
the execution of your mcafures may notexift.

Even in the pTefent reduced ftate, the amount is very 
' high ; but, conlidering the perfoni to whom they are 
granted, beina^ principally the Vizier's relations, the old 
Dependants of his family, or the fervants of Government 
, it would be difficult to make further rcduftions, particu- 
larly as molt of them were perfons living in great afflu- 
ence, and now depending folely upon the bounty of the 
Vizier for a fubCftence. 

The funds for the payment of thefe allowances can only 
be procured by the favings and rcduflions of ufelefs ana 
finnecefl^ry expences. In all arrangements, however, the 
Vizier's perfon^l charges, the army, and the Honourable 
Company's claims, will be the firft provided for. 

- The Honourable the Governor General, in his infiruc- 
ti<:niatChanar Gur, dated the 23d September, lySt, di-

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reftcd the late ReSdent to carry into execution the fiipula* 
lion the Vizier had entered into for the regulation of bis 
pcrfonal cxpences. No meafures have yet been taken in 
this bulinefs ; and I now b^Ieavc to fubtnit to your con« 
fideration the heads of tltcplaa which I have lecommendcd 
to the Vizier; viz. ,. ' 

ift. That the fuats appropriated for defraying tlie wages 
and allowances oC the Vizier's fervants, and the depart- 
ments of the hc^fehold, fhould be depofited under the 
charge o^ a Trcafurer. 

2a. That the monthly cxpences of the Viwcr's fer- 
Yants, and the departments of bis houfcbold, Ihould bo 
fixed, and paid by the laid Trcafurer, without fees ordc-

in explanation of the ift head, I beg leave to. inform 
you, the Vizier's fervants have conftantly fufFered great 
diftrcfs from the irregular payment of their wages and al- 
lowances. Arrears of many months are due to the greater 
part of them ; a few only have received their right, and 
they are principally the perfons at the head of the depart- 
ments. Money is often procured with difficulty for the 
fiables, kiichen, elephants, buildings, and other current 
difburfcments. The Afling Miniftcr aflerts, that upwards 
of forty-nine lacks was laft. year appropriated to the Vi- 
zier's cxpences. Out of this were paid not only the cbai;gea 
. of his houfehold, but part of the allowances to his Excel- 
leiKy's relations, compenfations to perfons wbofe Jagheers 
were refumed, and alfo penfions to the dependants of the 
Vizier's family, many of which originated in the reign of 
the late Nabob Suza ul Dowla. In propoling that funds, 
on account of the Vizier's houfehold, " ihall be depofited 
Tinder charge of the Trcafurer," I mean in a public cheft, 
agreeable to the Honourable the Governor General's in- 
ftru£tions ; and that one key fhould be kept by the Trca- 
furer, and one by the Afling Minifter, or any great officer 
of ftate to whom you may dircdl me to advife the Vizier to 
entrufV fo important a charge. The fecond head entirely 
conforms to the Honourable the Governor General's in- 
flruftions, and needs no explanation. On the third bead, 
I would fubmit lo your confideration, whether an officer, 
in the charaftcr of Aumccn, fliould not be appointed, to 
/ee the eftabiifhments w( re not encroached upon ; and, oa 

r 1*" 
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liis Aating.obj«Aions, that payments might be flopped tin- 
tii the Viiicr's pleafure fliould be ItnOwn i and if his Ex- 
cellency, on confideratioii, repeated his orders for bit war- 
rant pafling the Treafuty, it ft^oUld then be valid. 

The evil which the foarth head propofes to correft, ii 
^e principal caufe of the MaJ-adminillration of the affairs 
of the Vizier's houfehold. The fame men being farmers of 
revenue, or Aumils, and fuperintendants of departments 
about his Excellency's pcrfon, makes a Confufion of ac- 
counts, and gives Ihem an opportunity of withholding 
payment, and often appropriating th; funds to the fupport 
of exfwnces which are not to be confidered as requiring 
the firfl fiipplies. For inftancc, 1 think buildings, matte. s 
which relate merely to ftate, fuch al Itelauts, &c. ihould 
be provided for after the payment of the fervants' wages, 
flables, and other particulars, which naay be Hated in the 
light vf necefiartcs. 

This is the outline of the plan I have propofed for regu- 
lating the Vizier's houfehold ; and I entertain great hopes, 
that irom a lefs fum than has hitherto been appropriated 
on that account, every d^rtmcnt will be amply furnifhed. 
Probably a faving may accumulate at the end of the year 
from the introduSion of regularity into the mode of ifluing 
the ditburfements, now efiimated at the fum of tbii^-two 
lacks of rupees.

I have this day tranfmitted to the 'Board ftatements of 
the Vizier's receipts and difburfcments ; in ekplanation ,of 
which I beg leave to trouble you. No. i. and 2. with the 
particulars of the rcdnftion on account the Jaghyredars 
and Tuncawdars. Your long adminiflraiion of the Ho- 
nourable Company's a^irs will have furnifhed you with 
an intimate knowledge of the charaflers ai^d connexions of 
the principal perfons at this Court, and itlay make it pre- 
fumption for me to trouble you with any further detail, 
than to explain the principles upon which the reduAions 
arepropbfed. 

The Vizier's relations, the old fervants and dependants 
C^ his Excellency's Government, were confidercd as enti- 
tled to penlions. In many inflances, perfons have been 
put upon the lift, who were never paid even a faiall part 
of the fum granted them. Without any real pretention to 
the Vizier's bounty, they obtain thefe pennons, which 
were, in a manner, at the time conlidered as nominal; 
though the granting them was fufEcientiT impolitic, and

eltablilhcd a plea for future claims. The Tift, in Its' prcr- 
fent ftatc, was formed by Hyder Beg CaWli, who urgcd^ 
the diftrcfles of the perfoos retaiiied upon it ; that if their 
peniions (hould be ftruck off, they had no poiSble means 
of prodjiing a fubfiUcnce; and many of tncm had bcea 
granted allowancas by the Iat& Nabob Suja ul Dowlar ' 

The Jaghgudars enjoyed a more certain income than 
the Tuncawdars, and were, in gefieral, perfons of high, 
rank, or in the confidence of the Vizier, Many of the 
perlbns, whofe Jaghyers have been refumcd, will be thrown 
entirely upon -his Excellency's bounty for fubfiftence, par- 
ticularly the Orderlies, who- are none of them continued 
upon either of the lifts. It was the Minifter that reco(n- 
mcnded the fum of thirty-two lacks for thc~ Vizier's perfon- 
ti expences, though thirty only were mentioned inyotiT 
inflru£lions to me; as having been formerly fettled' I did 
notobjeA, beczufc he gave, as the reafi*n, that he could 
be anrwerablc that the Vizier would be fattsficd with it. I 
have no doubt but a considerable laving will aiccme ; and 
every exertion in my power IhaU be made to realize die ba- 
lance, and acconiplifh the points you have fo ftridly en- 
joined. I &ink it my duty, in the courfe of the execution 
of the reforin, to explain the particulars ; diat, in cafe the 
pFopofed plan fhould not meet with yoiir approbation, I 
may receive yoiic commands. 

I hope the intended arrangement* will eftablifli in thefb 
provinces a greater force, for lefs cxpcnce, than has hi» 
therto exifted.

A lift of the purwannaht liTaad by the Nabob Vizier td 
the rcfpeftive Aumils, on account of the junkhan mo- 
nies for the expcnceof houfeholdi together with the ftate* 
ment of the panicullr fums, accompany ibis letter ; but I 
have kept the parwannahs in my own hknds, as they hxvt 
not yet received the fignature and feat of the Vizier. 

If, by another effort, you can bring this bufinefs to a 
conclufion agreeably to my wilhesj fo much the better ; if 
not, it will be neceOary that letters, agreeably to the in- ■ 
clofed draft, be written by me, and by you, and tranf- 
mitted to the Aumils. In cafe his Highnefs Ihould refufe 
his aflent, you will write the letters from yoiirfelf, corie- 
fponding with the inclofed draft, and bring them with you« 
93 1 fhall fend them oiF to-morrow with my own'Ietters, 
which are now ready, and written to the fame purport, to 
the Aumils. 

The Governor General is at all events determined on the 
improvement of the Nabob's affairs.'^—From my reliance on 
you, I have been led to poflpone this matter during a'lons 
period ; but, as I confider the further procrailipation of it 
as a breach of the Governor 'General's orders, and as the 
caufeofthedifarrangementof all public buJinefs, therefor^ 
from aa attentioa tt} the-rcguUtton of alfairs in gener&l, it 
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fl out of my power to defer it any longer.— Thus, in con- 
fcquencc of my fricndlhip for you, I have not, dow^ to 
the prcfcnt time (which includes a period of thrcee or four 
months} communicated the accompanying extrad from the 
Governor General's letters, having ftill relied on yoy for 
the accomphfhn)ent of this bulinefs. Now, from abfolute 
necoffity, I write yo\i plainly, to refleA and meditate with 
attention on the mifchiefs which muft follow (to you)

Yov^ 
ire pleafcd to fay, that from your reliance on me you have

John Brifiow, Relident at tbe Vizier's Court, dated 
the i6th of Rubbee ul Owal 11^7* 19th February 

I have received yoijr letter, telling me, '^that my mef- 
. ** fage, through Raja Tcckct Roy, of his Highnefs't 
*'. having delayed the matter of the treafurer, was com- 
*• municated to you,"— Whatever the Vizier may have 
iCOaimanded on this fubje^t, I told ygu ; and whatever you 
have dire^ed me, that I have reprefented to his Highnefs. 
T^his day he repeated the fame fentiments as before. The 
particulars I ftated to you thiough Raja Tecket Roy, that 
wjien I informed his Highnefs of your commands regard- 
ing the appointment' of a Treafurer and MufhrufF, for. 
the good of his affairs, agreeable to the orders of the Go- 
vernor-general, I found people had created new, doubts 
in his mind. You demanded an explanation of thef« 
douto. I endeavoured in your behalf, as alfo in com- 
pliance with my duty to the Gpvernbr-general, to caufe 
tbciii to fubfide, His Highnefs was pleafed to fay, that 
notwithflanding the appointment of a Treafurer threw a 
flight upon him, as he fhould no longer preferve any au- 
thority over his houfehold, he was helplefs, and would 
confent upon thjs condition — " That you would after- 
** wards intercede with the Governor- general to fet afida 
"the appointment, and return the Tuncaws on accouilt 
" of the TurltiawaVs, for which a feparate ■ treafury had 
" *' beco 
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;* been cft^blift(cd uijder the charge of Mr. Cowper 1 his 
*( Highnefs Tequefied their pay Height be ilTucil by bim- 
t' fclf, or, as ufu^l, by Raja Tipper Chwnd."— You re-f 
turned for 3nfw:er, " My objc£t is to do tl« bulincfs; ic 
•* did not figoify : I agree." — In cppforipity to your or- 
der, I rcpreTentcd to his Highnefs your readincfs to in- 
^rcede with ^hc Governor, and return the affigntnentson 
account of (he Turl(fowara, after the Trcafurer and 
^uQirii^ Iho^ld be appointed- The following day, I 
prefcnted you with the draft of the letters. " You ap- 
*> proved thofe on account of the houfehold, and reje^ed 
** thofe on account of the Turldtjwars, faying they were 
" unnecelTary ; whatever had been done before in that 
*' refpe^ lhoul4 remain. The money fliould be paid to 
«' Mr. Cowper: when the pay was to be ifTued, you 
" would fend it to \\s Highnefs, that, if it was hla 
♦' pleafurc, he might have it paid to the troops through 
" Raja Tipper Chund, A Shok4 addrefled to you, to ' 
*,' this effefl, would fui^ce," — 'At all times I yield im- 
plicit obedience to your cojmmands. This day i prefented 
Sic letter relative to the houfehold for his Highnefs's fig- 
nature : He ordered thofe which had been written on ac- 
- count the TiirlcfowarG 10 be brought to him, 1 iirit fo- 
^cited his Highnefs to fign the Sbolca on account the 
houfehold, which ^ fhould carry to you \ . and the day 
after 1 would bring thofe concerning the Turtcfowars.-— 
His Highnefs earneSJy req.uefled that' the whole might be 
made out at one tirqe. I then r&prefented to him^ that 
gltering the Tuncaws refpefling the Turkfo wars was un- 
necelTary ; » letter to you, directing you to fend him the 
money, when the pay was to be ifVued, would fufEce. 
His Highnefs exprelTed his difpleafurc ; chafged'me with 
leaving, without his knowledge^ blended the Company's 
and the Turltfowars alignments; and, now that it had 
been agreed to return them, " I had not done it." His 
Highnefs would not CMlfent to fign the letters on account 
the houfehold : He faid he would do what had been fet- 
tled ; and he fuppofed, after what had palled, that,'whcn 
the Treafurer was once appointed, you would not inter- 
cede with the Governor. I replied, his Highnefs might 
depend upon vour.interceflion. He anfwered, it was evi- 
dently intended to difpolTefs him of all power, and dif- 
grace him, as you would iiot alter the alignments on ac- 
count the Turkfowars, agreeable to your promifs. What 
more could, you do againft hiifl"?— I repeated my repre- 
fantation to his Highnefs without effe^, and feht yoii 
information of all that had pafled, through Raja Ticket 
Koy ; aligning the true reafon for the delay in the ap- 
f>oiDtaii:;tt of uie. Trcafurer. Agreeable to your orders,^ 
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fhaWy early to-morrow, prefent your letter to his HigH* 
nefs, and inform you of his commands. 

You inform me, in a feparate paper, that you bat) written 
tome fully on the nth inftant, from which I could not ^1 
to be convinced, '• that the Governor will conflder every 
•• evafion on the^art of his Excellency folely as my st&j 
^' that I Ibould conitder the force of this obfervatton, 
*' That profeffions of duty and attachment are in them- 
^' felves vain, and muft be fupported by, fads and real 
** fcrvice. It refts with mc to prove the fincerity of my 
V profeilions, by carrying into execution the orders whicq 
*' have been repeatedly enjoined, though they are {till 
*' unperformed: That it is by this teft alone that the 
*' Governor and the Nabob will now be decided as to the 
•' reality of my duty and attachment." The day I re- 
ceived the letter, 1 did myfelf the honour to reprefcnt to 
you my ^tuation, my want of power, &c, at alfo that 
my duty and attachment had, from the lirft moment of 
your arrival, led me to conform, on all occafions, in the 
moft important as well as trivial matters, to your pleafure, 
with or without the participation of ht& Highnefs. I 
further fully explained to you, at the fame time, the rea- 
fons which had Induced a delay in certain affairs. Iq 
proof of the fincerity of my intentions, I beg leave to. 
ob&rre, that notwithftanding the Nabob repeatedly ex- 
prelled his refentment, that I uiou^d ilFue any fhokas with- 
out previoully acquainting him, I, on this occalion, fur- 
niflied you, unknown to him, with {bokas, on account 
of the Turkfowars Tuncpws, which I had drawn out! 
agreeably to the mode you had thought proper to prefcribe, 
1 feveral times informed ycu of the Nabobs difpleafure 
on this head; and your commands were, thatl fhould 
take no heed Of it, fince the bujinefs muH be fettled as 
you had ordained. In your letter of the 14th inllant, you 
dire£lcd me to write letters; and 1 accordingly wrote 
them, and have them in readtnefs : now alfo they are, 
ready. I obfcrvcd, in my letter, that I muft depend upon 
your protection, to fliield me from the Nabob's refent- 
ment in this t'efpc^l. Notwithflanding all thefe written 
tcftimonies, you obferve, that no dependance is to be 
placed in profcHions of duty and attachment, unlefs fup- 
ported by correfpondent condu£t. I have never hitherto, 
deviated in the ilightcft' degree from my duty, and even, 
now I am ready. You repeatedly gave me to underftand, 
that you was refolved to admit of no delay tn this afFaift 
and that it did not depend upon the confent or non-confent 
of his Highnefs; wherefoie do your demur about it } If 
ever I difobey your direftions, in conformity to the Go-, 
v4ii:or-gencrars orders, then charge me with a crime. 

Had, 
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tod I intended to delajr the difpatch of Hie bufinefs. why 
' did I write the letters f I prepared them that very day 
you ordered them, and kept'them by meeverfince. You 
Bccufc mc'of an offence of which I am not giiilty ; nor, by 
'- the grace of God, fliall I ever be to blame. I have not 
departed a hair's breadth from the duties of obedience, 
HOT fliall Itver do it. I am ready to ficrifice my life la 
the difcharge of my duty to the Governor-general > and 
in obedience to your orders. 

C(^ of a Letter from Mr. John Briftow, Refident at the 
Vizier's Court, to the Honourable the Governoi;-gc- 
neial, dated the 4.th March ly^S- 

1 now beg leave to inform you of my tranfadions in 
the execution of your orders, relative to the inftitution of 
public ofiicei.' I have met with great oppofition ; but as 
your commands left me no difcretion, and a ftri£t obe- 
dience became my indifpenfable duty, I deferred addref- 
iing you until I could ftate the matter in a clear point of 
view. 

The funds allotted for the Vizier's perfonal expenccs 
ivere adminiHered in a mod fliameful manner ; for, not- 
withftanding the large fums hitherto appropriated on this 
account) you will doubtlefs have been advifcd, from the 
reitort of every individual who has refided in this country, 
as well as from my communications to you, of the dif- 
trefs in the Vizier's houfehold ; particular departments 
having been left totally unprovided for, and the fervants 
Jcept many months in arrears. In my opinion, thirty-two 
lackS) the Turn fixed at his Excellency's particular rcqueft, 
^s much more than can be fairly expended : biit it was urged 
to me, that the refumption of the Jaghyres and redu£tion 
of penlions might caufe great dillrcfs ; and it would be 
pleafing to the Vizier to have the means of providing for 
.part of his family and dependants entrufted to his own 
bounty : and further, that forty-nine lacks had lall year 
been left to his Excellency's difpofal ; and the difierbnce, - 
amounting to feveuteen lacks, was in itfelf a confiderable 
redudtion. 

1 bad furnilhed Hyder Beg Cawn, above two months 
fince, with the plans ; and entertained hopes that, by his 
addrcfs and influence with the Vizier, I might avoid the 
oppolition that a public declaration of your intentions 
would create. Above a month elapfed, during which 
time no'progrefs was made in the bufmefs. 
. The fa£t is, whilft the revenues were managed folely 
ty Hyder Beg Cawn, he held in his own perfon the of- 
fices of coUcAioa and tieafuiy^ the Vizier wis on all 
occalions 
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occaRons compelled to appl^ to him for the daily Aipplj' 
of the current diftu/fements of his houfchold.— The Na- 
bob had thus become entirely depcDdant upon his mini' 
fter, and a dangerous influence was afTumed over his 
Sxcellency's mind : he was compelled to fpealc the fen- 
timent of his minifter, or expofed to the danger of having 
his income withheld. Hyder Beg Cawn difclalms holding 
any con'troul in thefe matters; ,bnt this is an affertioR 
ivith out proof; and I may, fafely aJfirm, that he hai 
hitherto had the entire difppfal of the Vizier's trcafures> 

Had the immeiife fums appropriated to the Viiler'spcr- . 
fonal expences been applied to any ufefu! public fervice^ 
either in a provifion for his family, in penfions to defcrv- 
ing fervants of the goverrtment, or to the pay of any part 
of the army, I fhpuld not be fo anxious to reprcfeilt the 
necelEty of a reform. The whole is diffipated among the 
orderlies ; a fet of men of low birth, and no pretenJions, 
who are a burthen to the~&ate ; living in aftuence, whilft 
the army -and every ufeful member of fociety ar^ left inl 
want of the necefiaries of life.— 7A ftriking ihfianCe of thi 
peculation that exifts in the Vizier's perfonal expences haft 
occurred within thefe fe* days, in Jao Loll, the fuper- 
intendantof his buildings, who has prbmifed a payment 
of fixty-three thoufand rupees to the Vizier, for frauds 
comojicted in his office, HisEkcellency is at this time ech- 
. ployed in a fcrutiny of a fimilar nature, into the iccduAtS 
of every fuperintendant Of the difleient departments, ttoA 
each of whom he will moll probably exaift rcftkutkih^ 
and, as ufual, receive the offender again into favour. 

I was told by Hyder Beg Cawn, the Vizier peremp^ 
torily reje£ted my propolitions, pleading that he IhouIA 
no longer be an independant Sovereign, if the Coihpitiy'* 
agents interfered in his piirfonal expences, — This an- 
fwer was repeatedly returned, through different perfons, 
whom his Excellency fele^ed to convey his icntimenti 
to me. Hyder Beg Cawn charges me with employing 
agents with the Yizier, which caufed the lofs of his au- 
thority, and occalioned his failure in the points I bad re- 
Commended. — I returned anfwers to all his Excellency's 
-mefTagei, but I never employed any perfons on my own 
behalf. The fubllance of my reprefehutiofis was uni- 
formly the fame, that I only had in view the profperity 
of his affairs, which could not be effeCUd by any other 
means than elUblilhing regularity in the adminiftratioh of 
his iinanccs, and in this I would confult his pleafure< 
I obje3ed to any mediation, and requeued the matter 
might be debated by the Nabob and myfelf. I maintaine4 
thatyour^intentions had been mifreprefented to himi that 
it was your vrilh his income ihould be entirely at his own 
, dirpvlal, 
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^irpofal, ind not iquandered away without his knowteage 
or aflcnt. In conformity thereto, I recommended 1 trcz* 
furer. and mufliruiF, for the department of his iiotWehotd^ 
and that the revenue, as colle^ed, Ihould be paid into a 
public chcft, from whence the difbudements fluald be 
ilTucd agreeable to his warrants; but, upon the Jireftnt 
fyfteni, nis treafure was appropriated to purpofes he never 
intended; that general diftrefs had prevailed, and muft 
.continue, till regularity fhould be e&abliflied. When 
the treaf«rer for the howfebold was firil propofed, I re- . 
commended that Rajah Tipper Chund Ihould hofd the 
oUce. Hyder Btg Cawn objei^ed, upon the plea of hifr ' 
being in a declared oppofition to him, aiKJ that his ap- 
pointment would In fa& be depriving him of the Niabut, 
I yielded to his obje£lions, declaring it a matter of in- 
difference tD me who the man might be, fo that a treaAirer 
was appointed. The Nabob afterwards, in an interview 
with me, of himfelf proppFcd Tipper Chund, of which 
I informed the mlnifteri who then afiefled to have con- 
quered his obje£ltions, [^ovlded 1 would give h'uii adlir- 
ances of fupport ; I acqufefced, and toot it for granted 
all difficuTttcs were adjufled ; but, to my great furprife, 
the next time I paid my relpe^s to the Vizier, he had 
changed his niind, and would have no treafurer. Hyder 
Beg Cawn, after feveral days altercation, informed me 
tbe vizier had at laft alTented to the appointment of 4 
treafutcr, but he now infixed that Tipper Chund fhoulj 
not be the man ; I returned for anfwer, it was certainly 
in his Excellency's bread to appoint whom he pleafedj 
and a banker of the name of Dooarkar Dofs was the per- 
son be finally nominated 'to the office. The intended- 
I^uQuuff Tacoor Dofs is a dependant of his Excellency's 
government, and a perfon whom I have no knowledge of, 
excqtt bycBarafter. 

When Tipper Chund was fet afide, the Vizier informed 
ine he had no objeiflion to my having minute accounts of 
his difburfements, only he wided to preferve his dignity, 
and appoint his own ilervants. He confidered Tipper 
CWna already in the charge of the ofSce of military pay- 
fiiafter-gcnerai ; and it was not his pleafure to make hint 
treafurer of the houfehoid. I am perfuaded thefe reafons 
could only have been fuggeiled by Hyder Beg Cawn, as 
the Vizier had privately Pent meflages to Tipper Chund, 
ihformatian of which he himfelf communicated to mej. 
i^queAIng }ic would undertake the <^fice. 

I readily agreed to the nomination of Dooarkar Dofs, 

tliat the Vizier might be convinced there was no defign, 

• concealed under a fpecious appearance, of leading him 

into a dependaace on the Company's agents for the funds 

of 
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of hit houfehold. In regard to Tipper Chund; Iv cer-* 
ta'inly holds the appointment of military paymafter -general i 
tut Hyder Beg Cawn has hitherto poifeffcd the aftual 
power of that office, and the accounts are prepared by his 
agents. 

I made a further trial of Hyder Beg Cawn's difpofition. 
The plan of your new fyfiem was left, as I faid above; 
upwards of a month in his pofleffion, without my once 
touching upon the fubjeft with the Vizier, during wbtch 
time he amufed me with daily hopes of obtaining bis Ex- 
cellency's approbation. When f at length experienced 
bis difmclination to move in the blifinefs, my only alter- 
native was to infift on a compliance j which fuegcfted the 
idea to Hyder Beg Cawn that he had lofl his inffuence, of 
which he took advantage, to make excufeS f»r further de- 
lays. It was his advice to me to hold very peremptory 
language io the Vizier; but this I declitied, is I did not 
chufe to incur his Excellency's difpleafure, and thiis ella- 
blifh a confiilence in Hyder Beg Cawn's attachment, upon 
the ruin of my own influence. I was direded, and my 
own inclination prompted me, to treat the Nabob with 
the highefl refpe£t ; his difpofition was well known to 
me, and I was fenfible, if it fliould be neccfTary, that I 
could conduit the bufinefs without agents or mediators : 
I wifhed the a£t might appear voluntary on the part of the 
Vizier, and his confequencc and authority be preferved 
entire in the eyes of the natives. The fad, in my opi- 
nion, is, that Hyder Beg Cawn, fenfible the inftitution 
of offices will check and controul his -condud, has por- 
pofely protra£ted the bufmefs, in hopes that an appeal to 
you might move a change. 

In proof of his wifh to protraA the bufinefs, he re- 
peatedly advifed me to appoint my own Munchy to the of- 
fice of treafurcr; which I deemed highly improper, and 
he mufl have been highly fenfible ofit himfelf: I declined' 
fuffering any of my own fervants or dependants to bold 
offices of trull and emoluments. 

The neceflary orders arc iffued to put the treafurer of 
the houfehold in charge of his office, upon the plan pro- 
pofed in the enclofed letter to Hyder Be? Cawn ; the 
appearance of the Vizier's dignity and authority is pre- 
ferved, and I will endeavour to fee that the difburfements 
in future be made agreeable to your commands. 

The Turkfowars, though part of the beft cavalry in 
the Vizier's fervice, have been moft fliamefully negleAed ; 
there are now ten months arrears of pay due to themj 
they wculd have mutinied if it had not been for my in- 
terference : three months will be ifTued to-morrow, and 
the balance lecured to the». Shortly after my arriral I 
folicit^d, 
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fblicited) 0"' <^ ^'^ unappropriate4 balance of eleven lacks, 
fct againft Almafs Ally Cawn, th^t aim lacks Hioufd t>t 
allotted for the fuppart of the Turkfowars. The mini- 
iler. under varipus pretences, evulqd compliance ; at laft 
the aj£gnment wa^ granted j and then it appeared, that 
five out of the felcven lacks had been paid, by Aloiafs Ally 
.Cawn^ agreeable to prior orders which he- had reCeiveJ* 
and «f which Hyder Beg Cawn never apprized me. I 
procured all tdgether fix lacks and eight thoufand rupees 
fity Almafs, and about two lacks on other Aumils. His 
-Excellency rem6iilli!ated againft thii affignment going in 
my name ; to which T anfwcred, as I kad uniformly dnm', 
Ihat It was a matter of total indifference to me through 
n^om the pay to the army was ifliied ; I did not wilh 
-thefc people to be under my authority, and my having 
jifked hioi for the affignments was the effect of neceffity, 
J would jvadily lelinquifli them upon the appointment of 
.a proper officer ; that in future the troops might be paid 
.in money, agreeable to the commands with which you 
liad been pleafed to honour me. I have not fcrupled be- 
ing very explicit with Hyder Beg Cawn, and have now 
taken the liberty to fubmit, in the moft unreferved man- 
Jier, to your confident ion, the particular! of my tran- 
fadions with him, oti two of the moSt material points of 
.your new fyftcAi. I havcgiven authority and confequence 
-to Hyder Beg Cawn's office, and propole leaving him in 
-the general controul of every other departpient ; but, as 
.nathing can relieve the country from the diftrcfs in which' 
it. is involved, but the moft rigid execution of yoiir or- 
ders, I ihall not (uSei it to be any longer impeded by tHe 
intrigues of individuals, however high in rank, I have, 
.ia obedience to your commands, employed Hyder Beg 
.Cawoi his profemons are fair; but, until I determined 
'on executing,, by my own authority, the meafures which 
the Vizier had rejeScd, I could not get any bufinefs of 
'importance fettled. 

The condud of Hyder Beg Cawn was *o be expe^ed ; 
it can hardly be hoped, that men Ihould willingly become 
the infiruments to reduce their own influence and advan- 
tages. I have endeavoured to imprefs upon his mind your 
unalterable determination of executing the new^fyftcmj 
and he had to make the choice, whether to obey your com- 
mands, or cxpofe himfelf to your difpleafure. 

You can only decide, whether my fufpicions of his fe- 
cretly countcra^fng my reprefentations are well founded.

' - i^roin-the general charaffe^-tjf Wrder HeglOntiyand lh(f^ 
known influence he has long poltefl^d ovear tWNabol?'*- 
nntid, which has led to an Uncontroulcd fw^ oVer all faia 
dominions, I 3tn inclined to believe that the betters from 
the' Vizier to the Govtrnor General were principally dic- 
tated bjF hts Minifler; ind thi^ cirCumftahce mult indues- 
thofe who view it in the fame light, to give fcfi Weight and 
confequence to the reprefcntations, than they^djld deferva 
ii they fprung from a rcsl fenfc of injuries received from' 
Mr. Brifto>V, as deeply iitprelied ia his ExceUencfy'i mind 
as they are' inculcated in his lettcn. 

It may be difficult for men, who feel thcmlelves injured 
by the mifrcprelentations of others, to confine themfelves 
folcly to their own vindication ; they are naturally prone to 
recriminate on their accufera. Mr. Briftow lias not been 
able to refrain from this efTor, in his'defence i bat J neither 
approve of it, not of the angry manner in.iriuch.he fpeakt 
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to the Board of a perfon, through the mediam of whole 
influence the Company's affairs have been To lone conduced 
'at The Nabob's Court, and who is entitled to refpeft as long 
tas he is deemed worthy of a£ting io that elevated ftation. 

With refpeft to the queftion before us, I am firmly of opT- 
tiion, that the charges againft Mr. Briftow are neither prov- 
ed or etlabhlhcd, and that his condufl: ought not to fubjcft 
him to the ccnfurc of the Board- Indeed the principal ao 
cufations againft him are founded only on his attempts to 
introduce fundry reforms, which have not focceedcd j at- 
tempts which do not appear to ftand in-contradiftion to the 
fnrit, orcven letter, of his inftruftions. — He has beea 
uiwarted and oppofed in all by the Minifter ) and* as far as 
I can coUefl from the charges thcmfelvcs, and Mr. Bnf* 
tow's reply, the appointments, which are held up as en- 
icroachmcnts upon theNabob's dignity and rights ofGovcm- 
Tnent, are not now eKifting. It would therefore be highly 
Tinjufi to condemn, and much more fo to remove, the Re- 
sident, for cndea^vouring to carry into efFeft the plan ai\d 
meafuret which he was inftru£ted to adopt. He would find 
great difficulty in anfweiing the charge, if it was inverted, 
snd be ftood accufed by this Government in not having 
perfevered with greater firmn^fs in the execution of his 
truft : And, if Mr. Briftow is ftill to be guided by the in- 
flnidions be received on his appointment, the united 
weight of the influence of this Government lliould be ex- 
, ertcd to the accomplilhraent of the plans therein recom- 
incnded ; or his inAructions Ihould bs fo altered and modi- 
fied as to malte them more palatable to the Nabob and bis 
Minifter, yet fuch as would effectually fecure to the Com- 
pany its prcfcntand future claims on the Vizier's Govern- 
ment.

liis tranfa^ions and intentions, and fitted the difficiUliea 
- which he had to contend agaiiift; hi! has ^one Co pitrtka- 
larly in his letter of the 21ft of January laft, which^ hf 
fotne miftake, was not laid l^efore the Bpard until three 
months after the receipt of it by the Secretary, and in his 
letters of the 13th May and 6th of June, all which are yet 
DDanfwered. From the Board's Ulcnce to the Refident, 
after the conftant information which they had from him, 
he mufl have conceived that he was warranted in following - 
his inftruftions, and ufing his endeavours to carry thenl 
into complete efFcft. 

After a full review of this buHnelj, and having taken all 
the papers into cohlidcration, I am of opipipfi that the coi|-> 
duit of the Refident at Lucknow defenres the approbadc^

The Nawaub is, in my opinion, Co much in the band* 
of his Minifter Hyder Beg Khan, who Um the entire con^ 
troul of his country, that I confer his Cxcellcncv's letteiiS 
as in fact the letters of Hyder B^g. I confidcr Hydor Beg 
as a dangerous man to this Gpviernment ; and the compa- 
rative ftatement of the revenues of the Vizier's country, 
between the FuiTulce years 1183, and 11-90, tranfmitted tp 
to us by the Refident, gives me the worft pinion of fa|< 
management and cond\ict, and aJFords me but a melancholy 
profpcct with refpect CO the early payment of the Visier's 
prcfsntdebt, and our current claims on bim, which muft 
continue while our troops are employed in the defence «f 
liis country. To recall the Re£dent, or to atiolifl; bis 
office, would be in effect removing every check or ref^aitit 
on the views and conduct of the Miniftcr. While we aie 
obliged, and as I think unfortunately, to have a largearmy 
ill the Vizier's dominions for their defence and protectioo, 
and while the internal peace and fccurity of his country is fo 
much connected as tt is with thole of our own, we furety 
have a right to interfere, for the purpofc of correcting thie 
grofs abufcs and mifmanagement Of his goverament. ,

* The evening of the 7th, at a coDference ^hich I bad 
with Mirza Shulfee Cawn, he introduced a fubjed lefreft- 
in|[ the Nswaab Vizier, which, however difagrecatle it 
may be to you to know, and confequetitly to me to commu- 
nicate, I -am under the neceffity of laying before you. 

He told mc that be had received information from Luck- 
now, that by the advice ot Hyder Beg Cawn, the Vizier 
had determined to bring his grandmother, the Widow of 
Snfdar Jung, from Fyzabad to Lucknow, with a view of 

fetting a farther fum of inoney from her, by feizing on her 
lunuchs, digging up the apartments of her houfe at Fy- 
zabad, and putting her own perfon under reftraint. This, 
he laid, he knew wat not an ad of our Government, but 
the mere advice of Hyder Beg Cawn, to whidi the Vizier 
hai been indottd to attend. He added, that tfae old Be- 
gum had relbved rather to put hcrfelf Co death, than 
fubmit to the di%race intended to be infliAed on her ; that 
if fucU a circumftance ihould happen, there is not a man 
in Hindoftan who will attribute ^e aft to the Vizier, but 
every one will fix the odium on the Englilh ; who might 
eafity, by the influence they fo largely exercife in their 
own concern! there, have prevented fuch unnatural c'ondu^ 
in th« Vizier : Hti therefore called on me, as the English 
leprefentativQ in this quarter, to in^brm you Of this, that . 
you may prevent a Aep which will deftroy all confidence in 
tlie Englilh nation throughout Hindoilan, and excite the 
bittereft rcfentmam in all thofe who by blood are conned- 
ed with the houfe of Suldar Jung, He concluded by fay- 
ing, that, " if the Vizier fo little regarded his family 
" and perfonal honour, or his natmal duty, as to wilh to 
" di^race his father's mother, for a fum of money, let 
" him plunder her of all fhe has ; but let him fend her fafe 
** up tq Delhy or Agra, and, poor as I am, I will furnifh 
** a fubtiflence, for her, which the Ihall poUefs wiib fafety 
" and honotir, though it cannot be adequate to her 
'* rank." 

This, Sir, is a moft exad detail of the canverfation, ai 
'iu us related to that a^ir, on the part of Mirza ShufFce 
Cawn. On my part, I could only fay, that I imagined 
the affair was mtfrcprefented, and that l Ihould write as be 
requeued. Let me requeft, therefore, that you will enable 
me to anfwer In a more effeflual manner any further quef- 
tons on this fubje£t.

upon the occalion. In the mean time, I have informed 
Mr, Briltow, that I can fnrnifh two regiments out of the 
force with me (though one of the four is broken, two com- 
panies of it being with Mr. D. Andcrfon} bat that 1 muft 
Iiave your inftrudtions for putting the brigade in motion ; 
and without them I could not put the Company to the ex- 
traordinary expence attending fucb a meafure, unlcfs upon 
an emcigency againfi a foreign enemy. However, in my 
opinion, the fervice agnnft Almafs Ally Khan can be ef- 
fefted fully ac well by fliong detachments from Colonel 
Sir John Cumming's force, affifted with two or three re- 
giments from this ftation, as it can be was the brigade to 
march ; cfpecially as Almafs's troops are fo feparated and 
divided, according to Mr. Briftow's Hatement. 

But all this is upon a fuppofition that he will eccaiion 
difiurbances, which I don't think probable, in the prefent 
. Situation of our affairs here. 

If two regiments are furniihed for that fervice from this 
ftation. there Will not be left a very refpeftabis force at it ; 
which I am diredled by your former iaftru£tioas to keep 
collected here.

%nd 
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•nil which I can no bthcrwile excofe to the Honourable 
Board, than as they arc become ahfolutely requHitc to my 
fecurity againft the danger and RiETchipf of his Icandals. It 
is tbii plcK, Gentlemen, I rauft now avail myfelf of, to 
apologize for the length of tlie accompanying inclofum, 
comprizmg foch part of my corrcfpondence with the Mi* 
nifler, as in any mape rclatcsto the confinement of Khau. 
gah-Ain-n{-Deen by Major Cooke, a circumflaiice I had 
thehonourto notify w-you in my addrefs of the 13th in - 
■flant. They will alfo explain to you how much in vain I 
■havB foUcited Hyder i&tg Cawn on the fubjcdt of fame fa- 
l«tary arrangement for Roiiilcund. Thii province, rich, 
Aouri{hing, and happy, till it had the misfortune of being 
-delivered over by the Miai^er to the mercilefs rapacity of 
the above Aumil, is now, I muft repeat, Gentlemen, in a 
iCondition, from which to retrieve it, will require at once 
a){ the wtfjom asd all the vigour of government. It would 
^eem (the remark artfing aaturatly from my correfpondence 
^ith Hyder Beg Cawn) that fa much time is employed b'y 
him in profeffions of zeal and -obedience, as to leave no 
ieifure whatever fortbe evcfcife of thofe virtues. The new 
fetilement has now been the fcrie qneftion between us dur- 
ing three months, and yet to this hnar (fave in the Unglc

management ;■ and irrdced it is wifdom in the Minifter lb 
to do. ■ Having himfelf cxercifed for years an unoonirouled 
dotninidn over thefc exteniive countries, it is only by 
burying in oblivion all memory ofpaft tranfaftions, that 
he can hope to efcape the refponfibihty and puniniment of 
, & multitude of oppreflions, which he has either encouraged 
by his example, or invited by his fufferance, in the courfe 
of his ruinous adminiilratlon. In appointing Rajah Soorat 
Sing to the general fupcrintendahce of Rohilcund, it is 
fclf-evidently the Mtiiiiter's intention to invefl him with xa 
authority as unbounded as that lately exctcifed by Khau- 
gah-Ain-ul-Deen, and which has terminated fo fatally.

Gentlemen, of fuch imme- 
diate importance to the welfare and exigence of his High-* 
jiefs the Viaicr's goTcrnment, that, agrccabJy to my in- 
llrufiions, nothing on my part has been omitted, in the 
way of remonflrancc and proteft, to deter the Miniftcr from 
thaprofetution of tliem. So entirely, however, has Hyder 
Beg Cawn thrown off all refpeci and conJideration for your 
reprefentati ve, that I mufl confefs I have no longer any 
cxpc&aiioit of.good from this mode of interferentt j at the 
fame time I am at a lofs. Gentlemen, how otherwife to 
a£t. Having already icen my endeavours to execute treaties 
interpreted into a jiefign to infiinge and ufurp the fovereign 
rights of the Nabob, I cannot flatter myfelf that an attempt 
to fecute his dominions againft the horrors of future rebel- 
lion would, from 'his Mmifter, meet a more favourable 
conflrucrion. In this dilemma I beg leave to rcqueft your 
explicit directions for my guidance, upon a fuppolition that 
the Minifter, undeterred by my remonftraiKSS, fliould at 
laft determme to continue a fyftem, which, by a moft im- 
politic divilion of his Highnefs's treafure and forces, leaves 
no ftrcuritv to government fertile payment of tlie revenues, 
and the ptace of the country, except what may be derived 
Iron) tlie uncertain forbearance and moderation of a few 
powerful and haughty individuals. Of the fallibility of this 
dei-'cndance, indeed, if it were neceflary Co fearch for ex- 
amples in proof of a felf-evident propolitjon, the inftance 
of Almafs Al!ee Cawn's revolt lail year woujd, I apprc- 
?ic;id, bcdecifive. 
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LThe odwr fubjcct, upon which I flatter myfclf I fliall 
honoured with your Ipccdy dccifion, relates to Khaujah> 
Ain-ul-Decn. It is true, through the vigilance and acti- 
vity of Major Cook, that his -perfon is fecurc ; but I am 
well aware, that, in my endeavours to recover the very 
heavy balaocc of thirteen lacks Hill due from him (o the 
Company, upon an alignment of only twenty-fcven, I 
muft not look for anyafliUance from the Minifter. In 
fucb a cafe he is indeed too prudent openly to avow hitn- 
felf the advocate of Khaugah-Aiii- ul-Dcen i but the readj- 
hefs and complacency with which he has hitherto admit- 
ted the picas, however frivolous, urged by that Aumil in 
excufe for his failure, and the reluctance he has always 
^wn to adopt any meafure which might compel him to 
the- difcharge gf his debt, are circumilances which unite 
,to perfuade me, no cncourE^ement will be wanting to 
Khaugah-Ain-ol-Deen that the Minifter can fecrctjy and 
fafely afford him i whilft, on the other hand, he will fcek, 
as ufual, to amufe me, and difguife his practice, by ati 
eternal repetition of hollow and inlidious profeflions. 

Before 1 conclude. Gentlemen, permit me to give one 
inllance of the fallacy of the arguments pleaded by Khau- 
gah-Ain-ul-Deen, in defenceof his prefent balance. By 
his mifmanagement and oppreSion, the revenues of Rohil- 
cuhd arc reduced one third in their annual value. After 
three years of the moft horrible oppreffions, he finds it is 
utterly impoflible that Rohiicund (hould, longer afford any 
revenue at all i therefore, fays he, if, inftcad oi farming 
the province, as I did iaft year, at a fixed jumroa of fifteen 
lacks, you will give it me in Amany at thirty-eight lacks, I 
will try whether I cannot collect thit .fura ; and to this moft 
extraordinary propofition the Minifter agrees.

Cawn ; dated the 29th Shaubavin 1 197, Hig. or joih 
July 1783. 

I have juft ■received authentic intelligence, that J^bau^c 
Ein-ud-Dein has bad intentions: I before intimated my 
iulpicions to you on this head. It is necelTary that what- 
ever is to be done with rcfpcft to R^ilcund, ihould be 
done quickly, and without further delay. In cafe his Ex- 
cellency purpofcs to f« off to-morrow, it will be proper 
to rcqueft he will defer his departure till the day after. Be 
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k obliging as to let me fee yon either to-night or to-tnor- 
rowi that we may in concert determine upon the meafares 
to be adopted on this occafion. As the contents of this 
letter are of an important and fecret nature, I have for 
more Iccurity fent it by my own Munfliy Mahomed 
Zanker. 

Mr. Briftow's Munfhy retarned with a verbal anfnrer^ 
That the Minifler would wait upon him the next morning. 
They had an interview accordingly, on the 31ft of July 
1783. — Mr. Brifiow called upon Hyder Beg Cawn to fur- 
nilh him with his fentiments in writii^, rel'pe^ting Khanjs 
Ein-ud-Dicn, agreeable to which Mr. Briflow wonld for- 
ward inftrudions to Major Cook. The Minifter, 00 bit 
return home, fent him the foltowina letter :

I mentioned this in the 
conjeAural, though predominating hope, that he will come, 
and fo all fufpicions may ccafe } and not from any inteu' 
tion to countenance him, as I am ready to conform to yout 
orders implicitly: If he does not come, then tliere will bo 
good caufe for fufpicion, and then we Ihould be particu- 
larly watchful of hfm. If you Ihould approveof hit leav- 
ing his fon, and repairing alone to Lucknow, you will ba 
fo obliging as to apprize the Major not to oppofe his coin> 
ing; and, at the ^ame time, lecretly to guard his fon, until 
the arrival of Khauje-Ein-ud-Dicn at Lucknow. Thefe, 
Sir, arc my fentimcnts ; if they corrcfpond with yours, 1 
beg you will let me know, that I may direft his agent ac- 
cordingly. In the mean time, the departure of Juggernaut 
and Maha Raja Surut Sing need nor to be delayed' — Lee 
thefc Gentlemen go— It is not neceffary that they fhould 
be flopped till the anfwcrof Khaujc Ein ud Dicn arrive.

1 have hitherto conducted myfelf in conformity to your di- 
rections andihall continue io to do. I make no evafions. 
Whenever you have fpoken to me about Khauje Ein ud 
Dien, I have always reprel'ented to you, that, during three 
years he has been in employment, he has always paid to the 
lad: farthing; that this year the country is in araany. 
Khauje Ein ud Dien complains of drought; and he has 
feveral times made it his requeft to you, to take his ac- 
counts, ftiewing the actual collections. You, Sir, are the 
mafter, and will do jullice according to your pleafure.

The fame cliimi of deductions, 
and freffa ot&rs of the fsme nature with thofc made by 
Khaujc Ein ud Dien, have been preferred by Mahomed 
CauKem Cawn. Whenever you have mentioned to tas 
yourfufpicioni of KhaujeEinnd Dicn'G fidelity, loblennKl, 
thM in time paft he had never been charged with any cir- 
camllance of ingratitude — 'that this world being faUibie, it 
was inipoflible to devclope the fecrct heart, or be anfweiz- 
ble for the actions of any one— and circumfpection is »■■ 
quired.

Manjr 
ef -the now Autnils arc already gone. Thofc w4io remain 
ave bufied in their aSaiis. They have in reality difpatched 
ihcir N«ibi. None of tbem have been deuitted by mo. 
' In the ^ties of refpect I jim ever More deficient. * I have 
Submitted to yo» what has hitherto been the cuHoiji-and 
practice of tlus country. It it not for me to forc^^the re- 
petition upon you. In the end, you wiil have art oppor- 
tiinity of potting my rcprcfcntatioii? to the teft, at you wilt 
thofe of intctefted anddcfigningperfons, who, in order to 
criminate me, mifrcprcfent and falfify cftablifbed rules. I 
am imphcitly obedient to your commands : I evade not-— 
You obfervc to me, that the accounts of no' one diftricc 
are yet prepared. The delay proceeds from the new Aumtis, 
who urge that they have not yet afcenaincd the real value 
of their refpeftive diftrifls. Such accounts as you may re- 

Jitrire of any particular diftrift, I will furnifh. ■ With re- 
peft to the <}ed»3ions which have been granted this yeaf 
<Ml account of drought, I am in hopes, if the prcfent pe- 
liodicat nins prove favourable, to make it good from the 
old Aumils, by the inercafc which I have now in- contem>- 
pfation. It has been the coftom for the refpeflive AumJlt 
to furnifh the account receipts and balances in October. 
This it is that occalions them to pollpone it, except a few, 
who \t& jKii felt in balance one half, notwithflandtng they 
could not plead want of rain, and who now feek to fettle 
at a reduced Jumma, and, in this intention, call their own 
private intercft the intercft of the [Hiblic. In matters of 
this kind, fo deftruftivc ta the intercfb of the Sircar, I 
cannot but befitatc. With refpefl to the old Anmils, what- 
ever-orders vou may pleafe to give, I fball make no cvafion, 
bat caufe them refpeftively to prepare the Jumma Waufcl 
Bauky. The preparation of acx:ount3. need not be pro- 
duftive of delay : It is only where the well-being of the 
Sircar is Concerned, that I hefitate. As loon as I Ihall 
have afcertained the real ftate of the fcvcral diftrifls, I will 
report them to you. In the end. Sir, ihefe things will ba 
evident to you. I am obedient, and ready to perfemt 
whatever you may direft. You are j^afcd to obferve, that 
I have made fuch arrangements, that the relponfibility of 
no one meafure rcfts with you. I muft confefs I do not 
lightly underftand the meaning of this obfervation. Tha 
arrangements I have made, arc in ftriil conformity to that 
duty and refpefl I owe you. H therto, whatever you have

If the reafons I have, to 
the beft of my poor capacity, reprefented for poftponing 
the Jumma Waufel Bauky of the old Aumils, fliould meet 
vonr approbation, I Ihall be happy ; if not, ftich as you 
may require, I will caufe to be prepared .immediately. la 
no one circumOancc of duty or refpeft am I deficient. 

Mr. Briftow, in Reply to Hyder Beg Ciwai dated 3d

I have had the honour to receive youi letter of the 2d 
inftant, on the fubjeft of " Khauje Ein ud Dien, Mirza 
" Mahomed Cauzem Cawn, and the adjuftment of the

the advocate of Mirza Mahomed Cauzem Cawn. Be 
plcai~ed. Sir, to iSt in the manner that fhall feem to you 
moil juft and proper. *' You lell me, that the new Au-

" you are in hopes that, if the periodical rains are fa-

I have been honoured hj the receipt of your letter, 
tjaving neprefenttd to you the ot^c^tioiis made by the new 
Aumils to the intmectiate fcitlemeiit of the Waazel Bauky, 
from their igncraiKo of the ic^l ftate of their refpe£tivc 
diftri^Si and having Kfjuaimed you with the increale 
which, if the fejfon is favourable, I propofc upon the 
didri^s of the old Aumils j you arc pleafed to obferve, 
that it would be for the advantage of Government, that an 
adjuftment of the charges of the fevcral Aumils Ihould talce 

5 lace immediately ; and that afterwards, as I propofe, tlte 
umma might be fettled In the month of Oftober, thougli 
the keeping it in fufpenfc was contrary to your opinion.

I was yeilerday favoured with the draft of your leiter^ 
addrcllcd to iChaujc Bin ud Dien, which I detained in the 
expeflation of the picafure of feeing you 1 but a* ilinefs 
has prevented me from waiting upon you to day, I take this 
method of requefVing that you wHl be fo obliging as to write 
to Khauje £in ud Dien in the terms of the draft, which is 
' excellent. As Khauje £in ud Dien is a very large fum in 
balance, it is necclTary to take every poltiblc means for the

I am favoured with your letter, telling me, " That yoa 
" have not, in the bultnels of Rohilcund, formed or di- 
** redted any arrangement : — The whole is my aft : The 
*' refponfibiliiy refts with me,"— I am obedient — except 
by your order, I dare not tranfaft any matter. 

In the fjrft place, the Aum'iis of that province were no- 
minated by yog. Afterwards, you repeatedly direfted a Ge- 
neral Superintendant lo be appointed. I reprefented the 
circumftance to his Highnels, who ordered that Mirza 
Ahmud Ally, and Amyre Cawn fliould hold the office, 
and Raja Jaggernout Ihould be their accountant. Anotlicr 
plan was, the appointment of Maha Rajah Surat Sing, and 
Raja Jaggcrnaut. I ftated ihe particulars to you ;— r-you de- 
cided in favour of the two latter ; and they were then ho- 
noured wii{i (heKekut. This day 1 rcpTefented to you, that 
I'uch inftrudlions as you might dirc£l uiould be given to the 
Aumils: Vou ordered me to prepare the drafts. Except 
by your direftion, or under your infpeftion, how could X 
ilTuc Ihokas, or purwannahs ? — I will prefent the drafts 
when I bav# the honour to wait upon you. WhcncTec 
you may direct m? to dP it( I flinU cayi^ th?m to be writ- 
ten,

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ten. I could not ifliic thofe to tlie Sepoys and RafsUadart 
widuiut your orders and inrpcftion. The originals ac- 
company thii letter. The plan of Maha RaJ4 Sanit Sing'v 
deputatioa I have explained to you in the preceding part 
of this 'letlci^^nov alio let that be done which you may 
ditcft. I am obedient. I will- execute whatever may te 
your orden. To-morrow, when I wait upon you, I will 
itprelicnt other m^Uten. 

Ct^rofaLctterfrom Major Cook to Mr. Briftow, dated 
Barelly, loth Auguft, 1783. 

Since my iaft of date 7th inflant, and agreeable to your's 
and the Vizier's inftru<5tions, I took particular care to have 
the beft information concerning the iChajah. Yefleiday 
I was iiiforriied of hi^ hating had many of the Phouzedars 
and Jemmadars, who had paid him large fums of money ; 
and this evening I received information of his intention to 
leave this place fecretly. He went to his camp an hour 
after fun-iet, and every thing was ready for his depar- 
ture ; foine of his own horfes, and two elephants, about 
a cofs otF to wait for him. 1 ordered two companies to 
go round about, and encamp in the road, to uop him; 
and feveral peons to watch his motions. I received infor- 
mation of his being ready, and juft going away. I im- 
mediately fent him a letter, which I had ready wrote, 
wifliing to fee him prior to his departure, and he hefitatcd ; 
but the peofl ac<]uainted him of my troops being in mo- , 
tion, and two companies in front. He then came, and, 
on my enquiring concerning the flep he Was going to 
take, he declared he had received a letter from you, di- ' 
refting him to come. Knowing your fentiments, I re- 
qucfted to fee the letter ; on which I faw him much con- 
fufed ; and, after fome time, he declared, not from you, 
' hut from his Vakeel. On finding him vary, 1 obfeived 
that I would detain him till L heard from you : which I 
havfc done without the leafl tumult. If 1 have erred, it 
was by wifhiflg the good of the fervice. You will greatly 
oblige me by fending me a letter on the occafion ; and. 
lo-morrow 1 will write you more fully. 

Mr. Briflow to Hyder Beg Cawn, dated 14th Rumzaun 
1 197, or 13th Auguft 1783. 

I have the draft of the letters which you prepared to the 
iddrefs of Major Cook, and Khauje Ltn-ud Dien, copied 
fair, and eaclofe them to you. I trouble you to tell me, 
in plain and explicit terms, whether I fliall difpatch the 
(aid letters j but I muft inform you, that ihould Khauje 
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Bin ud Dica abfcond on his being enlarged, (he iefpatfi- 
iibilit^ will reft with you. My resfons for writing in 
this manner, is in confequence of the following expref- 
jion in your propofed draft. of the Englifli letter to Major 
Cook, viz. '' Left by chance, from this event, that is, 
" the detention of Khaujc Ein ud Deen, doubts Ihould 
" have arifen in hjs mind.". Under thcfe circumftances, 
previous to the difpatch of the letters, it behoves you to 
confider very maturely, that in leaving his fonsand family 
at Barelly, the appearance of the Khauje at Lucknov 
is by no means certain; bccaufe, in the event of his ab- 
fconding, his engagements would not be -made good, by 
them. In this cafe, would it not be more advifeable and 
expedient, having for the prefent detained the faid KhatiJK 
(here, you Ihould make fuch arrangements as iball fccure 
his attendance atthe prefence, and the performance of his 
engagements to government, beyond a doubt ? This is 
what fuggerts itfeif to me, and 1 have therefore written it 
to you. It i«, however, entirely at your option to uSt as 
ihall feem beft to you, upon refle<^ioi). I beg you will 
favour me with your determination. I am ready to give 
you my affiilance, in theexecixton of it. 

Draft of a Letter from Mr. Briftow to Major Cook, as 
propofed by Hyder Beg Cawn. 

Kbau)e Ein ud Dien left his fons and family in Barelly, 
and intended to proceed to Lucknew, when you detainra 
him. In this cafe, I write you, that you Jhould difpatch 
him totheprefence,provided he leaves his fons and family at 
Barelly, giving him every poffible confidence and encouiage- 
ment, as it is not intention to proceed againft the Khauje, 
except after enquiring, and upon proof. Yon will fecretly

If he Ihould alk to bring his fons and family along with 
him to the prefence, you will tranfmit information of it, 
that the Khauje, with his fons and family, may afterwardc 
be fcnt for.

. I was dellrous of informing you of the circumfbnces 
which I bad colle^cd from the newfpapers, when I was 
liaTOured with your letter. — I have received other intelli- . 

fence this day. — It appears the Major has conEned Khauja 
lin ud Dien.-i-rln this cafe tb«re is room for confiderar 
tion. — I before reprefent to you, that " the faid Khaujp 
*' had not been guilty of ingratitude during a feries of 
'^ years^^hat people both far and near excite his fears— 
*' that if he intended to proceed to the prefence, and left 
" his Tons and family at Barelly, then the doubts con- 
" cerning bis fidelity would ceafe— and that the Major 
U might, until the Khauja's, fecretly watch his fons 
'* and family. Under thofe circumltances, the Major 
*' fliould not have forbid his coming. When the Kbauja 
•' iball arrive here, you might inftitute a retrofpedtion 
f into his conduct in any way you pl^afed, and the doubts

For inftance, the Khauja, in proof of his fincerity and 
fidelity, left bis fons and family at Barelly, and intended 
to proceed to' Lucknow, when it fo happened that the 
Major confined him. It is now, therefore, better that 
he fliould remain with the Major; and hereafter, what 
you may be pleafed to direct, and that which is moft ad<' 
vifeable, fliall be ordered. What people told the Khauia, 
that he. Ibould be confined, is now verified. If the Major 
had not put him into confinement, and only forbid his ' 
marching, there would then have been room to fay, that 
the. Major had caufed the delay, in cxpe£lation of your 
orders. As he is put into confinement, caution becomes 
neceffary ; events have made it fo ; otherwife, my opinion 
of his fincerity and attachment was proved by his leaving 
his fons and family at Barelly, with an intention of pro- 
ceeding to Luc4cnow. Now that he is put into confine- 
ment, caution is neceflary. Let him remain with the 
Major.

The prQvince of Rohilcund is again to become the (ovc- 
peignty of anew Aumil, entruded with the fole and un- 
limited power. In my opinion, every Aumil who iflay 
be appointed fhould have a fejKirate eftabl ilhaient } his 
Wajcb ul Arz Oiould feparatcly receive his Highncfs*3 
fign manual ; he (houH be feparately refponfible for the 
revenue, and anfwer for the peace and good order of bis 
own diflri£ts.

It is with the utmoft concern I inform yoii, that the 
periodical rains have been hitherto lb exceedingly unrao 
vourablc; as to expore thefc provinces to the molt dreadful 
of all calamities, a faminr. Suppofing even we Ihould, 
for the fliort period that remain of the feafon, have the 
mofi plentiful rains, fiill the mifchief to the Kurriefcrop 
muft be very great. For three years pafr, the rains du-r 
ring the latter end of the feafon, and theufual fhowers 
in the months of December or January (which are alfo 
necciTary to furnifh plentiful cio^s) have failed, both in 
the Vixier's dominions and the adjacent countries. At 
Delhi and Agra, numbers have perilhed frpm the fcarcity, 
. and it ts a clrcumftance I relate with the dtepeft forrow^ 
that fuch was thealarmingftate of the Vizicr'sdominions^ 
as to preclude his Highnefs from affording to the neigh- 
bouring people the affillance which humanity (bould 
Mherftfife h;ive prompted. 

The fcarcity was beginning to rage in the Froubier 
provinces of Rolhi Cund and Etaya, and a prohibition of 
the exportation of grain became a meafure of abfolute 
neceffity. On this head I have already tranfmitted in- 
formation to your honourable Board. 

The unfettied ftate of the Vizier's dominions, the great 
ahufe of authority in every branch of his Htghnefs's go- 
vernment, and the poverty of all ranlcs of men, afibra » 
^ofpe^,' the djflrefsful confequenccs of which are beyond 
the powers of defcription, I hope, Gentlemen, fo cir- 
cumfianced, that I ihall be excuicd for fu^elling tbofe 
ncans which occur to roe for the alleviation of the evil j 
the putting an entire ftop to it will I firar be totally im- 
praSi cable. 

The fituation of the countries to the Weftward being 
fimilar to our own, it is impofGble to hope for fupplics 
from thofe quarters-^his Highnefs can only exp^ »f-

Excufe my again addreffing you on the nece&y of a- 
doptiiig timely and efFeAual meafure* for the fupply of 
the troops in the field; the difficulties thcj now labour 
under are evident, and hcKafter I much doubt if it will be 
poffible to procure, even by compulfion, the necej&ijr 
quantitica of grain, I am convinced, Yhtt little or OH 
affiftancc can be ezpeftrd from the officers of the Visier's 
government ; many of then receive a confiderable piD- 
.portion of the revenue in kind, and they irill Rot fiul to 
uke every advantage of the times, to mate ui isoomioin 
and unjuflifiable profit, ' How focoanteraft^nlea which 
are founded on fyflematical errors, is liot an eafy talk, 
for from the uncontrolled authority poflejfe j by every 
Aumil, and Hydcr Seg Gawn's obftinacy In Dppofinc 
«veiy meaiiire of reform, the dccreafe of mreliue, an* 
geoeral mi&ry are daily accekrateH. The total want oC 
police creates perfonal infectirity; each SeftiitMlftr of a 
village excrcifes a tyrknny i ' is dhe revenger iof hit Mm 
wrongs; and the lives of the inhabitantr an ficrifictd 
without enquiry, and even the forms of juftilce are fuper- 
fcded. A recent inflance occurred, for an explanation of 
which I beg to refer you to the inclofed copy (No. a) of 
letters from Captain Wedderburne and Major Nicol. F^ 
the daring robbery and murders* committed aot fifty yards 
from my own guard, I have hi^erto be*n unable td ob- 
tain juilicc, though part of the property ftolen was feized, 
and the offenders traced to Miliabaa, a diftrid under 
Ahmed Beg, a dependant and an immediate proteg£ of the

and likewife infifted on one of the Cutwah, Mitcfcoo 
Cawn, a imn noCorious for his collufion with the thieves^ 
being coqipellcd to exert his endeavours in apprehendHig 
them'. My applications were treated with conrempt. 
Muckoo Cawn, fbortly after, received diAinguifliin^ 
marks of the Vizier's confidence uid favour, by being

My motive. Gentlemen, in making diis reprefestation, 
is to prefent to your view a corred, though cruel pi^ure* 
. of.the Jituation of thefe provinces, and of the tumu)t« 
andbloodfbed which are to be expcAed during the ap- 

iiroachuig Calamity, All order and regularity have long 
ince been baniflied, and we are not informed at l>uck- 
tkow of the oumberlefs outrasei comnittcd io the interior 
yarti of the country ; at leaft I fbould tudge fo fr»m my 
correfpondcnce with the Aunuls, and other natives, which 
contain an uninterrupted narrative of fediiions Mid to* 
multt, and earneft applications for military aid, to awe 
or expel lefraAory Zemindars. 

The Visier has iffued general orders to his Aumits for 
prohibiting the cxporution and monopoly of grain, and 
^jcc^ing k reafon^le a£ze to be fixed ; but from the 
f:aufes.I haveftated, and the tonl want of fubordinatioit 
in every branch of the government, < there i> but too much 
rea^ to^apptcbend, they will avail little in averting the 
impending calamity.

This being the caTe, 1 am re- 
duced to the neceffity of fending a party of Sepojrs to te- 
leafe the bullocks above mentioned. It is with great 
rclui^ncc Ihave adopted this oieafure, without thsexpref^ 
command or approbation of his Excellency. But cir- 
cumftances are fuch as will not admit of a moment's de- 
lay; I muft^in moft eaineftlj entreat you to repivfcnt 
, this to the Vizier without any dday, and to inform him 
alfo that wc arc in a manner befleged by the officers of 
government. Our fupplics are ftoppcd on erery fide, and

In this gftimate no allowance is made for contraftor's 
cattle, it being fuppofcdthat his agents will provide for .

Sir, that a number of Se- 
poys, difcharged from the regttpent, were returning ttji 
their homes, that one of them came in here this evening, 
and declares that he, and about 35 others, were furtoundcd 
by a body of armed men (he thinks one hundred and fifty) 
io the Purgunnah of Sahdecla, and Zemindary of Bow- 
aony Sing, Rajepoot.; that after robbing the Sepoys, who 
were twenty-iive in number, of their cloaths and three 
tiionths arrears of pay each of them had, they murdered 
ope of the number, and the others endeavouring to fave 
themfelycs by flight were purfucd, and ten more of them 
killed.

I' have particularly examined into the matter; and they 
give the following account of it :. 

That on the 15th inftant, on theirway to their homes, 
they palTed through the village Alta; in the above-men- 
tioned Purgunnab, about nine in the morning, twenty- 
five ia number, and that they halted at a well a fliort dif- 
tance from the village to drink water. As they proceeded 
on their ■journey a few hundred yards from thence, they 
faw a number of armed men collediing on each fide of 
the road, on which they halted. That Bowanny Syng, 
the Zemindar of Alta, who beaded them, called out, they ' 
were defcrters from the regiment, and thieves; they muft 
therefore recMrn to his village until they gave an account 
of tbemfelvcs. The Sepoys aflured him they were neither 
the one nor the other, but Sepoys who had been difeharged 
the fcrvice, and had their difcharges with them, with my 
£gn«ture to it. This did not fatts/y fiowanny Sing-^he 
inllfied upon their going back to the village [as he pre- 
tended be could not allow them to proceed) as he had an 
order from Durgan Sing, the Talluckdar, not'to.permic 
them until they had obtained an order from the Phoufdar ; ~ 
on which they returned to the village. The Zemindar, 
Bowanny Sing, then told them, that they muft put their 
coats, money, and efFeSs in one place, and when the 
matter was enquired into, they £hould have them again. 
They accordingly, fubmitted. 

One of the laft three Sepoys who put down their things, 
aficed the Zemindar, if he meant to take their eiFeCls from • 
thetn by this procedure i Or if his intention was really ' 
to.make an enquiry ? and aJTured him, they were neither 
deferters nor thieves. When his people replied. Don't 
you fee we are going to take your things — you Byan 
Choot ? The Sepoy defired him not to give him abufe ; 
that he was a Raja Foot as well as tbemfelvcs : on which 
3owanny Sing ordered his people to cut him down. The 
two Sepoys by him drew their fwords to defend themfelves, 
after the other man was killed, but were overpowered and 
murdered. The reft of the Sepoys, having no arms, ran 
diF, but were purfued, and three more killed, one of their 
iervants, and fix wounded, who with difficulty got into a 
village half a cofs from Alta, where they left them. The 
Sepoys who have given me the above account, inform me 
that one Nundee, a merchant of Sandecla, was witnefs to 
the whole tranfa^ion. '

As I have in my calculR- 
tion of tliecxpcnoe attended to the ceconomy the exigency 
of the times require, I have allowed maintenance for no 
greaternumbcr of bcarahs, fervants, and camp followers, 
^than what are ncccAary for the indifpenfable fervices of 
camp, Since the calwnity with which this country is 
threatened rcndors ir abfolutcly necefliry that the fuhfift- 
CBce of the troops Aiould be (ecured from a certain fund* 
a magazine ought to be efiablifbed, from which every 
man is to be fupplied with his daily ratia or allowance. 
This rcpolitory, as it is of the utmoft confequence to the 
troops, fhould, to prevent fraudulent pra3ices, ronain 
under the cpntroul and fole charge of the commanding 
officer. But ihe means neceiTary to be purfued in. draw- 
ing fo Ivge a fupply as will be rcquifice for dcpofit from 
a country which, like this, already fuSerE from a fcarcity, 
in the manner that will prove the leaft grievance to its in- 
habitants, I prefumc to fay, is an obje^ of the tbo^ fe- 
rious cooiideratian to government, fince the welfare and 
exiAence of thoufands are concerned therein. There is, 
in my opinion, but two ways of procuring fupplies : the' 
firft, by an order from his Excellency the Vizier to the 
Aumils of Uieir feveral diftri^s, to furaifli the quantity 
requifite,

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Totuifite, in fuch proportion » can be collected from the 
inhibitants, without IcxTing them deftitute ofTubfifteocei 
the fecondi by contrail. The evil the country is likeljr 
to experience from the former is, that the Vizier's officers, 
who are charge^ with furnifliing the fupplicE, niByy'|>er- 
haps, under the fan^ion of fo extenfive a latitude, in- 
dirctiminately Uy violent hands on whatever grain may 
be found in tbe diftxiiS:, and (eize ten times the quantity 
required to be provided, and by that means bring de- 
ftrudion on the heads of thousands (without mentioainfe 
the lofs ef revenue to government) by the deaths and 
emigration of the inhabitants^ who will naturally feek 
tbofe places where their wants may be relieved.

They wc now four months 
in ajrears, which, though longer than they have ever 
been fincc your Refidentmip, would not be fo very dif- 
treffing, were it not accompanied by the enormous price 
and alarming fcarcity of provifions ; my principal nw- 
live for repeating my folicitattons is the apprehenfion of 
not being able to march, fhould the exigency of the fer- 
vice require it. Siituated as we are on the frontier^ it's 
tioth my inclina^on and duty to lifeep the detacbmeni;, al- 
ways ready for immediate fervice. 

I am Teniible that the troops at Khanpoor are as much' 
in arrears, and thofe within the provinces even more fo, 
than this detachment ; yet, as there is a difference jot 
thirty per cent, on the price of provifions between the 
rate at Futty Ghur and the former, and a much greater 
dtlFerencc when compared to the latter, it is impoffible for 
tbem to feel the want of money fo feverely as* it is felc 
here : for thefc reafons, I am thus urgent in my requefl. 
You, however, are the beft judge of what probability 
there is of our being called on to inarch ; Ihould fuch an 
event taice place before we receive two months pay, ic 
would not be in our power to carry two days provinoni 
in the field.

I agree that a letter, in tht terms the Governdi^geae- 
ral propofes, be written by the Sei^retary of the Boa^ to 
Lieut. Colonel Martin; .but as it appears, from Major 
Palmer's public letters, of the i6th and 20tb Septemtter, 
to the Governor-genera), that Colonel Martin has been 
employed in a negociation with Hydcr Beg Cawn^ for 
Mr. Bridow, which Mr. Briftow is faid to have difavoW- 
ed, it would be proper to give Mr. Brifiow an opportu- 
nity of replying to Colonel Martin's evidence, and ta 
afford him a lunilar freedom to juilify himfelf, As is grant- 
ed to Hyder Beg Cawn to prove his accufations. This 
will follow, by directing Colonel Martin to fupply Mr, 
Briftow with a copy of his evidence. 

I have heard of the private correfpondence betweea 
Major Palmer and Mr. Cnwper. As a private correfpon- 
dence, no perfon in polTcHion of it can properly bring it 
into public view, without the confent of the parties. Bu^ 
as Major Palmer fuppofes that an inference, which isun- 
jufi, is drawn from this correfpondence, and that it is 
sttempted'tobe proved by it, ** that his continuance at 
*' Lucknow, after his return from Rampoor, was for

I muft here alfo formall)' move, 
what I conclude to have been underftood, that all the mi- 
nutes and letters which have pafled upon this fubjeft fince 
the 20th of April, may be fent in a colieiSive \'kv( by 
this packet to the Court of Directors : to render them 
complete, . I ihall add an extra^ of a letter from Major 
Davy to Major Palmer, written by my dire<^ion, and an 
extras of an addrefs from Rajah Govind Ram to ths 
I<Jabob Vizier, both intended to obviate or efFace any ill 
impreiSons which the Nabob Vizier might have received 
to the-prejudice of Mr. Briltow, and to befpcat bis fa- 
vourable reception of Mr. Briftow, on his recent appoint- 
ment. Thefe letters are alluded to in the clofe of my 
minute of the 29th ultimo, arid in that which I deliver- 
ed at the Bo^rd on the 7th March laft, on the occafion of 
Mr. Fowke's appointment to the refidency of Benares, 
and will be entered on the proceedings as vouchers of tho 
declarations contained in both. 

I muft take the freedom to remark, on Mr. Macpber- 
fon's laft minute, that his tefufal to produce the corref- 
pondence between Major Palmer and Mr. Cowpcr appears 
to mc to be repugnant to the principle implied in the 
reafon affigned for it ; I would willingly avoid faying or 
fuggefting what may give perfonal ofleiice, but I feet 
myfelF at 2 lofs whether to undcrftand Mr. Macpherfon's 
words as a denial or admiffion of his being in' polleffioa 
of that corrcfpondence. To fay that ha has heard Oi 
fuch a correfpondence, would in common conftru£tioa 
imply th^t he had it not, efpecially when this fentence is 
applied to my requeft that he {hould produce it, if he had 
it; but I rather apprehend, from the context, that it was 
meant as a tacit acknowledgment that he had poiTeffion of 
it J for otberwife there would have been no occaiion to 
alBgn a reafon for not producing it. The reafon is, that, 
" as a private correfpondence, no perfon in polTeffion of

Inronnation coininuntcated to the NuVvaub Vizteri b^ 
Rajab Gobind Rawn, in his trzte, dated 17th Ram- 
sam A. H. 1196, or 27th Auguft 1782, by Ditedioos 
frqm the Governor -general. 

This day the Gorcnior-gcncra) fent for me in private ; 
after recapitulating the variout informations he had rt- 
«dv«d refpe£ling Uie anarchy and confufion faid to reigs 
throughout your Highnefs's country, and complaints tlut 
■either your Hi^nef*, or Hyder Beg Khawn, or Mr, 
Mtddleton, or Mr. Johnfon, ever wrote to him on the 
'ftatc of your affairs, or if he ever received a ktter from 
the pretence, it always ^^ntained aiTertionG contrary to 
tbc above informations, the Governor -general proceeded 
as follows : That it was hii intention to have appmnted 
Mr. EHvid Anderfon to attend upon your Higbnefs ; but 
that he was Hill with Sindeah, and there was no profpcd 
of bis fpccdy return from his camp v therefore it was now 
his wiih to appoint Mr. John Brillow, who was well ex- 

Sirienced in buGnefs, to Lucknow : That v^n Mr. 
tiftow formerly held the office of Resident there, he was 
not appointed by him ;' and that, notwithfttading he bad 
not Uiewn any inRances of difobedicncc, yet he deemed 
it necelTary to recall him, becaufe he had been patronized 
and appointed by gentlemen who were in oppofition to 
Um, and had counteraAed and thwarted all his roeafurcs} 
that this had been his reafon for recalling Mr. Briftow: 
That fince Mr. Francis's return to Europe^ and the ar- 
tival of information there of the death of tiiB other mb- 
tlemen, the King and the Company had declared uieir 
approbation of his (the Governor-genaral's) condii&,aBd 
bad conferred upon him tbe moft ample powen; dtat' 
they had fent our Mr, Macpherfon, who was his old and 
particular friend ; and that Mr, Stables, who was on ht> 
way here as a member of tbe Supreme Council* was alfb 
kis particular friend : That Mr. Wbeicr.bad received let>> 
ters from Europe, infcrming him, that the members of 
the Council were enjoinedi all of them, to co-operaa 
and a^-in conjunAion with him, in every meafure which 
fhould be agreeable to him^ and that there was no one 
,in Council now, who was not entirely united with him^ 
and confequently, that his authority was pirfefi 'a;id 
C9nplctc : That Mr, Briflcwt as w» koowa to qe. btd 
retiuoHl 
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ftturned to Europe ; but that, during his Hty there, be 
had never faid any thing diCrefpe&fal of him, or endea- 
voured to injure him; on the contrary, he had received 
accounts from Europe, that Mr. BriAow had fpolcen 
much in his praife ; fo that Mr. Briilow's friends there 
had become his friends : That Mr. Briftow had lately 
been introduced to him by Mr. Macpherfon, had ex- 
plained his pall conduS pcrfefHy to his fatisfaftion, and 
bad requeued from him the appointment to Luclcnowi 
and had declared, in the event of his obtaining the ap- 
pointment, that he {bould Qiew every mark of attention 
and obedience to the pleafure of your Highnefs, and hit 
(the Governor's) faying, that your Highnefs was well 
pleafed withliim, and that he knew what you had fbc- 
meriy written had been written at the infljgation of Mr. 
Middlcton 1 That in confequence of the foreeoing, he 
(the Governor) had determined to appoint Mr. Briftow to 
Luckoow ; but had pollponed his appointment to that 
office for the following reafons t vis. People at Lucknow 
might think that Mr. Brillow had obtained hi* appoint- 
ment in confequence of orders from Europe, and contrary 
to his (the Governor's) inclinations: but as the contrary 
was the cafe, and as he now confldcred Mr. Briftow as 
the objc3 of his own particular patronage, therefore he 
direfled me to forward Mr. Briftow's Ercee to the pre* 
fence, and to reprefent, that it was his (the Governor's) 
with, that your Highnefa, on the receipt thereof, would 
write a letter to him, and as from yourfelf, requeft of 
him, that Mr. Briftow may be appbtilted to Lucknow* 
and that you would write an anfwer to his Erzee, exprcjl 
Cve of your pcrfei^t fatisfa^ion on the fubjc£i. I'he Go- 
vernor concluded with injunAions, that until the arrival 
of your Hijgtinefs's letter, recpiefting the appointment of

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have made it my ftudy to confute and promote; but left 
the Nuvvaub., from the recolle^iun of paft tran fictions* 
might mifconftrue my recommendation an olVenfible pro- 
feffion, and on that acc.*jiit cxprefs rcluc^nce to aflcnt 
to the appoinune'nt, I defired Gobind Raum to explain 
very particularly to the Nuvvaub, both that I had a vciy 
high efttem for Mr. Brifttiw, and an entire confidence in 
his attachment and integrity, and the reafons which had 
produced this alteration in my I'entiments refpeiling that 
gentleman. At the fame time I mentioned the dcfeiSion 
and treachery of Almas Alii Kbawn ; the difordcred ftate 
to which he had abandoned the province of Doaub, and 
the other diftrii^s of which he had charge ; the like 
fymptoms apparent in the conduA of the Aumil of Ro- 
hailkund } and the general difobedience and confulion 
which prevailed in every part of the Nabob's dominionsi 
of which, though known to all mankind, I had itev«r 
received any information, either from the Nuvvaub, 
yourfelf, or Mr. Middlctun. In anfwer to his melTage, 
Raja Gobind Raum received a Perwannah from the Nuv- 
vaub, containing complaints and reproaches at my inter- 
ference in his affairs: his unwillingnefs to receive my 
Kgent from me, but without any pcrTonal dillike to Mr. 
Brifluw, in whofe appointment he Ihould acquiefce, if I 
chofe to make it. 

Thefe fentiments, and thcfc expreffions, are neither 
confonant to the benevolence of the Nuvvaub's temper, 
- nor to the friendlhip which I know be poireiTcs for me, 
but were dicEtated for other purpofes, known to yourfelf 
ooly^-they are your fentiments and your cxpreffions, and 
not .the Nuvvaub's. But my aflonifbnnent at the'other 
parts of the Perwannah is. not to be exprcfled ; for it de- 
clares, that all which 1 had f<iid refpeftiiig Almas Alii 
Khawn, and the difordered ftatc of the Nuvvaub's go? 
vernment, to be entirely falfe and without foundation, and 
the invention of incendiary people; and that the Nuv- 
vaub's dominions enjoyed the moft perfeA tranquillity 
and peace.

powers, and impede the pacifications which are now, and 
kave been, for fome time pa{t, impending. 

I write thus plainly to you from two motives r— The 
firft is to fhew how thin the veil is by which you attempt - 
to cover this policy ; and of courfe to convince you that 
1 Iba)) recctve and conflme every fimilar declaration, 
however made to nte from the Nuvvaab, and every letter 
written in his name, tending to defiroy or Icffen the friend- 
fliip fnbfiRing between us, as yout declaration, as your 
letter. The fecond is, that as I do not (o much afcribc 
tbefe artifices to you as to the evil coutrfch and encou- 
ragenwms which you have lately received from other per- 
sons, wbofe names I need not mention, you may fee and 
know on what terms you may cxpeft hereafter to retain 
that fricndlhip and fupport which I have hitherto given 
you. For the rcfl I refer you to, Mr. Brillow, to whom, 
verbally and in writigg, I have communicated every tittle 
of my fentiments, intentions, and cxpc^ationt, upon this 
fabjeft.

Para. 146, By the letters which we have received front 
Lucknow, we find great apprehenfions prevail of an ap- 
proaching famine in the Nabob's dillriAs. A fcarcity of ' 
grain has already been feverely felt in all the Wcftem 
countries towards Delhi, and from the uncommon drought 
of thefeafon to the northward of Calcutta, the cropf 
upon the ground bave been fcorched, and nearly deliroyed. 
This evil ha^ been Icfs felt, as W reached to the fouth- 
wvrd, where the grain is chiefly produced, atid the feafon 
of the periodical laips not being entirely over, we have 
yet hopes that a fall of water may come in time to pre- 
vent thetoul Jofs of theprefent harveft. To guard againft ' 
the effe&s of fcarcity as much as poffible in the Upper 
Countries, we have taken oft* all duties upon the exporta- 
tion of grain to thofe [>arts.

Caufel fet a value on your attention. I ftrovc, however^ 
19 conceal my uneafinefs, by ufing yoar h«u(e with the ui- 
moft freedom. I am not apt to be captioiM on points like 
thiSf and have a good enoueh opinion of myfelf to believe, 
that I am not in daneer of being n^lcdcd. If I thought 
that I perceived a cooTners in you towards me, I attrtbatei 
it to motives of a political view — you cannot be ignorant 
of the part which has been itnpofed upon me, refpeding 
tbe public conduct of B. to forward the public reprefentai- 
cions of the Vizier and bis Minifter to the Governor, 
frogi whom alone the hope for an atteratioq in autten of 
interference, which .they deem un^ufi and oppreffive, wat 
indifpenfable en me, wbet required to do fo ; and when I 
conlidercd the tianfa^iont of which tbcy complained as 
contrary to the fentiments, and injurious to the aotbority 
>nd reputation,^ of my bell friend and patron, 1 am an in-

^rs,' to -ejlnblilh a f^m ■ pctfuafion in the minds of the 
Vizier and his Minifter, of "B.'s poffelBng the Governor's 
entire confidence and fuppori ; I obeyed the command with 
ebtaifulnrfs, and executed it not only with fidelity bot with 
»eal,- Ho*» far B. has rendered himf^if worthy of that 
generoiij confidei.ce which Mr, H. repofed in him, you 
know better- ttian 1 da; all i with you to beiieve is, that 
nothing peifonal or interefled has aCtuated my conduQ : fi. 
knows circumflantially, that I was a warm, advocate with 
the Governor for his appointment to this ftation, at a timp 
when it could not have been fuppofed that Mr. H. aftcd 
widerthc inftocncc of anoihcr Member (rftlie Adminiflra- 
tron. ' Ones more, all this to yourfclf.

If, arter the very candid and liberal explanation jovi &- 
toorcd me with, uncalled upon, a few days ago, I were ia 
my turn capable of any concealment, I fhould bafely hattf 
jrour confidence and friendship. I will tellyvul^iTly, then, 
that 1 was perfedly aAoiiiflied at the paragraph ia your chit, 
where you fey, *' You cannot be ignorant of the part 
" which hai been intpofed upon me refpe<£liog the public 
" conduct of Briflbw to forward, &c.' — Till chat moment 
I, had always undcrfiood, and as I recolkA the information 
came from yowfclf, you were deuipcd here eniircly by the 
indilf^jHtioa of your cbildrtin ; bcfidcs, 1 could not con- 
ceive how I alone ihould have fo long continued an utter 
Qran);cr to a circumftance of fo exlraotdinaiy a nature^ 
wliicli yoti Ihiie to be of fuch publk i)o;oriety. At tli£ 
laiue time, as I bad good rcafon to imagine, that very many 
individuals were at much in the dark in this particular at 
mylclf, I was determined to afcertatn how far my opinion 
was warranted, I founded fcveral, and though I foand them 
generally agreed withrefpei^ to the it>tention in which yoa 
feaiained here. " to focward, as yoa fay, &c." yet they 
uniformly prolefled their entire ignorance of your taking 
this part, in obedience to or under the authority of a pub- 
lic coiiimifllon ; in the laft rcfort, therefore, and as a more 
ccruin way of refolving the quellion, I laft night wrote 
the following note to Mr, firiftow.

Tliis anfwer, at it is pcrfeflly ifreconcileabic to the con- 
tents of yoor letter to me^ lias (crvcd only to aagment my 
perplexity. Relying, ai 1 do, implicitly on your truth and 
honour, I am, nevcrthelefs, moil happy I purfued my in- 
quiries I'o far, iince the refuit, by being communicated, 
will afford you the oftportunity of reconciling this Teeming 
contradiAion, which, but for fuch explanation, might be 
fiable to be mifconftrued by anondiarilablc and misjudging 
world. I do, myfelf, mou rcUgioufly believe, " That no- 
" thing pcrfonat or iniereftcd has afiuated your condod ■" 
and that yoa are an involuntary a£tor in this fccne ; at the 
feme time my afTcftion for you engages me to conjure you 
to take efledual means that the truth may be clearly under- 
ftood by all mankind, particularly as the reprefeiitations, 
however you niay have been given oiherwife to underliand, 
were certainly fabricated by their crafty author, Hydcr Beg

My dear Cowper, 

You nave ftrangely miltinderftood my meaning, in fup> 
pofing that by the expreffion of *' ihe part which has been 
** impofcd upon me" I alluded to any public commiffion ; 
I meant only th« obligations of fticndfhip, attadiment, 
and gratitude to Mr. Hadings -, if thcfe ties may be dif* 
penfed with, then I am a voluntecp— ff they are binding 
on men of honour and integrity, then I am irrcGllibly im- 
peltcd to aft as I do. It was reprefcnicd to me that dw 
meafures purfued by Mr. Briflow were equally oppreffive 
to the Vizier, and inimical to the authority and influence 
of Mr. Mailings ; and I was required, as the confidential 
fcrvaiit and friend of Mr. Haftings, to forward for his in-' 
formation and fecurity fucli proceedings as were deemed of 
riie nature above mentioned. I neither excited nor encou- 
nged thefe reprefentations. I repeatedly gave warning of 
the moft fatal confequences to the inthors of tbetn, if ulfa 
or exaggerated; they are public, and may be publicly re- 
futed, as they mull be publicly defended : I care not foe 
the refult. Briftow has tor months known that fuch reprc- 
fentations haTe been made through me. How you could 
have remained in ignorance, is to me zflomlhing. 

The apparent inconli{)ency of my declaration to yout^ 
the caufe uf my detention, and my fubfequent delay, arc 
very cafily reconciled i at the time I made that declaration, 
I bad no other caufc of detentian, lince then, and bebre 
my children were in a condition to be moved ; I bad dte 
Governor's orders to remain here ; that order has been fC' 
pcated, in anfwer to my carneft application to be releafed 
from this uncomfortable and uncreditable Btoation. Never- 
Ihelcfs, I do not coniidcr myfcif in any public cbaraAer. 

I do not comprehend from what pvt of the quotatt(»l 
in B.'t anfwer to your note, you infer that he fupolcs me 
a volunteer in the picfent difputes between him and this 
eovernment : You fhouLd know that tfw occafion of the 
letter quoted from the Governor was his propofal for tay 
going to Ramporc, and atja time when the Governor had 
not the fmaUcft appiebenrion that my f icfence here wouM 

be 
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be necdfiiry towards fupponing bis inflnence, and thtt 
ocdic of bii Govemmeni at this Durbar. 1 Ihall be happf 
tf B. can prove an attention and return to tbe gcncroui 
fcntiment therein cxprcQcd on tpe fubje£l of bis own in- 
fine ncc. 

I have no reabn for defiring your filence on thefv mat* 
tntf but that of obviating the fuppofidon of mj thinking 
that my condud requires apology. 

One thing I had like to have forgot ; before I went to 
Rarapore I had formed a plan of an ellablifhmcnt for my- 
felf at Furrockabad, which the Governor rcjc^ed } fmce 
my return he re-con&dcrcd and adopted it, but now, on a 
pnnciple of deiicacv, bas relinquilhcd it, after obtaining 
Ac approbation of bis colleagues. This is what 1 forefair 
and foretold, as foon as I knew he intended to lay the com* 
plaint from hence i>cfote the Board : And I have myfeif, 
fincc that time, and out of regard to my own charader. 
sUbtutely renounced it. I mention this to fhew you thit 
my intcreft has been facrilieed to my attachment to atf 
fiiend, inftead of being promoted by it, and thus t» con- 
vince you thai my notices are pure. 

Whether the complaints arc founded in malice or in truth, 
Ud whether they arc proved or refuted, arc matters of pcr- 
SeSt indiifcrence to me, fo far as they refpeft B. and Hydcr. 
I know of no repiefcn tat ions agalnft you ; yhur name is 
cventoallj mentioned, but not as a principal, nor in the 
hngu^e of complaint, except the recital of the proceedings 
zefpe^ing tbe invefting you with the adminiftration of juf- 
tice, may be deemed fucb. But you will fee all tbe papers, 
I fuppofe, or prohablv have feen tbcm, as Mr. M*Pbeifon 
muq have funiilhcd fi. I fuppofe with copies. 

I confider it as a proof of your fii\cere regard, that yon 
have fo freely and candidly difcuf&d this fubjcct ; that i^ard 
wdl ever be an object of high eflimatioji with me. But 
every conillderation will fall before ray duty, attachment, 
and affection to Mr. Haftings; whatever object they may 
come in competition witli, I hope and believe that they wiU 
never be oppofed to any conduct or fcntiments of yours;

Since I had 1^ the honour to addrefs you, the Miniflet 
has not only politivcly refufed to comply with my rcquili- 
tion upon the fuhjoCt of the current year's affignments, but 
lias, by his influence with the bankers, lucceedcd in cutting 
ofFyour refources in that quarter alfo. The proofs of the 
former~of thefc allegations will be found in endofure No. i. 
to which therefore I beg leave to refer you. The jummt 
of thofe di(lri£ts which have been jet made over to me is 
indeed flared at rupees 73,85,000; but from every infor> 
mation I have been able to obtain regarding them, their n." 
lueis ov^- rated in this eftimate nearly in thcfum of twen-*' 
ty-five lacks. Hence it is obvious, that, if, in rcfpcft to 
the further demand I have made of the countries under the' 
management of Almafs Ally Cawn, the excufes of the Vi- 
zier be admitted, fifty lacks of rupees is the mofl we fliall 
this year receive from hisHighnets, although the claim o£ 
our Government is rupees 1,2^,48,420. 11. 8. — The plea, 
tipon which his Highnefs has been induced to found his ex- 
peAation of the Board's forbearance, cin, I humbly conceive, 
neither be defended upon any principle of natural Juflicc, 
or even reconciled to cominon (cnfe. tt however accords 
perfe£lly with the audacity of the man who dictated it, and 
■you IV. Z witti«at 
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wilhOQt i^y forced danftruflion miy be uAdcrftood to imp 
plya decUnition from Hjdcr Beg Cawn to the following 
effeft; *' By the moft treacherous abufc <^ the confidence 
** of my Prince. 1 hare at lift made myfelf his tyrant, aod 
" aggrandized my fortunes by the molt cruel oppreilion of 
•' his people I but my ambition and avarice air yet unfa- 
*' tisfied, and it is therefore reafonable and fit that the 
•• Englifli Government fliould forego their rights, and lub- 
*' mit to anydiftrcfs or difficulty, that I may go on with- 
*' out interruption in the fame carreer, until I IhalL have' 
*' finally compleated the ruin of my Sovereign, and, as 

' •* far at.leaft as depends upon me, involved his bcft ally 
•' in the deftruftion." It is unneceffary to dwell longer 
on this fubjeft ; I fhall difmifs it therefore with obfervlng^ 
that had the lalutary mcafurcs of the Honourable the Go- 
Ternor General been received with a cordiality at this 
Court, equal to the zeal and earneftners with which they 
were propofed, and a fteadinefs (hewn by the Prince in the 
execution of them, anfwerable to the wifdom of the Coun- 
cils which produced them, the affairs of Owde would long 
Knee have aflumed an afpedt very different from that in 
which they now appear, and which, if his Highnefs's own 
defctiption of them be acknowledged,, are indeed fo defpc- 
rate as to admit of no further aggravation. For the reft, 
the Minifler who created the diftrefles complained of would. 
be tbe proper perfon to relieve them. Nor have I any 
<]oubt, if the Vizier were lefs a cypher, that he would not 
only compel Hyde r Beg Cawn to this a£t of juAice, but 
would a!fo punifh him as. he deierves, and I am convinced 
he would enperience the happiell effe£\s from the example, 
in the influence it would have upon ,the condu£l of thofe 
to whom the management . of his affairs may hereafter be 

■ committed. 

I come now. Gentlemen, to fpeak of the tranfa£Uoa. 
with the bankers. When in June lad I procured from the 
houleof GopattlDofs the <'um of fifteen lacks of rupees, I 
bad the promife of fo i^uch more, at a fhon period, as 
fliould make their loan to your Government thirty lacka 
complete. The performance of this further condition in 
their agreement with me, they have hitherto, however, on 
various pretences, evaded ; and 1 am forry to inform you. 
Gentlemen, that fo far from ihewing any dlfpofition to fulfil 
it now, they have even inflrufted thciragentto folicit imme- , 
dtate It payment of the amount already furnifbsd by them, 
and in all other refpefts obferved fuch a conduct laterly as 
clearly indicates a determined purpofe of adhering to none 
of their engagements. To give facility to this plan, they 
fome time unce recalled their old agent from' hence, and . 
appointed in his room one Munnoo Loll, who, if I am not ' 

grofsl/ 
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g^fsly tnilbken in \C\m, is by hii talents and tcfflpsr bet* 
tertguiiliiicd to be the inftrument of fudi dcligns, than hit 
prcdcceflbr, Munferam, a man confpicuous for his bonefty 
and upright dealing. This new fervant, anxious, as he 
pretends, 10 fecare as early as poffible the mooics due ft^om 
' the Hononrable Company for his principals, had the pre- 
fumption, a few days ago, to detain and appropriate, with* 
oat my knowledge, the account of fuch bills of Exchange 
drawn upon their houfe by ihc Aumtl of Rohilcund, and 
others, in fvioix of your Government. He 'has alfo ap-> 
priced me, by order of the Bankers^ . that it is QUt of their 
power at prelcnt to afford me any pecuniary alHAance what- 
ever ; yet, v^en they were firll nominated to the Trcafurjr 
here, it was cxprefsly flipukted, that in times of emergency 
ttirey Iho'iild advance on demand any fum not exceeding four 
lacks of rupees ; and it is at this baron feafon of the collec- 
tions that fuch aid is more cfpecially required. Their loan 
to Government laA year was 36 lacks ; and although no 
part of this very large amount was put in a cou^e of pay- 
ment till November, they never he^tated in the interval to 
Aimifl) fuch further fums as I had occasion for, and requir- 
ed. This circumllance is of itfelf fufficient to prove theiic 
backwardncfs proceeds rather from want 6f inclination 
than of ability to fulfil their engap;cmcnts \ fuppofing them, 
however, to have folved this dithculiy, there yet remains 
another, which it is impofEblc they (hould remove. Two 
days ago Almafs Aly Cawn informed me it was his inten- 
tion to pay into the Trcafuty a lack of rupees, which lack 
he had juft borrowed from this very houfe. It is noteafy 
to conceive, that with fo mpch experience thefc mcnfliould 
miAake their natural and apparent intcrefis, and to- for^o 
them upon any light inducement is foreign to the chara£ler 
of their profeffion. In the prefent inftance, however, they 
have cettainly abandoned thofe prudent maxims by which 
aloive, as marchants, they ought to have regulated their 
condud ; and I confefs, 1 can no otherwife account for % 
violation of their faith, fo fhamefut in all its circumftance^t 
and fo obvioudy fubverfivc of their credit, than by confi- 
dering it, as I have already laid, as a new effort of the in* 
trigues and clandcflinc management of Hyder Beg Cawn. 
If, in fu]^K>n of this con{lrudion, I am obliged to reafon 
from analogy, and to appeal to the eftablifhed charader of 
the Minifter, and the uniform tenor of his conduct, it i* 
not becaufe more direct evidence does not exift, but becauie 
whilft Hyder Beg Cawn maintains his prefcht afccndancy, 
it ii impoffible it {hould be procured. During the mcrcilefi 
reign of Tiberias, from among the millions who muttered 
Jecret andioce^ntcurrcs againn thetyraot,notCKiemanffas 
fonad hardj enoagh to come forwafd and accufe iupa openly 
Z a ilk 
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in die Capitol; yet he who, m thofc days, and in default 
of fucli icculation, had pronounced the iufferings of the 
Roman people to be imaginary; woold jvftly have provok- 
ed the refcntmcnt of his fellow citizens, in the fame degree 
in which he had infuitcd their miafonunes. In the wide 
circuit of the Vizier's territory, the authority of Hyder Beg 
Cawn is extended over all alike, and, with a very few ex- 
ceptions, is unbounded and irrcfifliblc. His object is notori- 
ouHy the ruin of your influence, and the eftablifhment in 
perpetuity of his own ; nor can it be matter of furprize. 
Gentlemen, that in thispurfuit, be Ihould have rccourfe 
to every artifice, and refort to every rank for alBflance. — 
Where hit power will not intimidate, he employs the fruits 

' of his rapacity to corrupt. ' - 

Before I conclude this letter, permit me. Gentlemen, 
with all deference, to exprefs again my earned; hope, that 
you will be pleafed to take fuch luflant meifures as may be 
c&eAual in .removing tliofe ohAacles which have hitherto 
not only interfered with the auihority of our reiidcnc at the 
Court of Owde, but in a manner annihilated it. To the 
very many, and as I humbly conceive very cogent, reafons, 
I have already had the honour to fubmii to you, as contri- 
buting to produce this effect, may be fup^radded the pre- 
lence of Major Palmer. Although this Gentleman be indeed 
at ptcfentinno oflenJible character here, yet having once 
been entrufted with a commiffion of the hrO. importance on 
the part of the Governor Genera], and being received in 
confcquence by the Viziec with every mark of dillinctien 
and respect, the bare celTation of an agency, which ceafed 
only becaufe the functions of it wert fulfilled, could in no 
degree diminilh the weight and cOnfequence originally de- 
rived from it t* Major Palmer j more efpecially as he is 
Aill permitted to keep his rdidenre at Lucknow, and flill 
known by all to Aand forcmoU in the efteem, opinion, and 
confidence of the iirft member of your Government. This 
obfervAnon will be further confirmed by a retercnce to Afia-^ 
tic manned and policy j a^d if it fliould appear warranted 
in your opinion, it cannot but Arike you, Gentlemen, hovr 
ipaterially the interefts both of the Honourable Company 

- afid his Highnefs may be aiTedled and injured hy the coUa~ 
fion of this double influence. If, on the one hand, and 
in conformity to the pofitive language of niy inftru£tions, 
I have been from the hour of my arrival uhng every exer- 
tion, if pofible.to bring theMiniftcr to a fenfe of his duty, 
iht Major has, on the other, fcduloufly, tiiough I believe 
not folely, employed himfelf inforwarding to the Hononr- 

' aMt the Governor General the wifehoods and fahrications 
of Hydcr Beg Cawn againft me. Thus chcrilhed and fup- 
ported, it is no ways extraordiaary, that the Miaiftci lh6«ld

-Copy of a Letter from Cojonel Sir John Gumming to Mr, 
Briftow ; daxed 2d Oilober 1783. 

About live months £nce^ Mr. M'Lean went to Pllebea^ 
to purcbaie timbers, &c. for the repairs of the boats and 
budjerows ac this {lation. You were fo favourable to the 
undertaking as to give hint purwannahs^and recommenda- 
lory letters lo the feveral Aumils and oSiccrs pf govern- 
ment. Timbers and other ftores, to the amount ,of 6,000 
rupees, were purchafed and embarked in- fome new foaat» 
wbich be had caufed to be built in that neighbourhood. 
When the boats arrived at Paulee, the inhabitants feized 
them, and took a confiderable part ofwbat they contained^ 
^converting; it to their' own ufe ; this happened about the 
latter end of July, fince which every means, except that 
«f violence^ has been attempted to proemre the reteafc of 
thi: boats, but without efTdt. Perwanoahs from BufTunt 
Roy were torn to pieces with the greateft contempt, an^ 
»he bearers, after being unmercifully flogged, were fcut 
liack with the moft provoking aufwers. 1 am convinced it 
is not in the power of Bullunt SLoy to enforce obedience 
to his orders; and that unlefs a military force be fe^t from 
this flation, thf boats, and the remainder of the ftores^ 
wuil inevitably'be iofi : but this i« no mere than a fingl* 
ioAiSce, out of a yad number, which, if neceSary, I 
-could relute of the audacious acts committed by the peap]« 
ef Faulcc, and the villag-s round it,; it is im^i&bie for 
any thinj^ to be brought to camp, unlefs a (eyeit and ex- 
emplary punilhment deter the' otFcnders from future a£^ 
of violence. If yOii agree with me in opinion refpefling 
the KceiBty of fending a military force (o their chailife- 
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metiC, T wifh you would obtain from his Elxcellency an or- 
der for that purpofe, I wo«ld then fer.d > regiment with 
two Jix pouRders, with orders to rejeafe the boats, and to 
feize as many of the offenders as they could lay hands 911, 
^vho (hould either be fcAt to Luckaow to receive theit 
punifhinent, ar be delivered over to the Aumif, as might 
be moft agreeable to the Vizier. Should an order be fent 
fne for the execution of this bu(inefs, I requcft it may be 
done with as much fecrccy as poffible, flnce to pubiifh the 
intention would Btterly iefeW it, and perhaps Simulate 
the people to burn and deftroy the boats, with all the ftore^ 
yet remaining. ' 

The advantages to be derived from punifhing the rebel- 
lions people of that diftrifl: would not be confined to our, 
camp, which, indeed, are but a fecondary confideration, 
when comparpd with the good effect it would have ifl re- 
ftoring the loft authority of the Aumil. BuAiint Roy has 
repeatedly informed mc, that for fome years paft, he bas 
been able to make no colleftions among them ; and that the 
people he has fent on that duty have been driven away by 
4oxct of arms. A feverc example would operate not only 
en thofe who were the fubje£ts of it, but on all the country 
within many cols of them.

Flattered with the 
daily hopes o£ being able to tranfmit you fome latisfaCtory 
accounts r^arding t^c honourable Coippaqy's demand « 
rupees 12,96,473. 2. 6 on Khauje A'" u) Deen, hag been 
ibe caufe of my not replying to them before ) but with con- 
cern I mufi here inform you, that every exertipn in my 
power to procure payment thereof has hitherto proved \a- 
eficAual, Khajab Ain ul Deen denies, with an inflexible 
obllinacy, that he rented ^he province of Kohilcund for the 
year 11 90, at any llipulated lum, therefore conceives him- 
fclf refponfible to government only for the neat col]e£tions 
of that country during that period; that the. balance due 
from him does only amount to about three lacks of rupees, 
which he affirms to have tendered to Rajah Soorut Sing, in 
.bonds from his Naibs. He continually urges mc to fend 
him to Lucknow, where he promifcs to pay either to yo^ 
or the Vizier's rainiftcr, Hyder Beg Cawn, whatever tur- 
ther balance may appear due 'from him on the adjuftjng the 
accounts of his colleftions for the Euffulle year 1190. I 
have agreed to fcjid him thither, provided he would find 
fecurity, either from the merchants or other perfons of 
property here, to fatisfy the Honourable Company's claim 
%m his arrival at that place; but as he refufes doing thisi 
and perfuaded that his motives for being fo impatient to be

him a full acquittance of whatever demands were made - 
on him on account h,is colledions ; Item, that the worft 
which could happen to him there, would be a fbw months ' 
confinement in the prffon called Ifa Gunge. Convinced ■ 
that the emergency of the pubhc render it abfolately ne- , 
ceffary to realize every refource, I have caufcd this Aumil ' 
to be put under clofc leftraint, a^id alfo fccured his ^mily 
and cffc^s in this town under a guard; and I beg leave to 
atTure you, that the moft fpirited exertion Ihal) not be 
wanting on my fide to fecure from Khaljah Ain ul Dcen, 
if not the whole, as much of the Honourable Company's 
claim on him as can be recov«red. 

The letter you fent me for Rajah Sooiut Sing, regarding 
the balance due from Khaljah Ain ul Dcen's Naibs, I did 
immediately forward to him, with my eameft requeft, that 
he would take the neceflaryflcps for collecting their amount; 
but as the Rajah's faint interference therein leads me to be- : 
lieve that he is unwilling to charge himfelf with their col- 
lections, fince Ihey are likely to prove a diminution to his 
own receipts, on account of the inability of the rcnterSf 
from whom thofc balances are due, I am apptehcnfive tha^ ' 
little or nothing will be realized, unlefs the Rajah enters 1 
heartily into this bulinefs, and ufes vigorous means to en- 
force the payment.

I had the honour to addrefs you on the gth July lafl, re- ' 
lative to the mutiny of the Vizier's troops llationcd in the 
province of Robilcupd. On this occafion, a complete bat- 
talion of thefe troops deferred their pofts, and marched to 
Jyucknow : As no adequate punifhment Allowed this dar- 
ing a£t of fedition, it cannot be matter of furprjie, that they 
fliould have proceeded ^nce to the laft outrages, and which ' 
have terminated in the murder of their fuperior officer, and 
in the plunder of the difirids they were appointed to de- 
fend. It is alfo very natural, that the prevalence of focfa 
an example fhould e:(tend itfelf to the other forces of his ' 
Highncfs, and exdte in them the fame turbulence of -fpiiiti

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and contempt of authority ; indeed, combined with ths 
caufcs of diflatitfaCtion, it has aJrcady operated fo power- 
fully, thai within thefe few days the piince has been in z 
niftnnei bejieged in his capiul, and by that part oi his ibl? 
diciy to whole guard, as more efpccially lelying upon their 
iidelityand attachment, the fafety of his perfon had beeit 
imipediately enuufled. The detail of the one, and the 
otlier of ihcfo fafls is briefly this :— The Robilfund batta- 
lion herein above-mentioned (in whom, as [ have ahead; 
obferred, a conduft meriting decimation had been attended 
with no heavier punifliniem than the difmiffion of a few of 
the ringleaderi) vfRt about a month Jince put in orders to 
mguxh to SultaqpoFe. Thefe orders were uo fooner notiiied 
to them,, than they again becanie refractory, declaring, an4 
for Ibme time adhering to their declaration, not to obey 
them ; when at laii they, were perfu^ded to move, they fet 
put in a diforderly manner, and it was not till they bad well 
nigh reached HydcrGur, djltant about ten cofs fromLtick- 
now, that they were overtaken and joined by their com- 
mandant, Mcir FuzzuU Ally. This officer they immedi- 
ately feized, and binding him to a gun, caufed him to ex? 
pire under their blows, leaving lus mangled body to be 
publickly borne into the prefence of the N abob. After tbii 
flagitious murder they continued their route to Hyder Gur, 
where they were joined by another battalion, and both hav- 
ing fixed their quarters in the neighbourhood, fubfill by the 
plunder of the furrounding country, and by cpptribution^ 
tiu[e<i upon the inhabitants. The adjutant of the battalioit 
]aft mentioned has alfo been put to death by the fepoysj 
and I am certaii>ly informed that the late Aurnil of Sultan^ 
pore, Myr Saud ud Dien, who was on his way hither in 
order to the adjuflment of his accounts, has been made 
prifoncr by the' mutineers, and met with very harfli and 
cruet treatment from them. This is the joint z& of both 
corps, at\i they Hill detain him. 

The infurrection of the Turkfowars, which I come non; 
%o fpeak of, filled me with th^ moft ferious alarm. On 
the l6th ultimo they feized their magazine, and furrounded 
^ad took poficlEon of all the avenues leading to the reli- 
dence of'ihe minifter, denouncing ven^ijance againft him. 
Hyder Beg Cawn, although thus marked out as the prin- 
cipal objeS of their refentmcnt, had in reality little to ap- 
prehend, proteded as he was by a body of forces, more 
iiilmerous, and better appointed, than the alTailant's troops, 
leyal perhaps only from interEft, but not likely to abandon 
Jiis ftandard, whilft the power of beftowinglargefles remains 
to-him. it is indeed much to be lamented, that the funds 
which enable him to do this are extorted from the hopelcfs 
indufiry of tjic opprefled and necclTuous Ryot — The Vizier 
■■■ - , '■'' - 'Imj 
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)i4S no fttch funds. I haftcoed to make a tende,r of my fcr- 
»ices to his Highnefs, whofe means of defence alfo, when 
^ompareii with thofe of his minifter, were very difpropor- 
tionatc — a circumftance I was not a little apprchenfivc 
might in ihc end cxpofe him perfenally to the attacks and 
infultS of the feditious, Happily at the end of three days- 
chie promifes and Toothings of the miptfter prevailed ; and 
I. feel iofiiiite fatisfaftion in qcquainting you, that the 
commotion ended without bloodlheci; Ibould, however, 
ihefc eugngvments hereafter be forgotten, I cannot avoid 
anticipating the danger that may enfue to the capital, and 
even to the perfon of the Nabob, from the undiftinguiQi- 
ing fury of the foldiery, freflily excited by difappointment, 
unreftrained by any remains of difcipline, and exafperated 
by famine. To fay the truth, gentlemen, this body guard 
of his highnefs is literally {iarving. The confcquence it 
inevitable, Jn proportion as' they are debarred of their 
lawful expeSations, and the means of honeft fubliftence 
is wanting to them, ihcy are tolerated in the breath of 
order and neglc£t of duty. One inftance of irregularicf 
prid difobedience encourages to, and is fucceeded by, others 
of the fame kind. The practice becomes familiar, and, as 
we have feent terminates at laft in mutiny and fedition. 
The term^ fubfcribed to on this occafion by the minifter 
^re, firft, the payment of 48,000 rupees immediately, in 
part of 17 months arrears due to the Turkfowars) and, 
fecondly, affignments for the remainder, tg the amount of 
ten lacks more, upon certain of the Aumiis, whereof obs 
for four lacks {lands in the name of Almafs Ally Cawn. 
To every circumfiance of the negoc.iation, in its progrefs 
and after its conclufion, I continued an utter flrangerj 
^nd it may be inferred, that it was Hyder Beg Cawo^s 
purpofe to leave me in ignorance, had I not, by a formal 
requifition, compelled him to an explanation. In waving 
this neccflary ceremony, or rather duty, be feems to have 
forgotten how large a proportion of the Company's dlaims 
upon the Vizier for the current year is {till unprovided for: 
Similar inftances, however, of grofs neglefi and inattention 
- on the part of the minifter, have, during the laft months, 
fp often occurred, that they no longer excite my furprize, 
though, being always in contempt of the injundtions, and 
ia (lirc^ oppofttion' to the wifhes, of the honourable Go- 
vernor General, as cxprelTed in his inftru£ttons to me, they 
are certainly npt left reprehenHble becaufe multiplied anq 
repeated. 

In conclufiori, permit me to folicit your attention to the 
ftjle of the e^iclofed letter. You will be pleafed to ob- 
ferye, gentlemen, that It was addrefled to me by the Na^ 
bob, when ajl communication between him and Hydcc 
B;eg Cawn was cy^-off, ComparcJ with the reprefenutionj 
heretofore 
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Ilfretoforr tranfmittcd to the Honourable Board on my 
fubjcA, by his Highnefs, conjoiiuly with his Miniiter, 
it exhibits the ftrorgeft contrail j and hence, if other evi- 
dence were wanting to prove the faft, leads irrefiltably toa 
prefumption, that in the compoCtion of thofc reprefenta- 
tions he was fchoo^d and commanded — Efcaped for a mo-' 
ment from the tyrannic influence which had fo often com- 
pelled him to the moll difhonourable compliances, wc hear 
him fpeaking the language of feeling and gratitude for the 
obfigatibns cor>fi;rred upon him. Such language and fuch 
fcntiments are worthy of hisHighnefs ; and if at any time he 
deviates from them, my refpe£l for him difpofes me to he. 
lieve it is becaufe he dares not do otherwile. The time, I 
tiufl, will come, when the unhappy Prince (hall be finaJIy 
reflored to the liberty offpeecb: 1 am confident he will 
employ it in the cauTe of truth and innocence, which I can 
with equal certaloty affirm is'not the caufe of Hydcr Beg 
Cawn*

of the 4iftnit of Sandy Pauly.— Iii reply the miiiifter tranf- 
■nitted me letters from BuiTout Roy and Jaoo Llotl, copies 
of which I enctofe for jour infornutkin. From a repre- 
fentation prefeiited to mc by Mr. Mac Lean, and yoor 
fctitiments upon the fubjefi, the coUu^n between the 
J^umiU and Zemindars js in ray opinion cleatly proved ;

I am favOiircd with ybiii: letter of the 21ft inflant, in- 
clofing copy of Buffout Roy's Atzcc to Hyder Beg Cawn. 

I do not obferve any mifrepreCentatijoa of fails, fo far a^ 
BufTout Roy ba5 thouglit fit to ftate them, but he has fup- 
prelTed fome parts of the truth. When the Vizier's order 
for punilhing the rebellious peopla in the Paulie diilri^ 
arrived, I ^rotc to Buflbut Roy, dcfiring he would come 
hither in perfon. or fend a Confidential Vackee), to con- 
cert means' for effe£lually chaftifing the offenders. He 
confented to neither propof^l ; a copy of his letter, con- 
taining his excufc, was trarifmittejl to you with my letter, 
pf the i2th inftant. The ' circunmances of his declining 
JO i^nd a Vackeel, excited in me a fufpicion of liis in- 
fincerity, which was confirmed the next morning by Mr. 
jMac Lean, who communicated to me the contents of a 
letter he had juft received from bis fervants at Paulce. 
It ftaled that the inhabitants, in confequence of a mellage 
brought by BulTout Roy's Hircarrahs, had rcleafcd t£e 
boats, and given back all the timber, &c. which they faa,d 
^way. I obferve that BufToiit Roy acknowledges having 
fent his Klrcarrahs, denouncing threats of vengeance 
againft the people of Paulee, if they did not give up po(^ 
fefSon of Mr. Mac Lean's boats; and that they, through 
fear of the confequences, gave them up accordingly. This 
«» the thing I complain of: It was the aoCicene gave of 

tlw- 
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fhe intended ehaftifement that rendered it impoffible to he"- 
carricd into execution ; and if the people of Paulee were fa 
obedient to the orders of Buflbut Roy on this occalion, 
how came it that, when I wrote to him before, defiring he 
would caufc the fame boaU to be releafed, that he had no 
influence over them. Mr, Mac Lean at that time informed 
mc that BufTout Roy gave Purwannahs in confequence of 
my letter, and that the Paulee men to whom they were 
addrefied tore them to pieces. On this and every other 
fKcafion Buflbut Roy has pleaded his inability to enforce 
obedience to his orders i yet the moment he faw a profpcft 
of doing it, he hafteocd to put the oilcndcrs upon their 
guard, by informing them of their danger. As I have 
never interfered in any degree with the Aumils, it is not 
in my power to bring direia proof of any of their tranf- 
a&ions, but in the prefent inllance there are (o many cir- 
cumftances combining to prove that BufTout Roy could 
have releafed the boats fooner, if he bad been fo inclined, 
and that he did not wilh the offenders Should be punilhed, 
as to leave no room for doubt, even in the moft ferupulous 
mind. However, to prove, beyond the power of contra- 
di^ion, whether BuQout Roy be ferious in his wilh to 
punilli the rebellious people in that neighbourhood, I will, 
if you approve, fend over a regiment to bts afliftanee. If 
he apprehends the offenders, and delivers them over to 
juftice, it will be a marlc of bis own innocence; on the 
contrary, if he be negligent, there will be no longer an 
rxcufe left him. I hope there will be no occaHon for a re- 
petition of the Vizier's order: That I already have will 
fuflice, and if you approve, I wilt fend a regiment im- 
mediately on that fervice.

Almafs'sNaib has not paid the leaft atten- 
tion to the orders he received from his mailer, and obfli- 
natcly perfcveres in refilling the Bungirs of Camp permif- 
lion to purcbafe g^in in his diftrifi. The prefence of a 
military force may perhaps awe him into a compHance with 
our demands ; and if he be given to underltand that a regi- 
ment will be ilationed near him, unlefs he fupply us regu- 
larly with grain, he will probably engage to do it.

Excellency the Vizier. I have repeatedly informed you that 
i1m Aumils pay no attention to the orders of Government ( 
and that no oncof thofe to whom his Excellency's purwan- 
fuh's have been fent, has furnifhed the camp with any kind 
ef grain whatever. Hitherto I have, with great difficulty, 
fiipported the trooife from the rcpofitories of grain « Fin- 
Tuckahad, bat that refource is now at an end. The only 
polfibic means of fubfiftence is that I have ftatcd in my let- 
ter to his Excellency, that is, to feizc on fome rcpofitory of 
grain, within zo or 30 cofs of this place, and to let the: 
owners cmplpy their own fervants in retailing it out att 
price fixed by the Vizier.

^ubt of a combination fublifling between the Aumils and 
the merchftnts, to keep up the exorbitant price of grain ; 
and without the interference of the Government the moft 
(bvadfiil cc»ilcqacAces are to be apprehended from it. 

If you kpprove the propofal I have fabtsitted-to the Vi- 
«ier, let me rcqoeft that the ordo- aotborizing me to cany 
it into execution, may be exptefs and pofitive. It is tnief 
I have Several letters ^om his Excellency and youifelf, in 
which there is an implied authority to compel the Aumiii

I have the honour to acknowledge the receipt of your 

. letter of the gth inftant, encloiing the copy of one from 
Colonel Morgan, and beg leave fo acquaint you, that the 
fcarcity of provifions throughout the province of Allahabad 
became very general. Trior to my quitting that part of 
the country diflrefs was clearly ptdVured in the countenance 
of almofl every individual ; and the poorer fort of people ' 
were feen daily in the plains fweeping together the loofe 
earth, from which they extrafted the feed of grafs and Other 
wild plants for their fubliftence. 

From the very high rate corn is now felling at in the 
city of Allahabad, the fc<ircity of that article muft be 
urgent, and that a fufiicient fupply for two brigades can- 
not be procured from that province. 

I have received information of their being quantities of 
grain in the diftrifts Byrigur and LuCchie^ur, contigu- 
ous to the Allahabad province; and it Is my opinios ihat^ 
adequate fupply for the troops may be provided by the period 
you have fixed, by marching a force into the above diftri£ls, 
and compelling the Banyars to carry their grain to Allaha* 
bad Co be difpofcd of.

.783. , 

You have been plcare^ to acquaint me, that the brigado 
vould be relieved at Allababad, and a large quantity of 
grain and other neceflarics would be required for their ftib- 
fiflence. ' 1 (hall, in the folSowing reprefentacion, in obe- 
dience to Colonel Morgan and your commands, flate every 
particular j for as I have ferved the Honourable Company 
jiight and day for twenty years, by the grace of God, the 
Znglifti ecntleiren have experienced my zeal, and bc- 
flowcd honour and confideration on me. It is iqipoffiblc 
1 Qiould ever fwerve from my attachment. 
■ The province of Allahabad is in the high road, and a 
place of general refort. The troops have every year palfed, 
and beep amply fupplied, The camp Banyars on crolling 
the river were accuflemed to go into the interior parts of 
the country, and bring grain and other articles without 
difiiculty- A few mcichants, inhabitants of the province, 
willingly brought the grain for fale to the town of Allaha- 
bad, and for fuch extraordinary quantities required for troops 
!pafling through the country as could not he fupplied by 

■ them, the Aumils difpatchcd agents to various quarters, 
and there was never any complaints. In times of plenty 
there was po occafion for force in fupplyirg the aimy, the 
attention and affiduity of th? Aumils were alone fufficient j 
but grain is now at ten and twelve fecr a rupee at ^llaha- 
habad, and ortcjitimcs the fhops are fliut up for want of it. 
'The people are deferting the country, and ready to ftarvc; 
and though it is (he feafon of cultivating the rubbybarvefl, 
owing to the drought, and there not bting even feed to be 
had, it is clapfing. Having advanced Tuckavy, and en- 
couraged the Ryots to cojilirufl wells, in the plac^e of one 
hundrtd they arc perhaps able to water only fiTieen or 
pr twenty Bigahs, but even for that fmaF! fp^ce they can- 
not find feed, and in every place their groEns and lamen- 
tations reach the Heavens. If troops mould be detached 
from the brigade in fearch of grain into the interior par^s 
of the country, the few remaining ryots will defeit the 
Buncllccund, where ic is cheaper, and in that cafe I can- 
not anfwer for the confcquences. 

I beg leave to flate what occurs, in my humble opinion, 

" -iipon this fuhjeft, Firft, Colonel Morgan may order

knowledge. The troops under his command have never

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better for that gentleiran and me to Itt oiF for Allahabad^ 
and by mild means collefl as much grain a-^.v/e can ffonj 
the Aumils on the borders ot Bundlccucid, with whonj 
Captain Dennis and I have held, and do ftill hold, an Jn- 
4cr<;ourfe. Second, In the Purgunnahs of Mongcrah', 
Oopy Gunge, and Muchleflibehur, in the Benares HiArid, 
there &re many wealthy Beoparies, Zemtniars, and mer- 
chants, who buy the grain in the firft inftancc, and fell it 
when the aiTize may fuit them. From thefe places it 1* 
probable the proprietors themfelves may be induced to bring . 
it, or Beoparies may be fent there to make purchafes. 
Mr. Fowlce {bouid alfo ifTue orders tty the Aumiis to grant 
(heir affidance. 

' Third, The Purgunnah of Kyragtir formerly compi*- 
Aended a part of the province of Allahabad, -and was rent- 
ed for a certain time by Bulwant Sing and Chyte Sing, 
and is now under LolloDdur Sing, and within his High- 
nefs's dominion. During [he troubles with Chyte Sing 
many Zemindars, Talookdars, Merchants, and Beoparies, 
and wealthy inhabitants, from every quarter, as well from . 
the Company's territories as from Allahabad, took refuec 
there. From that time to this, Lolloodut Sing has de- 
tained them, and ^oes not permit the merchants and ryot* 
to return to their native dwellings, and from compulfioii 
they enter into commercial engagements. Though thcf^ 
people polTefs large quantities of grain. Loll Oodut Sing; 
prevents their cxpofing it. The borders of that Purgunnah 
arc only feven cofs from Allahabad, and Loll Oodut Sing 
has lately ercfled a ftrong fort at Banda, an ancient Talook 
cn a hill, and has caft guns, and docs ftiil continue to do 
fo for its defence. I can place no reliance on his willingl_jf 
furniOiing grain, therefore the beft advice I can give in 
refpefl to him i«, that Captain Dennis fliould encamp in 
the Kyragur diftrift, near t lie banks of the Ganges, and 
the Nuddy Eunees. Let Captain Dennis be furnilhed with 
orders from the Vizier to Loll Oodut Sing, to allift in the 
fupplies; and if he yields obedience it is well, if not. let 
the Captain be then inftru£ted to feize grain wherever he 
difcovcrs any hoards, and difpatch it to camp. I alfo will 
exert my endeavours in this bufincfs with Captain Dennis, 
as far as Jays in my power. 

Fourth, As fufficrent carriage is not to be had for the 
franfportation of the neceiTary quantities of grain in the 
province of Allahabad, it would beadvifeablefor his High* 
■ pefs to fend two thoufand bullocks there before the brigade 
arrives, in order that it may be tranfported and kept ready 
at that place. Colonel Morgan may likewife difpatch for 
the fame purpolc as many of the bullocks of hjs bapar as 
can be fpared. , ■ :^'.'

From the Nabob Vizier: Received 6th November, 1783, 

UCual Intiodudion. 

The authority and influence of the Jagheerdars ia tho 
Jageer dillri£ts, were formerly the caufes of fome difordcrs 
u thofeofgofefnmcnt; and the Aumils of the latter were 
wont to maice complaints. Jt had become an obje£l with 
me alfo to reduce the Jageers to ibcir original value^ 
moreover] during the difturbances at Benares, I had enter- 
tained fufpicions of the fidelity of fome of the Jagheerdars, 
and for the preceding reafons, when at Chunargur, I 
propofed the fcqueftration of my grandmother's and mother's 
Jagheers, and of thofe of the Nabob Saulur Jung, and 
others of my relations and conne£tions ; and on my reiuri^ 
to the Soubah of Oude I carried (he meafure into execu-r 
tion. In the courfe of the two years that thtir Jaghecrs 
have been fecjueftcred (for the prcfent is the ihiid year of* 
their fequeftration) the motives to that meafure have becm 
anfwered, and my doubts fully fatisfiedi there arc none 
now who will prefumc to difobey my will ; and the dif-. 
trelles which they individually fuffer are beyond defcrip- 
tion, and on this account it is now my wi(n to put my 
grandmother, my mother, the Nabob Saulur Jujig, and 
others of my relations, agreeably to the accompanying 
lift, again in pofl'elTion of their Jaeeers. I therefore re- 
quefl that you will write to Mr. Briltow not to oppofe t|^S 
meafures, but to allow them to be delivered up.

execution. If this man be not puniflied, I fee no poffibi-

In the middle of July laft 1 loaded on the faid budge* 
ron^ and boats as much timber and planlci as they could 
carry, to the number of 200 timbers and 8,000 planks j 
they were difpatched from Pyllibeet on the aift July, well 
manned, with one mangie and 8 dandies to each} ezclufire 
of thefe I dif[»tched the fame day 30,000 bainboes for th?

of the boats, flopped them, and took out by force as many 
- as thcT cbtjfe of the thnbers, plankcs, and bamboes; they

' wrote feveral tetters myfelf to them, requefting they womI^

* life hh influence' with the Aumi! of Rohilcuntf to rdeafc-, 
the boats ; the Aumil was fo good as to fend two hircarrahs- 
wiih a parwan'nah to the people who had flopped them ;. 
hut inftead of complying with this order, they flripped the 
hircarraiis oi all their cloaths, beat them fevercly, and 
tore the-purwannah : thefe particulars v^ill more fuUy ap- 

-,peaf by the copies of Colonel Sir John Cumming and 

- Colonel Knudfon's letters, which i have already taken the 
liberty to forward to you ; an my receiving Colonel Knud- 

' fon's letter, Sir John Cumming was fo friendly as to re- 
prcfcnt the cafe to you, which reprefentation you was Ca 

• kind as to approve of. 

Bufl'unt Roy, the Aumil of the country where the boatf 
were flopped,. pretended all the time that he could not re- 

- leafe them, as the people' would not obey himj but the 
moment he heard the intention of a regiment marching to 
that country, he immediately fent hircatrahs, and his or- 
<^crs were inftantly complied with, without any difficulty. 
It mult evidently, appear, to any impartial judge, that 
Buflunt Roy's orders mittht have been as eifeiilive at &ft^ 
jis they w^e at the lafl, if he meant, it. 

About the fcth of this month, in confequence of hear- 
ing the regiment was comingT ^he boats, (imbers, and bam- 
boo that -remained were releafed j hut it 1$ now too late^ 
as I was under obligation to deliver the boats, timbers^ 
planks, and bamboes, on the \a& day of September, orjJie 
iflinftant; now the river is entirely dry, znd-it is totally 
impollible to get them away before the next rains, with- 
out incurring an expence more than their value: by this 
misfortune ] am likely to lo& a fun of money which tnuft

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Incvicably be my ruin if I meet with no redrefs; if tk* 
particulars are requifite I am ready to give it when called 
upon ; but in a word, the boats, timbers, and bamboes, cod 
me, before they left Peilyput, io,000 rupees, 1 have had 
16 mangles and izo dandies, with iz clufhies, and a 
muonfhce, at the expence of 500 rupees per month, linctf 
-the ift July till this day, attending on thefe boats, bcfides, 
two margulh which were on the boats, Coft me 600 rupees ; 
now the Company's boats are fold, it is ever out of my 
power to get mine into their fervice. The fecond brigade • 
being i/nder marching orders to go down the country^ 
. by this removal I had a fecond opportunity to difpofe of 
my boats, but am igain difappointcd ; I therefore moit 
humbly beg that you will take my cafe into confideration^ 
and I Matter myfelf the juftnefs of my complaint will ap- 
pear clearly to you. 

I beg leave to obferve, how much againft the benefit 
of the poor people the Aumils iSt, when they do not en- 
' courage me in -the branch which I wifhed to follow, dur* 
ing the time I Hald at Pillybeeti I had arti6ccrs of differ- 
' cnt forts employed^ to the number of 400 men a day, . 
be fides 50 hackerrics : I brought no Inet-chandize with me 
into that country hut ready money i and in the courfe 6^ 
two months I laid out, for the produ^ion of the wilder- 

• neTst fuch as I may call timbers, bamboes, and mens 
. Jabotr, 10,000 rupees : Every perfon who Worked with me 

• was fully fatislied, and had I bccii cnc6uraged of permitted 
: without. interruption, I would be able to layout a very 

capital fum yearly in that line, which muft certainly help 
■ to enrich that country. I never did, nor do I now wilh 
to be excufed any reafonable duties to pafs through the 
country where it £houId be paid. This is a bufinels that 

-Would prove very feiviceable to all the EngUQi fettlemcntt 
upon the Ganges above Chunar Ghur, and deprives the 
natives of no part of their privileges, as they afVually do 
not underOand boat-building. I molt humbly beg yout

It is with the dcepcft concern, Gyitlemen, I acquaint 

^du thai we havbhad no rain fincc lall I had the honour to 
kddrefs you on this fubjcfl, and the general fcarcity'is 
now become a milter of very ferious alarm. Colonel Sit 
John Gumming and Lieut. Colonel Knudfon have pid- 
pafed a plan for fopplying the troops; a copy of their 
letters t have the pleafure to enlofe, and folicit your com- 
mands on the mbafures which it is your pleafure fhould be 
followed : Wheat, the principal food of the inhabitants of 

Jhefe provinces, is at this early feafon felline at To high « 
tatd as ten fcers per rupee, and floui' at eight fccrs per 
rupee, in the town of Lucknow ; and in the interior parts 
of' the cfluntry there are not above three or four feers 
diflferpnce in the price. The bad management in Lucfc- 
now has already produced the effects of famine, the inha- 
bitants being in ihe utmqft diftrefs, and in a few days many 
muft perlfh from want. Colonel CummTng continues to 
com^liin of the difficulties under which he labours in fub- 
Jifting the troops, and the oppofition he receives from the 

. Aumils} for the pat'ticulars of which I beg leave to refer 
you to the accompanying letters. I have renewed my ap- 
plications to * Almafs Ally Cawn, on the fubjcft of his 
fiirnilhing the grain he promifed, and thefe are the only 
iticans which lay iii my power of getting him to do his , 
diity } while he may remain the uncontrolled ruler of the 
countries under his charge, orders from the Vizier he 
totally difrcgards. 

In m^ opinion, Gentlemen, which I fubmit with due 
ileference to your' judgment, it appears abfoltitely ncceflary 
to lay in a fttfck of grain for the fubiiftence of the troops, 
as hereafter, at the time famine may generally prevail, the 
difficulties and etpence attending the mcafur^ wilt be pro- 

, ponionably encreafed, and I ever doubt if the grcateft ex- 
ertions of power could*, in the fttuation of the Vizier's 
government, cffeft a fupply of the quantities nftcelTary for 
your army and its followers, particularly on the relief of 
the bngade, when there will be a greater number to prorid* 
■ for.

commended.

It is with great reluftance that I repeat my felicitations 
for St fupply of nioney for the troops. The Benjarries rci 
.prefent th^ir inability to purchafe grain, unlets they 
ate paid what is due to them from the Sepoys From the 
moft minute inquiries^, I have reafon to apprehen,d'lt will 
be impofTible to fupply the troops with pravifions for more 
than eight of nine days, without pay being iffued to them'; 
1 look forward to that period with the utmoll anxiety, ini 
<lrtad the confequences of a failure, for the diftrefli'is ex> 
treme. The native officers and fepoys have pawned every > 
thing belonging to them that is valuable.

I- havr been favoured with both your letters of the 7th 
inftant; and, incompliance with your delire, haMovdereif 
an efcort to march to-morrow morning to meet the trea-> 
fure. 

As the feafen is now approaching when we may reafpit- 
ably expeAinctU'fion& into the Vizier's dominions by the 
Seifcs, 'and other plunderers, 1 -beg leave to fuggeft tu you ' 
the difficulties a detachment muft inevitably be czpoled. ta 
with refpeft to provifions, Ihould it be ncceffary for ono 
to be fent towards AnoopHieir, or the wefiward frontiers. 
Jn times of plenty he always trufls for fupplies to Bengarisy 
who procure them from the contiguous villages { but in tho 
prefcnt fcarcity you muft be fenfible that refource could not 
pe depended on. Should the honourable Board approve 
of the propofal for laying a magazine of graii^ at Futtji 
Ghur, 1 am of opinion that the diltance between it and the 
weftern frontier is much too great for the carriage of fup^ 
plies, and that the cxpence of conveying them from the 
former place to the latter wpuld add one third to their price ; 
add towhich, it would be impoffible to carry grain to fo great 
a dillance without the prote£tio^of largercfcqrts than coul4 
lie fpared from the detachments. For thcfe reafons, I beg 
jeave to fubmit to your confidcration. whether it would

But I am forry to, 
obferve, that ai far as I 4iave had eccalion to make ufe of 
fhem, they have failed, of producing ihedefired effe^. To, 
defire a repetition of the orders can anfwer no parpnTe. I 
Jiave thefirongeft grounds for believing that the Auinihare, 
concerned with theMerchant*, and are interefted in raifiiig th& 

rrice of grain; It istruelcannatbiingpofitive proof of what , 
haveallerted, it being in its nature very difficult to prove, 
atid ray fituatian precludes me from the means «f obtaining 
k. The Burmicks, who were fent to ICanagc with the, 
order on Almafs's Naib, have reiiirned empty-handed ; 
, they report that they were fent away from Kanage without 
ithy grain, and diredcd to procure it from Jcllat(}deen,.an 
Officer under Government at Fatteah, where they were 
permitted to purchafe, and to load their buUecks, but' ' 
prevented from bringiag it to our camp, and ordered t9 
carry it to Almafs's troops, who it was iaid were jo as 
great diftrefs for provifions as ourfelveS. I cannot tafce^ 
apon mc ts fay that this is a true rep r^ Mentation, bt(t it is 
fuch ;t I have received from, the Burniicks> and my Hir- 
carrahs who accompaiiied them ; however, to afcertaiii the 
truth, I am now goiug to. fend an Havildar and fix fepoya 
to Kanage, and a like number to Fattea, to each of whom 
I (hall give a letter addrriTed to the refpeciive Officers of 
Government, in order tdenquirc wloetli^t therejbc any 
obftruitiojis thrown ii\ the. way of procuring grain, or nttt j' 
when they return I fhall iaforra,you of -the refult of their 
enquiries. In the mean time I tliouglit it advlfeable to Ac- 
quaint yoB with "my having fent ihcm, and the bufinefs 
which they are to execute. 

There is alfo anoiher circumftance, which I am under 
die ncccllicy of troubling you with : Some days fince we 
were fo much diftreflcd for grain as to be driven to apply 
to the Zemindar of a village called Bernamow, cloie to the, 
left of our camp, for aoo maunds of wheat ; the Zemin- 
dar, after fome hefitation, fupplicd.tbe requiri^d quantity 
at a lower price than that which was current at Furrucka- 
bad i about tentlays after a party of lio/fe and foot, accom- 
panied with a gun, were fent to appreliend th? aforefaid 
Zemindar in the night t<iie ; Upon invctiigatiun it appears 
that the reafon for con&liing him waj, his having fupplieds. 
us with the wheat above mentioned, and it was done in 
confequence of a complaint by another Zemindat, who 
C c 4 being 
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|>eing urged to contribute a quantity of grain for tlic ufe of 
oar camp, rcprcfentcd to the Sezawal, that had it not heeii 
{or the former Zemindar's (of Bernamow) eafy compliance 
with OUT demand, no demand would have been made on 
biiQi upon this infonnatLon the man was confined, in or- 
der to deter others from following hit ej^mple. This 
circumflancc alfo is a convincinR proof of the connc£tiori 
twtween the Aumils and Merchants, and their joint en- 
deavours to raife the price of provtlions. I mud however 
obferve, that the conduct of Mahomed Beg on ihisocca- 
fion was prcfumptuous and highly rcptehcntible. The 
-tillage lie furroundcd with a body of borfe and foot, not 
lefi than 250, together with a gun,, is within our lines, 
being between the left of the fopoy lines and the artillery 
barracks ; and it was ■ moft fonunate circumflance that tha 
villagers made no fcfiftance, for had there been an occafion 
for the af&ilants to make ufe of their fire iirms, the hno 
would have been alarmed, and in all probability the whole 
jbrce fent by the Sezawal would have been dcftroy^d. X 
bavi; been particular in ftating thefe circumflances, that yoq' 
may bcable to judge of the infults ofFercd, by entering our 
lines in the ni^t time, with fuch a mihury force, and I 
licpe you will infli£t focti punifliaicnt on the offender, as 
the cafe defervts. 

After the moft minute enquiry Into the caufc of 
ftonfining the Zemindar, all they can alledge in excufe is, 
that he was bouod for the appearance of another Zemindar.

Softie days fince I informed you of my intention to fend 
I fmall party of fepoys to Kanoge an^ to Fatckh, to cnquirb 
jtito the reafons of the Bcnjunes being rcfufed liberty to 
purcbafe grain in thofe places. The enclofed leticri air 
from the Havildars, who commanded the parties; you will 
jJerceive by them, that notwitliilanding the purwannah for- 
merly given by Almafs, his Naib politivtfly refufcs fupply- 
ing our camp. It mull be evident to you, that there is 
fome fecret mSuence which counterafts the public orders, 
otherwife thofe people would not prefume*toaA in fuch 
open difobcdicnce.

The advices contained in thefe letters are fo very imf, 
perfeft, that the Gover|ior General defires for himfeif to 
idccline joining in any orders that may be iffued concerning 
them. The Zemindars in the provinces of Oude, and in 
the other dominions of the Nabob Afoph ul Dowlah, have 
ever been cither in a ftate o£ a£lual rebellion, or bordering 
upon it ; even i[> the time of the Nabob Sujah ul Dowiah 
they could only be retrained fay a military foice fuperlor toi 
that which they could oppofe to it. At this time the gOs 
vernment and adminiiliation of that country are ufurprd, 
fo l^r as they can be ufurpcd, by Mr. Briftow. He is in the 
praSice of making oftcnfible reprefeiitationsto the Board, 
but concealing his own agency and their objei^, as I have al- 
ready Ihewn in numerous and incontrovertible inflances, and 
of receiving orders froip the Board, which dire^ed his appli- 
cation to the Nabob Vizier for ads to be palled by his au- 
thority, but executing them by his own. The peoplci 
IBven the meanefl of them, are aware of the wcaknefs which 
that government derives from this irregular and unafcertained 
mle> The Zemindars will be encouraged to afis of greater 
contumacy than even thofc to which they were accuflomed, 
p^d the Autnils ffiil avail theofftjveg of it for interelleA 
purpofct i 
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purpofes ; at tbig time erpecially, when the neceflitics of 
the country, and (what concerns us infinitely more, the 
fabfiftence of two armies of ocr own cftabliftunent depend) 
the vigorous and conftant cxercife of fome power, both to; 
guard againft the fatal clFi&s of the impending drought, 
and to maintain the "pcice of the country from the dcfpcratc 
confequences which are ever incident to fuch a calamity : 
' It becomes the Board to confider whether it is morally pol- 
fible for Mr. Briftow to exercife the controul which he has 
alTiimed, in fubvertion to the natural jgrifdi£lton of the 
country} or, if it be refolved that he Ihali exercife it, 
whether it will not be' necefTary even to gO further, and to 
authorize and direft him to affiiiue it, avowedly to appoint 
Agents and Officers of Government in the name of the 
Company, and be himfdf tefponfibic for their afls.

I am to inform you that a fray has happened between tl« 
dfettchrocnt fcnt out to collect grain in the diftrict of Cbof>- 
tamow, and the inhabitants of a village named Achbar- 
pore: the latter had made a practice of tarrying off the grain 
^ night, of which the oflficer on command leceived iniclh- 
gence, and agreeably to his inftructions determined to prc- 
ventit. Thcpeoplethatwciccarryingaway thcgrain find- 
ing that tiity were difcovcred, unloaded the Hackaries and 
Bulloclcs, and attacked the Company's Sepoys. Thccon- 
fequencc was, that a Zomindar and about twelve of hisRv' 
ots were killed, and four Sepoys of ours weie kiUcd alfo, 
and four more wounded 

I am not without apprebenlion that more accidents of 
this kind will happen, as the people even tboogh paid ready 
money, will not part with their grain voluntarily { and it i? 
at the fame time impollible for the tioops bete to fobfift

/ « Indofed I have ^e honour to tranfmit to you a copy of 
a letter I have received from the Refident at the Vizier's 
Court, and of its enclofures. I had the honour toaddreft 
you upon the fubjeft of them, in a letter under date a^ih 
Auguft laft. and then requefted to have your inArudtionc 
upon the cafe i lince that time, fo far from having any rca- 
fons to fufpcft Almafs Aly Khan of being any ways difaf- 
fcflcd, I concluded he was the reverfe, for, by all account!, 
I have underftood that friendly interviews had paffed lately 
between him and Mr. firillow at Lucknow ; and ever^ 
thing fettled then in the moft amicable manner. And 
though I have heard that he purchafed fome houfes at 
Kalpi, and bad an agent in the Maratta camp with Scin- 
dia, yet I have never had any grounds for a fufpicion of 
his having the leaft defign to give offence to our govern- 
oient ; but, that no precaution might be omitted for fecur- 
■itg the ftation of Cawnpore, I have taken the Oeps whicb 
•re mentioned in the enciofed copy of my letter to Mr, 
Briftow, Agreeably to general orders, I am thus far on 
my way to lUahabad, where the fecond brigade is direi^ed 
(0 pafs the third. Ac and before I left Cawnpore, 1 had 

ordered. 
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ordered, in conformity to the Commander in Chiefs Irt* 
^ruflions, three of the Sepoy regiments to march down tb^ 
country by a different route, to prevent thc'troops fufFcring 
from Tcarcity of grain. However, in my opinion, when 
Major M'Clary hasjoirted Major Dunn at Cawnpore, there 
will be a force fufficient for fficunng the artillery and ma- 
gazine from any kind of danger, the lines of Cawnpore 
affording a ftrong poft for them to occupy in cafe «f ne- 
ceffity.

Sir, 
As I have flrong reafens to doubt the loyalty of h\n\a(i 
Ally Cawn, I am very apprehenfive that he may felze tha 
Opportunity which the departure of the brigade from Cawn- 
pore prefents to him, of ihrowine off his allegiance, and 
poffibly make fome attempt to poilefs himfelf of ihc artil- 
lery and flores left at that ftation. I muft, therefore, re- 
qoeft you wilt favour me with your opinion, whether you 
think the force now left at Cawnpore, under the command 
of Major Dunn, is fufficient to enable that officer, fbould 
Almafs aflually harbour any fucb defign, to defend him- 
felf till reinforcements may arrive from the ftations of 
Lucknow, Kyrabad, and Salone, or from Sir John Cum- 
jning's detachment ; and fuppofing Almafs to bring with 
him to the attack, as I believe he readily minbt, a body of 
troops, artillery, &c. agreeably to the enclofetl ftatement. 
If you are of opinion "that Major Dunn's piefent force is 
infufficient, I am further to requeft you will direit fuch an 
auementation to be made to it from your brigade as may 
efie<aua!ly fecure him againft any hotiile attempt from the 
quarter above mentioned, till the arrival of Colonel Iroii- 
lide. 

' 1 fliould have addrefled you earlier on this fubjeft, but it 
was only to day that ihe intelligence reached me, from 
which] am led particularly to think the defedion of Al- 
mafs probable. I hope, indeed, the beft, but it is never- 
thejleft in common prudence neceflary toguard againft ev^rj* 
pclTible contingency J as the appearance of fufpicion ano 
diftruft on the part of Government with refpedt to his 
good faith, might tend to confirm Almafs in his evildefigns> 
and accelerate a meafure which is at prefenr perhaps only 
in contemplation : I dare fay you will agree with me in 
'opinion, that in recommending the utmofl vigilance to 
the Commanding Officer at Cawnpore, &c. it is highly

I have this moouDt received yovK lettvr of the lotb inft. 
and in confequcnca have oiidtred Majot M'Qary to march 
. back with his regiment to Cavapore with the utmoft eifpo- 
dition, where he wtU arrive in two days. And now I have 
bjnly one n^iment o£ Sepoys with mc ; but I cannot think 
that AJmaCt haS: any intention to difturb the ftauon of 
Cawnpote. however, as Colonel Sir John Cumming is 
now in fiiU force, from having been joined by Major Dun- 
can with two regiments, I hope and flitter myfclf, that yqv 
h^vc wrote, to him upon the nibject, zs I recommended it 
to you in my lettec of the a9th Auguft laft, which I refer 
Tou for what 1 thought nccef&ry to be faid on the fub- 
ject : And he will not fail to give every affiftancc the occa- 
fion. requires, for the protection of the Cawnpore ftadon, 
if you have wrote to him. 

Before Uiii time you muft have feen the ncccffity of re- 
inforcing the flation, and troops from Khyrabad might 
have been ordenidfor thatfcrvice; and even if the cafe was 
emergent, a battalion from the regimmt at Lucknow 
might have been lent» both which I recommend to you to 
he done. 

Was I to return vrith the remainder of the brigade, it 
might, as you obferve, haftcn his defection, and give him 
^ome fufpicion of our Government's having inimical in-' 
flructioRB towards liim. 

I fhall halt here fome time, in confequcnce of your let- 
ter, and of Colonel Ironlide's wifbing to pafs me upon the 
march,: inftcad of meeting me at Illahabad, left there fhould 
be a fcarcity of grain. 

I have to rcqucft of you to be fo good as to delire ' Mr. 
Hutchinfon to proceed to Manickpore with the treafure ; 
and in cafe he Ihould have left Lucknow, that you will be 
fo good u to difpatch a. letter after him to defire hint to 
march to this [dace.
